Spring# I960, under the sponsorship of certain well-known 
pro-Communists and ’liberals' for the announced purpose of 
defending the 'truth* about Cuba from distortion by Cuba's 
enemies. A Greater Los Angeles Chapter of the FPCC was 
formed in-Los Angeles, California, in December, i960, under 
the stimulus of the Los Angeles Local of the Socialist 
Workers Party (LAL-SY/P).

A third source furnished on September 1^, 1961, a 
copy of resolutions of the New York Council to Abolish the 
House Un-American Activities Committee (NYCAHUAC) which 
were adopted by the NYCAHUAC. One such resolution affirmed 
the intention to continue to work for the abolition of the 
House Committee on Un-American Activities (HCUA) and to 
continue its efforts to broaden the participation in this 
fight. Another resolution accepted as a modus vivendi the 
suggestion of the Field Representative of the "National 
Committee to Abolish the HCUA" (NCAHUAC) namely that local 
abolition committees may identify and co-ordinate their 
efforts as closely as they desire with NCAHUAC, still 
maintaining their autonomy for as flexible and independent 
a program as possible. 

Various sources have advised during March, 1962, 
that Communist Party (CP) members In the New York City area 
have been solicited to support activities of the NYCAHUAC 
during attendance at CP club meetings. 

On May 6, 1963, the first source advised that the 
.NYCAHUAC continues to function from its office at 150 West 
. 3**th Street, New York City, New York.

WORKERS WORLD PARTY 


On April 17, 1959, a source advised that on February 12, 
1959* a Socialist Workers Party (SWP) minority group, 
under the leadership of National Committee member, SAM BALLAN, 
split from the SWP. 

— The source stated that this minority group, referred 
to as the Marcyltes, after many years of program and policy 
differences on varied Issues concerning tactics and Interpretation 
of political events, spilt from the SWP on the grounds that 
the Party was liquidating Itself by departing from the 
Marxist precepte of LEON TROTSKY and retreating from the fight 
for the world socialist revolution. The final Issue which 
ultimately forced the split was the minority^ opposition to 
the SWP regroupment policy which involved cooperation with the 
Communist Party (CP) periphery - Individuals characterized by 
the minority as petty-bourgeois. 

The minority program, according to the source, advocates 
unconditional defense of the Soviet Union and has as Its 
goal the building of a revolutionary party with a complete 
proletarian orientation for the purpose of overthrowing capitalism 
In the United States and throughout the world. 

.. On May 12, i 960 , the soure advised that this minority 
group had chosen the name Workers World Party. 

On April 18, 1962, the source stated that the head- 
quarters of the Workers World Party were located at 46 West 
21st Street, New York, New York. 

The SWP and the CP have been designated by the 
Attorney General of the United States pursuant to Executive 
Order 10450.

On 4/3/64, SA Paul M. Stombaugh, Iiairs and Fibers Unit, FBI > 

i , Laboratory, -testified before the President’s Commission on the assassination 
1 of, President Kennedy, beginning at 9:05 a. m. and ending at 12:20 p. m. Chief 
Justice Earl Warren was present from 9:0b a. m. , until 10:00 a. m. at which 
time he left for duties at the Supreme Court. At 10:00 a. m., Mr. Allen Dulles 
replaced Mr. Warren and remained until the completion of SA Stombaugh’s 
testimony. Mr. Melvin Eisenberg was also present and elicited the testimony. 

The testimony concerned the receipt in the Laboratory of the blanket 
from Mrs. Paine's garage, the assassination rifle, homemade paper bag found 
near the rifle and the shf rt Oswald was wearing at the time of the apprehension * 
and subsequent examinatisns for hairs and fibers. 

With regard to the blanket (in which the assassination rifle may have 
been wrapped) the Commission was interested in knowing how the blanket was 
folded when received. This was demonstrated through the use of a small piece 
of paper taken to the hearing and folded in a similar manner to that which the 
blanket had been folded. At the time of the examination of the blanket in the 
Laboratory, a small "hump" approximately 10" in length was observed and noted. 
Inasmuch as the length of this "hump" approximated the length and size of the 
telescopic sight of the rifle, the approximate location of this hump was noted on ' 
the paper used in the demonstration, although the "hump" could not definitely be 
attributed to the sight or to any other part of the gun. The blanket also had a 
metal safety pin attached to one end and a short length of twine had been tied to 
• this end. A small safety pin was inserted into the paper at the approximate 
location of the larger pin as it had appeared in the blanket. The Commission 
was also interested in the type of knots used in tying the twine around the blanket 
and this was demonstrated with a separate piece of twine. The knots actually used 
on the blanket w*ere a granny knot (very common) and a double bowknot (the type 
used in tying shoe laces). The paper, safety pin and twine were then entered into 
evidence.

The Commission was then interested in the various hairs found adhering 
nket. Testimony was given regarding the fact that limb hairs and pubic 
hairs found on the blanket matched those of Oswald in all observable microscopic 
characteristics. The Commission was shown, through the use of previously 
prepared charts, how the Laboratory determined the origin of hairs as to race, 
and the microscopic characteristics present in the hairs removed from the blanket. 
Photomicrographs were then shown of these hairs as compared with known hairs 
from Oswald. It was pointed out to the Commission that the Laboratory could not 
state definitely that the hairs originated from Oswald to the exclusion of all other 
Caucasian persons inasmuch as hairs do not exhibit enough individual microscopic 
characteristics to permit this to be done. 

9 

The homemade bag (paper bag) was introduced and testimony given 
regarding how a single brown viscose fiber and several light green fibers matched 
similar fibers found in flie composition of the blanket and the conclusion that these 
fibers could have originated from this blanket. A previously prepared chart was 
used to demonstrate the differences that exist among woolen, cotton and viscose 
fibers of which the blanket was composed. With regard to the remaining contents 
of the debris removed from this bag, which consisted of a small particle of wax 
and a minute fragment of woody material, it was pointed out that the wax was 
examined and compared spectrographically with a large quantity of wax found 
adhering to the front of Oswald’s shirt and found to be dissimilar. The woody 
material was too limited in size for identification purposes. 

Testimony was then brought out regarding the small tuft of cotton fibers 
found adhering to a jagged edge on the butt plate of the rifle. A description of these 
fibers was given regarding their type and colors and the fact that they were 
compared with the cotton fibers composing Oswald’s shirt and found to match 
microscopically. Color photomicrographs were used to show these comparisons 
wherein the conclusion was reached that these fibers could have originated from 
Oswald’s shirt. Mr. Eisenberg attempted to obtain mathematical probabilities 
from SA Stombaugh as to two persons having identical hair or of fibers originating 
from a’ particular shirt to the exclusion of all other shirts. SA Stombaigh stated 
that such probabilities could not be determined in view of the numerous unknown 
factory which exist in such cases.

I hope* that this letter Is privileged enough to 
reach your hands. 

I read quite recently about the verdict returned by 
the Jury of your city in the trial against Mr. Ruby and, 
of course, I am familiar with the commentaries which have 
followed this event. 

Allow me, dear Mr. Attorney, to tell you the truth 
In sincerity and without reticences This verdict satisfies 
no one, with the exception perhaps of the enemies of the_ 

United States of America and, therefore, of the free, world. 

Your (?) position as a. .servant, as it were,, of the majority .-of 
the American citizens Is rather partial' arid it Is a fact that 
none of us seems to be able to accept this tragedy which entailed 
so many shocking developments. However, In spite of every- 
thing, I will try to set forth by means of these few lines the 
logical and Juridical reality which must emanate from this 
case. 

Mr. Ruby, a mentally mature person, did not act as 
a result of an emotional shock. This. Is apparent not only 
from the age of the accused, but also from the premeditation 
with which he acted. How else could one explain the various 
attempts Ruby made to enter the enclosed area where the 
President's assassin was? How else could one explain that 
the fellow dared to enter the place which was mipposedly 
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guarded and which was inaccessible to any person who had 
no right to be there (save for reasons of work) and such 
the less to an armed person? Indeed, it would be much 
more difficult to explain why a person of the age and record 
4>f Nr. Ruby suffered such an emotional derangement as to 
icommlt the crime he committed without a second thought about 
•the consequences. 

Pear Mr. Attorney, I have no intention of going 
over the history of the events, but I would like to ask the 
followings 

First - Is it Indeed possible that Lee H. Oswald 
plotted the assassination of the President all by himself? 
Could Oswald who, because of his record, appears to have been 
a person of negligible intelligence, perpetrate and mastermind 

the assassination of President Kennedy? 

. - 

Second - Is it indeed credible that Nr. Ruby lost 
his self-control like a teen-ager to the extent of doing what 
he did? 

The truth is that we are confronted with one of the 
most despicable events of our age; one, in which the law 
enforcement authorities of the United States of America acted 
in a manner which is, at least, negligent and apathetic. 

Are they afraid by any chance to fully unravel the President's 
assassination and the assassination of his assassin? Which 
influential political personages are being protected? 

Are you. Nr. Attorney, a bought man? Or else, have you not 
been free to act in this case? 

In his first speech as the President of your nation. 
President Kennedy said: “Ask not what your country can do for 

you; ask what you can do for your country." Is your country 
unable to do the least that can be expected of it? Is it 
unable to remove the stain from its honor? Or is this one 
more case of the honor having been sacrificed on the altar of 
comfort? Or, should I call it cowardice? 

In short, the verdlot as it has been returned 
satisfies no one because there can be only two verdicts in 
this trial.

Dick [Berlin called for the Director at 12:07 p. m. , 2/25/64. Upon being 
informed of the Director's absence from the office, he asked to speak to me. I was at the 
Bethesda Naval Hospital at the time for a physical examination. I called Mr. Berlin back 
at 3:30 p. m. ^ f | 

Mr. Berlin advised that one of their good young reporters, who is considlehed' 
to be very reliable, has learned from sources in Dallas, also from members $f^Congre§^ 
and from one recently released FBI Agent, that both Jack Ruby and ^Lee Ha rvey Oswald » . 
were informants of the FBI prior to the time President Kennedy was^ assassinated. JfcJerkh ' 
stated that his repor{erJiad pledged not to reveal the name of this former Agent. 
indicated that Melviryj^elli, the attorney for the defense in the Ruby case, had told 
reporter that Oswald was an FBI informant, i \/ z • 'o 

' ,c. 

The alleged sources in Congress who told the Hearst reporter abouflthis y • 
matter additionally advised him that it was entirely possible that J. Edgar Hoover Eat FB^ ' - 
Headquarters in Washington would never be consulted about local informants. Th&rrepoi’teii 
argued that this appeared to be sufficient proof that Ruby and Oswald could have b«fn ^ 

I informants without the Director or FBI Headquarters knowing about it. Belli told Die ^ > 
Vepbrter that he wouldn’t care to comment so much regarding Ruby's connections ^th tSfc V> 
CFBI but that he knew from reliable sources that Ruby had been an informant for 8 ^jeeks and 
Oswald an informant for 13 weeks. Belli additionally told the reporter that Ruby informed 
ton gamblers and people of low character, and that Oswald was a security-type informant. 

Mr. Berlin said he wanted to let the Director know about this matter at once. 

I told him that the Director already knew of this rumor that that this was an old, old story 
without a scintilla of truth to it. I went into some detail with Mr. Berlin explaining that 
these careless rumors came from 3 different sources: (1) I explained the matter of Senator 
Eastland, Chairman of the Senate Internal Security Subcommittee, and Jay Sourwin^ *' 
Counsel of that Committee, having picked up this information from a.Colpnel PhilipfCorso 
who is employed by Senator Strom Thurmond. I told Mr. Berlin we had confronted Corso 
and he had backed down. Corso claimed that he merely deduced such facts on the basis of 
his prior experience in military intelligence. I told Mr. Berlin that Corso had very 
faulty logic and was a ’’dreamer"; (2) I mentioned the drive by the Communist Party to ..

disprove the fact that Oswald was a confirmed Marxist by alleging that Oswald was a spy 
for either the FBI or CIA; (3) I told Mr. Berlin that the "recently released former Agent" 
was undoubtedly one William Turner who was dismissed with prejudice for making false 
and defamatory statements about the FBI. I additionally mentioned the incident involving 
the rep orter by the name ofyHudkins who had refused to back up his statements previously 
made to Henry Wade, the prosecutor in Dallas, Texas. Insofar as Belli was concerned, 

I told Mr. Berlin he might like to consider the source* inasmuch as Belli would use every 
subterfuge possible in order to get publicity for himself and to get his client, Ruby, off 
the hook on a plea of insanity. It pf » f (■

Mr. Berlin agreed that the allegations were undoubtedly false and stated 
that he was satisfied and that no action would be taken by the Hearst papers. He asked, 
however, that I call Kingsburj^Smith, publisher of the "Journal American," and tell him 
the same facts. He stated Mr. Smith could be reached at OOlumbus 7-7454, his unlisted 
number at the "Journal American" offices. I 

I talked to Mr. Smith at approximately 4:20 p. m. , 2/25/64, and he related 
i to me the same facts as previously given by Mr. Berlin, however, added that the Hearst 
| reporter had a tape recording of Melvin Belli making the above-mentioned allegations. I 
went into some detail refuting the same allegations that both Mr. Berlin and Mr. Smith 
had mentioned. In conclusion, I told Mr. Smith that Belli's allegations, particularly on 
tape, would necessitate our interviewing him and asking him to put up or shut up. He 
stated he thought this would be necessary and agreed it should be done. Mr. Smith con- 
cluded by stating that the article would not be published in the Hearst papers; however, he 
felt that Belli would continue his gabbing and some other paper might carry these alle- 
gations. I told him that oOter publications had already carried almost the same rumors. 

I mentioned former Age^r' Turner/ s article in "SAGA" magazine as well as the article in 
"Nation" magazine and the articles by the Communist Party. Mr. Smith was not familiar 
with these articles, however, stated he could see the rumors were being well played.

Both Mr. Berlin and Mr. Smith were completely satisfied concerning our 
refutation of these allegations.

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ROBERT LZL TAHIIi whs interviewed at the Orange County «iail, Orlando, 
Florida. He whs advised that he was not required to make any statement, 
••that any statement he made vwuld be voluntary, that any statement he 
ienade could be used against him in a court of law, and that he had the 
w right to consult counsel before making any statement. 


T.'.RIX stated that on October 1, 1963 ho enterod Kex ico from Eagle Pass, 
Texas, took a taxi from the Mexican town opposite Eagle Pass (nxr.e not 
recalled) to Nuevo Laredo, Mexico, spent one night in Nuevo Lcredo and 
returned to San Antonio, Texas tte following day, crossing back into 
Texas at, .Laredo, Texas. ,

T.MIIN stated that he was accompanied on this trip by his wife, KAhT 
ELAINE, and three small daughters, SIlAriON, AUDKL.Y and Bkc-MDA. He said 
that they traveled by bus and taxi on this trip and they took the trip ' 
because he had beea released from Jail a short time previously and 
his wife had never been to Mejdco. Ho said they decided not to stay 
in Mexico more than one night because the youngest child was still a 
baby and they found it was har'd to get milk they considered safe for 
her to drink. 


T.'.Hll! said they started to enter Mexico from Del itio, Texas but they 
were told th're was nothing of interest opposite Del Tdo, so they hired . 
a nan to drive them to >i agle Pass, Texas. He said when he started into 
Mexico from Eagle Pass, he was told he should have more identification, 
since all he had was driver^ license and a Social Security Card, so he 
went to a place in Eagle Pass tint he thinks was a Chamber of Commerce 
office where he obtained an affidavit concerning his birth in the U. 3. 
and where he purchased some insurance. He then went back to the border 
and was issued the necessary entry permit for Mexico. He said his wife 
was not issued a permit, that his permit was issued to cover his wife and 
three children. TARIN stated they hired a taxi to drive them down the 
river, on the Mexican side, to Nuevo **aredo. 

He said they arrived in Nuevo Laredo late in the afternoon, walked through 
the market on the main street where there are booths or stands on both 
the first and second floors, thon walked a few blocks further, away from 
the river, rnl rented a motel unit for the night, TAKIN using the nans 
EARL DAWSON. He said the motel was on the loft-hand side of the main 
street as one traveled south, and it was a few blocks past the main plasa 
in the center of town.

From early 1962 to February 1, 1964, he was 
employed as ah industrial equipment salesihan for Texas 
Industrial Products Company, 1230 W. Laurel, San Antonio, 
Texas. While so employed RIOJAS served as the Mexico 
sales representative for the company and usually 
would make one two- week trip a month to Mexico. 

RIOJAS recalled that on September 19, 1963, 
or September 20, 1963, he made a business trip to Mexico 
in his own automobile. He returned to San Antonio via 
Nuevo Laredo on October 3, 1963. To the best of his 
recollection he went to Mexico City on this particular 
trip and stayed at the Del Paseo Hotel in Mexico City. 

He advised that he was not accompanied by anyone at 
'any time on this particular trip. 

RIOJAS was shown a photograph of L^E HARVEY 
OSWALD and advised that he recognized him only from 
television and the newspapers. He stated that he never 
saw OSWALD in Mexico nor does he know of anyone who 
may have seen him.

The man wore dark panto* i white short-sleeved shirt, 
and had no hat* DEL RIO saw no jacket* The man was 
wearing low cut 6hoe^ t nvt dress shoes, but made of a rough 
material* The man was carrying a small dark brown bag 
balieved mado of canvas or fabric material, not leathar, 
the type that sailors carry* The bag had a zipper on top, 
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£ut DEL RIO does .not recall a zipper below. The bag 
^appeared to be light in weight. The handles were dark 
^ -brown, This man spoke English like an American, and, 
to DEL RIO’s knowledge, was the only person on the bus 
who did not speak Spanish, 

DEL RIO sat about four to six seats from the 
front of the bus on the right 6ide of the bus (not the 
driver's side). This man referred to above sat about 
four or five seats behind DEL RIO on the opposite side of 
the bus, DEL RIO stated that this man seemed to stay to 
himself and was not talkative but was "close-mouthed," 

DEL RIO said that he had occasion to talk to this man 
and asked him how he liked Mexico, and that the man 
replied that he liked it, DEL RJO asked the mam where 
he was going, and DEL RIO believes the man said he was 
going to California, DEL RIO advised that there was 
a couple aboard the bus whom he believed to be Latin 
American but who spoke English, He noticed that this 
couple spoke with the above-mentioned man.

Inspector boarded the bus and picked up DEL RIO's tourist 
card, DEL RIO said that this man took something out of 
his shirt pocket that looked like a billfold and showed 
it to the Immigration Inspector, This did not look 
like the tourist card DEL RIO had, DEL RIO does not 
recall the Immigration Inspector taking anything from 
this man, DEL RIO observed no difficulty at Kilometer 
26 with this man or anyone on the bus.

The bus arrived at Kilometer 26 about midnight 
and arrived at Nuevo Laredo, Mexico, about IlOO to ltlS

In connection with our investigation of subject's trip 
to Mexico City on 9-26-63, we have identified Albert Osborne as N 
the passenger sitting next to the subject.

he has repeatedly lied to us; he entered the U.S. in 1914 but f,

JORGE ANTONIO MARTINEZ SOTO, born 2/15/28, In Cuba, 
Identified as Individual who was reported to have 
visited the Parrot Jungle , a tourist attraction at 
Miami, Fla., about 11/1/63, and to have made remarks 
there indicating possible acquaintance with OSWALD.. 
MARTINEZ denies any personal acquaintance or knowledge 
of OSWALD. He maintained that his remarks may have 
been misunderstood due to his imperfect English. 
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DETAIL^ : 


The following Investigation supplements that 
contained on Pages 1 to 15 In the report of Special 
Agent 'JAMES J. O’CONNOR dated December 31, 1963, at 
• Miami, Florida, captioned, "LEE HARVEY OSWALD, Aka.; 

IS - R - CUBA." In that report, investigation was set 
out reflecting that on or about November 1, 1963, an un- 
identified male made remarks to an employee at the Parrot 
Jungle, a tourist attraction at Miami, Florida, which re- 
marks led the employee to believe the unknown male was 
acquainted with LEE HARVEY OSWALD. This unidentified male 
was said to have made reference to President KENNEDY, and 
"shooting between the eyes," and that he had a friend who 
was an American, a Marxist, and was a sharpshooter and 
could speak several languages, including Russian. The 
Parrot Jungle employee related that the unidentified male, 
in one instance, referred to his friend by the name "LEE,” 
and remarked that the friend was either in Texas or Mexico* 



On March 6, 1964, Mrs. LILLIAN SPINGLER, the 
Parrot Jungle employee who previously furnished the infor- 
mation concerning the afore-described unidentified male, 
contacted the Miami Office of the FBI to advise that the 
unidentified individual had returned to the Parrot Jungle 
on that date and was observed by her to drive a blue and 
white Chevrolet bearing 1964 Florida license 1-143874. 

Mrs. SPINGLER said that Mrs. MARY^TYSON, who operates the 
ticket booth at the Parrot Jungle and speaks Spanish, as- 
certained that the unidentified male's name was MARTINEZ, 
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Records of the Dade County, Florida, Automobile 
Registration Office reflect that 1964 Florida License (> \ >f 

l -14 3874, was issued to JORCE^SOTO-^HARTINEZ, 464 H. B._

On March 16, 1964, Mrs. ANNA^FISHER, 464 N. B. 

31s t Street, Miami, stated she recalled JORGE MARTINEZ as 
a tenant in one of her apartments, for a period of about a 
year, until approximately 1963. She said she did not 
know his current residence, but recalled that he worked 
at the Fontainebleau Hotel in Miami Beach. She said she 
did not know any of his associates, and that he resided 
alone, although she understood he had been married. 

On March 17, 1964, Miss KAYE BOURBEAU, Personnel 
Office, Fontainebleau Hotel, Miami Beach, advised that 
JORGE MARTINEZ was currently employed as a bell boy at 
the hotel, and had begun employment with the hotel on 
July 14, 1961. His record Indicated that he had worked 
for the Cuban Customs Service in Cuba during the period 
October, 1949, to March, 1959. She stated that MARTINEZ^s 
address was 711 S. W. 5th Street, Miami, Florida, and 
that his Social Security Number was 262-70-6632.

JORGE ANIONIO MARTINEZ SOTO voluntarily appeared . 
\jat the Miami Office of the FBI In answer to a telephone 
’ call placed to him at the Fontainebleau Hotel on March 22, 
1964. MARTINEZ said he Is known as GEORGE MARTINEZ, and . 
he felt he had sufficient comprehension of English to 
permit conduct of the Interview in the English language. 

_ MARTINEZ 8a id he has on occasions in the past taken 
visitors in hi6 personal car to tourist attractions in the 
Miami area, Including the Parrot Jungle. He recalled the 
occasion on or about November 1, 1963, when he took tourists 
to the Parrot Jungle, and while there engaged in conversa- 
tion with the employees in the gift shop and displayed his 
ability to write with both hands simultaneously. During in- 
terview, he exhibited this ability by writing his name, JORGE 
MARTINEZ, with both hands simultaneously. 

Mr. MARTINEZ stated that he had no personal ac- 
quaintanceship with, or knowledge of, LEE HARVEY OSWALD, 

He said that if the Parrot Jungle employee thought he had 
expressed an association or acquaintanceship with OSWALD, 
this misunderstanding on the part of the employee (mist 
have resulted from his poor pronunciation of English, and 
lack of grammatical correctness. He stated that, in fact, 
he knew no one with the first name LEE, and was at a loss 
to understand how the employee might have obtained this 
misunderstanding. He said, likewise, he had no friend 
located either in Te:uis or Mexico, and that *jhe Incident of 
his having allegedly spoken in this sense was completely 
erroneous. 

MARTINEZ stated that he does regard himself as 
excitable, and particularly so with regard to the control 
of Cuba by FIDEL CASTRO, and that he may have made some 
* remarks related to CASTRO which were misinterpreted by the 
: Parrot Jungle employee as directed toward President JOHN 


-5- 
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F. KENNEDY. It paid he vaguely recalled having spoken 
about CASTRO and the Cuban situation. He said, by way 
of explaining remarks attributed to him by the Parrot 
Jungle- employee, that he may have said that he wished he 
were In Washington, or that he were the President of the 
United States so that he could exercise the power to blow 
up FIDEL CAST&O, MARTINEZ said he may also have expressed 
some displeasure at vrhnt he regards as the failure of the 
United States to rid Cuba of CASTRO, but It was not a 
criticism of the United States Government, which he considers 
to be the best in the world. MARTINEZ denied that he would 
have made any such statement as "shooting between the eyes 
of President KENNEDY," and explained that if he made any 
such references, It uuld cast certainly have been with respect 
to FIDIL CASTRO. 

MART INEZ stated that he is acquainted with no one 
when lie knows to be a U. S. citizen and Marxist, or such an 
Individual who had served In the U. S. Armed Forces. He 
stated that he, himself, speaks Spanish and broken English, 
and no other language, arid he does not have any friend 
or acquaintance who can speak the Russian language. MAR- 
TINEZ said that, likewise, he could think of no acquaint- 
ance whom he knew to be a marksman or sharpshooter, and he 
added that if he had made some remark of this nature to the 
Parrot Jungle employee, it was unquestionably in reference 
tc the means by which he would like to see FIDEL CASTRO 
eliminated. 

MARTINEZ snid he did not recall what may have 
prompted him to talk along these general lines during 
his visit to the Parrot Jungle, but possibly some development 
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in the Cuban situation had recently occurred which could 
have upset hi®. He said that it was incredible that any 
one shpuld think that he would have any relationship 
with a pro -CASTP.0 person, because, in fact, he has only 
hate for CASTRO sympathizers. He related that he was 
employed in the Ministry of Finance in Cuba as of 1949, 
and continued in that department until the beginning of 
1959, at which time he was the Customs Inspector in Charge 
of Havana Harbor and the Colombia Air Base near Havana. 

He said he was economically comfortable, in that he was 
earning $900.00 a month as of 1959, and resided rent free 
in a $40,000.00 home in Havana which belonged to his aunt, 
and which he would eventually inherit. 

.MART INEZ continued that his former father-in- 
law, CARLOS PUJOL, was a government administrator during 
the regime of Cvtban Frcsldent CARLOS PRIO, and it was 
through PUJOL that MARTINEZ originally obtained employment 
in 1949 in the Ministry of Finance. 

He said that his own father, ANTONIO'MARTINEZ ( > 
PEREZ ABREU, had been a successful and well-to-do attorney 
in Cuba prior to the advent of FIDEL CASTRO to power, but 
had sirce lost his properties through confiscation by the 
CASIRO regime. He said he did not know the whereabouts of 
his father, although the latter might still be in Cuba. He 
said that his mother, CARMEN S0T0 uR^UIZA , ..had divorced his 
father years ago, and married EMILIO 'GARCIA^PEREZ, who had 
lost a large amount of income property in Cuba to the Cuban 
•Government. He said his mother and step-father continue to 
; live in Cuba. 
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-''MARTINEZ said that hio wife, CONCEPCION LUISA 
COPIES MADRAZQ had come to the United States with him in f t 
July, 1960, but they have since separated and are contem- 
plating divorce.

MARTINEZ stated that his immigration into the 
United States was sponsored by MICHAEL McLANEY, who had 
operated the ca6l.no in the Nacional Hotel in Havana be- 
fore the Government of FIDEL CASTRO closed down such 
operations. MARTINEZ said that when he lost his Job in 
the Cuban Customs Service in the first part of 1959, 
when the CASTRO Government removed the pre-CASTRO personnel, 
he, MARTINEZ, worked for McLANEY at the casino in the gen- 
eral capacity of handling Spanish-speaking clients. He 
said that as of July, 1960, he reached the decision that 
he could no longer accept the restrictions of freedom 
being Imposed by the CASTRO regime, and decided to move to 
the United States. I!e said that very shortly after arrival, 
he began employment at the Fontainebleau Hotel at Miami 
Beach as a "runner," handling cars, and with the exception 
of about three or four weeks during 1960 when he worked at 
a motel on the 79th Stree t Causeway, Miami Beach, he has 
been steadily eoiployed at the Fontainebleau. 

MARTINEZ stated that he is a graduate of the 
Belen College ir Cuba, and bad studied law for one year 
at the University of Havana. He said he had not joined 
the forces which engaged In the Cuban invasion of April, 

1961, but subsequently volunteered for training in the 
•Cuban unit of the United States Army, but was not accepted, 

• possibly because he was overage. He stated he has never 
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applied for nor received assistance or aid under the 
Cuban Refugee Program. 

In conclusion, MARTINEZ stated he would volun- 
teer to take a polygraph examination at any time if any 
question remained as to possible acquaintance with, or 
knowledge of, LEE HARVEY OSWALD or any other Individual who 
may be engaged in any plan or activity inimical to the 
interests of the United States.

On the’nlght of Monday, March 23, 1964, MARK LANE 
spoke on the campus off Reed College, Portland, Oregon, 
appearing at Bottsford Hall. The meeting began at approxi- 
mately 8:13 p.m. with some 400 to 300 people in attendance. 

The "New York Herald Tribune" newspaper 
dated January 15, 1964, page 7# column 1, 
contained an article entitled "Oswald’s 
Mother Hires Lane." This article stated 
that on January 14, 1964, Mrs. MARGUERITE 
C. OSWALD, mother of the accused assassin 
LEE HARVEY OSWALD announced she had hired 
MARK LANE to represent her slain son before 
the Warren Commission investigating the 
murder of President JOHN P. KENNEDY. 

According to this article, Mrs. OSWALD stated 
she had been in contact with LANE during his 
stay in Port Worth, Texas, the previous week- 
end. It was also pointed out that LANE had 
accepted the case, although Mrs, OSWALD i. / 
stated she had no funds with which to pay 
him. 

On June 10, 1964, a confidential source advised 
that at a meeting of the New York Council to 
Abolish the House Un-American Activities Committee 
(NYCAHUAC) held May 28, 1963# at 74 Fifth Avenue, 

New York City, MARK LANE was elected to the 
position of vice chairman of the organization. 
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A characterization of the NYCAHUAC Is 
contained in the appendix attached 
hereto. 
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LANE began hla remarks at Reed College by stating 
that he became Involved In the LEE HARVEY OSWALD case after ■ 
looking through material concerning the charges against 
OSWALD. LANE stated that once he had ascertained that 
there was a shadow of a doubt In this case, he had contacted 
Mrs. OSWALD, LEE HARVEY OSWALD'S mother, and had reached an 
agreement with her that he handle the case, whatever the 
outcome. LANE commented that he does not believe the conten- 
tion of Mrs. OSWALD that her son was in reality an agent 
of the CIA. 

LANE went on to say that the press had tried and 
convicted OSWALD before he was killed and tha f that U not in the 
spirit of a democratic society. He said that OSWALD'S other 
side of the story and the facts In connection therewith have 
never been made public to the American people. It Is his • 
hope to do this so that his client's name will be cleared of 
the accusations. 

LANE stated that the paraffin tests taken on OSWALD 
a- showed positive results on his hands but not his face and 
that this to him proves that OSWALD did not fire a rifle, 
the type of weapon with which the President was murdered. 

LANE added that in paraffin tests, any substance, such as 
soap, with a certain kind of acid, will produce a positive 
reaction. Therefore, even though OSWALD had a positive 
report on his hands, this does not prove that the substance 
on his hands resulted from firing a gun. 

Concerning the shooting of Officer TIPPIT, LANE 
stated that he had a tape recording made by the only witness 
to the killing. In this tope, the witness stated that the 
man who shot the officer was short and had bushy hair. She 
said she had told the police and the FBI this, but that they 
had made her stick to the description of OSWALD, who was taller 
and had different hair coloring and length. 
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Not only was there the mystery of this shorter mah, 3# 

S ane continued, but another male In the Dallas area was ehot,^%r ; ~ 
fter the assassination, by a short, bushy-haired man, who was 
lcked up by the police, only to be released. In addition, ' -*• 
there was a woman who was being held by the police in connec- . 
tion with this incident, and the morning after she was booked 
in the police station, she was found hanging in her cell, an 
apparent suicide. 

LANE also commented on the rifle, claiming that ' 

It was first described as a German Mauser and then as an 
Italian weapon, all of which was very mysterious. He produced 
a picture of a plain clothes officer carrying the alleged 
weapon, the Mauser, which later turned out not to be the 
correct gun after all. He also claimed that pictures of 
the pertinent gun, appearing in various magazines and news- ^ 
papers are not the same. He produced three pictures from 
different publications as proof, pointing out the different 
characteristics of the guns in the various pictures. He said 
that two of the pictures of OSWALD and the rifle show it 
with a telescopic sight and one does not. In addition, a 
Life magazine picture of OSWALD shows a shadow under his nose, 
indicating that it is about noon; whereas, at his feet, a 
long shadow is cast. This picture was described by LANE 
as being completely fraudulent, the rifle and pistol being 
drawn in OSWALD'S hands. 

Concerning the assassination itself, LANE stated 
that the police had two versions of the shooting. The first 
indicated that the President was shot as the motorcade approached 
the book depository. This later was rejected. The second 
version was that the President was shot about 75 yards past the 
book building, and that he turned in that direction when he 
was shot. LANE claimed the doctors who attended the Presi- 
dent at Parkland Hospital first said that he was shot from 
the front, facing the overpass and not the building, because 
of the direction of the entry of the bullets. He said that ■ . 
in the version finally given to the public, one of the 
doctoi-s was silenced. LANE cited this as another example of 
the manner in which the government has changed the true version 
of the shooting. 
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< 1. LANE said further that he believes that from five^. vv. . / 

t| six shots were fired at the President. He produced another ^ - 
picture of some women on the grass along the street and said 'cf-p '• y '• 
that he had an affidavit from one of them that a bullet had 
hit the ground at her feet. This woman stated that she saw ^ J ^ - 

firing coming from the area of the overpass, as did four 
reporters who were sitting on the grass several yards from the 
overpass. LANE said that a motorcycle policeman chased two 
people from this area after the shooting, but nothing Is 
known about this incident, other than that the policeman dis- 
mounted to talk to the two* 

LANE also stated that he has a document from another 
officer who was on the same side of the street as the woman 
who was nearly h*it by a bullet and that he stated that he ran 
in the direction cf the overpass, but someone told him to go to 
the depository building to get the man. LANE also believed 
it strange the way the Secret Service man who was driving the 
Presidents car stopped the vehicle, and thus permitted the 
sniper a better target. LANE saw this as either a planned 
thing, a case of shock on the part of the driver, or as a 
way to keep the President out of the line of fire from the 
sniper in the overpass. 

LANE stated that OSWALD was in the depository build- 
ing at this time, but that he, LANE, cannot see how OSWALD 
ran the length of the building and down to the second floor, ' 
f * where he was found drinking a C?ko and talking to the receptionist 
when the police entered the building. LANE also believed it 
strange the way OSWALD is alleged to have hidden the rifle, half 
hidden in a comer, do that the police could not help spotting 
It. ' . ' v; . . : 

It also was strange, LANE believed, that OSWALD 
caught a bus that cane back and went past the depository ^ ? . 
building. He contended that if OSWALD were trying to get 
away, why go past the building. 

Concerning the taxi that OSWALD took, LANF stated 
that the name given the public of the driver ir nonexistent 
and that the police rectified this by giving the name of ^ 
an individual who worked for the company, LANE believed 
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-it strange for OSWALD to have gotten out of the cab one-half j 
-•jnlle past his apartment and run back to it, if he were in .'v';*

All In all, LANE sees a frame-up of OSWALD as the - 
one upon whom the blame is to be placed. 

LANE also said he has proof of a meeting between 
JACK RUBY, Officer TIPPJT and another individual whose name 
he knows, but could not give to the audience, although he 
has provided it to the Warren Commission. 

LANE cannot see that the Warren Commission will 7 '- 
be able to accomplish anything because the committee is 
stacked against Warren and one other member, the other members 
making sure that nothing comes of the inquiry.

LANE stated that- he soon plans to go to Washington, 
D.C., to meet with ROBERT KENNEDY and show him the evidence 
he has in the case. HcTsaid that from what he has, a Jury 
would throw the case against OSWALD out of court and set 
OSWALD free. 

Poliowing LANE's formal presentation, a collection 
was taken for LANE's committee to aid OSWALD, and questions 
were then asked of LANE by the audience. 

A second confidential source, on March 30, 1964, 
provided the following account of LANE's appearances 

LANE's talk lasted until 10:25 p.m. and he 
then answered questions until about 11:25 p.m. 

LANE opened his main remarks by explaining that 
he became Interested In OSWALD'S case because of his 
Interest In and belief in "presumption of innocence" until 
guilt Is proved beyond the shadow of a doubt. He stated that 
before the evening was over, all his listeners would have 
questions a3 to OSWALD'S guilt in the assassination of 
President Kennedy, 
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LANE continued that In tens of thousands of case* 
due process of law" has Intervened to find the defendant • 
ot guilty.” This due process Includes the def endantfe rights, 
l.e.# the right to be confronted with the evidence# the right 
to cross -ex amine the evidence and the right to present hit 
witnesses. None of these rights which make up due process# 
he said# thus far have been respected In the case of the 
people of Texas against LEE HARVEY OSWALD. 


He went on to say that what upsets those concerned 
with civil liberties was the "Instant guilt which was 
immediately attached to OSWALD.” Within an hour after the 
assassination# "OSWALD was arrested and guilt was fastened 
upon him." This guilt was spread by the media. Later it 
was stated and exploited by some In Dallas that OSWALD . 

was killed fcc silence him. LANE took exception to the 
unfortunate accuracy of prosecutor WADE's statement that he 
had sent twenty-three men to the electric chair# many on 
less evidence than he had against OSWALD.

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LANE said further that he had discovered "great 
contradict lone" from the time OSWALD was arrested until 
OSWALD was shot. OSWALD'S mother contacted him and asked 
him to represent her son's interests and he then went to 
Dallas to Interview individuals involved in the case.. 

All evidence, LANE continued, has shifted in this 
case# except one thing "totally and absolutely consistent" - 
the total devotion of the prosecuting authorities to the 
theory that OSWALD was the assassin and that OSWALD acted 
alone. He commented that someone had been kind enough to 
pr-ocure for him photo3tatic copies of affidavits on 
file in the district attorney's office, and they had been 
most valuable in developing facts in this case. He added 
that every document had been presented to the Warren Commission 
and had been authenticated. He then compared these documents 
with the actual evidence and statements made by those 
involved In the prosecution. He mentioned the inconclusive- 
ness of the paraffin tests. He also noted that a witness 
had seen Officer TIPJTP shot and that certain facts had 
been left out of the affidavit taken from this eyewitness. 
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- ' LANE mentioned that a Nr. REYNOLDS, who had seen^ 
jta man running from the scene a few seconds after TIPPIT was pj 
! Sfchot had himself been shot. The man who was picked up fop 
* ijphe shooting of REYNOLDS claimed he wa3 with a woman, who , Zp 
turned cut to be a fo^er stripper at JACK RUBY'S night ■*''*'*& 
club and who la tei haigpd herself in the Dallas police station. 
He mentioned the lacK of publicity relating to these facta 
about REYNOLDS' suspected assailant and the assailant's 
alibi. 

LANE also pointed out what he claimed were inconsis* 
tencles surrounding statements given by doctors examining 
President KENNEDY, particularly as to the way in which the - 
bullets entered the body. He showed diagrams of the rotate 
taken by the motorcade and the proximity of the book 
depository and eyewitnesses. He noted the confusion as to 
the angle from which the President had been shot. He 
claimed that some witnesses had said that the shots came 
from the over-pass. He showed pictures of OSWALD in which 
he was holding a rifle, but he claimed that in each the pose 
was the same but the gun war different-. 

LANE also mentioned that the FBI knew all about 
OSWALD'S activities, but on the day of November 22, 1963# 
chose to keep under surveillance in Dallas, people who 
were Involved in school integration. 

He claimed further that the bones which had 
been found that supposedly were from chicken OSWALD had 
eaten while lying In wait tc kili President KENNEDY were 
later determined to have been two days old. He noted 
confusion as to OSWALD'S activities and whereabouts in the 
book depository on November 22. 

LANE ‘went on to say that he had been asked If 
he had any faith in the Warren Commission. He stated that 
he respected Mr. WARREN, but has no faith in the Commission. 
He commented that he does not believe in investigating 
committees. He believes In public, open trials. He noted 
that the Warren Commission has said that all the facts 
may not be known in our lifetime. He said also that he 
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had had trouble In obtaining a complete transcript of his # vi;- 
• testimony from the Warren Commission, and when he did, he rp&'fs... 
t Mad to sign that he was aware that he was In possession of 
lop secret material. - '%/?* rf* ?*

Concerning Defense Attorney BELLI, LANE said he 
"tried too hard." 



Following LANE's talk, a number of questions were ' 
asked. For Instance: Was OSWALD the one who had shot at 
General WALKER? LANE answered that OSWALD will be blamed 
eventually. Another question concerned a comment LANE 
had made that he had Intonation of a meeting In which 
TIPflT and an unldertlf led person were involved. He had 
said that he had this person's name but was not at liberty 
to disclose it, although he had given It to the Warren 
Commission. He wa* asked again who this person was, but 
he replied that he could not disclose the Identity. 

LANE also claimed that LEE OSWALD'S wife was 
involuntarily confined fo r - nine weeks and questioned 
every day except Sunday after OSWALD was shot. He 
also mentioned OSWALD'S lack of rights after his 
arrest and his lack of proper protection. 

A thitd confidential source provided similar 
Information relative to LANE ; s appearance. This source 
estimated that over 300 persons were present. : -'v/VY' ; 

LANE said that OSWALD'S mother had contacted 
him after she had read an article he had written on the 
assassination, and he had agreed to accept the case, with 
the understanding that the mother would have nothing 
whatever to say about the way he conducted the defense. 

The source noted that throughout his entire talk, 

LANE made no comment whatsoever relative to OSWALD'S 
alleged Marxist background. Instead, he devoted virtually 
all of hie remarks to exhibiting photographs and disproving 
evidence collected against OSWALD. He noted particularly 
the one eyewitness to the shooting of Officer T1PFJT, a 
witness who had described the assailant as short and 
stocky. He also spoke of the altered photographs of OSWALD 
and his alleged weapons, the report that the shots at the ? ; v.- 
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J^otorcade came from the overpass,' making it impossible for , ' 

1 W3WALD to have fired them, and his claim that OSWALD* s wife 
las brainwashed as a result of extensive questioning, ■ 

LANE indicated that the entire tragedy in 
Dallas resulted from violence bred by hate mongers. In " 

any event, he had reached the conclusion that OSWALD did 
not shoot the President, and he was prepared to dedicate 
all his efforts to so proving. He Indicated that he has 
an appointment with Attorney General ROBERT KENNEDY in . 
the near future in connection with the case.

In accordance with Bureau request, Legat BATESand — 
Assistant Legat MINNICH interviewed PHILLIPE PITER E^iVftN DER VORMj 
at the American Embassy on April 6, 1964. ' VAN DER YORM at first 
did not recall the Mexican immigration checkpoint south of Huevo 
Laredo until after his recollection was refreshed. He could still 
not identify subject as being on the bus on which he was travelling. 
VAN DER VORM's memory is not good of the events; however, he stated 
he wanted to be of any possible assistance and would do what he 
.could. 

The results of interview of VAN DER VORM is set forth in 
the enclosed original and seven copies of an LHM, one copy for 
Paris. VAN DER VORM recalled that he had taken a .35 sun. colored 
slide while on the bus somewhere between Mexico City and the border. 
This was during the afternoon of October 2. The picture showed 
a mountain in the background and included the bus and some of the 
passengers. He thought this might be helpful if it would be enlarged 
The photograph is in Paris and VAN DER VORM agreed to furnish this 
to Legat, Paris upon his return there in ten days or two weeks,

On April 6, l964, PHILLIPE PITER E. VAN DER VORM 
advised that he does recall that when he was on a Transported 
del Norte Company bus from Mexico City en route to Dallas, . 

Texas, on October 2, 1963, there vas a Mexican immigration ‘ '* , 
check some fev miles south of Nuevo Laredo. He departed on 
the bus from Mexico City at about 8:30 A.M. on October 2, 
and the Immigration check occurred sometime around midnight - 
October 2. At this point a Mexican official boarded the bus. 

He vas described by VAN DER VORM as being very fat and vearing.^ • • 
a uniform. The official checked passports and visas of all 
passengers. One Individual, believed to be an American, had 
difficulty. This person vas missing some document or it had 
expired. It vas necessary for the individual to leave the bus 
for a short vhile. On returning, this person made some comment . 
about not understanding vhy he had been bothered. VAN DER VORM 
described this individual as probably an American, about 25 years 
old, vearing a vhite shirt vith a dark pull over sweater. VAN 
DER VORM had no conversation vith this individual, does not 
recall vhere the person got on or off the bus, and has no 
further recollection of him. 

VAN DER VORM stated that the stop for the immigration 
check described above, vas the only Mexican border check made. 

When the bus arrived at Nuevo Laredo about 1:00 A.M., October 3, 
all passengers left the bus. They had something to eat vhile 
ail luggage vas being transferred to a Greyhound bus, VAN DER 
VORM recalls that about 3:00 A.M. , on October 3, the Greyhound 
bus left and proceeded to the United States.

He could offer no further information as to the identities of 
any of the passengers.

A confidential source abroad advised as follows: 

On March 31, 1964, GILBERTO \ozANo\uiZAR, Manager , 
of the Mexico City terminal of the Transportes\Frontera 
Bus Company, Buenavista Street No. 7, Mexico, D. F., Mexico, 
emphatically advised that the original passenger list or 
manifest relating to departure No. 2, bus No. 340, on 
October 2, 1963, of the Transportes Frontera Bus Company, 
is an authentic record of data pertaining to that particular 
trip. It is noted that further details concerning the above- 
described passenger list or manifest were contained in a 
memorandum dated March 12, 1664. 

LOZANO pointed out that a passenger list is 
compiled at the Mexico City terminal of the company for 
trips originating in Mexico City and that, after the departure 
of the bus, information relating to this trip, that is, the 
number of passengers destined to particular points, is 
radioed ahead to one of their main offices located along 
the point of travel. In the case of the above-described 
trip, the information, according to LOZANO, was reported 
by radio to their Monterrey, Mexico, off ice. LOZANO advised 
that, once the information is relayed ahead and the trip is 
completed, for all practical purposes they have no further 
need of conserving the passenger lists as a permanent record. 

He advised that the passenger lists for all their 
trips originating in Mexico City are recorded chronologically 
on a gummed block of forms maintained on a clip board at 
the ticket sales counter of the terminal in Mexico City, 

He stated the above-described manifest dated October 2, 

1963, was handled in such a manner. He advised that, when 
the block of forms covering trips over a period of a month's 
time has been completely recorded, the block of foYms will 


be replaced onjthe clip board by a new block of forms^or ^

the succeeding month and the old forms which contained 
f the passenger lists for the preceding month will be set ' 

{ aside for discarding. He stated that there are times ~ 

% when the recorded block of forms containing the passeoger , 

' lists Is Immediately discarded, and on other occasions 
there may be an accumulation of forms covering trips over 
a period of months prior to their being discarded. He 
stated that the company maintains no fixed policy with 
relation to the destruction of the forms. 

He advised that officers of the Presidential 
Staff appeared at the bus terminal shortly after the 
assassination of President KENNEDY, seeking to review 
passenger lists of the bus company for early October, 1963, 
and it was found at that time that the completed block of 
forms for most of the month of October, 1963, which included 
the above-described passenger list, was still in the baggage 
room at the terminal prior to being discarded. He stated 
he had torn the October 2, 1933, manifest from the block i 
of forms and furnished it to one of the officers. LOZANO 
advised that one Lieutenant ARTURO '|iOSCH, an officer with 
the Presidential Staff, reviewed the^ above-described manifest. 

LOZANO advised that, upon further reflection, it 
is his opinion that ARTURO BOSCH had filled in the blanks 
in ink at the top of the form as to the time, destination, 
trip number, bus number, and date, including the crossing 
out of the date "November 1" and replacing it with the 
notation "October 2" which appeared on the above-described 
manifest. LOZANO stated BOSCH did so on the basis of 
information he and FRANCISCO ALVARADO, the ticket salesman 
at the Transportes Frontera bus terminal, had furnished to 
BOSCH and as an aid to bis Investigation of the matter. 

LOZANO also stated that the hand* printed notation 
appearing at the bottom of the manifest, 'Driver, DIONISIO 
REYNA, FCO. SAUCEDO," was also filled in by BOSCH. 

LOZANO, commenting on the manifest in question, 
advised that there was definitely only one section of 
bus No. 340 which departed Mexico City at 1:00 p.m. on 
October 2, 1983, en route Monterrey, Mexico, and 
Nuevo Laredo, Mexico. He explained that the notation 
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1 ’Departure No. 2” appearing on the top of the manifest 
a* » and which he believed BOSCH had filled out merely indicates 
V i the second departure of a Transportes Frontera bus on 

that particular day, October 2, 1963. The first departure 
of one of their buses on that day from the Mexico City 
terminal occurred at 9:00 a. m., with the terminal point 
being Monterrey, Mexico. He stated that the second 
departure of a Transportes Frontera bus from the Mexico 
City terminal on October 2, 1963, was the departure at 
1:00 p.m., with the terminal point being Nuevo Laredo, 

Mexico, and the passengers on this bus were reported on 
the above-mentioned manifest of October 2, 1963. He stated 
that there were three other departures on that day from 
their Mexico City terminal, the third departure having 
occurred at 2:30 p.m.,with the terminal point being 
Matamoros, Tamaulipas, Mexico; the fourth departure having 
occurred at 9:00 p.m., with terminal point at Nuevo Laredo; 
and the fifth departure at 10:00 p.m., with terminal point 
being Ciudad Juarez, Chihuahua, Mexico. LOZANO advised 
that the only bus operating on their line which would 
have arrived at Nuevo Laredo between the hours of 12:00 a.m. 
and 8;00 a.m. on October 3, 1963, is bus No. 340, which 
departed from their Mexico City terminal at 1:00 p.m. on 
October 2, 1963. 

LOZANO reiterated that he is of the firm opinion 
that the person designated as "03WLD" on the October 2, 

1963, passenger manifest did not purchase a ticket and 
did not travel on that trip. He stated that it is his 
opinion that a reservation was made, but it was never 
used, and that their bus company has no further information 
which would shed any light on the matter. 

A second confidential source abroad advised as 

follows: 

On March 25, 1964, FRANCISCO ALVARADO, ticket 
salesman and dispatcher for the Transportes Frontera Bus 
Line at Mexico City, advised that the above-described 
manifest is an authentic document. Ke stated, as he had 
in the past, that he had prepared most of the handwriting 
which appears on the manifest. ALVARADO related that with 
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regard to the notations appearing at the top of the 
manifest as to the time, destination, trip number, bus - 
number, and date, it is his opinion that those notations 
were filled in by one of the Presidential Staff investi- 
gators who had reviewed the manifest at the bus terminal 
shortly after President KEKIi.'iEY *s assassination. He 
advised that the handprinted notation appearing at the 
bottom of the page of the manifest, 'driver. DICiTISIO 
REYNA, FCO. SAUCEDO/' was also in his opinion made by 
one of the Presidential Staff investigators, and be 
believed this person was Lieutenant AIVTCBC B03CH. ALVARADO 
believed he had furnished this information to BOSCH. 

On March 25, 1954, ALVAR/.bO made available one 
block of forms of the Transportcs Frcr.tera 3us Line which 
contained passenger lists during nest oZ the month of 
October, 1933. However, the passenger list for October 1, . 
1963, was not included in this block of forms. ALVARADO 
advised that he had made efforts to locate th» manifest 
for October 1, 1063; however, he had been unsuccessful • 

He stated he would continue efforts to locate* that manifest. 


It is noted that the ticket numbers on the above- 
mentioned manifest of October 2, 1963, appear to be in 
sequence with manifests for subsequent trips which were 
located for the month of October, 1963. 

On March 25, 1984, FRANCISCO SAV'TDO, bus driver 
for the Transportes Frontera Eus Company, advised in Mexico 
City that he had been one of the bus drivers who had driven 
the Transporte3 Frontera bus No. 340 on October 2, 1963, 
which departed Mexico City at 1:CG p.m. on that day en 
route to Monterrey and Nuevo Lave do . He stated that seats 
No. 1 and No. 3 on that bus had been reserved by him under 
tickets No. 39633 and No. 39634. However, he advised that 
he does not recall for whom he had made the reservations. 

He said that on occasion he reserves scats in advance for 
only friends or relatives and never doe3 so for anyone with 
whom he is not acquainted. However, he could not recall 
which of his friends or relatives had utilised those seats 
on that particular day. Ho stated he whs certain,- that seats 
No. 1 and No. 3 were not used by 037' A or ' AI!j3!3>^nEZ, whom

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On March 25, 1964, DIONISIO REYNA, who was CO- : 
driver with JAUCEDO on Transportes Frontera bus No. 340 
of October 2, 1963, advised at Mexico City that be could • 
furnish no information regarding the individuals who bad i-" 
utilized seats No. 1 and No. 3 on that trip. He added 
that he was quite certain that neither OSWALD nor ANGEL 
PEREZ did so. REYNA again stated that he was quite certain 
that OSWALD did not travel on that particular bus. . 

Information was received on March 24, 1964, that 
one J a M. DEvCUBA and his wife, both of whom, according to 
Mexican Immigration records, departed Mexico at Nuevo Laredo, 
Tamaulipas, oir October 3, 1953, and were checked out at 
Nuevo Laredo by the same Mexican Immigration Inspector who 
handled OSV/ALD's exit, stated they believed they bad traveled 
to Nuevo Laredo on that occasion on a Transportes Frontera 
bus. Mr. DE CUBA, while disclaiming any knowledge of 03V/ALD, 
recalled that there was a young man be presumed to be an 
American who rode to Nuevo Laredo on the bus on which be 
and bis wife had traveled.

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II L EXPERIMENTAL RESULTS (f ft 
Gunpowder Residues 


Work on this phase of the investigation was restricted this quarter to 
procurement of new samples and planning of new or modified techniques of 
residue removal from the hand. Further studies of the removal problem, 
and of Sb and Ba "blanks** on the hands of persons who have not recently 
fired a gun, are planned. Also, the possibility of detecting residues on 
the hands of persons who have fired guns other than revolvers, «. g. , auto- 
matic pistols, rifles, and shotguns, will soon be explored. 

Much interest has been shown by criminalists in the activation-analysis 
method of detecting gunpowder residues, since the older chemical test with 
diphenylamine (the so-called "paraffin test") is recognized as being unre- 
liable and unacceptable in court. Work to date indicates that it is quite 
possible that the activation-analysis method can be refined and proven to 
the point that it can be introduced into court during 1963. 



A related problem may soon be investigated also- -that of proving, 
from identification of detonator traces, that a bomb has been exploded in 
airline-crash cases. It is possible that information on the type of detonator, 
type of powder, and type of bomb-casing material can also be determined. 
Discussions on this subject have been held with Mr. Charles M. Wilson, . 
Superintendent of the State of Wisconsin Crime Laboratory, and Mr. Ray 
H. Pinker. 


Grease-Soil Separations 

Studies of pure chassis-lubricant greases, reported in GA-3491 and 
GA-3664, have shown that many minor-constituent and trace-level elements 
can be easily determined quantitatively in such samples by purely instru- 
mental neutron-activation analysis with the reactor. Also, it has been 
j j shown that all of the commercial greases examined thus far differ con- i 
jsiderably from one another in their minor and trace-level constituent 
compositions.

This work is being done in close cooperation 
with Mr. Ray Pinker, Chief Criminalist of the Los Angeles Police Depart* 
ment, and Mr. Wayne Burgess, Criminalist of the San Diego Polica

IL FACILITIES AND PERSONNEL 


The facilities are the same as those described in previous reports. 

In general, the TRICA Mark 1 reactor was used exclusively, and all counting 
was performed using 3 in. by 3 in. scintillation detectors coupled to multi* 
channel pulse-height analyzers. In one instance, a prolonged irradiation 
was performed at Idaho Falls using the Materials Testing Reactor (MTR). 

Personnel engaged in the studies during this quarter were R. R. Ruch, 
Sandra B. Madigan, David A. Ellison, Lin Sen Hsia, and V. P. Guinn. 


UL EXPERIMENTAL RESULTS 


GUNSHOT RESIDUE DETECTION 

Previous experimental results using paraffin have led to its choice at 
the best over-all medium for gunpowder residue removal from the hand 
because of its inherent chemical purity as-purchased and the ease of over- 
all handling. Although much time and effort have gone into the evaluation 
of various liquid scrubbing methods, as previously reported, some incon* ’ 
sistencies persist. Additional experiments performed during this quarter, 
using both acetone and a shampoo, did not yield consistent results. The 
' fact that liquids can drip onto contaminated areas of the hand (which touched 
the gun) and still be collected is another drawback in the use of the liquid : 

• scrubbing method. For this method to be effective, the technique requires 
further development as well as additional instruction of personnel in the 
use of the method. Hence, the paraffin test approach has been adopted for 
residue removal. The detailed procedure follows.

Paraffin Procedure

Paraffin wax ("Parawax, •* manufactured by American Oil Company) 
is rinsed with distilled water and acetone and then melted and heated to \ 
120 F in a thoroughly cleaned porcelain dish. A reagent blank should also 
be obtained. A small brush, which has been well cleaned with distilled s- 
water and allowed to dry. is used to apply the melted paraffin to the band. 
In general, a flowing application is best, and the cast is built up with 
repeated applications to a thickness of 1/8 to 1/4 in. so that it will bo 
strong enough to remove in one piece after solidification. A photograph 
of a typical cast is shown in Fig. 1. Care must be taken that the cast does 
not touch the areas normally in direct contact with the gun. After the cast 
is removed it should be stored in a polyethylene bag which has been /insed 
in a water-acetone solution.

After neutron irradiation in the reactor (1 hr at 1.8 x 10 neutrons/ 
cm 2 -sec), the sample is placed ir. a 250-ml beaker which contains known 
amounts of Sb + ^ and Ba + ^ carrier (—20 mg each), 30 ml of water, 5 ml of 
concentrated HC1, and 1 ml of concentrated HNO 3 . The mixture is boiled 
for about 5 min. Stirring the two phases is recommended at this point to 
ensure isotopic exchange with the carriers. The mixture is then swirled 
in an ice bath in order to solidify the paraffin phase. The aqueous layer 
is poured into a 40-ml centrifuge tube containing milligram amounts of 
holdback carriers of Na + , K + , Mn +< *. and Cl*. Two milliliters of concen- 
trated H 2 SO 4 are added, and the solution is agitated to precipitate BaSO^. 
The precipitate is centrifuged, filtered on a preweighed filter paper, washed 
with water and ethyl alcohol, dried at 110°C for 15 min, weighed, mounted 
on an aluminum card, and counted for Ba^^ (0. 165 Mev, 85m tj/g) on a 
3 in. by 3 in. Nal(Tl) scintillation crystal, using a multichannel pulse- 
height analyzer. 


The supernatant solution from the above operation, containing the Sb 
fraction, is precipitated as SbgSj, using about 1 g of thioacetamide and ^ 

heating for about 1 hr. The Sb 2 Sj formed is centrifuged, dissolved in 
about 10 ml HC1, boiled for 15 min to remove H 2 S, cooled, diluted to about 
30 ml, the colloidal S centrifuged out, and 10 ml CrClg solution added to 
the supernate. The black Sb°formed after heating is centrifuged, filtered, ' 
washed well with water and alcohol, dried at 110° for 15 min, weighed, 
mounted on an aluminum card, and after a decay period of approximately 
three days is counted for Sb * 22 (0. 57 Mev, 2. 8 d tj/g). using gamma-ray 
ipectrometry, . ■■

In order to Interpret the data obtained after firing a gun, the normal : 
levels of Sb and Ba found on the back of the hand must be determined. Some 
work along these lines has already been done, using the dilute HNOj 
swabbing technique (GA-3664, p. 5), but not as used with the paraffin 
technique. The results of measurements on 22 pair of hands are shown 
in Table 1. The right hands averaged 0. 15 pg of Ba and 0. 016 pg of Sb, * 
and the left hands averaged 0. 11 pg of Ba and 0.012 pg of Sb. In general, 
the standard deviation for each element is high, and hence the statistical 
range imposed on a population is high. •

Single and Multiple Firings Using the Same Cun and Ammunition 

* 'fa- 

The amount of deposit left by a single shot and a series of shot* from 
a particular gun was evaluated for . 38- and . 22- caliber revolvers and 
for a .45-caliber automatic. Results are given in Table 2 for single firing* 
and in Table 3 for multiple firing*. The same gun and ammunition were 
used for all firings of a series. Both the left and right hands were used in 
the firings and are indicated by L and R in the tables. In general, the 
hand of the individual who fired the gun was sampled within 10 min after 
the firing. The results arc net value* corrected for reagent blank and 
normal hand content. 


The result* in Table 2 clearly show that the average deposits of Sb 
and Ba per shot, regardless of caliber, are higher than the average normal 
deposit* (Table 1). The only disturbing factor is that 1 -<r deviations are 
rather high. This points to the possibility that there may be a considerable 
difference among cartridges, or that the deposition or method of removal 
of the deposit from the hand are not reproducible. The reproducibility of 
the method of removal has been partially evaluated in that by using repeated 
casts it was shown that 71 *6% of the Ba and 77 *8% of the Sb were removed. 
Thus, even with the greater difference between "normal" and "one-shot" 
values, one can expect to get somewhat variable results because of the : 
statistical fluctuations of the over-all system. 


A comparison of right- and left-hand data for one firing (Table 2) 
shows no significant difference between the .22- and .38-caliber revolver*, 
but the .45-caliber automatic tends to give a significantly lower value when 
the right hand is used. The fact that the shell is ejected on the right side ^ 
may have something to do with this. Another observation is that the varia- 
tion in the values for Sb is in general less than that for Ba, indicating that 
perhaps the hand does not pick up and retain Ba as readily as Sb and that 
Sb and Ba recoveries are independent of each other. ' 

The amount of deposit is not linear with the number of firings. This 
finding disagrees with an earlier indication of approximate linearity, which 
was, however, based on only a few measurements. One possible explanation 
is that additional blasts blow or shake off some of the deposits. It i* 
possible that an "equilibrium" occurs in which a layer is blown off while ' 

• another is applied. It would appear then, that one cannot generally tell, 
{from such measurements, how many times a gun has been fired.

The single firings using different guns gave slightly higher standard 
deviation values than single firings using the same gun (Table 2). The 
multiple firings using different guns gave about the same standard deviation 
values for Sb as did those using the same gun (Table 3), but the Ba standard 
deviation values are lower. The multiple firings with different guns show 
some increased deposit but do not exhibit a linear relationship*

Effect of Wind Direction 

Using an tjpright high-velocity fan placed about 5 ft from a * 38-caliber 
revolver* a wind velocity of 500 *100 linear feet per minute was maintained 
(measured by an Alnor Thermo-anenometer). The fan was moved so that 
it blew toward, from the side of, from the back of, and from below the 
gun hand. Three shots (Winchester ammunition) from a * 38-caliber : 
revolver were fired for each wind direction* The results* corrected for 
reagent blank and normal hand content, are shown in Table S* /

The result* of the experiments lead to several tentative conclusions. 
Wind from the front tends to blow everything back across the hand, thus 
increasing the amount of deposit; wind from the back and from below tends 
to allow no gases or "blow-back" to reach the hand, resulting in very 
small deposits; and wind from the side tends to lower the normal amount 
of deposit. More tests with different calibers and varied wind velocities 
should be carried out to substantiate and extend these tentative conclusions. 


Effect of Wet and Dry Hands 

Identical firings were performed with a .38-caliber revolver, except 
that the amount of moisture on the hands was varied. One pair of hands 
• was wiped apparently dry with paper towels before firing, and another 

pair of hands was left completely wet. The gun was fired three times under 
each condition, and the gun hand was sampled for deposit. The results are 
shown in Table 6. The data point to the conclusion that the presence of 
moisture on the hands does not have any pronounced effect on the amount 
of deposit. Guns of other caliber, including both revolvers and automatics, 
should also be evaluated under these conditions.

Effect of Washing Hand* after Firing 

An attempt wai made to ascertain the effect of washing the hands afte 
firing. The gun hand of an individual was sampled before firing, and after 
he had washed his hand and fired a . 38-caliber revolver six times. The B* 
content before firing was 0. 11 fig and after washing and firing it was 0. 05 fi 
The corresponding Sb values were 0. 01 pg and 0. 01 fig, respectively, show!: 
that normal washing essentially destroys the evidence of having fired a gun. 

Effect of Handling Guns * . ~ 

In an effort to ascertain what amounts of Sb and Ba could be picked 
up by the hands by just handling guns, the hands of a person were sampled 
after he had handled several guns over a period of time but had not fired 
any of them. A normal dorsal sample and also a sample from the palm 
of the hand were obtained; the results are shown in Table 7. A definite 
increase over normal levels was indicated (0, 11 to 0. 15 fig for Ba and .. 
approximately 0. 02 fig for Sb; cf. Table 1). As would be expected, the 
palms pick up a considerable amount of Ba and Sb.

Various guns were swabbed with a wet filter paper to ascertain what 
levels of Sb and Ba could be removed. The handle and the barrel and cham; 
areas of the gun were sampled separately. The results are shown in Tablt 
which again indicates that significant amounts of Ba and Sb can be trans- 
ferred just by handling, especially by touching the chamber area. 

Results of an Actual Case 

Five paraffin samples were sent to General Atomic from a municipal 
police department for analysis and interpretation. Two were from the 
victim, after his hands had been washed, two were from the suspect, and 
one was from a person in the laboratory who fired once with the confiscate 
• 38-caliber revolver. According to the authorities, there was a strong 
possibility that suicide was involved, rather than murder. The results are 
shown in Table 9*

* A pair of gloves, possibly worn in a shooting case, was submitted 
for gunshot-residue analysis. The palm, web, and forefinger of each glove 
were gently rubbed with filter papers moistened with 2% HNOj. The six 






•ample*, plus a reagent blank, were irradiated in the reactor for 30 mis 
and radiochemically analyzed for Sb and Ba. No Sb (<0. 01 pg) wa* detected 
in any sample, but small amount* of Ba were found in identical locations 
on each glove (palm 0. 72 and 0, 89 pg, web 0. 22 and 0. 27 pg, forefinger 
0. 56 and 0. 35 pg). The fact that the glove* had been handled so much and 

wiped with a moist cloth prior to being received prevented a good evaluation.

Additional work involving .44-caliber and . 45-caliber revolvers, 

• 45-caliber automatics, and .22-caliber automatic* i* planned within the 
contract period. The reproducibility of deposits obtained from different 

• 45-caliber automatic* is of considerable interest. It would be advantageous 
to ascertain the effect of additional variables in connection with .45-caliber 
and . 22 -caliber automatics, including which hand is used in firing, wind 
direction and velocity, etc. If time permits, measurements with rifles < 
and shotguns would also be desirable. 

PAINT ANALYSIS 

Twenty-one different paint samples (DuPont automobile paints), ranging 
from 2. 84 to 13. 6 mg each, were Irradiated in the reactor for 30 sec and 
for 60 min, respectively, to determine the short- and long-lived radio- 
isotopes produced. Visually, the different samples of the same color 
appear to be almost identical, but large differences in their compositions 
are evident from the activation-analysis data. The results are shown in 
Table 10. All the samples of each color were from different batches except _ 
Samples 9 through 9C, which were from the same can. In general, different 
batches of the same color show significant differences in composition, with 
the exception of the red paint. Here, the difference between Sample 4 and 
Samples 9 through 9C is small. Additional study is planned on house paints, 
outside paints, and varnishes, 

ANALYSIS OF YELLOW MILO GRAIN SAMPLES 


Nine yellow milo grain samples suspected of excessive fumigation 
were submitted to us for study by the California Department of Agriculture, 
Samples ranging from 9.09 to 10.55 g were irradiated in the reactor for 
30 min at a thermal-neutron flux of 1.8 x 10^ neutrons/cm -sec and then 
analyzed instrumentally for Br®^, The results exhibit quite a large range, 
as shown in Table 11. According to authorities, 50 ppm Br is considered 
to be the tolerance limit. Additional unfumigated samples will be analyzed . 
to determine an average blank, or normal, Br value. An illustrative 
gamma-ray spectrum of the grain is shown in Fig. 2« 
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This is the second quarterly report on studies at General Atomic ©a 
the applications of neutron-activation analysis to problems of scientific 
crime detection (criminalistics). This work is being done in cooperation 
with the Los Angeles Police Department, and particularly with their Chief 
Criminalist, Mr. Ray H. Pinker. The work performed during the first 
quarter is described in General Atomic Report GA-3491. 


The two main areas of investigation in this work are (1) the identifica- 
tion of gunshot residues and (2) the characterization and identification of 
materials which are introduced as evidence in criminal cases. The work 
on gunshot residues during this period has been primarily the analysis of 
a large number of "control" samples in order to determine the amounts of 
the characteristic elements Cu, Sb, and Ba on the hands of persons who had 
not fired a gun. Work on the characterization of materials included non- 
destructive analysis of additional samples of greases and plastic, and of 
automobile-tire rubber samples. A rather unique group of fingernail samples 
was also analyzed. At the request of Mr. Pinker, work was done on the 
analysis of small rubber particles involved in a criminal case, and on the 
determination of arsenic in samples of hair and nails from an individual 
with suspected arsenic poisoning. 


II. FACILITIES EMPLOYED 


The facilities and instruments used in this work are described and 
illustrated in the first quarterly report (GA-3491). These include the 
TR1GA reactor with rotary specimen rack and pneumatic sample-transfer 
tube, and the multichannel pulse-height analyzer systems used for gamma- 
ray scintillation spectrometry. Irradiations at 1.8 X l(r 2 neutrons/cm^-sec 
were performed using the rotary specimen rack of the TRIGA Mark I reactor. 
Irradiations ranging from 0.25 to 2 min at a thermal neutron flux of 
2. 8 x 10*2 neutrons/cm^-sec were carried out in the pneumatic sample- 
. transfer tube of the TRIGA Mark I reactor.

Control Study 


The determination of the amounts of Sb, Ba, and Cu on the hands of 
individuals who have not fired a gun recently is an important part of the 
over-all gunpowder-residue study. It must be ascertained, with good 
statistical certainty, that the average person ("control") has negligible 
amounts of these elements on his hands compared with the amounts a 
person might acquire by firing a revolver. 



The first attempt to determine these "normal" levels consisted in 
obtaining samples from the right hands of five individuals, using a filter 
paper wetted with dilute nitric acid solution. The areas of the hands (about 
20 to 30 cm*) were wiped and mechanically rubbed with Whatman No, 41 
filter paper that was partially moistened with 1 ml of 1% TransistAR-grade 
nitric acid, (The filter paper had previously been rinsed with distilled 
water and acetone,) The hands were then mopped with the dry portion of 
the filter paper until all apparent liquid was removed. Samples from the ; 
web, back side of the forefinger, and the central area of the palm were 
obtained separately. The filter papers were then irradiated for 30 min in 
a thermal neutron flux of 1.8 x 10** neutrons/cm -sec, and the amounts 
of Sb, Ba, and Cu were determined radiochemically. The radiochemical 
procedure is shown in Fig. 1, Appropriate filter-paper and reagent 
’•blanks" (not wiped on hands) were also tested; the quantities of Sb, Ba, 
and Cu obtained from these blanks were subtracted from the total amounts 
to determine the net amounts from the hands alone. The results are shown 
In Table I, 

Another sampling technique utilizing paraffin oil and filter paper was 
used to evaluate the "normal" amounts of Sb, Ba, and Cu on the hands. 

Five drops of a very pure grade of paraffin oil was applied to an area of 
• about 20 to 30 cm*, and Whatman No, 41 filter paper (previously rinsed 
with distilled water and acetone) was then used to mechanically rub the wet 
i areas and mop up the apparent liquid. The filter papers were then irradi- 

1 ated and analyzed radiochemically for Sb, Ba, and Cu. Again, the samples 

were obtained from the web, back side of the forefinger, and the central 
palm of the right hand. Appropriate reagent blanks (filter paper and paraffir. 
alone) were tested. The results are shown in Table 2,

Resolution of the problem of determining whether the right hand and 
the left hand of a person who has not fired a gun are equivalent in deposits 
of Sb, Ba, and Cu was started by taking samples from the forefinger and 
web of each hand of four people. A section of a Whatman No. 41 filter 
paper (previously rinsed with distilled water and acetone) was moistened 
with 0. 5 ml of 1% TransistAR-grade nitric acid and mechanically rubbed 
over the surface in question (about 20 to 30 cm^J, The dry portion of the 
filter'paper was then used to mop up all the apparent liquid on the surface . 
;of the hand. The filter-paper samples were placed in clean 2-dram poly* < 
| ethylene vials, and irradiated. The content of Sb. Ba. and Cu for the 
samples was then determined radiochemically. Appropriate blanks for the 
acid and filter paper were also tested in order to obtain a value for the 
contribution from the skin only.

Possible contributions to the ’’control" level from the hand, such as 
fumes from matches, are under study. A damp filter paper was placed 
above a book match after the match had been lighted. The resultant residue 
cottected on the filter was then analyzed radiochemically for Sb and Ba, 

The results from seven different brands of paper matches are shown in ^ 
/Table 4, •• • 

Another possible factor contributing to the amounts of Sb, Ba, and 
Cu on the hands is the handling of ammunition by an individual, A moist 
filter paper was used to wipe a 0,45-caliber bullet and was then analyzed

Thus, merely handling 
bullets and rubbing the hands together could raise the apparent over-all 
"normal" level highly, if not consistently. 

In general, there appears to be no major problem in determining the 
normal amounts of Sb, Ba, and Cu found on the web and forefinger of either 
hand of the individuals tested to date. Of course, many more samples will 
be needed to establish this determination with high statistical certainty. 

The Ba and Sb amounts for the "control" individuals are well below the 
amounts which are deposited by the gunshot, but the amount of Cu for the 
"control" is higher, which tends to make it difficult to detect any additional 
Cu deposited while firing. The palms show greater amounts of all elements, 
but further work on patms would be intended only to lend evidence that a 
person perhaps has handled a gun rather than fired it. More work will be 
done with matches; however, the results for the hands of persons who '/■*; 
smoked showed no rise in Sb content. The people tested so far have been 
two chemists, a secretary, and two technicians. Testing of individuals in 
a variety of occupations is intended in order to find out the over-all statis- 
tical limitations. 

Elements Detected in Gunpowder Residues 

The first quarterly report lists the results on powder-blast residues 
obtained by shooting into polyethylene sheets at 6 inches (see pp. 12-16, 
GA-3491). More work with the same types of ammunition was done this 
quarter in an attempt to see how reproducible the Ba to Sb ratios might be. 
Again, only Ba, Sb, and Cu were detected. The results are shown in 
Table 5. (The procedure is described on pp. 12-16 of GA-3491,)

The results to date indicate a definite difference between blast- 
product ratios for different powders. The reproducibility of the Ba/Sb * 
ratios for the same ammunitions is fair; however, more work should be 
done on every powder and primer sample available# 

Removal of Gunpowder Residues 

The method of removing gunpowder residues from the skin with a 1% 
HNO 3 -H 2 O solution using Whatman No. 41 filter paper was tested on eight 
individuals who had fired a gun with their right hand. Two different 
revolvers and ammunitions were used. The filter paper moistened with 
four drops of the 1 % solution was wiped gently over the outer surface of the 
3 index finger, web, and dorsal surface of the hand. The right and left hands 
• 1 of the individuals firing the gun were tested (the left hand served as a blank). 
After the wipe samples were placed in a clean polyethylene vial and irradi- 
ated, the samples were analyzed radiochemically for Sb, . Ba, and Cu. The 
results are shown in Table 6 .

A second method of removing residues was by scrubbing with 1% 
HNOj solution and a cleaned nylon brush over the concerned area of the 
hand (same areas as mentioned above) of a person who had fired a revolve 
once. As much as possible of this scrub solution was recovered, irradiat 
and determined radiochemically for Sb, Ba, and Cu. The results are ; 
shown in Table 7, ; ; 

Many additional methods of removal will be tested; including paraff; 
oil, "snoop** solution, organic detergents with NH$ instead of K* or Na*, 
organic solvents, and mechanical rubbing. The results to date indicate 
"■that the residue is not being removed completely. In the small amount of 
work done with the scrubbing technique (Table 7) it appears that the over- 
"normal" level is raised and even contradictory in the case of copper in ti 
the right hand was used to fire the gun.

COMMERCIAL PLASTICS 

Nineteen plastic samples had been studied during the first quarter* 

In this quarter* one additional plastic sample was submitted by Mr. Pinkest 
together with the group of rubber samples discussed in a subsequent section 
of this report. The experimental procedure used for the plastic sample 
was the same as that for the rubber samples (described on p. 22). 

The new plastic sample was a polyvinyl chloride used to make street* 
marking cones and was a bright fluorescent-red color. Small pieces of such 
cones might be found as evidence In automobile injury cases. The elements 
detected in this sample and their concentrations are as follows: Na, 

500 ppm; Cl* 30%; and Zn, 700 ppm. 


GREASES -r. 

During the first quarter* six commercial automobile greases (chassis 
lubricants) had been studied by the purely instrumental technique. During 
this quarter* seven additional samples were analyzed. These seven samples 
were collected in the San Diego area from different service stations: Signal* 
Texaco* Douglas* Richfield* Tidewater* Seaside* and the General Atomic 
garage. The Seaside and General Atomic garage greases were manufactured 
by Tidewater* 

The samples* which weighed 0. 5 to 0. 8 g* were analyzed using the 
same procedure as for the first six samples* i. e. * by obtaining gamma - ray 
spectra on samples irradiated 30 min in a flux of 1.8 x 10 12 neutrons/cm 2 - sec 
knd on samples irradiated 30 sec in a flux of 2.8 X 10* 2 neutrons/cm 2 -sec. 
in the seven samples studied this quarter* a total of nine elements were 
^detected: Na, Al* Cl* Cu* V, Mn, Zn* As* and Ba. The results for these 
seven samples are summarized in Table 8* for comparison* the results for 
the first six samples are also included. (Copper was not detected in the

Blancos Flecha Roja, S* A,,** bus line made available passenger 
lists for the four scheduled trips of that company from Mexico 
City to Nuevo Laredo of October 2, 1963, and no information 
identifiable with OSWALD by any of the names he was known to 
have used was located on those lists* It was determined, 
however, that, if the time schedules of that company are 
maintained, none of its trips to Nuevo Laredo would arrive 
at the "Kilometer 26" highway checking station between 
midnight and 8:00AM* 

On the basis of several contacts with Mr. RICARDO 
MEDINA BELTRAN, Manager of the Mexico City terminal of the 
"Autobuses Transportes del Norte" bus line (hereinafter 
referred to as Transportes del Norte), information was 
received from him to the effect that "Secret Service agents, ; 
Presidential investigators. Federal Security agents, and 
others" had reviewed the passenger lists maintained by his 
company for its service between Mexico City and Laredo, Texas, 
and that be had assisted in those checks, which failed to 
disclose any information identifiable with OSWALD*

MEDINA explained that the passenger list actually 
is a card form on which reservations and ticket sales are 
recorded and that after the particular trip for which it was 
prepared has left the terminal it is cancelled to avoid further

1 lets are not a permanent record and are maintained only for 
a short period of time following their use* He stated that

The envelopes furnished by Mr. RAMON TREVINO QUEZADA, 
Vice President and General Manager of Transportes del Norte at 
Monterrey, Nuevo Leon, Mexico, covered the travel of passengers 
from Mexico City and San Luis Potosi to Monterrey on- Bus 332 
and travel from Monterrey to Nuevo Laredo, Tamaullpas, Mexico, , 
and Laredo, Texas, on Bus 373.

For this reason, no additional 
information is available in bus company records to identify 
the two passengers who traveled from Monterrey to Nuevo 
Laredo on Tickets No. 34555 and No. 20248, and the passenger 
who traveled from Nuevo Laredo to Laredo on Ticket No. 5926.

He was a passenger on a Transportes del Horte bus 
which departed Mexico City at 3t30 AM on October 2, 1983, 
en route to Laredo, Texas, He boarded the bus at Mexico 
City and his final destination was Chicago, Illinois, where 
be Intended to visit a relative* Upon boarding the bus in 
Mexico City, he was assigned a window seat on the right side 
of the bus about three rows from the front and utilized this 
same seat throughout the trip to the United States-Mexico 
border* Kv'. 

Notwithstanding his desire to cooperate in this 
natter, RUIZ felt that, of necessity, he would have to termi* 
nate the Interview as he had to go to work, and he commented 
that he would be most happy to furnish further details con*

RUIZ was exhibited several photographs of LEE HARVEY 
OSWALD, including a photograph of OSWALD which had appeared in 
"Life" magazine and which is represented as being a picture of 
OSWALD passing out pro-Cuban literature on a street in New 
Orleans, Louisiana* (This is a profile photograph of OSWALD 
showing his right arm extended and bis torso*) Also included 
among the photographs was a profile, front view and stand-up, 
front view of OSWALD taken by the New Orleans, Louisiana, 

Police Department, under New Orleans Police Department No* 

112723, dated August 9, 1963*

’ At that time RUIZ advised he could not recognize or 
recall the individual depicted in these photographs as being 
identical to any of the passengers he had observed on the 
.afore-mentioned Transportes del Norte bus trip to Lbe United 
States-Mcxico border in October, 1963* 
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On April 5, 1964, ANASTAS 10 RUIZ MEZA, who advised/ 
he is employed in the Auditor’s Office, Customs Section, 

Mexican Ministry of the Treasury and Public Credit, Mexico, 

D. F., advised that he had given much thought and consideration 
to the circumstances of his trip in October, 1963, and had 
made every effort to reconstruct in his mind the events of 
that trip. After consulting with a superior at his place of 
employment, following the earlier Interview, and determining 
that cooperation in this matter would not be inimical to his 
best Interests, he was willing to furnish full details regard- 
ing the trip as be recalled them and advised as follows: 

He was a passenger on a Transportes del Norte bus 
which departed Mexico City at 8:30 AM, October 2, 1963, en 
route to Laredo, Texas* He had boarded the bus in Mexico City 
and had occupied seat No. 15, a window seat located on the 
right side of the bus about three rows from the front* After 
arrival in Laredo, Texas, he was scheduled to depart from 
Laredo on a Greyhound Line bus with his final destination being 
Chicago, Illinois. He had made arrangements for this trip 
through a Mexico City travel agency known as Auto Viajes 
Internacionales, S* A*, located at Lafragua No. 4, Mexico,

He still bad the Transportes del Norte ticket stub 
in his possession for the Mexico City-Laredo, Texas, portion 
of the trip. This ticket stub was observed to be No. 13619, 
with total fare listed as 93.50 pesos ($7.50 U.3.). The 
back of the ticket stub contained a date stamp notation of 
"Sep 28 12:54 PM ’63" and also an ink stamped notation 
"Autoviajes Internacionales." RUIZ explained that September 
28, 1963, was the date he had made arrangements for the trip 
at the Auto Viajes Internacionales travel agency and the other 
data referred to the date and hour on which he had paid that 
travel agency for the scheduled trip from Mexico City to 
Chicago. 

RUIZ also had in his possession an Identification 
Check No. 114458 issued by the Western Greyhound Lines, with 
a stamped notation "Valid for one year." It was observed that 
the bottom portion of the Identification Check contains a 
section, with the printed words "Last coupon reads to: Chicago, 
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111 ." it is noted the words "Chicago, 111*" were inserted 
atthat point in inked handwriting. The rear portion also/ 
contains the stamped notation "Sep 20 12:54 PM '03" and also 
a stamped notation "Autovlajcs Internacionales." 
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RUIZ had in bis possession a ticket folder whl 
be advised had been given to him by the Auto Viajes Inter® 
naclonales travel agency at the time he had made arrangements 
for his trip. It was observed that the folder was^ssued by 
the Auto Viajes Internacionales travel agency. On 'the front 
cover of the folder are the following typed notations: "A*

RUIZ could not be sure this woman is Identical 
with the woman traveling in the company of the person whoa * 
he identified as JUAN MATEO DE CUBA. He stated the woman who 
was seated next to DE CUBA was not wearing eyeglasses. He 
cannot recall who was seated directly behind the DE CUBAS on 
the bus*

(The above-described tourist forms describe Mr. and 
Mrs. DE CUBA as being residents of Aruba, Dutch West Indies. .. 
The Transportes del Norte manifest for the above-described 
trip lists space for J. M. DE CUBA and one other in seats No. 8 
and No. 9.) 


RUIZ recalled that a Mexican couple, believed to be 
man and wife, was seated in the two seats located directly 
behind the driver. Based on conversation during the course 
of the bus trip with this person, RUIZ believed he was a 
retired Mexican Army Captain and recalled that he and his 
wife traveled all the way to Dallas, Texas, whevo they left ^ 
the bus. He believed this couple lived in Colouia Santa Marla 
La Rivera in Mexico City.

RUIZ could not recall any details concerning the 
other passengers who boarded the bus at Mexico City or whether 
there were any Americans who boarded at that point* • ■ - V* -*• Vv, 

After the bus departed Mexico City at 8|30 AM, 

October 2, 1963, it did not stop until arrival in San Luis 
Potosi, State of San Luis Potosi, Mexico, at about 1:00 PM 
the same day. . 

Upon arrival of the bus at San Luis Potosi, he 
believed everyone got off the bus at the Transportes del 
Norte terminal, as this stop in San Luis Potosi was utilized 
as a meal stop. 

After about one-half hour, everyone again boarded the 
bus for the Journey to Monterrey, RUIZ believed that from six 
to eight new passengers boarded the bus at San Luis Potosi, 
but he could furnish no particulars regarding those persons. 

He thought the bus departed San Luis Potosi at about 1:30 PM 
on October 2, 1963, and arrived in the Transportes del Norte 
bus terminal in Monterrey, Nuevo Leon, Mexico, about 9:30 PM 
the same day. 



RUIZ recalled that upon arrival in the bus terminal 
in Monterrey, everyone debarked, and many of the passengers 
went to the restaurant located at the Transportes del Norte 
bus terminal to eat. While he was eating at one of the tables 
in the restaurant at the Transportes del Norte bus terminal 
in Monterrey, RUIZ recalled that a young American was seated 
alone at a table to his rear a few yards away from him. He 
advised this was the first time he had noted the presence of . 
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this person, whom he described as being about 27 years of age, 
weighing approximately 130 to 135 pounds, with brown hair* 
about 5* 7" or 5* 8” in height, and of slender build. He ^ 
recalled this same individual *s boarding the bus in Monterrey r T * 
a few minutes after him* 

RUIZ viewed several photographs of LEE HARVEY OSWALD 
and positively identified two profile photographs of OSWALD 
as being of the above-described American youth who was seated 
to his rear in the restaurant of the Transportes del Norte bus 
terminal in Monterrey. He advised he had no doubt in his mind 
with respect to this identification. 

One of the photographs identified by RUIZ was the . V 
afore-mentioned photograph of OSWALD which bad appeared in 
"Life" magazine depicting OSWALD passing out pro-Cuban litera- 
ture on a street in New Orleans, Louisiana. The other photo- 
graph identified by RUIZ was a profile view of OSWALD taken 
at the New Orleans Police Department on August 9, 1963, under 
Mew Orleans Police Department No. 112723. 

Re had seen front-view photographs of OSWALD in the 
newspapers following the assassination of President KENNEDY; 
however, he pointed out that he did not associate the photo- 
graphs with the above-described American nor did he give any 
careful or studied thought to their being identical to the 
American youth he described above. 

The American youth, whom he identified as being 
OSWALD, was dressed in a light colored, perhaps white, open- 
collared, short-sleeved sport shirt and was bare£.headed« 
According to RUIZ, this individual was not wearing a coat. 

He did not recall the color or type trousers this person was 
wearing, bis shoes, or the luggage he might have been carry- 
ing. 

After the meal stop in Monterrey, which lasted 
approximately one-half hour, the passengers boarded a different 
bus of the Transportes del Norte line and he observed there 
also had been a change of bus drivers at that time. He recalled 
that the individual whom he Identified as OSWALD boarded the 
bus in Monterrey after be did and after he had taken bis seat. 
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No* 15, he noticed the American youth go down the aisle past % 
him. He believed this person had taken a seat in the right --v' 
rear section of the bus or on the same side of the bus on : ; 
which RUIZ was seated. As far as RUIZ could recall, this bus 
had the same seating arrangement as the Transportes del Norte 
bus on which he had traveled from Mexico City to Monterrey, 
Sitting next to him was the same person that had traveled in 
the adjoining seat to his on the trip from Mexico City to 
Monterrey. Mr. and Mrs. DE CUBA had the same seating arrange* 
went as they had on the Mexico City-Monterrey portion of the 
trip, • ---Vr w : c: 

The person whom he believed to be a Mexican Army 
Captain and bis wife were seated on this bus directly behind *„ 
the driver. 


RUIZ estimated that the bus departed Monterrey on 
the trip to the United States-Mexico border about 10:00 PM on 
October 2, 1963. He believed the bus had more or less the 
same number of passengers as had been on the bus upon arrival 
in Monterrey. 

He believed the bus arrived at "Kilometer 26," the 
Immigration and Customs control point located about sixteen 
miles south of Nuevo Laredo, Tamaulipas, Mexico, at about 
liOO AM on October 3, 1963, Upon reaching "Kilometer 26," 
the bus stopped and an official, whom RUIZ assumed to be a 
Mexicao Immigration officer, boarded the bus and proceeded 
hurriedly to view the travel documents of the passengers on 
board. He recalled seeing the Immigration Official in the 
aisle on his way from the rear to the front of the bus and 
hearing him exclaim in English, "Come on with me," apparently 
directing his remarks to someone in the rear of the bus. He 
then saw the Mexican Immigration official go to the front of. 
the bus followed by the American identified by him as being 
OSWALD, He assumed some question had arisen as to the 
American *s travel documents. . 

The interior lights of the bus were on at the time, 
and he saw the Immigration Official and the American get off 
the bus and enter the small Immigration office located at the 
side of the road a few feet from the bus. RUIZ estimated that 










from the time the American left the bus frith the Immigration 
Official until the time be boarded the bus and again vent to 
the rear of the vehicle, a period of perhaps three or four :■/*. 
minutes may have transpired* i ^ 4^ 



Be recalled that after the American again boarded 
the bus, Ur. DE CUBA left the bus and vent to the Immigration 
office and he assumed that there vas some question with respect 
to DE CUBA'S travel documents. He believed that about one 


minute later DE CUBA returned and seated himself in the bus. 


The only two passengers he recalled having left the bus at 
Kilometer 26 were the American and Ur. DE CUBA. 


He estimated that the entire operation of the Immi- 
gration check at Kilometer 26 lasted from ten to fifteen 
minutes, and shortly after Ur. DE CUBA boarded the bus, the 
driver continued the Journey to Nuevo Laredo, where the bus 
arrived at the Transportes del Norte bus terminal about 1:30 
AU, October 3, 1963. 


All of the passengers left the bus in Nuevo Laredo, 
remaining at the bus terminal for a period of from twenty 
minutes to one-half hour. During the period the passengers 
were in the Transportes del Norte terminal in Nuevo Laredo, 
be recalled seeing OSWALD waiting near the bus alone. He 
did not recall observing the American speaking to anyone. 

RUIZ believed that two or three passengers left the 
bus at Nuevo Laredo and one or two new passengers boarded at 
that point. The passengers boarded the same bus on which 
they traveled from Uonterrey to Nuevo Laredo. lie recalled 
the American whom be Identified as OSWALD boarding the bus at * 
Nuevo Laredo for the trip across the International Bridge to 
Laredo, as he remembered seeing the American go down the aisle 
to the rear of the bus after he, RUIZ, was in bis seat.

From that point on, be does not recall seeing the 
American again. 


The Transportes del Norte bus proceeded across the 
International Bridge, and in several minutes was in Laredo, 
Texas, on the United States side of the bridge. The bus 
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stopped near the south side of the U, 3. Government building 
adjacent to the steps which lead into the offices where, “-:t. 
accordlng to RUIZ, be was vaccinated, - T;^- 



Then the bus arrived at the above-described point 
on the United States side of the International Bridge, all 
passengers, to his Knowledge, left the bus and proceeded up 
the stairway leading to the office where RUIZ claimed he was - 
vaccinated. The other passengers proceeded through that . 
office to a large office located nearby, whereas he and 
another person whom be described as a short, Mexican male of 
advanced age, who be believed had boarded the bus at Monterrey, 
remained behind to be vaccinated.

After being vaccinated, he proceeded through a 
corridor leading to a large office with a long counter, which 
be assumed to be the U, S. Immigration offices, since be was 
asked for bis travel documents at this point. In that 
particular office, he noticed various fellow passengers were 
also there. He can recall Mr, DE CUBA and the woman he be- 
lieves was DE CUBA'S wife being there and DE CUBA'S advising 
one of the Immigration Officers that he was going to Miami, 
The DE CUBAS left the bus a few minutes later at the Laredo 
bus terminal, and he did not see them again. He also 
remembered seeing the person he thought was a Mexican Army 
Captain along with his wife in the U. S. Immigration offices. 
He recalled this person had a discussion with one of the 
U, S, Immigration officers over some type of credential which 
the Mexican Army Captain bad presented. 


Everyone already had boarded the bus by the time be 
. had been processed through the U. 3. Immigration procedures 
and he was the last of the passengers to board the bus for 
the short trip to the Laredo bus terminal, RUIZ estimated 
that the entire U, 3, Government processing operation at the 
port of entry was about one-half hour in duration, • 




Upon reaching the Laredo bus terminal, everyone again 
got off the bus. After about one-half hour he boarded a two- 
tiered Greyhound Line bus in the Laredo bus terminal and, 
after boarding, he automatically seated himself in seat No, 15, 
since be bad been in that seat all the way from Mexico City, 









8eat No, 15 vas located in the second tier, and seated next — 
to him was the same person who bad sat next to him during the 


entire trip from Mexico City. This person got off the bus 


upon their arrival in San Antonio, Texas, about 8;00 AM, 
October 3, 1963, and he did not see him again.

From seat No. 15 on the Greyhound bus RUIZ boarded 
in Laredo, he could see a portion of the lower level of the 
bus, and be recalled that the Mexican Army Captain and his 
wife again bad seated themselves directly in back of the 
driver. 


RUIZ believed that the person who had been sitting 
directly in front of him during the entire trip (possibly 
AUGUSTO AGUILAR) also got on the same Greyhound bus in Laredo 
and seated himself on the lower level somewhere on the right 
side of the bus in front. This person also left the bus in 
San Antonio and RUIZ did not see him again, 

, 

The above-mentioned persons were the only people 
RUIZ could recall on the Greyhound bus he boarded in Laredo; 
however, be stated there were a number of passengers who 
boarded the bus at Laredo and estimated that there might have 
been a total of from fifteen to twenty passengers, 

RUIZ estimated the departure from Laredo of the 
Greyhound bus he boarded as being about 3:00 AM, October 3, 
1963, and the arrival in San Antonio at about 8:00 AM that 
same morning. He observed that everyone got off the bus at 
the terminal in 3an Antonio and estimated that the stop in San 
Antonio lasted about one-half hour, after which the passengers 
boarded the same bus and proceeded to Dallas, Texas, where 
RUIZ estimated the time of arrival as about 1:00 PM on the 
same day, RUIZ recalled that upon debarking from the bus at 
Dallas, the person he believed to be a Mexican Army Captain 
and his wife said goodbye to him, and he assumed that they 
remained in Dallas, as he did not see them again, 

RUIZ recalled that the stop in Dallas lasted about 
two hours, and it was approximately 3;00 PM when the same bus 
departed Dallas for the Journey to Chicago, Illinois, via 
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•. RUIZ recalled seeing for the last time the American 
whom he identified as OSWALD when the latter boarded the bus 
at Nuevo Laredo prior to the trip across the International 
Bridge to Laredo. RUIZ believed that the American had boarded 
the same Greyhound bus he had boarded at Laredo on the morning 
of October 3 , 1963, and continued the trip to Dallas, Texas, 
but stated he did not notice him nor did he pay particular 
attention to the other passengers. ••/'<: 

RUIZ did not recall having seen the American speak 
to anyone at any time and it appeared to RUIZ that the American 
was traveling alone. He commented that the American had given 
him the impression of being a quiet Individual of a retiring * 
nature. 
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RUIZ viewed a photograph of PHILIPPE PITER Er^ VAN j 
DER VORM, as it appears on Mexican Government Tourist Form / 
FM-8 No. 624820, which VAN DER VORM had utilized upon entry ' 
to Mexico in September, 1963. RUIZ did not recall having seen 
this person as a passenger on either of the Transportes del • 
Norte buses on the trip from Mex ico City to Laredo in October, 
1963. , */ 

INTERVIEW OF TRANSPORTES. DEL NORTE 
PASSENGER JOSE'UARR IGA'TJERNAL 
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On April 6, 1964, Captain JOSE BARRIGA BERNAL advised 
the second confidential source abroad that he lc a retired 
officer of the Mexican Army and resides in Mexico City at Gablno 
Barreda 104, Apartment No. 3. He recalled that on October 2, 
'1963, he and his wife had traveled from Mexico City to Laredo on 
Transportes del Norte, and after entering the United States, had 
continued to Dallas, .Texas,, via Greyhound bus. He viewed avail* 
able photographs of OSWALD and stated emphatically that he 
could not recall him as a passenger. He mentioned that the only 
passenger he could recall was AGAPITO DEL RIO, with whom he 
conversed while they were passing through United States Customs 
at Laredo, Texas.

On April 13, 1964, in a signed statement furnished 
to Special Agents Thomas D. McGoldrick and John P. McHugh, ; 
Michael Vaughp-r^ramer, who was then being held in the 
County Jail in San Francisco on local charges, admitted . 
that he wa6 the author of the above-mentioned letter to 
the Director of the Federal bureau of Investigation. 

Cramer, whose permanent address is 515 North „ •** 
Trenton Avenue, Atlantic City, New Jersey, advised that 
his' statements in the letter regarding Lee Harvey Oswald r 
were false, and that he did not know Oswald and to the 
best of his knowledge had never ret him.

MECISLOVAS RAZGAITIS, Brooklyn, N. Y. , interviewed re his 
allegation subject in New York during summer of 1SSG and 
same set forth. Former Vice-President RICHARD M. NIXON 
contacted on 2/28/64 and results set forth. Interview of 
FREDERICK TILNEY, JR. re MARINA OSWALD set out herein. 
Confidential source furnished information regarding nature of 
conversation between JOHN MARTINO, author of book, "I was 
Castro's Prisoner" and acquaintances , which conversation 
pertained to the subject. On 4/1/64, SLOBODAN M. DRASKOVICH, 
publisher of "Serbian Struggle" and member of John Birch 
Society, advised could not recall making statemenx "Oswald 
studied sharpshooting in Kiev".

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On February 25, 1964, MECISLOVAS RAZGAITIS , 1225 
Bushwick Avenue, Brooklyn, New York, was contacted by SAs 
P.bGE R~H«' LEE and JAMES 0. INGRAM. He explained that he cane 
to the United States on May 18, 1949 and he became a-U. S. 
citizen on March 8, 195 5. He was bom on March 7, 1918 in 
Lithuania. 


Mr. RAZGAITIS made available a copy of a letter dated 
February 10, 1964, sent to the Honorable ROBERT KElHFEDY , 
the Attorney General of the U. S., Uashington, D. C. The 
letter is as follows:

"Dear Mr. Attorney General: 


"During Soviet Union Exibition in New York 
in summer I960 I meet Lee Oswald before Coliseum 
in three consecutive days who f aught the dis- 
tributors of anti-communi6t literature. There- 
fore, I am asking you kindly if the presens 
of Lee Oswald in New York and his cooperation 
with Soviet Union Exibition people is known 
to you. At that time he was strong figther t 
for Soviet Union ant cornunism. 


"If it is necessary I can this testify. 

"Very truly yours /s/ M Razgaitis" 

He explained that during the summer of 1960, 
around June or July, he, RAZGAITIS, went to the New York 
Coliseum at Columbus Circle in New York City, where the 
Soviet Union had an exhibition. He explained he is 
against all forms of Communism and, therefore, he went

to the Coliseum to pass out anti-Communist pamphlets 
entitled "Soviet Russia (The Twentieth Century Barbarians) 

No. 1 Enemy of the United States of America and the 
Free World," This pamphlet, according to RAZGAITIS, 
explains how Russia has enslaved the European people. 

He went to the Coliseum for three consecutive 
days distributing anti-Communist literature. On the first 
day, he recalls handing a pamphlet to a young male des- 
cribed as 6* 1", skinny, with light complexion, who 
immediately ripped the pamphlet from RAZGAITIS* hand, an c- 
threw the pamphlet to the ground. This individual immediately 
called RAZGAITIS a "Nazi Fascist bastard" and he began 
- speaking to RAZGAITIS in the Russian language. This 

individual then hurried into the Soviet Union Exhibition. 

He explained that he saw this individual on the 
three consecutive days he was stationed at the Coliseum, 
and he believes this person was an American instead of a 
Russian working at the exhibition. He explained he has 
no basis or facts, but he believes this person was LEE 
HARVEY OSWALD. He indicated he is well aware that it has 
been widely published in the press that OSWALD was in the 
Soviet Union in 1960, but he wanted to make this information 
available in the event that OSWALD could have been a spy 
for Russia during 1960 and sent to the U. S. 

He reiterated that he has no facts and it is only 
his opinion that this person could have been OSWALD, tut 
in view of the fact he has a deep hatred for Russia and 
their form of government, he wanted to bring this to the 
attention of the United States Government. 

On February 28, 1964, the Honorable RICKARD M. 
xJcFuXON, former Vice-President of the U. S. , was contacted 
by Assistant Director in Charge of the New York Office, 

JOHN F. MALONE, and furnished the following information: 

Mr. NIXON advised that the only time he was ir. 
Dallas, Texas during 1963 was two days prior to the assassina- 
tion of President JOHN F, KENNEDY. He vaguely thought there 
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was some invitation extended during the early part of 1963, 
probably in April, for him to cone to Dallas, but that it 
never materialized, nor did he give any consideration to going 
there. Hr. NIXON could not even recall the circumstances 
surrounding the invitation, but did observe that conceivably 
there could have been some publicity indicating that he had 
been invited to come to Dallas. Mr. NIXON said that if 
anything more concrete comes to his mind or after his 
secretary checks his records 'which would indicate the cir- 
cumstances surrounding this, he would immediately notify 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation (FBI). He aid say 
positively that he had no intention of visiting Dallas 
during April, 1963. 

On March 2, 1964, FREDERId^TTLNEY, JP. , /Vnr-r. 
Island, Oyster Bay 3 N. Y. , was interviewed at his office, 

Room 4710, 70 Pine Street, New York, N. Y. , by SAs DONALD S. 
HALTER and JAMES 0. INGRAM. Mr. TILNEY is the President cf 
the Governmental Statistical Corporation. 


He adyised that on Sunday, February 23 1954, 
he and JOSERH^SWYER, who resides in Washington , . 

were having a- long-distance telephone conversation. He 
explained that GWYER is employed by the Library of Congress 
in Washington, D. C. , and he believes he is in charge of 
research concerning the Soviet Union. He and GWYER, 
who have been friends for many years, began to discuss 
LEE HARVEY OSWALD and his wife, MARINA OSWALD. He said 
since GWYER is an expert in the field of research in the 
Russian field and he, TILNEY, deals in statistics, they 
began to discuss the age and background of MARINA 
OSWALD. GWYER brought up the subject and related that 
MARINA must be older than 22 years of age, which she 
claims, in view of her education and background. . GWYER 
indicated MARINA has had several years of education and 
during this period was able to marry LEE HARVEY OSWALD 
and have two children. Her parents are deceased and, 
according to GWYER, very little is known about her back- 
ground* He and GWYER both came to the conclusion that she 
looked much older than 22 years of age in view of the lines 
in her neck and face, which actually make her appear 
much older than she claims. 
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He said there are many questions which have not — » - : 

been answered in the press fjno from what he has read 
concerning LEE HARVEY OSWALD, it seems unbelievable that 
h: ’•’ould not discuss some of his plans with his wife, 

MARINA. It is pure speculation on his part, but he feels 
she must know more than what has been disclosed to the 
public. He also said that surely MARINA OSV.'ALD had some 
knowledge of OSWALD'S intention to assassinate the President, 
but he has no facts for his statements. 

TILNEY related that he wa% associated with G-2 
as an intelligence officer during W<frld War II cine he h.~.s 
always been alert to certain things he reads in the press. . 

» According to his calculations, if MARINA had prior knowledge 
• of her husband's plans to assassinate President KENNEDY, she 
is guilty and could be tried for murder. Again, he indicated 
he has no basis for these statements, but these are only 
hi c opinions. 

On March 2, 1964, a confidential source was 
contacted by the FBI and furnished the following infor- 
mation: 

From December 30, 1963 through January 3, 

1964, the source was a house guest in the home of 
NATHANIEL and SYLVI-A<17EYL at 4201 South Ocean 3oulevard, 
T5eiray’.Beach , Florida^ While there "the source met 
JOHN/MARTINO, the author of a book on Cuba entitled, "I 
tras" Castro* s Prisoner". MARTINO was. imprisoned by FIDEL 
l/V CASTRO in Cuba for about three yearg and according to the 
Z'' source, the book is extremely interesting. MARTINO and 

NATHANIEL VJEYL are co-authors of the book and the book was 
released in November, 1963. 

• The source stated that during MARTINO'S visit 
they discussed many subjects and MARTINO appeared well 
informed on Cuba, During the evening MARTINO and the 
WEYLs discussed LEE HARVEY OSWALD and his wife, MARINA. 

NATHANIEL made the statement that he has no basis 
for his beliefs but thinks that MARGUERITE OSWALD, 

OSWALD'S mother, is probably an old line Communist, he 
added he could not prove his belief. 
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1 He stated MARINA is probably politically . 

involved but he could not furnish facts to prove this, 
belief. When questioned why and how MARINA was politically 
involved, WEYL indicated the Communist .Party (C?) and. 
other groups may attempt to use her statements to their 
advantage. * 

Concerning LEE HARVEY OSWALD, the source received 
a letter dated January 22, 1964, from NATHANIEL WEYL from, 
his residence in Florida. The portion of the letter dealing 
with OSWALD is as follows: 

”V7hen you see Vic Lasky you can tell him 
the Cubans have been quite restrained about Oswald. 

They know the circumstances under which Oswald • 
contacted the Cuban G-2 (military intelligence) by 
telephone from a private house in Miami, but they 
told the man who had the facts to give it to the 
FBI and then forget about it. It seems fairly 
definite that Ruby went to Havana to make some shady 
deal with a creature called PraSkin who works with 
the Communists and is also tied up with call girls. 

A friend of mine who ran .for President of Cuba in 
1958 will testify to this shortly for the 
Senate Internal Security Subcommittee --- though 
this item may be confidential, I know about it because 
J. Sauerwein of the Committee contacted me to get 
him.” 

From this letter and from discussions with WEYL 
and MARTINO, the source does not know the informant or 
source but no doubt it is MARTINO since he claims to be 
close to Cuban aliens in Miami, The source has no infor- 
mation concerning the circumstances under which OSWALD 
allegedly contacted the Cuban G-2. The name of the individual 
who ran for the President of Cuba in 1958 is unknown to 
the source. 

On the occasion the source met MARTINO ar.d the 
WEYLs in the WEYLs* home, MARTINO and NATHANIEL discussed, 
the rumors that OSWALD had been refused a visa. to the Soviet 
Unioh and he made a quick trip from Mississippi to Cuba. 
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OSWALD returned from this trip with a sum of money, amount 
not mentioned, and purchased a car. The circumstances sur- 
rounding the purchase of the car were not disclosed. According 
NATHANIEL, the information of OSWALD'S trip to Cuba 
was reported by a girl in Miami whom OSWALD "shacked 

up with". This girl is reportedly from Mexico or Miami 
but any additional information in this matter would have 
to be obtained from NATHANIEL. 

NATHANIEL also made a statement, according to the 
source, that he is convinced that JACK RU3Y is a dope 
pusher and he will definitely be used by the Communists. 

The source 6tated that the basis of the above 
information is definitely based upon conversations with the 
WEYLs and MARTINO and the source does not know if the 
statements are true or just gossip on the part of the 
above individuals. 

It is to be noted that VICTOR LASKY is a reporter 
on the staff of the "New York Journal American". .

a member of the CP of the U. S. from IS 31 to 1937. She 
stated she became disillusioned because of the increasing 
awareness of Russian control and broke definitely with the 
Party in 1939. 

FRANK MEYER, Woodstock, N. Y. , a self-admitted 
former member of the CP, was interviewed as a reference 
in 1953, and stated that the WEYLs broke with the CP 
sometime between 1937-1939. He indicated the WEYLs have 
made public statements concerning their past activities 
and present feelings and he feels they are both strongly, 
cleirly and deeply anti-Communist. , 
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On February 27, 1964, a source advised a Special 
Agent of the FBI that on February 13, 1964, while at the 
Winnipeg International Airport, Winnipeg , Manitoba, Canada, 
wo ov^h^ard a conversation between two unknown individuals, 
which conversation, according to the source, seemed to 
pertain to OSWALD. Source stated that dqring this con- 
versation the two individuals referred to the name ISAACS 
several times and that source received the impression that 
the name ISAACS was connected in some way with the 
assassination of President JOHN F. KENNEDY. 

Investigation previously conducted by the New 
York Office of the FBI indicated that one MARTIN -ISAACS , 
Assistant Supervisor, New York City Department of'M’Je If are , 

42 Franklin Street, New York, while in his official capacity, 
had assisted subject' and his family in 1962, upon their entry 
into the U. S. 

In an effort to determine if the name ISAACS as 
overheard by source was identical with MARTIN ISAACS, the 
latter was recontacted by SAs DONALD E. HALTER and JAMES 0. 
INGRAM on March 4, 1964, and furnished the following 
information: 

He stated that he is 59 years of age; has resided 
in the New York City area for most of his life and has been 
employed by the New York City Department of Welfare for thirty 
years. Mr. ISAACS advised that he has never been in the 
State of Texas and added that on November 22, 1963, the date 
President KENNEDY was assassinated, he was working at the 
Department of Welfare. 

He stated that he is not acquainted with any 
individuals named HOFFMAN or HAUCHTMAN (phonetic) , which 
names source also overheard in the conversation, nor could 
he, based on descriptive data related by source, furnish 
any information regarding the identity of the two unknown 
individuals at the Winnipeg International Airpott. He 
remarked that he has never been at this airport. 

. I Mr. ISAACS was unable to furnish any information 

which would assist in resolving the situation concerning • ' 
the identities and conversation as related by source. 
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On March 10, 1964, Mr. WALLY DONNE R, salesman, * 

Brauser Motors, Central Islip, New York, advised SA. DANIEL F. 
O’CONNOR that about two weeks ago a young man came into their 
showroom to take a chance on a prize offered by the Rambler 
Dealers. He stated that this individual le^ft his wallet 
behind and has never returned to claim it. An examination 
of the. ^alje-t indicated it to be the property of ROBERT 
TURN^SwSRS, III, and a birth certificate contained 
‘therein* arid issued by the Texas Department of Health, 

Bureau of Vital Statistics, reflected SOWERS’ birth date 
as December 7, 1946 at Bryan, County of Brazos, Texas. 

SOWERS’ parents were listed as ROBERT TURNER SOWERS , JR., 
born in Texas, and LORRAINE SHIRLEY ANTON, born in Hew 
York. 

SOWERS’ wallet also contained an identification 
and privilege card issued by P. J. KENNEDY, Ens MSC USN 
at USNH, St. Albans, New York, #N7,144,635, on February 4, 1963, 
to ROBERT SOWERS , and contains SOWERS’ description as 6* 2 1/2”, 
240 pounds, brown hair, blue eyes. The grade and name of 
SOWERS' sponsor was reflected as MKC JAMES A. MILLIRON, 

USN/Ret. , service number 2504603. 

An examination of the wallet also disclosed a 3 x 5 
card bearing printed notation, "Oswald studied sharpshcotirig 
in Kiev”. There was also a small printed gummed label 
which read, "Communism killed Kennedy". 

There vas no residence address for SOWERS contained 
in the wallet; however, the Suffolk County , N.- Y. telephone 
directory reflected a listing for ROBERT X<^S0WERS, 91 
Richard Avenue, Islip Terrace. ,\J <-] . * 

On March 10, 1964, a Mrs * JAMES MILLIRON at the 
above address, identified herself as the mother of ROBERT 
SOWERS and stated that he is a student at East Islip High 
School. She explained that Mr. MILLIRON is the stepfather 
of SOWERS and a Navy veteran. She remarked that the 
identification card found in the wallet is a courtesy 
card issued to SOWERS as the son of a retired veteran. 
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On March 10, 1964, ROBERT SOWERS was interviewed 
by SA DANIEL F. O'CONNOR and advised. that he is a 
member of the John Birch Society. He stated that during a 
iiieeting in a private home some time ago, one of the speakers, 
(Fh’U) DRASKOVICH, a resident of Chicago, and an officer 
of the John Birch Society, made the statement that 
OSWALD studied sharpshooting in Kiev (Russia). SOWERS 
commented that he had never read or heard of this before and 
made a note of it. He explained that the sticker "Corrjnunism 
killed Kennedy" was obtained from the John Birch Society. 

On March 20, 1964, Mr. VUKADIK CAKICH oi the

- advised SA. ROBERT E. WILLIAMS that DRASKOVICH is presently 
someplace in Michigan, exact address unknown and is not 
expected to return to Chicago for approximately two weeks.

BERNARD WEISSMAN. 

He was told by PORCELLY that he, PORCELLY, had 
noticed a coincidence in the news reports that BERNARD 
WEISSMAN was mentioned in a Dallas, Texas, newspaper 
as having resided in East Dallas with a landlady named 
ROBERTS. He also noticed that in a l'ecent article in 
H Li fe B Magazine that LEE HARVEY OSWALD had resided in 
East .Dallas in the home of a landlady named ROBERTS. 
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HAHRAHAN said his client, Hr. PORCELLY, resides 
at 35 Fifth Street, Pelham, N. Y. , and PORCELLY has no 
pertinent information concerning WEISSMAN or LEE HARVEY

» 1964, he had previously been employed by Retail Credit 

Investigations as an investigator, but he terminated his 
employment on March 13, 1964, to accept a position with 
the General Foods Company. 

During his employment with Retail Credit Invest!- ' 
ga+ions, he was assigned to conduct some checks on one 
BERNARD WEISSMAN. He said WEISSMAN was employed by a company 
on Long Island which had heard of his activities and had 
requested an investigation be conducted on his entire 
background. He pointed out that his portion of the investi- 
gation touched only on WEISSMAN’ s residence on South 
Columbus Avenue, Mount Vernon, N. Y. 

He recalled that WEISSMAN had two mailing addresses 
in Mount Vernon and although WEISSMAN was married, he was 
residing with another woman named Mrs. DORIS E. Cl C FFOLET TI , 
203 South Columbus Avenue. 

During the course of his inquiry, he reviewed "The 
New York . Times" Index and he noted the similarity in the 
account in "Life" Magazine and anewspaoer article to the 
effect that BERNARD WEISSMAN and LEE HARVEY OSWALD had 
resided in East Dallas in a rooming house with a landlady 
named ROBERTS. This is the only reference he could recall 
concerning WEISSMAN and OSWALD. The article in "Life"

He 
left Dallas on November 27, 1963 ."and he returned to New* York 
City. While in Dallas, he resided at 4618 Reiger Street, 
Dallas, Texas. He was employed by the Carpet Engineers in 
Dallas as a salesman. 

WEISSMAN stated he did not know LEE HARVEY OSWALD 
and to his knowledge, never met OSWALD. 

MI LTQN^BtJRLEY , III, was interviewed by Special Agents 
of the FBI in December, 1963, in Denver, Colorado, and he 
advised he and BERNARD WEISSMAN traveled together to Dallas, 
Texas, arriving in Dallas on November 4, 1963. They spent 
“the night of November 4, 1963 with LARRY SCHMIDT, 5735 
East Gaston Street, Dallas, and on November 5, 1963, they 
obtained an apartment at 4618 Reiger Street, Dallas, 
until November 27, 1963. They obtained employment on 
November 6, 1963, at Carpet Engineers Company, 2000 block 
South Beckley Street, Dallas. They left Dallas on 
November 27, 1963. 

A review of "Life” Magazine, February 21, 1964 issue, 
reveals that a photograph of LEE HARVEY OSWALD is or. the 
cover of the magazine. On oage 68A is an article entitled, 

"THE EVOLUTION OF AN ASSASSIN" by "Life" reporter DONALD 
JACKSON. On page 76, last paragraph, it is set forth that 
on Monday, October 14, 1963, OSWALD presented himself tc 
Mrs. A. C. JOHNSON who ran a rooming house at 1026 North 
Beckley Avenue, in the Oak Cliff section of Dallas. He 
registered as 0. H. LEE. 

On page 80 of this article there is a statement 
that Mrs. EARLENE ROBERTS, housekeeper, observed OSWALD c.t 
1026 North Beckley Avenue, on the day the President was 
assassinated. 
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The article was reviewed on March 19, 1964, and 
BERNARD WEISSMAN is not mentioned in this article, 

A review of the Morgue records of "The New York 
Times" on March 19, 1964 , revealed no articles pertaining 
to BERNARD WEISSMAN residing in East Dallas in a rooming 
house with a landlady named ROBERTS, 

"The Mew York Times" issue dated December 17, 

1963, page 30, in an article entitled, "Anti-Kennedy Ad in 
Dallas Still Draws Mail, Mostly Critical of Right Wing" , sets 
forth information concerning BERNARD WEISSMAN, a 26 year 

old unemployed salesman. The article pertains to WEISSMAN 
and the committee who ran a full-page newspaper advertisement 
criticizing President KENNEDY the morning before he was 
assassinated. 

The article contained no information pertaining 
to WEISSMAN’ s residence in Dallas or OSWALD’S residence. 

The article on December 17, 1963, was dated 
December 16, 1963, at Dallas, Texas, and was "Special 
to ’The New York Times'". 

The following investigation was conducted by the 
New York Office of the FBI in connection with the receipt 
by the Dallas Police Department, Dallas, Texas, of ar. 
anonymous letter, which letter was dated February 22, 

1964, and bore return address 660 West 39th Street, 

New York City, N. Y. and wherein the writer asserted 
that he was an acquaintance of subject’s and that he had 
information about the assassination of President KENNEDY:

West 39th Street, New 
York City, N. Y,, reflected that there is no such address 
as 660 West 39th Street.

39th Street, advised SAs JAMES 0. INGRAM and JOHN JAMES

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It is to be noted that the name SAM GANTRY , 

appeared as the signature on another letter received by f<! 
the Dallas Police Department, which letter was dated .. - 
February 24, 19 6 4, and postmarked Chicago, Illinois. The 
New York Office of the FBI, in conducting~'the 'investigation 
reflected above, specifically inquired regarding SAM 
GANTRY in view of the possibility that GANTRY was also the 
writer of the letter bearing the New York City return 
address.

Italian-language newspaper, organ of the Communist 
Party of Italy, carried an article, portions of 
which are set out below;

■Mark Lane, defense attorney of Oswald, , 

was interviewed by Karel/Kyncl, correspondent. 

of Radio Czechoslovakia at New York, During £ 
the interview, the most interesting parts of 
which are reproduced, the attorney demolished 
many of the accusations made against the 
alleged assassin of Kennedy. 

"Lane explained at the beginning of the 
interview how the Warren Commission refused to 
allow him to assume the defense of Oswald with 
the plausible reason that he would not appear 
in court and, therefore, would not need a defense 
attorney. Subsequently, however, the Commission 
appointed another lawyer, not requested by the 
family, who is the President of the American 
Bar Association, and Lane was called only as a 
witness. 







Commenting on the fact that the '£ r ‘^r.r,, 
American newspapers hove not talked about this, f 
Attorney Lane added: 'I am interviewed by every-;* I 

one.. But no one publishes one word of what I say. . \ 
They have asked questions, have taken notes, but S 
nothing is published. I said I was cominghere 
to make this broadcast because, I said, this time 
I succeeded in arriving and someone will at last 
hear and report on the facts of the Dallas affair. 

They said: "Really? Where?" d replied: "Radio 

Prague. When all this is finished, I will go to 
try to break this iron chain and see if I can 
get a broadcast on Radio New York, that which 
seems much more difficult. 

The April 6, 1964. issue of "L'Unita" 
carried the following article set out in its entirety: 

"Margherita Oswald's Lawyer 

"Attorney Lane at Rome Today 

"Speaking Yesterday at the Congress of 
Democratic Jurists in Budapest, he 
Declared: 'I have proof that the 

Assassins of Kennedy are free.' 

"Our service - Budapest, 5 

"Attorney Mark Lane will arrive in Rome 
tomorrow, where in the next few days he will 
hold a conference on the investigation which he 
is conducting to demonstrate the lack of com- 
plicity on tne part of Oswald with the assassi- 
nation of President Kennedy. Today, in the mean- 
time, taking the floor at the Congress of the 
Association of Democratic Jurists, he declared 
that the assassins of Kennedy 'are still free 
and that Harvey Lee Oswald, the alleged killer, 
was not in any way involved' in the sensational 
crime of last November. 
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"Mark Lone, who was warmly applauded, 
declared himself to be ready ’to appear before 
an international commission of jurors to sub- 
mit all the proof in his possession,’ in the 
end demonstrating that the tragic crime at 
Dallas, which cost the life of the youngest ; 
President of the United States, is still far 
from being clear and resolved. 

"’No proof has been collected on the con- 
nection of Harvey Lee Oswald with the brutal 
assassination of President Kennedy,’ said the 
37-year-old attorney. 

"Lane said that the ’discovery of the 
real assassin or assassins of Kennedy can 
assume a significance of great importance pro- 
vided you consider the political atmosphere 
of Dallas in the wake of the crime.’ 

"On this subject, the New York attorney, 
who is not a member of the Association and came 
to Budapest as a guest, showed to the audience 
the famous poster with the photograph of President 
Kennedy and the caption ’Wanted for treason for 
having supported tne communist conspiracy.’ 

"’Hundreds of these posters,* said the 
speaker, ’were distributed by citizens of Dallas 
before the President arrived in their city. 

After the crime, not one American newspaper 
published a photographic reproduction of the 
anti-Kennedy placard. ’ 

"Continuing with his denunciation, Lane 
accused the ’Federal Bureau of Investigation* 
and the District Attorney of Dallas of having 
been ’inconsistent* in tne presentation of their 
evidence regarding the crime. 
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■'The evidence was falsified by the Public ; ^ 
Prosecutor,* added the attorney. ’On the part s 
of the FBI, the only direct stand which it took , i; J 
was that Oswald was to be considered as the 
lone assassin, without any direct accomplices.' , 

"The attorney indicated he was in possession 
of depositions from eight witnesses who claimed 
to have seen the fatal shots fired against the 
automobile of President Kennedy come, not from 
the book depository in Dallas, but from behind a 
wall built on an overpass, a nundred meters from 
the moving target." 


The April 7, 1964, issue of "II Tempo " 
a rightist Rome daily newspaper, carried the following 
article, set out in its entirety: 


"Returning from Budapest the 
Defender of Oswald 

"Passing through Rome he held a Press 
conference to set forth a Complicated 
Argument on the Murder of Kennedy 

"New York Attorney Mark Lane, who has assumed 
the task of defending the memory of Lee Harvey 
Oswald, assassin of Kennedy, stopped briefly m 
Rome yesterday on his return to the United States. 

"During a press conference. Attorney Lane 
stated that he was still substantially convinced 
of the complete innocence of Oswald and of the 
lack of complicity on the part of Oswald with 
the Dallas crime. He added that he based this 
conviction on the lack of facts and of evidence 
which would show Oswald to be the actual perpe- 
trator of the crime. Oswald, said Attorney Lane, 
was only a scapegoat, already chosen by those 
responsible for the plot against Kennedy even 
before the attack. 
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"The complicated argument on which Attorney * ^ 
Lane had dwelled at length becomes undcrstandables^: 
if you consider that Lane was returning from 
Budapest where he took part in the 'Congress of 
Democratic Jurists,' giving a report on the facts ^ 
of Dallas: a report which could have been officially 

welcomed in a communist-ruled country. Neverthe- 
less he stressed that he was not a communist, but 
of the 'liberal' wing of the American Democratic 
Party, As it is known, this is exactly the label 
displayed by crypto-communists in the United States 
in order to be able to work openly, with a less 
irritating qualification for public opinion. For 
similar reasons, international meetings organized 
in communist countries always call themselves 
'democratic. ' " 


The April 7, 1964, issue of “L'Unita' 
the following article, set out in part: 

"Oswald: Yictim of Anti-Kennedy Plot

"Attorney Mark Lane, who refused the 
assignment of Oswald's mother to defend the 
memory of her son, but instead accepted the 
assignment from a better-qualified 'Citizens 


Committee of Inquiry,* an organization with 
extreme leftist influence, with offices at 
156 Fifth Avenue, New York, stated last night 
in a Rome hotel that the real iron curtain 
'today is that which was lowered like an 
impenetrable curtain around the events which 
led. to the arrest, to the accusation, and to 
the death of Lee Oswald,' 

■Attorney Mark Lane is apparently a sin- 
cere person, deeply and personally interested 
in racial integration in the United States. 

He feels sorrow in the bottom of his heart 
for the Negroes' lot, particularly in the 
South, and nas expressed his anguish in an 
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anxious search for the ’actual one responsible 
for the death of Kennedy, in the hopes that an J§| 
accurate investigation would lay responsibility | 
on rightist movements which in Texas are iden- 
tified with segregationists. 
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"’I am firmly convinced,* said the attor-:l:# r ^ 
ney, ’that if we were to bring the Oswald case 
to court he would be found innocent of the 
assassination of Kennedy, the -wounding of 
Connally, and the killing of Tippit. * 

"In support of this conviction. Attorney 
Lane cited the fact that the U. S. Secret Service, 
the FBI, and the Dallas Police had at first de- 
scribed os being a German Mauser 6.75 calibre the 
weapon with which the President was killed; that 
they had also stated that a ballistics exami- 
nation had indicated Kennedy died as the result 
of a wound from a 6.75 calibre bullet. ’But 
twenty-four hours later,’ Lane said, ’the terms 
of the accusation were changed.’ The FBI had 
ascertained that in March, under the name of 
Aidan, Oswald had obtained a 6.5 calibre Italian 
carbine and at one point the public prosecution 
affirmed that the President had been killed by 
a 6.5 calibre bullet rather than one of 6.75 
calibre. In short, a change of calibre in 24 
hours. ’Yet, the Italian carbine has the 6.5 
calibre written on the barrel,* added Lane. 

*1 know because I have one.* To our joking - 
question as to whether he used his gun on last 
November 22nd, he said, *1 am sure I did not 
touch it that day.’ 

"According to Attorney Lane, the gunshot 
which killed Kennedy was not fired from the book 
depository, the building where Oswald was at the 
time of the assassination of the President, but 
from the opposite direction, that is, from the 
overpass or from the nearby cement wall toward 
which the presidential procession was headed, • 

The attorney deduced this from the fact that 
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the three young doctors who happened to be j - 

on duty at Parkland Memorial Hospital, where | 
Kennedy was brought, while examining the i # 

President's wounds in the confusion of the 
first moments, stated that the bullet hole 
in his throat was the one through which the 
bullet had entered. The experts who conducted 
the official autopsy ascertained instead that 
this was the exit hole, and this was the ver- 
sion accepted by the FBI. 'Ye£,' Lane said 
with resentment, 'in Texas they are experts on 
firearm wounds. It is often tnat you nave sev- 
eral in a day.' But evidently the American 
security services are also aware that the 
official experts too are not lacking in ex- 
perience in this field. 

"According to Lane, the FBI prohibited 
one Helen Markham, whom it claimed to be the 
only witness to the killing of Tippit, from 
talking about the event. According to the 
attorney, she described Tippit's killer as 
'a white man, rather short, heavy, with a full 
head of hair,' whereas it is known that Oswald 
was thin, blond, with thinning hair. 

"But opart from these rather controver- 
sial details regarding the death of Kennedy, a 
very interesting aspect of Lane's statements 
pertain to his European trip. He said he had been 
invited to Budapest to explain his version of the 
death of Kennedy and that his presence was very 
much appreciated. He said he wanted to continue 
his European trip »because I noticed right away 
that there is much more freedom outside of the 
United States,' After this strange remark, made 
right at Budapest, Lane planned, however, to go 
to Copenhagen,' 

On April 10, 1964, a confidential source abroad 
advised as follows concerning Lane:

Present at the conference were 18 Italian 
and foreign newsmen. 

According to Lane, no court could convict 
Oswald on the "evidence" so far produced by the 
public prosecution. The inquiries made present 
serious contradictions but. in spite of that, the 

E ublic prosecution and various police groups in the , 

nited States continue to consider Oswald as guilty. 

Lane displayed, in support of his arguments, 
photostatic copies of statements of witnesses, tape 
recordings, and topographic maps of the area of the 
crime. 

Lane arrived in Rome on April 6, 1964, from 
Budapest. He was born in New York, February 24, 1927, 
and at the Hotel Pace Elvezia he exhibited Passport 
No. E-067352, issued March 25, 1964, at Washington. 

Pertaining to his European trip t Lane said 
he had been invited to Budapest to give his version, 
in the Hungarian capital, of the death of Kennedy. 

He added that he intended to continue his 
European trip because he realized that "there is much 
more freedom outside the United States." 

Actually, Lane went to Budapest to take part 
in the congress of the International Associationof 
Democratic Jurists which was held there earlier in 
April. The Italian section of the congress was presided 

over by communist senator Umberto Terracini. »

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The Nature of Political Assassination 


Americans are aware that murders occur, as acts of m«iv:«i:.r passicn or 
premeditation, as acts of mob violence, as the calciila.ed acts crirv.e sy:.'. 
cates. At the same time, because for many centuries lln-y lu»vc ban ■ - u 
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part in Anglo-American political traditions, political assassinations seem 
far more unreal to most Americans. They have, however, always played 
an integral part in revolutionary states and movements. The agencies whUiii. 
plot and execute these crimes are frequently efficient enough to deceive and 
jdut maneuver the hostile police. For example, the complete stories of the 
•Sarajevo assassination and the murder of Jean Jaures -*• political crimes 
which brought about World War I - - have never been fully elucidated. None 
the less, total efficiency is impossible. By force of circumstances and by 
the nature of the act, the political crime is bound to leave tracks. 

Lenin did not believe in murder as a chief revolutionary method, but he agreed 
that "killing is no murder. " He insisted that Communists must be able and will - 
ing to use all weapons, including murder, depending on necessity. In conformitv 
with the twenty-one conditions for entrance into the Communist International, 
written by Lenin, secret apparatuses were formed. For example, in t/.e Ger- 
man party which was the most important one outside Russia, the M (military), 
the N (intelligence), the Z (infiltration) and the T (terror) groups ..ere organ i;m. . 
A German Communist, Hugo Eberlein, a protege of Lenin and the husband of a 
girl whom Lenin considered to be almost his stepdaughter, was in charge of 
an early T -group. 

There are some well authenticated and corroborated accounts of the early be- 
ginnings of the Communist T-groups in Germany. Tne function of these groups 
was to punish traitors and to murder anti-Communist political ar.d military 
leaders as ordered by the party. 

The T-groups were not overly successful but some of their characteristics be- 
came manifest: a command line which was independent from the party ar.d often 
opposed to it: conflicts between the Russian secret service people and the Ger- 
man political leaders; frequent objections by political leaders to assassinations 
but also a certain willingness to use the T-groups to solve intra -party different 
and there were others. For example, one Russian party leader, Zinovi- v, orb-- - 
ed the assassination of General Hans von Seeckt, comm: nder of :i.e Rwl-v.y.voh.: 
while another leader, Karl Radek, countermanded the order; the conflict was 
based on a cleavage in policy, "world revolution versus the building oi * aci-xisn. 
in the Soviet Union." Seeckt was willing to have military cooperation with the 
Red army but he also was the officer most likely to suppress a planned Commu- 
nist rebellion. His elimination thus would have served the left radicals wiihir 
the party on the two counts that the military cooperation was precluded and tu: 
uprising facilitated. "Solving political problems by terror was already a faro: 
ite method among the men of the secret apparatus, " wrote Ruth Fischer, then 
ajleader of the German Communist Party. 

'Iyie T-groups found it difficult to recruit reliable and suitable pi.smnel and, 
tlius, by necessity included unstable individuals who often acted contrary to 
orders and who sometimes compromised the party and the Russia.*, "advisors’ 1 
by acts such as seeking sanctuary at offices of Soviet missions. : Kever.heie.ss, 
operations were usually planned with care. Locations end ambush, pos: Vlities 
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were carefully reconnoitered, attempts were made to obtain the most suitable 
weapons, special weapons were designed, the operation was rehearsed, es- 
capes were properly prepared, etc. 


To throw off the police, there were diversionary plans. Terrorists who were 
caught were, as a matter of routine, denounced by the party as dissidents, 
crackpots, or agents provocateurs ; furthermore, false testimony was fed in- 
to the police system. In one instance, a terrorist was indicted for murder 
but clear-cut evidence exonerating him was withheld until after the trial had 
begun. Thus, the whole accusation of terrorism was discredited, and the 
real culprit was never caught. 


The Communists also used their infiltration capabilities to great advantage. 
Thus, pictures of suspected terrorists were stolen from the files, and once, 
after the chief of a T-group was arrested, an unsuccessful attempt was made 
to murder him. 


It appears that there has not been much of a change in standard operating pro- 
cedures except that efficiency and know-how have been improved. We know 
that the terror technique has not been abandoned. To give merely two example 
a Soviet agent by the name of Khokhlov was ordered to murder a Russian reii - 
gee politician in Germany. Instead he defected, told his story, and turned over 
to the West a whole arsenal of Soviet weapons especially designed for assassi- 
nation purposes. In 1959, Stepan Bandera, Ukrainian leader, was murdered 
by means of a gas pistol that simulated a heart attack. The murderer, Bodgan 
Stashynsky, confessed and was convicted. The German Federal Republic, o:. 
April 23, 1963, lodged a formal protest in Moscow and stated that his and the 
1957 assassination of another Ukrainian politician "were committed upon in- 
structions of official Soviet organs." In other words: there are T-groups or 
M -agencies. It is a fact which should be clearly recognized in the United 
States. It is significant that on his own admission during the trial in Karlsruhe, 
Germany in October 1962, Stashynsky let it be known that after the Bnr.dern 
murder he was slated to be trained at an assassin's srh.o,-.i in 'he USSR fer 
assignment later on the North American continent. 


A political murder instigated by an intelligence service will be planned to 
approximate the "perfect crime". Every suitable deception and concealment 
technique will be used. If "imperceptible murder" is not feasible or desira- 
ble, one of the following methods is used: a) The assassin is given a rove: 
story or "legend." b) The assassin, unless he can be reliably hidden, v. ill b, 
destroyed, preferably in such a way that his second murder cannot be traced 
back to the organizations (for example, he will be slugged by an infuriated 
cell mate), c) The assassin will be described as a "loner" and a "ps v chcpat! 
whose deed was not politically motivated: perhaps he was seeking personal 
revenge. In many of these undertakings, including the fabrication of "legenc.- 
and the manipulation of operatives, the murderer himself may be unaware 
that he is being maneuvered. 


Despite the most perfect planning, things usually do not go as intended. In- 
dividuals who may be suitable to carry out complicated and daring assassi- 
nations are not usually easy to deal with, and in most cases do display psycho - 
pathological tendencies. Hence they will do things which they should not have****’ 
dorfg. This danger can be minimized only if extremely well -trained, fully dis- 
ciplined secret agents are employed to carry out cover operations. ■ ■ v:~" 

The greatest danger is that the murderer will be caught and his nationality 
discovered. Hence nationals of the country where the crime is to be per- 
petrated must be used and this creates additional difficulties, among them the 
possibility that the assassin's political beliefs may be disclosed. On the other 
hand, the use of natives who are unstable, offers ^the advantage that it permits 
the branding of the murderer as "insane." The recruitment of a would-be 
murderer from a hostile party usually does not work, hence a good cover story 
to confuse the assassin's political loyalty is required. It usually is easy to 
assert that the man was expelled from the party. 

With this background, let us examine Oswald's stay in tilt- Soviet Union. 


The Passport 

Lee Harvey Oswald joined the Marine Corps late in October 1056, when he jus: 
had turned 17. At some time prior to his entry into the service, he became in- 
terested in Communism. On or shortly after September ! , 19.-9, hr* runner .e r 
inactive duty, claiming that his mother needed him, obtained an Arm. ’icon pass- 
port and a Russian visa, and departed from New Orleans, arriving w Moscow 
on October 13, 1959. - . 

He was released from the Marine Corps on September 11, and joined lus mother 
for the one night he spent with her in Fort Worth. He would then have been tree 
to make his preparations to leave the country from September 12 omvrrc. By 
September 19 lie was able to write his mother from New Orleans 'hat he ’ ad 
"booked passage on a ship to Europe." Starting by ship, ti.e trip v.yr.d nave 
taken something like fifteen days. Thus to have reached Mu-re* .*• Ip. r -*c o ~ ’> 
Oswald must have left New Orleans no later Ilian October 1, and may have -eu 
as early as September 26. Thus, we can assume that to prepare hi. •a trip, he 
had the time span of September 12 to 30 at his disposal. September M2 w—s a 
Saturday. /Oswald had obtained his passport on September 10. / The R r.~ tinri 
embassy at Washington, therefore, could not have received his passport with 
visa application earlier than September 11. 

Os\Jald may have applied for his visa to enter the Soviet Union ci.h/r before o) 
afteV* receipt of his passport. In either case, the- handling must hare oeon un- 
usual to* say the least.' As a matter of routine procedure, every jmj/iontion for 
a visa to enter the Soviet Union is processed through a ccnlral file in Moscow ' 
known familiarly by U. S. agencies as "the black box. ' In tK- pvee cm. . < 

required at least 30 days and, in most cases, 60 to 90 days. In almost c‘ve : ) 
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case the application for visa is made after a passport has been issued. How - 
ever, had Oswald waited until receiving his passport to apply for his visa, it 
would have been at best only 2 1/2 weeks for processing the application and 
returning the passport and visa to him, in other words, no more than lS^/oi k- 
ing days for the Embassy. Even if Oswald had applied 10 days earlier, while- 
still in the Marine Corps, the Embassy must have acted with enormous dis- 
patch. Oswald could have applied for a visa at an even earlier date, withou; 
a passport and, perhaps, not have applied for his "hardship" release or for 
his passport till after he had learned that the visa had been granted. Had 
he applied for a visa that early, however, he would have had to consider the 
possibility that the Marine Corps would not grant him a "hardship". discharge 
if they learned he was considering travel to^the USSR. 


Regardless of the time element involved, the chances are that the application 
for visa was channeled to the highest level because a few Soviet policy decis: n 
were involved. Not the least of these was a determination of whether Oswald 
was bona fide. 


We are therefore faced with the only two possible conclusions (1) thus Oswald 
received his visa while still on active duty in the Marin.* Corps or (2) that iris 
application was processed and approved almost immediately on receipt. In 
either case, something more than ordinary information must have beer, ava-..- 
able to Soviet authorities to enable them to "clear 1 ' him. This gives rise to 
the probability that Oswald must have had prior contacts with, ora- or more So- 
viet agents, who briefed him about the most expeditious manner cf carrying 
out the manifold formalities incident to taking up residence in the Soviet Union 
It is not unlikely that such a contact might have been established while Osw .1 ! 
was serving in Japan. At his Moscow* press conference late in October. 195lh 
Oswald stated: "For two years now I have been waiting to do this one thing: 
to dissolve my American citizenship and become a citizen of the Soviet Union. 
This would date his mental defection back to 1957. Thus lor at least two y.-nr: 
in the Marine Corps he was a Communist. He told the U.S. Embassy that he 
was planning to toll Soviet officials everything ho had k : reed -n the a . 

Corps. 


Oswald in Russia 

On October 15, just tw*o days after his arrival, Oswald petitioned the Suprt : 
Soviet for Soviet citizenship. This is remarkable, not just because i: confit in.- 
a commitment of long standing, but because two days in an entirely new rn:i< 

j and in an unknown gigantic city is really less than a minimum of time. To sub 
mit his petition, Oswald must have known to whom it w as to he addressed, ff* \ 
one must have helped him in preparing the Russian text, and U.* re must hav*. 

• been a typewriter. Hence he was being chaperoned by somebody. 

At this point, there is a gap of two weeks. On October bO, Oswald appear. u 
the U.S. Embassy and stated that he had applied for Soviet citizenship, ik ia 
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ed with his mother on the telephone but hung up on her. On October ‘31, he 
held a press conference at the Hotel Metropole, and explained his defect:*; n 
In Moscow, 20 -year old boys do not arrange press conferences on their ov/n 
initiative. This conference must have been arranged l'or him and somebodv*,*. 
in, addition to granting authorization, must have taken care of the bill. $Yet, - 
imlike the cases of other defectors, this press conference was given publicity- 
c>n the Soviet radio. 


To understand this turn of events, we must ask ourseives: v. hat benefit <*" old 
the Soviets draw from Oswald? A 20-year old Marine might have been ibgri- 
ficant as a source of intelligence, but a Marine who embraced Communism 
must have been a potential propaganda sensation. Accordingly, when the So- 
viets learned about him, the propagandists would have been interested. Pre- 
sumably, they decided to build him up as a defector. This explains why Mme. 
Furtseva was handling his passport arrangements at the mi nisi trial level, arv 
also explains why he was rushed to apply for his citizenship. 


After Oswald arrived in Moscow, we may be sure that he was interrogated by 
the Commissariat on State Security (KGB) and the military intelligence. The 
initial interviews and his own work preferences may have speedily convinced 
the intelligence officers that this man's value did not lie in a short-lived pro- 
paganda stunt but in entirely different fields. If, for example, he was to be 
used for intelligence purposes, then his renunciation of U. S. citizenship was 
stupid. 


As soon as Oswald's potential intelligence usefulness became apparent, one 
of those disputes must have arisen, typical for the secret services of all 
countries, between the propagandists and the secret operators. While this 
struggle was being resolved, Oswald was left hanging in the air. 

It is possible that while the matter was being considered, Oswald lost his 
nerve and attempted suicide, as was reported, or perhaps feigned a suicide 
attempt. This attempt supposedly took place at the Hotel Metro pole late in 
October. For a schizoid type like Oswald, this is not really ii.’tely. It u s 
been said that he experienced financial troubles, yet, upo:. his release them 
the Marines, he had $1, GOO, of which he gave his mother >30. The trip to 
Moscow hardly cost more than $500. Living costs would have hardly rur. over 
$500, and were presumably far less, especially if, as is probable indeed, his 
hotel bill in Moscow was being paid for him. Thus, he had at least $.‘00 left 
and no emergency existed. It is likely that he just was waiting and spent Iris 
time sight-seeing. 


J^he Soviet authorities, of course, knew that Oswald had visited b e Embassy 
<jn October 30. This may have warned thorn about the danger of a rc detect icn. 
The propaganda people who undoubtedly still were in control, sen* a chance to 
make their claim stick, and the press conference was hastily co.n cited. Two 
days later, on November 2, a Monday, Oswald turned his passp"' •« oyer o the 
U.S. Embassy and wrote an affidavit affirming that his ‘ allegiance" «. 
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Soviet Union. Thus he did precisely the opposite of what he should have done 
if he were to be used for covert rather than overt purposes. 

This must have brought the inter-service dispute to a boil, and the intellrger.ee 
^ people obviously won. Their first step was to suppress all publ icity^ohout Os- 
Hwald, his defection and the press conference. The second step probably was 
*?to inform him that citizenship would not be granted formally and have Oswald, 
or somebody else, tip off the Embassy that he would not be made a Soviet citi- 
zen. On November 14, Oswald disclosed that he had been refused Soviet 
citizenship (surely a speed record for processing a citizenship application) 
but asserted that he was a Marxist and "through" with the U.S. 

s • 

The third step was to get Oswald out of Moscow. Insofar as the Soviet intelli- 
gence service was concerned, the job now was to get every particle of inform? - 
tion out of Oswald, not merely on electronics and call signs, but also or. Marir.'- 
Corps procedures, officer personalities, on fellow Marines and their possible 
utilization as agents, on exact plans of military installations, and mam other 
subjects, - - a job of interrogation which could easily take months, especially 
if Oswald had been alert and had used his years in the Marine Corps to prepare 
himself for this series of interrogations. 

It is inconceivable that such interrogations did not take place. The argument 
that the Soviet authorities recognized Oswald to be an unstable character and 
therefore refused to grant him citizenship, does not hold water. In the first 
place, Oswald was far less unstable than many of the typical left ir.teil’ actuals 
who frequently pester the Soviets. Second, they have not in the past objected 
to, but on the contrary, have recruited schizoid personalities. Third, Oswald's 
character defects, if any, could hardly have become known under the conditions 
of his early interviews and initial interrogations. Fourth, if the Soviets did mu 
like him, they could have, after prolonged interrogations, simply gotten rid of 
him: he could have died of "pneumonia". Finally, they might have expelled 
him, irrespective of whether he was interrogated or not. But to refuse him 
citizenship, and still allow him to stay and'we-k in Husain, and then tv>: and 
half years later permit him to depart with a Kussias. wife and cn..u, is utterly 
contrary to fundamental Soviet procedure. No case remotely similar exists 
before or after Oswald. 


Life In Minsk 


According to all available information, Oswald dropped out of sight shortly aft,*: 
his press conference. Allegedly, he went to Minsk where he was given a job in 
jthe sheet metal shop of a radio plant. His salary supposedly was 30 rubles 
k$ 88.80) a month. This just cannot be true. In the first place, -there is no doubt 
nhat-Oswald would have been "debriefed" for quite a long time, pe rhaps for three 
months. It is entirely possible that for deception purposes, he vvas given a so- 
called job in industry. In fact, such a procedure would be logical since the U.F. 
Embassy might be interested in his whereabouts and activities. lie did not knn- 
anything about sheet metal working but he did have knowledge that may have qr \r 
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fied him as a specialist. Even if he just qualified as unskilled labor, it is in- 
conceivable that the Soviets would have paid him a salary which is far below 
minimum income and on which he clearly could not live. Despite this extreme 
poverty, which would not have allowed him to eat, we learn that he posed fow 
portrait photography, made a trip to Kiev, travelled in the country side around 
Mjnsk, enjoyed a social life, and even enjoyed a great deal of recreation — 
y& with that salary one would expect him to' concentrate on "moonlighting,’’ 

The puzzle may be explained in a simple way: 80 rubles was just his pocket 
money. His room, board, laundry, etc. were being paid for -- in other words, 
he was living in some sort of a community. There are clues about the type of 
community this may have been. 

While in the Soviet Union, Oswald is reported to have joined a rifle club and 
practiced marksmanship. Now, there are no amateur "rifle clubs" in tin: sport 
ing sense in the Soviet Union. It has now been established, however, that Os- 
wald did belong to a hunter’s sovkhoz, membership in which is normally re- 
served to those who are hunters by profession. While rvr::cip;di : ; ; m r .l ; r group, 
he did not use a rifle but was permitted to use some other * yp e of weapon.. 

In July, 1960, Oswald wrote the Marine Corps asking to be discharged as a re- 
servist so that he could accept Soviet citizenship. This fact requires a little 
re -interpretation. It makes the story less pat but more realistic. 

The incident shows that in November 1959, the Soviets had not rejected Oswald’ 
application for citizenship forever. They probably told him that as soon as he 
proved himself, they would consider the case seriously. If they wanted to pu up 
him for his information and obtain full co-operation, this would be a log*:*-.! pro- 
cedure. 

Assuming Oswald’s debriefing was over by March or April, the ehences .n o :!t 
the intelligence people were debating what to do with him. They may havo kept 
him in a safe house or they might have told him to prove his proletarian con- 
victions and go to work: tit is may have been the period v her. he v;i.- \* k ng in 
the sheet metal shop. 

As this period of no-decision continued, Oswald probably iel; that lie she nd 
force events. The letter to the Marine Corps probably was to impress ti So- 
viets authorities with his devotion to the Soviet Union. 


From the point of view of the intelligence service, the letter was a misted e t e 
cause it reduced Oswald’s potential usefulness as a spy. Oswald may not have 
realized this. If Oswald was to be developed as a sleeper, this step probably 
Strengthened the group within Soviet intelligence who opposed the plan, if only 
because Oswald's temperament did not qualify him for assignments with long 
periods of inaction.

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The Exit Visa 

On January 2, 1962, Oswald wrote to his mother that he had "pretty good news: 
he and his wife would receive their visas about the middle of February 1*962 arte 
; would arrive in the U. S. by March 1, "give or take a month or so.*' In this let 
ter he instructed his mother to contact an international rescue committee in or 
(V der to obtain $800 for transportation. "Do not, of course, take any loan, only . 
gift. And don't send your own money." Oswald enclosed a letter from the U.S. 
Embassy which his mother was to use in her efforts. 

Several points stand out: (1) He did have a letter from the Embassy which me ■ 
that he must have contacted them about his Return trip some time before he v. r. 
his mother. (2) He had, in fact, written his mother as early as August 19, Ivd 
saying he expected an exit visa soon and had been to Moscow to go to the Emba? 
(3) Later, he obtained only $435. 71 from the Embassy, hence he must have Ikv 
another $400 or so to pay passage for his wife. (4) He was remarkably well in- 
formed about rescue committees which information he may have obtained from 
the Embassy but more likely from other quarters. The fact is that for years lb- 
U.S. Embassy did not provide this type of information, for the simple reason : 
many of those committees had been branded as espionage organizations by ti *• S 
viets. 

With respect to timing, it seems that the letter was written after tv.**, 'her „u: - 
ters. In the August 19th letter, he talked about mushroom picking with’ nis v '. r <- 
at the not inconsiderable distance of 50 miles from Minsk: "everybody coos : ; v 
in the fall." In the other letter, he announced the news that he was "going to »» • 
a papa." Presumably he could have made this announcement as early as An..*. • 
1961 but this letter was actually dated November i. 

In the November 1 letter, he referred to his mother's intent to come to the So- 
viet Union. He did not recommend this step, adding ' .r. my case. " And this 
particular phrase may have indicated that the plan to return to the U.S. hah 
been firmed up. 

Subsequently on January 2, he announced that the visas v. oulti be -granted 
by the middle of February, and implied that he wav to leave a~ soon as he get 
the visas. 

This raises a most’ important question: why would the Soviet a: thirties 
to him a month and a half in advance that they will grant hurt : visa* if t:. \ • 
ed him to go, why not let him go right away? There is no prov* der.t that Sovtc 
authorities ever provided such advance notices, and indeed wh would bo the 
. / pui’pose? If a visa was promised some time in late Dcecmbe ; or early Joiv.a.*-. 
( i for mid -February, some sort of assignment was involved which Oswald was to 
I complete before leaving. It was hardly a matter of sheet motel working, but ; 
precise pre-dating would moke a lot of sense if it was anticipated tna* Oswald 
would be completing a course preparing him for his re turn to tine United S’ at*. - 

Interestingly enough, late in January 1962, i, e. after he knew tr.ai i. *ou:d u 
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his visa, he wrote to Senator Tower beseeching him to intercede so that the visa 
be granted. He told Senator Tower that he had been trying to get an exit visa 
since July 1960. There was no above board reason to write this letter which was 
followed by a letter of January 30, 1962, to the Secretary of the Navy asking. for 
reconsideration of his undesirable discharge. These requests and their timing 
made sense only if Oswald knew he was about to return. Both letters fit the 
pattern of conventional "legend" building for espionage assignments. /Indeed 
any other interpretation seems improbable: an American defector living in 
Minsk would not dare contact the U. S. Navy without prior Soviet clearance 
for fear he would be accused of attempted espionage against the Soviet Union.7 

In May, 1961, Oswald married Marina Nikolayevna Prusakova. The most notable 
thing about Oswald's marriage is the exit visa given Marina Oswald and her 
child. Soviet authorities have, on occasion, allowed Soviet wives of foreigners 
to leave the country. In practically every case the husband was a person of 
mark (e. g. a diplomat, an Olympic athlete or a foreign correspondent) and 
also in practically every case it took a great deal of doing to obtain the visa, 
including in many instances intercessions, at well-timed opportunities, by 
ambassadors or ministers of state, or even heads of state. Exit visas usually 
are given by Soviet authorities only when they feel the need to demonstrate their 
willingness to co-exit peacefully. 

Oswald's wife was young, she was a specialist (a pharmacist), and she had a 
Russian child. In most other instances, exit visas were granted either to older 
women who could not make an economic or demographic contribution to Russia's 
strength or to females who would be counted upon to influence their husbands in 
favor of the Soviet Union. Cases are known where highly placed Americans had 
to work for several years to get an exit visa for a mother-in-law ir. her late 
seventies. 


Now, Oswald has been presented as less than a nobody. Ever, according to Russian 
standards he could not make a living. But worse: he was the scum of the earth - 
a defector who had renounced U.S. citizenship but now wanted to re -defect. True, 
Soviet citizenship might have been refused. But if he were a genuine Communist, 
his job was to prove himself, to apply samokritika, to sacrifice himself in the 
interest of the fatherland of the workers, and to re-apply for citizenship. On the 
face of it, he was deserting the Communist cause. 

There is no reason for the Soviet authorities to help a Communist deserter, if 
they really had considered Oswald to be a "Trotsky -ite", as they claimed, they 
would have refused the exit visa to Marina. If they did not think he was a Trot- 
sky-ite, why then did they label him? Oswald also was described as an "er.emy 
of .the people" and stories were picked up from the American pres:: suggesting 
thit he was a U.S. agent. If the Soviets really had any suspicions along that 
line, or even slight indications of oppositional leanings, Oswald wo aid have 
gone to jail, Marina would not have been allowed to marry him, and she cer- 
tainly would not have been given her exit visa. There was, of course, some 
delay, but not only did she get the visa, she received it with a minimum o.* red 
tape that is truly unique in Soviet history. 
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The expeditious handling might have occurred if the Soviets just had made thi- 
sort of a decision: "Oh, well, Oswald is no good, let him go, good riddance. 
His wife should not have married him, but let her go, too." Soviet authorities 
do not decide in this manner. Any such decision based on humanitarian g round. - 
would have taken several years. Since the exit visa was forthcoming rather 
promptly, the Soviet authorities must have wanted Marina to accompany Os - 
wald. It was their decision that she go. . y • 

Whether Marina herself was indoctrinated and assigned a specific mission, is 
j of course, conjectural. Her limited ability to speak English, might suggest 
j that her training had not been completed or that the Soviets planned to use her 
in an "innocent status." At any rate, since the assassination, she has not been 
reluctant to give a public impression that she, for one, seems certain that Le*. 
Oswald was the killer of President Kennedy. 

We can assume that the FBI treated Oswald as a potential espionage agent on 
his return to the United States. The press has reported that by November 22, 
the Bureau had determined that he was not potentially danger jus as c. spy or 
saboteur and, therefore, they were not keeping close tabs on him. Yet, the 
report that Oswald was in a hunters' sovkhoz, though not a professional hun- 
ter, indicates that he received some sort of special consideration or train- 
ing. 

The Soviets have made almost desperate efforts to shed themselves of Oswaln. 
The Communist Party, U. S. A. almost immediately issued a formal statement 
denying that Oswald had ever had any connection with the C. P. , U.S. A. (and 
this is apparently quite true.) But the Communist Party seemed stuck with Os- 
wald's self-identification with Marxism. They then made great efforts to cast 
serious doubts on Oswald's guilt but despite great liberties with both fact a:v.i 
logic, particularly in the Communist -oriented National Guardian , these efforts 
were crushed beneath the weight of scientific evidence. The Soviets, mean- 
while variously charged that Oswald has really been an American spy, an ugt v 
of the State Department or the CIA. The Soviet Army publication. U* d Siam 
even went so far as to charge the President's r.ssussl.u.tlo.. to "ib- . y, L.c.. 
porated. " Now the Communist and front group publications are hinting dark.y 
that Oswald was really an FBI informant. 


The President's assassination itself and Oswald's background in Russia bear 
' some of the earmarks of the traditional Soviet style political murder yet, while 
there must still be a great deal of speculation and conjecture, the evidence oov . 
] not imply that Lee Oswald shot President Kennedy on Soviet orders nor does i; 

I tend in any way to disprove the likelihood that Oswald acted completely on his 
. * Own. Indeed, the evidence presented to date tends to confirm this likelihood. 

( i While it is quite possible that the Soviets intended to use Oswald some day as 

I I .an assassin or terrorist, there is no reason for assuming that they expected 

; ; to profit from the assassination of President Kennedy at this particular mom cm 
* | in history. Still, his deed was a product of the Cold War. Lee Harvey Oswald 
‘ would not have assassinated the President of the United States except for the 
mental conditioning of revolutionary communism.

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| While we may sp^ulate about many of the fact* Oswald case, one fact 

; is clear: Oswald rece iv ed uniquely special treat ment fro m th e So viets all a- 
j long the line, Oswald, in fact, never would have returned to the* United State, 
v if the Soviet intelligence agencies did not plan to use him, in one way or anoti 


against the country of his birth. 


h President Johnson has promised the American people that the 'facts; surround- 
ing the case will be fully disclosed to the public and, even if he had net made 
the promise, the public interest would require that this be done, Lately, ther^ 
have been hints that some parts of the. story might never be told for' reasons of 
national security. Naturally, this sort of statement gives rise to grave questk 
as to whether the facts thus far disclosed are, in fact, accurate and reliable 
since there seemed to be at least to the public eye, no possible security im- 
plications in a crime apparently so lacking in reason. At the same time, re- 
ports persist to the effect that the Warren Commission is split over the thrift - 
of its report -- that is, whether it should be relcu 4 cc? before or after ;he \>u\\ • 
tical conventions and national elections. 

Wc must hope that the Warren Commission has no; ocemsed political consid 
tions with national security. There are undoubtedly Ihvs: v. ho would like to 
political capital out of the facts surrounding the assassination. Most America. . 
however, would, if necessary, be quite willing to wail until after ;hc mot tie 
for a complete detailed report. Now they want only i!a. assurance that ii:oiy 
questions will be answered and their doubts resolved. The public is emme*.

KENDRICK was bom at Stockton, California, on May 9# 

1946. In October, 1980 , while residing at 3215 Larkdale Place,

States. He was recruited by one JOSE PAGUA, about 25 years of 
age, who also resided on Larkdale Place in San Diego. PAGUA 
did not work except in recruiting persons for the Nazi Party. .

KENDRICK stated he has not seen nor heard from OSWALD YY 
since i 960 .

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KENDRICK stated he does not believe that OSWALD 
actually shot the President because he had received information 
that OSWALD met with an accident some time ago while orr his 
way to another country, and suffered a shoulder injury which ^ 

prohibited OSWALD from firing a shoulder weapon larger than a 
.22 caliber. KENDRICK stated that he believes that he knows 
who actually shot the President, but refuses to disclose the 
identity of this individual. 

KENDRICK admitted that he did not know the actual 
details of the 6hootlng of the President. It was pointed out 
to KENDRICK that in his letter to President JOHNSON he had ^ - 
• stated that OSWALD was not alone in the room. Further, that V 
RUBY had received $15,000, and that RUBY is a member of the 
Nazi Party, having been introduced to the Nazi Party by OSWALD - 
KENDRICK stated he had Just written those things in order to 
get someone to come in to talk to him. 

KENDRICK revealed that his motive in furnishing the v 
above information was because he felt that RUBY should get the 
death penalty for killing an ex-Marine, and he would not have 
cared had RUBY killed anyone other than an ex-Marine. He . » • ' * 
advised that he i6 very fond of the Marine Corps, but does not n 
care for any of the other branches of the military service. 

KENDRICK believes that the government of the United - : : 
States should be overthrown by the Nazi Party, since he feels r:-.* 
conditions would be much better if the Nazi Party was running 
■ the government. 

y . KENDRICK stated that he would not hesitate . to kill the 

President of the United States, or any other person, if the 
price was right. Further, he felt that $25,000 would be a fair 
price for killing a person. 

KENDRICK advised that he considers himself en excellent 
shot with either a rifle or a pistol. 
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The following description of RICHARD EDWARD KENDRICK t. 
was obtained at the time of interview of KENDRICK on February 22, 
1984, and from a review of the records of the PCI, Lompoc, 
California, on the same date:

RICHARDSON further ad’dsed that a pre-sentence report : 
on KENDRICK prepared by DONALD L. CHAM LEE, United States Pro- : ; 
bation Officer, Sacramento, California, on June 28, 1983* read V" ' 
as follows: "While in the California Youth 4 Authority, KENDRICK 4 

received a psychiatric evaluation, and he was described as a f 
sociopathic personality, anti-social type. Psychological - 
evaluations in February of 1981, found KENDRICK suffered from 
severely retarded emotional development. KENDRICK never had 
any success in adequately relating himself with an adult figure. 
There is marked confusion in hi6 concept of who and what he is 
...does not understand how to play a masculine role. Sexual roles 
were found to be very confused." 


RICHARDSON added that while KENDRICK was confined at V 
the Englewood Federal Correctional Institution, seven days* good • 
time was withheld from KENDRICK on September 10, 1983* for hiding 
out, and seven days* good time was withheld on October 25* 1983* 
for making derogatory remarks to an officer and admitting escape 
planning. Further, that on January 24, 1984, KENDRICK was 
sentenced to a forfeiture of 28 days of statutory good time for 7- 
a stabbing assault on a fellow prisoner. The investigation 
revealed that the assault was premeditated and was the first o f ; 
several assaults planned by KENDRICK and another prisoner. Upon ■ 
interview, KENDRICK stated he was sorry that the victim of the 
stabbing was not killed and that he and the other prisoner had 
made the assault on the victim "for kicks." 
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Warden RICHARDSON advised that a Disciplinary Report 
prepared on KENDRICK by Correctional Officer A. RICHARDSON, 
Englewood Federal Correctional Institution, reflected that at 
7:10 PH, on August 4, 1963, RICHARDSON observed KENDRICK in his 
room slashing his wrist with a razor blade . KENDRICK released ;

Robert Gwathmey, is on the Reserve Index of the New York Office and 
the Secretary, Deirdre Griswold, is on the Security Index of that office. 
The Presidents Commission has previously been advised of the formation 
of the CCI and of the subversive backgrounds of Gwathmey and Griswold by 
letter 3/16/64. As set forth in memorandum Mr. Branigan to Mr. Sullivan, 
captioned "Lee Harvey Oswald," 3/13/64, we are following this organizatior 
closely and will open an investigation if it becomes apparent it is being 
used as an adjunct to subversive activities of the Communist Party.

Evidence previously furnished the Commission by the fjJ 
Federal Bureau of Investigation indicates that Lee Harvey Oswald, \ 
when he left Hew Orleans for Mexico in September 19^3, was probably 
carrying two suitcases. It has since been established that one of 
these suitcases was probably the small blue zipper bag found among 
his effects after the assassination and identified by Marina Oswald 
as his personal suitcase. The large green suitcase previously 
mentioned may be the second suitcase. Robert Lee Oswald, Lee Harvey 
Oswald’s brother, has 6tated that he took the green suitcase from 
the home of Ruth Paine in Irving, Texas about one week after the 
assassination, believing that it bad belonged to his late brother, 
and that be never mentioned this fact to the Bureau or anyone else 
because he did not believe it was a material piece of evidence.

' Mr. KOSCHMANN advised that LEE HARVEY OSWALD - 

was never in any of his classes and, therefore, his contacts 
with him would have been limited. He also noted that 
because of LEE OSWALD’S age he would not have attended 
school while he was at the orphanage . . 

Mr. KOSCHMANN stated that the one thing he 
recalls about LEE OSWALD was that "LEE was a very good- 
looking boy for his age." He also noted that the only 
incident he can directly and personally relate concerning , 

LEE OSWALD was that he had some concern over LEE OSWALD’S 
physical appearance. He explained that on occasion he 
supervised the bathing of the children at the home in the 
absence of the regular housemother, IDA STOI/TE, since 
deceased. He noted that during one of these bathing 
sessions in about 1944 LEE HARVEY OSWALD, who at that time 
had a chubby build, had what he considered a "protruding 
stomach" He brought this to the attention of IDA STOLTE, 
who advised him that this was perfectly normal for a child 
of OSWALD’S age, and this was a sign that the OSWALD child 
was healthy. Mr. KOSCHMANN pointed out that at the time of 
this incident he was barely 23 years of age, unmarried, and - 
his knowledge of children was meager. 


Mr. KOSCHMANN advised that LEE HARVEY OSWALD does 
not stand out in his mind as a particularly good or particularly 
bad child and therefore concluded he was an average, normal 
child. In this regard, he stated that he considered LEE OSWAU) 
to be normal in consideration of his having been placed in an. . 
orphanage at a tender age and therefore lacking parental 
guidance. He stated he recalls that it was necessary on a 
few of the bathing sessions to use "force" to have LEE HARVEY 
OSWALD take his bath. However, he again pointed out that 
this was not uncommon for a child of OSWALD’S age, and £ 
attributes this to the lack of parental training. I ■ 






LEE HARVEY OSWALD 
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Mr. KOSCHMANN stated he did recall that LEE HARVEY fj ; . f 
OSWALD did not crave attention and love, which most children 
in orphanages seem to require, although he does not :■•'• 
necessarily recall him as an individual who preferred not ~ 
to mix with the other children in the orphanage* He stated 
that he can recall no instance wherein LEE OSWALD showed t-’v;/v;-v: 
tendencies of being a "loner." 

In regard to OSWALD* s abilities, Mr. KOSCHMANN • 
stated that OSWALD seemed to be a bright enough child and 
seemed to pick up and comprehend instructions quite readily* 

He stated that he did not know of any of OSWALD’S interests; T 

however, he stated that OSWALD was approximately only three 
years of age at the time, and he was not in a position to readily 
discern any of his interests. 

Mr. KOSCHMANN stated that he cannot recall any : 
individuals who may have been closely associated with 
OSWALD at the orphanage and concluded by saying that he 
never observed any indications which would account for 
bis alleged assassination of President KENNEDY* 

Mr. KOSCHMANN related that he has no strong 
recollections of JOHN EDWARD PIC, although he does recall 
him from photographs which he has seen in publicity concerning 
the assassination of President KENNEDY. He stated he feels 
that he taught JOHN PIC for at least a part of the time he 
was at the orphanage inasmuch as he, KOSCHMANN, taught the 
upper grades at the school. 

He stated that the only thing he can specifically 
recall concerning JOHN PIC is that he was an extroverted 
individual who was a "brassy show-off" He explained that 
this is only his general impression of the boy, and he can 
recall no particular incident other than the fact that JOHN 
PIC was always "big-mouthed and had nothing to back it up. 
with." He stated he cannot recall what kind of a student 
JOHN PIC was other than he recalls him as an average boy 
and therefore concludes that he was probably an average v 
student. \ 
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KOSCHMANN stated that he was not sufficiently^

He -yy 
specifically noted that prior to this publicity he never 
associated the alleged assassin of President KENNEDY with /'* 
anyone he may have had personal contact with at the ^ 
orphanage . ■ :

Dr. John Nau, Hattiesburg, Mississippi, advised 
on March 31, 1964, that he had no recollection of the 
Oswald boys or John Pic. He said he was aware of the fact 
that they had attended the Evangelical Lutheran Bethlehem 
Childrelas Home in New Orleans and had heard they were 
associated with the Redeemer Church in New Orleans, where 
he was at one time the pastor, but he advised he had no 
recollection of the boys or Mrs. Oswald, Mr. Oswald or 
Mr. Pic. 

Pastor Henry L. Honoid, 627 Caffin Avenue, 

New Orleans, Louisiana, advised on March 30, 1964, that he 
could not recall the Oswald boys, the Pic boy or Mrs. 

Oswald, Mr. Oswald, or Mr. Pic. He said that after learning 
of the fact that they had been at the Evangelical Lutheran 
Bethlehem Orphan Asylum when he was chairman of the Appli- 
cation Committee for the asylum, he has attempted to try . 
to recall to his mind the Oswalds but said if his life 
depended on it, he could not recall anything about the 
Oswalds . 

Reverend A. J. Scherer, 152 Hollywood Drive, 

New Orleans, Pastor of the Trinity Evangelical Church, 
advised that although he had no recollection of the Oswald 
boys or the Pic boy, his records revealed the following 
information: 

In a book of Baptisms, marriages and deaths on 
Page 3 , the record indicates that John Edward Pic was 
baptized on January 31, 1932. The record shows that Pic 
was born January 17, 1932 and the sponsors for the Baptism 
were Lillian and Charles Muret (no address). 

On Page 4, the record indicates that Robert Edward 
Lee Oswald, Jr., was baptized April 29, 1934, and was born 
April 7, 1934. The sponsors were listed as Arthur Preston 
Uarrie and Alice Oswald^rBSrrie. 

On Page 84, the records contain information that . 
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Robert Edward Lee Oswald and Marguerite Frances Claveire 
were united it marriage July 20, 1933. Mrs. Olga Tildea 
and Harry F. Oswald were witnesses.

Reverend Scherer advised that he did not bury 
Mr. Pic or Mr. Oswald when they died and did not know then. 
He said he did u:t recall anything specific about Mrs. 
Oswald except that she had faced some very trying times, 
as a result of her losing two husbands and thereafter 
trying to take care of her children. 

Previous investigation conducted by the New 
Orleans Office of the Federal Bureau of Investigation has 
determined that Lee Harvey Oswald attended the Covington 
Grammar School, Covington, Louisiana, from September 19, 
1946 to January 23, 1947; Beauregard Junior High School, 
4621 Canal Street, Hew Orleans, Louisiana, from January 13, 

1954, to June 10, 1955; Warren Easton High School, 3019 
Canal Street, New Orleans, Louisiana, from September 8,- 

1955, to October 14, 1955. — - * 

Mrs. Beverlj^HTchardson, Sjt_*_Tammany._ Parish .. 
School Board, was recontacted and she advised on April 1, 
1964, that she could furnish no additional information 
regarding Lee Harvey Oswald's attendance at the Covington 
Grammar School. 

Mrs. Richardson informed that she could furnish 
no information as to the identities or whereabouts of 
Individuals who may have attended the school with Oswald 
and that she does not know Robert Lee Oswald, Jr., or John 
Edward Pic. 


Miss Hestor^J§urns, 517 N. Columbia, Covington, 
Louisiana, advised on April 17~1964*,"~that she was a former 
‘first grade teacher at the Covington Grammar School. She 
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Re: LEE HARVEY OSWALD 

said that she recalled the name Lee Harvey Oswald as a boy 
who had formerly attended the school many years ago and was 
a student in her first grade class.

records in an attempt to refresh her recollection of Oswald, 
had been unable to do so and that she had no recollection 
of Oswald. 

Miss Burns said she did not know Robert Lee Oswald, . 
Jr., or John Edward Pic. 

Miss Burns said she could not furnish any infor- 
mation as to identities and present whereabouts of persons 
who may have attended school with Oswald. 

Mrs. Myrtl«sXj5organ, 815 .West 23rd_ Street , . Covington, 
Louisiana, advised on April 1, 1964, that she was a former 
first grade teacher at the Covington Grammar School. She 
said that she recalls the name Lee Harvey Oswald as a . 
former student at the school but can recall nothing else 
about this individual. She informed that Oswald was not 
a student tn her grade but was a student in the first 
grade which was taught by Hester Burns. 

Mrs. Morgan stated that she did not know anyone 
by the name of Robert Lee Oswald, Jr., or John Edward Pic. 

Mrs. A. Logai^Magruder , 321 N. Vermont, Covington, 
.Louisiana, was recontacted and advised on April 1, 1964, 
that she could recall no additional information of any type 
regarding Lee Harvey Oswald or Marguerite Oswald since the 
last time she was interviewed by the FBI in December, 1963. 

Mrs. Magruder stated she could not recall the 
names of Lee Harvey Oswald’s brothers who were attending 
military school in Mississippi nor could she furnish any 
additional information about these two boys.

Mrs. Bennie / <^ommenge, 111 Vest 25th Street,

Mrs. Coaimenge stated that she could not recall 
the names of Mrs. Oswald's other two sons nor could she 
furnish any information regarding these two boys. 

Edward^oebel, 4916 Canal Street, was recontacted 
on April 1, 1964, at which time he again informed that he 
had attended Beauregard Junior High School, New Orleans, 
Louisiana, with Lee Harvey Oswald. 

Mr. Voebel reiterated that he was an acquaintance 
of Oswald during this period and has also visited In 
Oswald's residence at 126 Exchange Place. 

Mr.. Voebel informed that he had been unable to 
recall any additional information regarding Oswald's person- 
ality, interests or abilities since his previous interviews 
concerning Oswald by the FBI, in November, 1963. 

Mr. Voebel stated that Oswald and his mother 
lived alone on Exchange Place and he recalled that Oswald 
had mentioned to him that Oswald had two brothers. 

Voebel said that he never met these brothers and that he 
did not know Robert Lee Oswald, Jr., or John Edward Pic.

She infomed that on some unrecalled date Oswald became involved 
in a .fight with John Neumeyer on the school grounds. She 
was unable to recall any additional information in this 
regard or anything further regarding Oswald, and she 
did not know Robert Lee Oswald, Jr. or John Edward Pic. 

, Stevcr^Slien , 8405 Dixon, advised on April 2, 1964 
that he and his- wife Marlly^VjCohonT* nee^Reilly had formerly 
attended Beauregard Junior high School, ’Bew Orleans, Louisiana, 
at the same time as Lee Harvey Oswald. Ho advised that he 
vaguely recalled Oswald attending the school but that he did 
not associate with Oswald. 

Mr. Cohen said that as far as he knew the only 
person that Oswald associated with was Ed Voebel, and Oswald 
did not participate in school activities. 

Mr. Cohen said that after Oswald had been arrested 
in connection with the assassination of President KENNEDY, 
he and his wife MARILYN, had attempted to recall what kind 
of a person OSWALD was during OSWALD'S attendance at Eoauregard 
and his wife infoimod him that she could only vaguely recall 
Oswald at the school and nothing else. 

Mr. Cohen said that neither he nor his wife knew 
Robert Lee Oswald, Jr. or John Edward Pic and that he could 
furnish no additional Information. 

Mr. Cohen said his wife was unavailable for Interview. 
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Dort^Ferrara, 125_Conrad advised April 2, 1964 that 
he had attended Beauregard junior' High School,') New Orleans, 

Louisiana at the same time as Lee Harvey Oswald; — He**" 

advised that his recollections of Oswald were that Oswald 
appeared to be an introvert in that he did not mix with the 
other students and kept mostly to himself.

Mr. Ferrara advised that he engaged Oswald In 
conversation on a few occasions and in these conversations 
Oswald professed that he did not believe in God and that 
religion was a waste of time. 


Ferrara stated that Oswald did not participate in 
school activities and the only student who associated with 
Oswald was Ed Voebel. Ferrara said he recalled Oswald had 
some fights with other students but that he did not know 
what these fights were about or the Identities of the students 
with whom Oswald fought. 

Ferrara said he did not know Robert Lee Oswald, Jr. or 
Robert Edward Pic and that he could recall no additional information 
regarding Lee Harvey Oswald. 

DimitriVBouzon, 623 Dumaine Street, advised April 2, 1964/^ 
that he attended Beauregard Junior High School, New Orleans, Louisian! 
at the same time as Lee Harvey Oswald. 


Bouzon stated that he did not associate with Oswald, that 
Oswald kept to himself and did not mix with the other students. He 
informed that Oswald did get into fights with some of the other boys» 
that on one occasion Oswald got into a fight with a student by the 
name of Robin Reilly and that Reilly gave Oswald a bloody lip. 

Bouzon advised he did not know what this fight was about. He 
stated that some of the other students would taunt Oswald by 
calling Oswald "Yankee” which appeared to upset Oswald but did 
not know if this was the basis for the fight. 

Bouzon said that Oswald did not appear to have any 
friends at the school and did not participate in school activities. 

Bouzon stated that he does not know Robert Lee Oswald, 

Jr., or John Edward Pic and that he could recall no additional 
. information regarding Lee Harvey Oswald.

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Huey Ricks, 4116 North Roman Street, advised on 
April 2, 1964, that he had formerly attended Beauregard Junior 
High School, New Orleans, Louisiana, at the same time as 
Lee Harvey Oswald. 

Mr. Ricks stated that he did not associate with 
Oswald, but believed that he may have had a gym class with Os- 
wald. Mr. Ricks stated that from his recollection of Oswald, 
Oswald appeared to be quiet and introverted. He said that 
Oswald did not join in the various activities in gym class but 
for the most part would stand to the side and watch the activity. 

Mr. Ricks stated that his only contact with Oswald 
was to say hello and that to his knowledge, Oswald did not date 
any girls nor participate in school functions. He said that 
during his limited contact with Oswald, he found Oswald to be 
pleasant. Mr. Ricks said that there was another schoolmate by ' 
the name of Don Boos who had limited contact with Oswald, inasmuch 
as Boos was on the school track team and Oswald came to Boos 
on one occasion and expressed an interest in track. Mr. Ricks 
said that Boos is deceased having been killed in an automobile 
accident. 

Mr. Ricks said that he could recall no additional 
information regarding Oswald and that he does not know Robert 
Lee Oswald, Jr. or John Edward Pic. 

BilLyXp^an, 209 South St. Patrick, informed on April 2, 
1964, that he formerly attended Beauregard Junior High School, 
Newj 3rlea ns, Louisiana, at the same time as Lee Harvey Oswald. 

He informed that his only recollection of Oswald was 
that Oswald kept to himself and did not enter into school 
activities or mix with the students. Dean stated that he did 
not associate with Oswald but recalled that on occasions he may 
have conversed with Oswald. His recollections were that these 
conversations pertained to school work. 

Dean said that to his knowledge, Oswald did not have 
any friends at the school, although Oswald did associate from 
time to time with another student by the name of Ed Voebel. 

Dean informed that he does not know Robert Lee Oswald, 

Jr. or John Edward Pic and that he could recall no additional 
information about Lee Harvey Oswald.

RIGGS does not 
have old rental r.ecords to reflect exact date of occupancy. OSWALD 
paid $59.50 a month for this duplex and always paid his rent in cash, 

All the utilities at this address were in the name of RIGGS, 
OSWALD paid the water, gas and electric bills, in addition to his 
rental of $59.50. The utility bills came to RIGGS and he, or one of 
his employees, would take them to OSWALD. Sometimes OSWALD would 
pay RIGGS, or one of his men, in cash for the utilities but, in most 
instances, OSWALD paid the utility bills direct to the compapies in 
Fort Worth. RIGGS stated OSWALD did not have a telephone in this

RIGGS does not 
have old rental records to reflect exact date of occupancy. OSWALD 
paid $59.50 a month for this duplex and always paid his rent in cash. 

All the utilities at this address were in the name of RIGGS. 
OSWALD paid the water, gas and electric bills, in addition to his 
rental of $59.50. The utility bills came to RIGGS and he, or one of 
his employees, would take them to OSWALD. Sometimes OSWALD would 
pay RIGGS, or one of his men, in cash for the utilities but, in most 
instances, OSWALD paid the utility bills direct to the companies in 
Fort Worth. RIGGS stated OSWALD did not have a telephone in this

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Today I received a call from Mr. Milton Eisenberg, staff member 
of The Commission, inquiring concerning availability of SA James C. Cadigan 
for pretestimony conference followed by testimony before the Commission. He 
stated he would like to discuss SA Cadigan* s testimony at 1:30 p. m. , today and 
have him testify at 11:00 a. m., Thursday, 4/30/64. I told him SA Cadigan is 
available and will appear at The Commission at both of the times indicated. 

SA Cadigan* s testimony will relate to the handwriting identifications 

made in this case by the FBI Laboratory. Included are handwritings appearing on 

order to purchase the murder weapon, postal money order to make payment for 

the rifle and the application for the Post Office box to which the rifle was shipped. 

The writing on these documents has been identified as that of Oswald.

Mr. Eisenberg also made reference to the numerous translations 
the Laboratory has performed for The Commission and stated that he is now in 
the process of preparing the foreign language exhibits for filing and retention and 
he wants to be absolutely certain that the translations are accurately matched up 
to the foreign language exhibits to which they relate. He asked that we match up 
the exhibits and the translations (approximately 75 of them) currently in the 
possession of The Commission. I told him I would have someone familiar with 
this translation material get in touch with him to work out the arrangements. I 
have referred this request to the Section Chief of the Cryptanalysis -Translation 
Section, Mr. C. F. Downing, and he has designated SA Bertil W. Rolander to 
handle this matter.

Upon viewing a photograph of the gray cotton Jacket, 
K-42, he stated, in his opinion, the laundry mark in the collar 
of the Jacket would be *030" and not *30 030*. He feels the 
first "30* at best is a partial printing which did not take and 
the last ”030 a is the actual number. 

Mr. YOUNG stated that the *030* was printed by a 
National Laundry Marking Machine < in view of the spacing, Which 
is wider than the normal laundry marking machine. The National 
Machine is spaced slightly larger, since it usos an inked pad 
rather than a ribbon as do other machines. The extra spacing 
on the National Machine is necessary to keep the print from 
blotting when applied to clothing. 

Mr. YOUNG stated the dry cleaning tag "B9738" was 
made by a Tag-O-Lectric Machine.

.In his opinion# the only way to identify the laundry 
mark and dry cleaning mark with a particular laundry or dry

The dry cleaning tag in 
the Jacket, he stated# was no doubt made by a Tag-O-Lectric 
Machine. He advised that neither machine is widely used in 
the Dallas area# to his knowledge. He does recall selling a 
Tag-O-Lectric Machine to the BAKER brothers Who operated the 
Irving cleaners in Irving# Texas# several years ago. 

He stated he would have no way of determining how 
many cleaners in the area did have Tag-O-Lectric Machines and 
knew of no way to obtain a list of such cleaners.

Detective Edward Thompson, Laundry Mark 
Technical Research Bureau, furnished the following * 
information concerning the laundry and/or cleaning marks 
located on K-42, a gray Jacket: , . . . 

The Laundry Mark File maintained by that department 
pertains to laundry and cleaning establishments in the 
northeastern section of the United States, with occasional 
submissions from other sections of the country. The imprinted 
number, 30-030, and the tag containing the number B-9738# 
were not identified in this file, however, each geographic 
section of the country has its own system of marking and 
filing. . 

In general, however, in regard to the 30-030 mark, 
the first group of numbers (including any letter prefix 
which might be Indicated by the blur preceding the first 3) 
pertains to the retail cleaner or launderer and the second 
group to the individual customer. The imprinting of the 
number into the cloth is indicative of a steam laundry 
or a dry cleaning plant which sends Its work out. The 
B-9738 stapled ticket is indicative of a "one hour cleaner" 
or an establishment which performs work on the premises. 

For an effective check, however, the area where the garment 
was cleaned or laundered would have to be known, according 
to Thompson.

Mr. RAY H. LUND AY * Deputy chief of Police, Dallas 
police Department, advised that on November 22, 1963* two polio# 
officers of the Dallas police Department were assigned to 
statfbns on the triple railroad overpass at Elm, Main, and 
Comroer-ce Streets to assist in coverage of the motorcade route 
takeriby president KENNEDY on that date. Patrolman JAMES C. WHITE, 
Traffic Division, was assigned the west side of , the triple overpass 
and Patrolman J # W, POSTER was assigned the east side of this ' 
overpass. 
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Mr. JAMES C,](ltfHITE,_28Q3 Texas, _ 

advised that he W9s a patrolman of the Dallas policeHDepartment 
and onkNovember 22, 19&3, was assigned to a station on the 
trlple^rallroad overpsss at Elm, Main, and Commerce Streets for 
coverage* of the motorcade route taken by president KENNEDY on 
that dgte. patrolman WHITE stated his station was on the west 
side of the overpass looking down onto the parade route and Just 
prior to the arrival of the motorcade and President KENNEDY, a 
freight train passed moving In a southerly direction and blocked 
his view of the esst side of the overpass and buildings to the 
east of the railroad. He advised that at the time the President 
was shot*, he heard a noise which was possibly the shots fired which 
killed president KENNEDY, but at the time he thought this noise 
Wds caused by torpedoes used by the railroad In directing the 
movement of freight cars. He advised that by the time the* 
freight car had cleared the track and he was able to move to the 
east side of the overpass, the vehicle carrying president KENNEDY 
had left the area for parkland Memorial Hospital and other 
policemen had proceeded to secure the scene, patrolman WHITE 
stated he was unable to furnish any additional information that 
might shed any light on this matter.

Squad, Pallas Police Department, advised that on November 22,

x/poVerage of the motorcade taken by President KENNEDY. Patrolman 
rjsFQSxER stated he arrived at this station at approximately 
10:15 AM on this date and immediately took up a point on the 
railroad overpass overlooking the tidple intersection. Be 
stated his instructions were not to permit anyone on the 
overpass and that he worked the east side of the overpass and . 
Patrolman JAMES C. WHITE of the Dallas Police Department was 
assigned to work the west side of this overpass. 

Patrolman FOSTER stated he did not permit anyone on 
the overpass except about nine Union Terminal Company railroad 
employee? tbit appeared to be working in the area and moved to 
the east edge of the overpass shortly prior to the arrival of 
the Presidential motorcade. Patrolman FOSTER stated he was 
in a position directly above the south edge of Elm Street at 
the time the Presidential motorcade arrived. Just as the 
vehicle in which President KENNEDY was riding reached a point 
on Elm Street Just east of the overpass. Patrolman FOSTER 
heard a noise that sounded like a large firecracker. He stated 
his attention was directed to President KENNEDY and he realized 
something was wrong because of the movement of the President. 

. Another report was heard by Patrolman FOSTER and at about the 
same time the report was heard, he observed the President** 
heed appear to explode and immediately thereafter, he heard a 
third report which he knew was a shot. Patrolman FOSTER 
stated that because of the distance from the place where the 
shot appeared to come from, he felt the third shot struck 
President KENNEDY as he heard the f.yz A of the second shot 
that was fired. He stated the shots sounded as if they came 
from the direction of tte Texas School Book Depository Building, 
Houston and Elm Streets. Patrolman FOSTER stated he did not 
see where the shots came from or who fired them. 

Immediately after President KENNEDY was struck 
with a second bullet, the car in which he was riding pulled to the 
curb, the motorcycle escorts started maneuvering and scattering, 
a man which he recognized to be a Sacret Service agent jumped on 
to the rear of the President's car and pushed Mrs. KENNEDY down 
and then climbed into the car, and then Patrolman FOSTER heard 
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some 'toidentified person shout "get out .of here", and the President's 
car spjed away. 

Patrolman POSTER stated he Immediately surveyed the 
area where he was stationed overlooking the triple overpass and 
observed that a freight train bad passed headed in a southerly 
direction and he could not see the west side of the overpass 
where Patrolman WHITE was stationed. The only other persons on 
the railroad overpass at this time were the railroad employees 
standing near Patrolman POSTER. Patrolman POSTER then moved 
from the overpass onto Elm Street In order that he might receive 
further Instructions from his superior officers.

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BUELL WESLE^FRAZIER, 2439_West. Fifth Street, Irving, Texa%_ 
was Interviewed at the Texas School Book Depository Building, located 
at An Elm Street, Dallas, relative to the events that transpired on 
the timing of November 22, 1963. In regard to his driving LEE HARVEY 
OSWALD from his residence, 2439 West Fifth Street, Irving, to the 
Texas School Book. Depository Building, he stated they traveled the 
following route: 

• 

From 2439 West Fifth Street, easterly onto 6th Street, • 
then via 6th Street to O'Connor where he turned left and proceeded 
north to Highway 183; right on Highway 183 which runs into Stemmnns 
Tr evuy, and then on Stemmons Freeway to the Commerce Street exit 
where he turned off. He proceeded east on Commerce Street, under 
the triple underpass to Record Street where he turned left and pro- 
ceeded north on Record to McKinney where he turned left and proceeded 
vest on McKinney to Broadway. He turned left on Broadway and went * 
south for one half block where he made a right turn into a wire- 
fenced area. This fenced area is referred to as a parking lot 
No. 1 for employees of the Texas Schoo / Book Depository Building 
which parking lot is located behind the Texas School' Book Depository 
Warehouse at McKinney and Houston Streets. He then parked his 
vehicle alongside a tin shack located at the rear of the, warehouse, 
in the parking lot, and OSWALD got out of the vehicle from his seat 
next to the driver and opened the back door where he picked up the 
package that he had previously told FRAZIER contained curtain rods. 
OSWALD then preceded FRAZIER toward the Tea a* School Book Depository 
Building, walking' in front of FRAZIER by approximately 50 feet as 
FRAZIER estimated. Ha stated this route v*s diagonal from where 
the car was parked alongside the tin shack across the railroad 
tracks then along a fence located between the Texa* School Book 
Depository Building at 411 Elm Street end the Texas School Book 
Warehouse located at McKinney end Houston Streets which fenced-off 
area appeared to contain various pieces of railroad equipment therein. 

During all this time, OSWALD preceded FRAZIER by approxi- . 
magely 50 feet, and FRAZIER recalled seeing OSWALD go into the Texas 
School Book Depository Building, through the rear door leading into 
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the bi&ldlng from the loading platform. He advised he was crossing 
the la^t pair of railroad tracks which run parallel with Pacific * 
Streefcjdt the corner of Pacific and Houston Streets when he observed 
OSWALD close the back door and FRAZIER thereafter went through the 
same back door and went immediately to the basement of the building 
where he left his lunch and proceeded to do his work. 


FRAZIER estimated It ordinarily took from three to five 
minutes to walk from the area where he generally parked his car. 
This route was walked by FRAZIER and SA RICHARD E. HARRISON and 
on this occasion took four minutes. It is further noted the dis- 
tance from the point where FRAZIER parked his car to the rear door 
of the Texas School Book Depository Building is approximately 
1,200 feet. 

It should be noted FRAZIER indicated he proceeded east 
on Commerce to Record Street, not on Main Street to Record Street, 
as he Indicated when previously interviewed.

■ HOMACK stated that, since he was observing this back door of the 
TSBD Building immediately after the assassination and since 
did not see anyone come out this back door, he called 
the Dallas Office of the FBI on the night of March 6, 1964, to. 
make his observations known and to point out that because of . 
his own observation of the back door and because he saw no one leave 
immediately after the assassination he believes the story actu- 
ally attributed to WORRELL is not factual. He stated since he 
actually saw nothing he. had never contacted the FBI previously 
tut felt that in view of the statement in the newspaper article 
that WORRELL would testify before the President* s Commission 
v investigating the assassination of President KENNEDY, November 
22, 1963# that he should make his observations available to of- ” 
ficlals. 

ROMACK stated he is employed by the Co-ordinated 
Transportation Company (CTC)i a division of the Mis sour i-Kansas- 
Texae (MKT) Railroad Company, with offices at 301 N. Record 
Street, Dallas, Texas. On November 22, 1963# at about lunch 
time, he was not otherwise occupied and was standing at a point 
approximately 110 feet north of the northeast corner of the TSBD 
Building talking to POP RACKLBY of Ennis, Texas, who at that 
time was also employed by CTC. While they were talking, he 
heard three distinct rifle shots which, by their sound, were 
somewhere in hie vicinity. He stated he immediately knew these 
were rifle shots since he has a 30.06 rifle and had recently 
returned from an elk hunt in Colorado with the recollection of 
the sound of rifle shots fresh in his memory. He stated he was 
immediately alerted because of hearing rifle shots in the down- 
town area of Dallas and within a minute he saw a uniformed 
police officer run alongside the east wall of the TSBD Building* 
coming from the southeast corner toward the northeast corner# 

He stated the offloer on reaching a point where he could see 
behind the TSBD Building immediately ran back around in front 
of or on the southside of the building. 
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3 Mr. ROMACK stated that from the time he heard the. 

shots he had locked toward the TSBD Building and had under .... 
his immediate observation the loading dock and the back door 
which are cn an l&set from what would be the northeast oorner ... , 
of the building, .fie stated he Is positive that no one came 
out of this door or out of the loading dock doors which are 
immediately adjacent before the polioeman ran along the side 
of the building, sad ha pointed out that after the policeman 
went back to the front of the building he, ROMACK, kept the 
doer and dock under particular sorutiny since he realized from 
the actions of the policeman that someone might come out of

RACKLEi* end walked bouth. He did net cbeez-ve ary news car 
for KBOX Sts tier. He did observe a large xurriker of police 
officers trove into the area around the building and did see 
two police car? drive north through the railroad trailer lot. 

HAC**lE'c went to the company office where he stayed 
for about two cr three mlnutea and toll his supervisor, 9ALE 
GEORQE, that there bad been some sheeting. He then returned 
to the area where he had originally been eteiiding where he stood 
for 15 or 20 mirutes. - paring this second period, he saw no one 
leave the Texas SchooiADejoaltcry Building by way of the rear 
entrance (northeast corner). He stated there were many people 
in the area at this time and he was cciitinuail-y looking smith — 
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to^rds the building. 

RACKLEY elated he was not sure if he and ROMACK were 
together at the time the flock of pigeons flew off the roof 
n6r does he know where he got the idea or the information that 
there had been a shooting which he had related to Hr. GEORGE, 
He stated he was quite positive that the shooting probably 
took place when the pigeons flew off the roof, but reiterated 
that he did not hear any shots. Aside from ROMACK end the 
four men he thought to be welders, RACKLEY' observed no one 
else in the immediate area north of the Texas School Book 
Depository,

3 ROMACK' and fellow employee POP RACKIEY had 

walked^ from the Missourl-Kansas-Texas Railroad Freight Depot 
into tne trailer lot area at about 12t30 PM, on November 22, 
1963. ROMACK had walked ahead of RACKLBY, about 20 ', and 
both of them were in an area approximately 200' north of the 
Texas Schocl Book Depository (TSBD) Building, ROMACK stated 
he was Just killing time as he had some time left in his lunch 
period and had observed a orowd of people at the corner of Elm 
and Koua ten Streets. This reminded him that the Presidential 
motorcade was due to come byj however, he was unable to see or 
hear anything in connection with this motorcade because of the 
crowd of people. He also observed that there were five or six 
welders working in the trailer lot north of the TSBD Building, 
but ROMACK stated he did not talk to any of these people and 
does not know the identity of any of them. 

After hearing the three shots, he walked south 
towards the TSBD Building to a point where he was about 75* 
north cf the northeast corner of the building and in an area 
to observe the rear exit to this building, which is located 
at the northeast corner of the building. At about this time, 
the radio news oar of Radio Station KBOX, with SAM PATE driving, 
appeared on the scene and ROMACK removed a barricade from the 
street so PATE could get through and park in an area about 75 * 
north of the rear exit cf the building. He stayed in the area 
for approximately five to eight minutes until the police .took 
over the area. During this time, be watched the rear door con- 
tinuously and stated definitely that no one came out of this 
building through t^is door* 

ROMACK advised he saw no one who resembled I£E 
HARVEf OSWALD In the area, either before or after the shots 
were fired, and observed no one running from the area of the 
TSBD Building during the time he was watching the building.

\j Mr, PATE advised that on November 22, 1963 # he was 
employed as a newsman for Radio Station KBOX and, as such, was 
in a mobile 'news unit, red 'in color, 1963 Pontiac Catalina 
Station Wagon, While parked in this mobile newa unit, accom- 
panied by a friend, JOSH DOWDELL, JR., residence address unknown, 
telephone number LA 1-9U7, at the Trade Mart exit of the north 
bound Stemmons Freeway In Dallas, Texas, PATE heard of a shooting 
over his police radio, which was on Channel 2* 

» * 

He did not, at the time, know that the shooting Jh- 
vclved the President, but immediately made a U-turn and pro- 
ceeded south in the north bound lane of Stemmons Freeway. At 
about the Continental Street exit, he met the President's oar 
and the follow-up oar, together with its motorcycle escort, 
proceeding at a rapid rate of speed north on Stemmons Freeway. 

Mr, PATE stated he did not realize, at this time, that the 
President was the person who had been shot, Mr, PATE advised 
he exited from the Stemmons Freeway on the Continental exit 
north bound by making a partial U-turn. He then proceeded on 
Continental Street to Lamar Street, turned right on Lamar Street, 
and proceeded to the first street, name unknown, before Pacific, 
where he turned right and drove on a street that was under con- 
struction, which curved to the left into what would be Houston 
Street at Pacific, if Houston Street continued as a through 
street. There waa-a barricade due to construction immediately 
after he crossed some railroad tracks and some unknown man 
moved this barricade and Mr. PATE then parked his mobile news 
unit, accompanied by Mr. DOWDELL, approximately forty to fifty 
feet north from the northeast oorner of the Texas School Book 
Depository (TSfiD) Building.

Mr. PATE •estimated that, within approximately four 
minutes after he first heard of a shooting, he was at the rear 
cf the TSBD. He stated there were policemen entering. the rear • 
door of the TSBD. and that he noticed some police were already 
in the building.

of this door. He stated he was at this location for more than 
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one Sour because be eras still there when be learned over his 
radio- that Pallas Police Offloer J, P. TIPPIT and the President

Mr, PATE stated that, within five to ten Minutes 
after his arrival at the rear of the TSBD, he noticed a white 
sale individual, in his late teens or early 20's, approximately 
5’9”, weighing approximately 160 pounds, with brown, ifeick hair, 
running north on Houston Street coming towards him and that this 
individual crossed Houston Street to the side opposite of the 
1SBD when he got about even with the northeast corner of the TSBD, 

He stated this individual continued across Houston Street and pro-

Ur, PATE stated this individual, to his knowledge, 
did not stop or look back.

Mr. KRONE advised that one of the photographs was 
of the Texas School Book Depository Building and this photograph 
showed a window In the building on the second floor which was 
raised as was the window on the sixth floor from which the president 
was shot. Mr. KRONE said that the fact that a window was raised 
on the second floor Indicates the possibility that someone other . 
than LEE HARVEY OSWALD may have been Involved In the assassination, 
Mr. KRONE said he did not know at what time the photographs of 
the building wwre taken and had no way of knowing If they were taken 
at about the time of the assassination or some hours, or even 
days later.

Mr. : SCHNEIDER advised that FOLEY had not provided bin with any 
information as to where or when the photographs were taken and 
had only placed them in an envelope with no explanation. Be 
said it appears, however, that the photographs were taken in. 
Dallas at about the tine of or following the assassination. 

He said one of the photographs showed the Texas School Book 
Depository Building and the window from which the shot which 
killed the president came. Be said a window on the second floor 
of the building may possibly be open but because of the distance 
from which the picture was. taken it can not be definitely 
determined if the window was open. Mr. SCHNEIDER said be had 
absolutely no information concerning the time this photograph 
of the building was taken but he assumes from the' absence 
of the orowds around the building that It was taken several 
hours or possibly days after the assassination. 


Mr. SCHNEIDER said that the other photographs sent 
by his son-in-law appear to be of the assassination spot 
indicated by flowers, of President and Mrs. KENNEDY arriving 
at an airport, and of the two of them riding in ( the presidential 
car with Governor and Mrs. C0NNALL3T of Texas. * % 


Mr. SCHNEIDER said he assumes all of the photographs 
were taken in Dallas but Inasmuch as bis son-in-law did not 
provide him with .any information concerning them, he does not 
know this to be so. 
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Mr. EDWARD O^POLET, aka "Cort^Foley , advised he resides 
at £755. Ash Creek Drive, telephone number DA 7-6032, Dallas, 

Texfe . He said be is employed as Plant Manager for Color Photo , •

Mr. FOLEY observed the following described photographs, ' r * 
which are numbered "one through eight," inclusive:

Mr. FOLEY stated was taken in downtown Dallas on 
the main parade route, probably on Main Street in

KENNEDY. Mr. FOLEY stated this was taken at the 
Dallas Airport Just before the party started to 
Dallas for the paradf' on November 22, 1963.

Elm Street. Mr. FOLEY said he believed this picture 
was made several days after the assassination and it 
was probably made around v 1iooo,or shortly after, Judging 
from the light on the west' side of the building.

Mrs. MARY ANNTMOORMAN * 2832 .Ripple wood , made available 
the followlng-described'photographs taken by her with a Polaroid 
camem on November 22* 1963 s 

’ Number 1 la a photograph of very poor quality* being 
extremely light* and exhibits a lower corner of the Texas School 
Book Depository Building. No view is shown in the photograph of 
the upper floors of the building* and* particularly* the windows 
on tlje sixth floor are not shown. The principal subject in this 
photograph is a Dallas policeman on a motorcycle. No .other parts 
of the Presidential motorcade are seen in the photograph. This 
photograph was the photograph Mrs. MOORMAN had turned over to the 
8ecret Service on November 22* 1963* and thich has since been re- 
turned to her. 

Number 2 is a photograph taken by Mrs. MOORMAN and eras 
the one sold by her to Associated Press. This photograph shows 
the automobile occupied by President KENNEDY and shows him 
leaning slightly to the left toward the position in Which Mrs. 
KENNEDY le sitting in the car. Mrs. MOORMAN advised that this 
second photograph is the photograph she gave to FBI Agents on 
the night of November 22* 1963* and Which has since been* returned 
to her.

Mrs. MOORMAN advised she would appreciate these 
photographs being returned to her as soon as they have served 
their purpose. 
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Mrs. JEAN LOLLIS^SILL, £4? 2. Bluff creeled telephone 
EV 1-7419, advised that ehe and a friend, MARY ANN MOORMAN 
of 2822 Ripplewcod, were in the vicinity of Main and Houston 
Streets on November 22, 1963, for approximately one and one* 
half murs before the arrival of President JOHN P. KENNEDY and 
his party. While waiting for the motorcade to arrive at this 
location, Mrs. HILL and MARY ANN walXed around the parXway 
area near the Texas School BooX Depository Building in attempts 
to determine the beet vantage spot for taxing photographs of 
the President. Mrs. HILL eaid she recalls talXing to a 
uniformed policeman of the Dallas Police Department on the 
sidew»lX near the main entrance to the Texas School Book 
Depository Building. While conversing with the policeman, 

Mrs. HILL noticed an automobile circling the area. The windows 
of the vehicle ware covered with cardboard and the name "Honest 
Joe's Pawn Shop” was painted on the side of the car. Mrs. HILL 
made a remarX about the automobile and the policeman told her 
the driver had permission to drive in the area. 

Just before the motorcade appeared, MARY ANN MOORMAN 
and Mrs. HILL were standing on the lawn in the area between 
Main and Elm streets opposite the main entrance of the Texas 
School BooX Depository Building. Mrs. MOORMAN was taxing 
photographs of the motorcade as it came into view and When the 
car occupied by President KENNEDY was passing Mrs. HILL, she 
recalls shouting, "Hey!" She stated that President KENNEDY 
was locXing down %d*en she shouted, and When he turned to looK 
at her a shot rang out and he slumped towards Mrs. KENNEDY.*' 

Mrs. HILL heard more shots ring out and saw the hair on the 
bacX of President Kennedy’s head fly up. She stated she thought 
Mrs. KENNEDY cried out, "Oh, my God, he's been shot!" As the 
President fell forward in his Meat Mrs. HILL Xnew he had been 
hit by a bullet. Mrs. BILL stated she heard from four to six 
shots In all and believes they cam? from a spot Just west of 
the Texas School BooX Depository Building. She thought thero 
was a slight time interval between the first three shots and 
the remaining shots. * 
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9 When the firing stopped, Mrs. HILL noticed that 
everyone in the vicinity seemed to be in a trance wrondering 
What had happened. Mrs. HILL recalled it was then that she 
noticed a White man wearing a brown raincoat and a hat 
running west away from the Texas School Book Depository 
Building in the direction of the railroad tracks. She said 
she does not know Why but she started across the street in 
an effort "to see who he was". In so doing she ran in front 
of the motorcycle escort following the President's car and 
was nearly hit by one of the policemen. Mrs. HILL said she 
lest the man from view When she looked down at what she first 
thought was a blood spot but later determined to be a red snow 
cone. She did not get a good look at this man, does not know 
who he was, and never saw him again. She thought the man was 
of average height and of heavy build. 

Mrs. HILL then rejoined Mrs. MOORMAN where she had 
left her, and they started to leave the area. They were* stopped 
by Mr . FEATHERSTONE , a Dallas newspaper man , who took them to 
the press room at the Dallas County Sheriff's Office. 

Mrs. HILL stated that she and MARY ANN MOORMAN were 
at the Sheriff's Office for about two hours and were questioned 
repeatedly by representatives of the press and various Federal 
and local law enforcement officers. She said the Sheriff's 
Office w*as a scene of extreme confusion and it eras impossible 
to remember what questions wrere asked of her by the Secret 
Service Agents and FBI Agents. She recalled that a man 
Identifying himself as either a Secret Service Agent or FBI Agent 
asked her what she thought when a bullet hit near her feet 
raising the dust. Mrs. HILL told him she had no recollection of 
a bullet hitting near her feet. Mrs. HILL told the Agents she 
heard from four to six shots and heard one of the agents make 
the remark "there were three shots, three bullets, that's enough 
for now". She advised that at no time did any Federal Agent or 
other law enforcement officer attempt to tell her what she 
should say in regard to the number of shots fired or to force 
any other opinions upon her.

He * 
staged the car was brightly painted and carried slogans 
advertising his pawnshop. OOLDSTEIN said the police permitted 
him to drive on the route used by President JOHN P. KENNEDY* s 
Motorcade. He stated, however, that he was parked on Pacific 
Avenue, one block from the parade route, when President 
KENNEDY was shot. He said a television technician from a 
Dallas television station shouted that. someone had shot the 
President. OOLDSTEIN said he does not know LEE HARVEY OSWALD 
and cannot recall having seen him at any time. He stated 
that JACK RUBY purchased some equipment from him a few years 
ago; however, he is not a personal friend of JACK RUBY and 
has had no other business dealings with him since that time.

The following Investigation was conducted at Dallas, Texas, 
by Special Agent ROBERTSON In an attempt to establish the 
identity of this person.

Texas School Book Depository Building on November 22, 1963* 
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ir^Ld lately after President KENNEDY was shot. Captain LAWRENCE 
staged that Patrolman W. E. BARNETT and J. M. SMITH were 
assigned to w?.rk the intersection of Houston and Elm Streets . 
tn the date of the Presidential Motorcade. Patrolman JAMES 
W. PCSTER was assigned to work the east side of the railroad 
cv r rpars over Elm, Main and Commerce Streets on this date. 

On March 31, 1964, JAMES W. POSTER, Patrolman, Traffic 4 
Accident S^vad, Pallas Police Department, advised he arrived at 
Me asplvned -station on the triple overpass on November 22, 1963* 
at approximately 10:10 AM and took up a point on the railroad 
overpass overlooking the triple intersection. Patrolman 
PCSTER stated hr remained at this pt&tion until* after 
President KENNEDY was shot and he immediately thereafter 
surveyed the area where he was stationed and observed the area 
West of the Texas School Book Depository Building leading 
t c yard the railroad tracks, and at no time did he see a white 
nan wearing a brown raincoat and hat.

Patrolman BARNETT stated he was the policeman 
referred to as being contacted by Mrs. JEAN J/3LLIS HILL on 
that date at the T*x*s School Bvok Depository ftiildfcg and he 
remembers repairing her cigarette lighter on that date. He 
state 1 he dii not knew this woman and did not know her name but 
did remember the incident and remembers observing Mrs. BILL 
end another woman standing on the grassy slope on the south 
side of Elm Street; at the time of the Presidential Motorcade.

At approximately 12:10 PM on November 22, 1963* 
MARTIN said he left his office at the U. S. Post Office 
Terminal Annex and took up a position on the west side of 
Houston Street, a few feet north of Main Street. At approxi- 
mately 12:30 PM, MARTIN said the car bearing President 
JOHN P. KENNEDY came into his view and he took pictures of 
the President as his car turned north on Houston Street 
from Main Street. After getting movie shots from this 
poeition, MARTIN said he ran north on Houston Street and 
stopped at the north end of the reflection pool which lies 
west of and is adjacent to Houston Street. He said this is 
about 135' south of the Texas School Book Depository Building. 
MARTIN said he took some movie shots of the President as 
he passed by on Elm Street. A few secomfc after the ‘President 
had passed and was departing from his view, he heard a loud 
report and first thought that it was a firecracker and a 
few seconds later heard two more reports and then kr*w it 
was rifle fir*e and that someone was apparently shooting at 
President Kennedy. MARTIN stated that the shots sounded 
to him like they came from the Texas School Book Depository 
Building and said he looked toward where he thought the shots 
came from, namely the Texas School Book Depository Building, 
but did not see anyone that aroused his suspicion.

MARTIN advised that when he got home his sort informed 

him that Life Magazine had teen telephoning for him, aid left \ 

a telephone number and instructions on how they could be 

reached. He stated he contacted a representative of Life 

Magazine and his attorney, and agreed to let Life Magazine -

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^iiave his film he had taken of the Presidential Motorcade 
'jbecause he felt this film could be a matter of national 
^Interest. MARTIN ssLd Life Magazine, to his knowledge, 
never used the film and returned It to him. MARTIN said 
he had a duplicate copy of the film made and he had taken 
25 feet of film. 
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On Mardh 25, 1964, Mr. BURT W. GRIFFIN of the President's 
Commission telephonlcally advised ASAC KYLE G. CLARK that he had 
interviewed Sergeant P. T. DEAN of the Dallas Police Department on 
the previous night and that DEAN had informed him that he (DEAN) 
had received a call at approximately 2»00 A.M. on Tuesday morning, 
March 24, 1364, from one RALPH SIMPSON, Victoria, British Columbia. 
After the call, Sergeant DEAN and the Dallas Police Department 
switchboard operator, PATRICIA (LNV) , determined that the call was 
placed from telephone number 384-3780, Which telephone number was 
reportedly registered to R. H. W. SMELB, 1141 Caldonia, Victoria, 
British Columbia. 

According to Mr. GRIFFIN, Sergeant DEAN advised that the 
switchboard operator at the Dallas Police Department had overheard 
part of the call and that contact had been had with BERNICE 
WILLIAMS of the Victoria, British Columbia, Telephone company to 
obtain the above telephone number listing. * 

Mr. GRIFFIN advised that Sergeant DEAN had stated SIMPSON 
informed him he had moving picture photographs of the assassination 
end wanted to know what to do with them. DEAN reportedly in- 
structed SJMFSON to forward the film to the President's Commission, 
but SIllTSCN stated he did not desire to do that that he was 
sending the film directly to DEAN in Dallas. STMPSON reportedly 
advised sergeant DEAN that he was represented by an attorney named 
BAITER (ph) . 

Mr. GF.1FF IN requested that if the FBI did not have the 
film that immediate contact be made with SIMPSON for interview a~d 
circumstances surrounding his taking the film.

PaTSY PAIR, City Hall Night Telephone Operator, called bin at 
his office 6aying she had a collect call from a RALPH SIMPSON, 

Victoria, Canada, and that SIMPSON wanted to talk to someone 
about the assassination of President KENNEDY. Sergeant DEAN 
stated there was a discussion as to whether they should accept 
the call and PATSY said in talking with SIMPSON and the Victoria, 
Canada, operator, she felt that SIMPSON had some information and 
that it would be worthwhile to accept the collect call. 

Sergeant (PEAK- stated he authorized the operator to accept 
the collect cail and SIMPSON said he was in Dallas on November 
22, 1963, and took some pictures of the President's car at the 
time he was shot and that he believed he got the Texas School 
Book Depository Building in the background. According to 
Sergeant DEAN, SIMPSON described his camera as an expensive 
camera with "wide-angle, scope lens." 

SIMPSON stated he had been talking to his attorney, BATTER, 
(phonetic) and that BATTER had Instructed him to contact the 
Dallas Police Department. Sergeant DEAN stated that SIMPSON 
claimed he had not had the film developed and did not know 
exactly what was in the photographs.

Sergeant DEAN stated he told SIMPSON that he should contact 
the President's Commission in Washington, D. C., and send the 
pictures to tl^em, but that SIMPSON claimed he did not want to 
contact the President's Commission, and stated he would mail 
the film to him (Sergeant DEAN) airmail on March 25, 1964. 

Sergeant DEAN advised that. PATSY PAIR, the switchboard 
operator, contacted BERNICE WILLIAMS, of the Victoria, British 
Columbia, Telephone Company, to trace this call and, through 
this person, it was ascertained the call had been placed from ■ 

telephone number 384-3780. He stated this phone number was re- 
portedly registered to R, H. W. SMELE, 1141 Caldonia, Victoria, 

British Columbia. 

Sergeant DEAN stated he would immediately contact the , 

Dallas FBI Office on 'receipt of this film. 
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Under date of Mardh 26, 1964, the Seattle Office advised 
that Corporal R. B. G. BLACKMORE, Royal Canadian Mounted Police, 
Victoria, British Columbia, had on that date Interviewed JRALPIj. 
gEfc?RY_WILLXAM\§MELE , 1141 CaldoniaStreet, XictQrlau_Br At ish._ 
Columbia . who admitted making the telephone call to the Dallas 
Police Depaftmerif'~Ori~ March 24, 1964. He also admitted using a 
fictitious name, claimed he had never been to Dallas, Texas t and, 
had no film of the assassination of President KENNEDY. The Seattle 
Office advised that the only reason SMELE could give for making the 
telephcne call was that he had been watching a television program 
and hac been drinking and decided to make the call. According to 
Corporcl BLACKMORE, SMELE is "given to dreams". SMELE's last em- 
ploymer t was in connection with the demolition of buildings.

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! Mc. L1G0N advised that his records reflect ROWLAND attended 
gh School, Topeka, Kansas, during an unknown period of time, 
probably during the spring or fall term of the 1962. school year. 
Topeka High School transferred 1/2 credit for History 8 and 1/8 
credit for Phys. Ed., to the Dallas Independent School District for 
ROWLAND. 

Mr. LIGON stated that ARNOLD LOUIS ROWLAND was refused 
admittance into the Adamson High School for the spring session of 
1963 because of his past record at this school. ROWLAND applied for 
admission at N. R. Crozler Technical High School for this session 
after being refused admission at Adamson High School and attended 
Crozler Tech for a short time during 1963. . 

/ 

Mr. LIGON stated that Adamson High School offered no 
special sound courses and to his knowledge neither did Crozler Tech. 
He stated he could not imagine any course of study in any of the 
high schools of the Dallas Independent School District doing research 
or special work in sound and study of echo effects. 

Mr. LIGON stated he had two students accepted by Rice 
Institute out of the ^entire class graduating in 1963. These students 
learned they had been accepted by Rice about two weeks prior to 
graduation from high school and both students were outstanding in 
citizenship and scholastic accomplishments. He stated he seriously 
doubted that Southern He thodist University, Texas A & M, or Rice 
Institute had accepted ARNOLD LOUIS ROWLAND for admission into the 
respective institutes inasmuch .as he has not graduated from an 
accredited high school in the state ..of Texas. 

Mr. LIGON advised he had counseled ROWLAND while he was 
attending Adamson High School on various occasions because of his 
absenteeism from this school. He stated he learned* from contact with 
ROWLAND that he (ROWLAND) would not hesitate .to fabricate a story if 
it was of any benefit 'for ROWLAND to do so; Mr. LIGON gave *s an 
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example, an incident that occurred while ROWLAND was attending 
Adamson Jllgh School. ROWLAND drove a Volkswagen automobile to 
school and on occasions parked in the teachers' parking area. This 
Volkswagen automobile was repossessed by a finance company one 
afternoon during school hours and after school ROWLAND reported to 
Hr. LIGON that his car had been stolen. He asked Mr. LIGON what 
action he was going to take regarding the theft and Mr. LIGON 
advised him that since it was his (ROWLAND'S) car he should report 
it to the police and that^he wasvelcome to use the school telephone 
to make this report. ROVJfLAND used the telephone briefly and then 
left Hr. LIGON'8 office. ' Mr. LIGON stated he thought the conver- 
sation was very short for such an Incident and therefore he (Mr. 
LIGON) called the Dallas Police Department Auto Theft Bureau and 
asked if they had received a report from anyone at Adamson High 
School reporting the theft of a vehicle. Mr. LIGON stated he was 
advised that the Police Department was aware that a finance company 
in Dallas was repossessing a Volkswagen from this school's parking 
lot but that there was no theft and they had received no calls from 
ARNOLD LOUIS ROWLAND or anyone else at the school concerning the 
Volkswagen. 

Mr. LIGON stated ROWLAND was not a problem student in that 
he caused trouble or* agitated other students, but he did request 
almost on a dally basis special privileges and seemed to have the 
attitude that he was superior to most of the teachers and all other 
students. Mr. LIGON stated he advised the Secret Service Agents 
attempting to locate ARNOLD LOUIS ROWLAND just prior to his/ 
appearance before the President's Commission that anything ROWLAND 
might tell the President's Commission would be questionable. He 
stated he $o formed the Secret Service Agents based on his past 
experience with ROWLAND. 
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Dr. WALTER J. Er)(sCHIEBEL, .Principal,_lt...R. Crozier 
Technlaal.. High School , _Br 3 (an and Live Oak Streets, Dallas, advised 
this stfiooi had no records concerning ARNOLD LOUIS ROWLAND 1 although” 
he did attend this school. Mr. SCHIGBEL advised that all records 
pertaining to ROWLAND had been transferred to the W. H. Adamson High 
School, 9th and Beckley Streets, Dallas. He stated Mrs. EDITH 
McKISSOCK, Dean, Crozier Tech, had counseled ROWLAND and she would 
be able to furnish firsthand information concerning his veracity 
and reputation. 
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Mrs. EDinyUcKISSOCK, Dean, N. R. Crozier Technical High 
School, Mjryan and Live__Oak_ Street s , D allqs, -advised she had 
counseled ARNOLD LOl'IS ROWLAND while he was^fc^tending $rozler Tech 
during tne fall term of 1960, spring term of 1961, and the spring 
term of 1963. Mrs, McKISSOCK stated ROWIAND entered Crozier Tech 
during the spring term of 1963 after being refused admittance at 
Adamson High School in Dallas. She stated he had few friends at 
Crozier Tech and was generally regarded as a'lone wolf." She 
stated from her dealings with him she determined he could not be 
trusted and would not tell the truth regarding any matter. She 
stated he was a connlver and prevaricated whenever it was to his 
advantage to do 6o. She described ROWLAND as a smooth talker who 
dressed above his apparent means. 

Mrs. McKISSOCK stated that ARNOLD LOUIS ROWLAND took no 
special’ courses in sound and study of echo effects at Crozier 
Tech while attending this school. 
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Hr. SAM#OSTER, 2729 Overcrest, Dallas, was 
interviewed at the parkland Memorial Hospital in Dallas and furnished 
the following information: 

‘1 Mr. FOSTER stated he was a teacher of physics at crozier 
Technical High School in Dallas and had so been employed for over 
20 years. He stated he remembers that ARNOLD LOUIS ROWLAND was 
a student at crozier Technical High School having transferred to 
this school from Adamson High School in Dallas. Hr. FOSTER stated 
that ROWLAND attended the spring session of his physics class as 
a regular student during the 19o3 term. He advised that this 
was the regular classic physics class taught in regular high 
schools throughout the State of Texas and was not any special 
course or class. Hr. FOSTER stated that part of the subject matter 
covered in this class was a section on sound, but this was very 
basic study and in no way consisted of special study of sound and 
echo effects. Mr. FOSTER stated that ARNOLD LOUIS ROWLAND took no 
special course from him nor was he enrolled in any special class 
studying sound and echo effects. He stated that ROWLAND did not,, 
pass the regular physics course at Crozier Technical High School. 
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Mrs. POLLYTREDFEARN, Chief Clerk, Registrar's Office,- 
Southern. Methodist university, advised that a check of the records 
of this institution failed to disclose any Information pertaining 
to ARNOLD LOUIS ROWLAND. She advised that if ROWLAND had applied 
for a^Jhlsslon to this institution, she would have a record of 
the application and a file concerning ROWLAND. She further advised 
fthat ROWLAND could not have been accepted by Southern Methodist 
University without first having graduated from an accredited high 
school in the State of Texas or from a high school outside the 
State and completing Southern Methodist University examinations 
for admittance. She stated that in no event could ROWLAND have 
gained admittance to this University without a high school transcript 
which had not been filed with this University. 
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Dr. JOHN E^PINN, partner, JPinrL and pinn-Optometrista, 
fidelity Union Tower Building,. 1507 Pacific, Dallas, Texas, advised 
that a check of the records of this firm covering the past 15 
years frails to reflect any Information Indicating that ARNOLD 
LOUIS ROWLAND had ever been examined by this firm. Hr. FINN 
advised that a record Is kept on each patient examined and had 
ROWLAND been examined, his name would be In the files of this 
firm. 


Dr. FINN stated he was at a loss to explain how his 
firm's name had been obtained by ARNOLD LOUIS ROWLAND, but stated 
that his firm was housed In a central location In Dallas and 
was generally known by most residents of this city.

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A. Live Round of 6.5 Ammunition Allegedly 
Found on Lee Harvey Oswald at Time of 
Arrest and Efforts to Locate Source of 
Oswald's Ammunition 
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The following Investigation was conducted concerning an 
article appearing in the DALLAS TIMES HERALD newspaper December 9» 
1963 on Page 19, alleging that a live round of 6.5 ammunition 
had been found on the person of LEE HARVEY OSWALD at the time 
of his arrest on November 22, 1963, by officers of the Dallas Police 
Department. This article indicated that such information had 
come from a source who was not identified. The article inferred 
that the information relating to the finding of this live 
round of ammunition was in the hands of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation. 
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Mr. CHARLES?rl>AMERON, Managing Editor, ."Dallas Tines Herald" 
advised* that the story which appears in the "Dallas Times Herald" dated 
December 9, 1963, on page 19, captioned "Live Shell Reported Found 
on Oswald" was material obtained from the Dallas Police Department 
and there was no particular source involved other than Captain WILL 
FRITZ of the Homicide Bureau. DAME RON stated he had checked back 
on the information contained in this artible and found that the live 
round of 6.5 ammunition was not taken from the person of .OSWALD but 
was found at the crime scene where the shooting allegedly occurred by 
OSWALD of President JOHN FITZGERALD KENNEDY. DAMERON stated that in 
the confusion during that period the paper had reported that this live 
round of 6.5 rifle anmunition had been taken off OSWALD when he 

was arrested rather than reported that it was found at the crime 
scene. DAMERON stated that the "Dallas Times Herald" had no infor- 
mation which would indicate that more than one live round of 6.5 
rifle ammunition was recovered by the Dallas Police Department. 

DAMERON stated that Captain WILL FRITZ of the Homicide Bureau of the 
Dallas Police Department could clarify this matter. 
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Captaln WILL^FftlTZ, JJpmicide Bureau ,_J)al las Police Depart- 
ment., related that one live round of 6.5 rifle ammunition was found 
in the ^chamber of the rifle at the time he examined the rifle at the 
crime Scene where LEE HARVEY OSWALD allegedly shot President KENNEDY* 
He stared the rifle was recovered not far from the window in the 
Texas School Book Depository which spot was believed to have been 
used by OSWALD at the time he shot President KENNEDY. FRITZ stated 
there was only one live round of 6.5 ammunition recovered and that no 
lj.ve round of 6.5 ammunition was recovered from the person of OSWALD 
at the time he was arrested. He stated that the "Dallas Times Herald" 
had contacted him concerning this and that they had reported the live 
round of 6.5 ammunition was recovered from OSWALD'S person when it 
should have been reported that this live round of 6.5 ammunition was 
actually recovered from the gun that OSWALD was believed to have used 
in the shooting of the President. FRITZ stated the Dallas Police 
Department had recovered only one live round of 6.5 ammunition and 
this was turned over to the FBI on the night of November 22, 1963*

had no recollection of him ever having come to his place of 
business, and he had never sold any of this ammunition to OSWALD, 

Mr. MASEN stated he has operated Mason *s Gun Shop 
at this location alone since 1961, 

Mr. MASEN volunteered that he put himself through 
college by working as a gunsmith; that he attended Sul Ross 
College, Alpine, Texas; Arlington State College, Arlington, 

Texas; University of Houston, Houston, Texas, and MonteXPS J 
University, Monterrey, Mexico. He claimed he spoke Spanish 
fluently, 

Mr. MASEN stated that during the Summer of 1963 he 
made an extensive vacation trip to Mexico, visiting friends 
in various places, including the "MENDOZA Brothers," Guadalajara, 
Mexico, who owned an arms manufacturing plant. 
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On March 2 6 , 1964, SA ALFRED D. HEEIZY purchased one 
box containing, twenty rounds of 6.5 M/M Mannllcher-Carcano, 
Western Cartridge Company, ammunition from Mr. JOHN H. BRINEOAR, 
Owner, The Gun Shop, 11448 Harry Hines Boulevard, for $3*06.

Green Company never did handle any 6.5 M/M Man.nl icher-Carcano, 
Western Cartridge Company, ammunition. LOPEZ stated that the 
store did handle the Caroano rifle and a 6.5 Italian ammunition 
for the gun. He advised that, as he recalled, the base of the 
shell casing had "SIM* 1 or "SMI" stamped on it and that all of 
the ammunition was of a military load. 

LOPEZ stated he did not know USE HARVEY OSWALD and was 
unable to identify his photograph as a person visiting the H. L.

1963, and that he left this employment March 13, 1964. Mr. 

YEARQAN stated that the Italian Carcano rifles were in stock 
when he was employed. He advised that all of the ammunition 
for these rifles was Italian military ammunition that was obtained 
with the purchase of the rifles; however, the bullets.had been 
reloaded with a hunting load (soft load). Ke stated the rifles 
and the ammunition, as he recalled, were purchased from the 
Crescent Firearms Company in Connecticut.

Mr. BOTTS stated there was no known complete list of 
places of business in Dallas which might have handled this type 
ammunition.

HAR?E| OSWALD hal left their residence, 214 W. Vtaly Street, Delia*, at 
6:00p;m. on one occasion, exact date not recalled, but between 
March 0, 1963, and April 24, 1963, when OSWALD had his rifle wrapped 
in a raincoat.

It w^s , noted from the intersection of Greenbriar 
Lane and Beckley Avenue, a distance of 0.7 of a mile, Beckley Avenue 
runs at a slight angle to the west levee of the Trinity river; also, 
that the West Commerce Street and Beckley Street intersection is 
directly over this levee.

It is pointed out that if OSWALD left his residence at 
6:00 p.m. he would have had the maximum of 64 minutes In which to 
practice fire his rifle prior to sunset based on information fur- 
nished by the U. S. Weather Bureau. 

Examination of maps of the city of Dallas show the 
Trinity river flows from the northwest section of Dallas to the 
southeast section of Dallas in the proximity of love Field and 
separates OSWALD'S former residence from downtown Dallas. It is 
noted that levees bound the river from a point west of Love Field 
to a point east of OSWALD'S former residence.

One rifle was a Model 721, .300 Super, Holland and

Neither rifle had a scope, only open sights. 


He did his target practice in about the third position 
from the west end of the firing point. As he remembers, the 
position number was 7 or 8. The best he can remember is that 
there was a white male and white female firing together at the 
west end of the firing point. On the east of his position were 
some six or eight other individuals and possibly two or three 
others on the gun range. He was not acquainted with anyone 
who was at the range that day and could not recall well those 
who were there.

5^018, taken November 23* 1963# he advised OSWALD is unknown to 
him other than through the new3 media since the assassination of 
President KENNEDY.

St. Albans, Vermont, advised the shipment of "700 rifies from 
Empire Sporting 'Goods to Century Arms, Inc., St. Albans, 
Vermont, arrived at St. Albans, Vermont on July 1, 1962, via 
Vermont Central Railroad.

It Is noted there were no micrometers, 
calipers, or other precise measuring instruments graduated 
In tenths or hundredths of Inches available, and all 
measurements were taken to the nearest sixteenth of an inch. 

The following measurements were taken of the 
Italian carbine: 

Total length - 40 3/16” 

Length of stock - 34 3/4” 

Length of barrel and action - 28 15/16” 

(This measurement is from tang to muzzle) 

Length of barrel only - 21 1/8” 

Length from rear of receiver to muzzle - 26 1/2” 

No attempt was made to weigh the carbine and 
Mr. PINISCH explained weight can vary between similar 
weapons sometimes several ounces because of different 
density of the wood of the stock, oil content of the wood, 
and other factors in the different grain characteristics 
of the wood. 

Mr. PINISCH also stated the Italian weapons with 
which he has had experience have had no set pattern regarding 
serial numbers. He stated he did not believe the Italian 
Government at the time it requested various Italian 
manufacturers to manufacture rifles in the 1930's kept any 
control of the serial numbers, and he felt each manufacturer 
used its o«m serial numbers. It was noted the serial number 
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bf the carbine examined, as indicated above, was serial 
number AO 483. 

Mr, PINISCH also pointed out that the rifle examined 
above appeared to be the identical model of the rifle used 
to assassinate President KENNEDY, after he had compared the 
examined rifle with a picture of the assassination rifle.

Transit System, Dallas, TexS sy a~d vrs ed that' company drivers get the 
amount of^transfer books (50~transfers to a book) they think they 
will need when they go on duty. The driver tears off the first 
transfer of each book and writes his badge number on the back of 
this transfer. He turns In this first transfer to the station 
office where it is kept as a record for about two months, then 
destroyed. Transfers are numbered in sequence starting from 1 
through 50, then from 51 through 00. Mr. YATES stated that 
after checking his records, he was unable to find any record of the 
transfer books issued to Driver CECIL J. MC WATTERS on November 22, 
1963. He did produce Transfer No. 4451 which was the first 
transfer on a book numbered 4451 through 4500, This transfer 
was the first of a book issued on November 22, 1963, to Driver 
MC WATTERS and has MC WATTERS' badge No. 195 on the back of it. 

According to Mr. YATES, JAMES P. ROUTT, Station Supervisor* 
had retained this transfer as. a souvenir. There is a note on the 
back of this transfer, "Receipt for the book of transfers from 
which transfer was issued to Oswald, the accused asslg of Pres. 

John F. Kennedy /s/ J. p. Routt Sta Foreman". 

Mr. Yates made the above-described transfer available 
to the Dallas Office. 

He stated he had no other information concerning the 
other transfer books issued to MC WATTERS on November 22, 1963. 

Mr. YATES stated that each driver is issued a punch which has a 
distinctive punch mark. No two punch marks among company 
drivers are alike and, therefore, each punch mark can be identified 
as to the driver who used same. The punch mark used by MC WATTERS 
is as follows:

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Mr. V. C. SNIDER, Schedule Department, Dallas Transit 
System, furnished the following Information: 

"Munger Bus Run No. 1213” Is Identical with the bus 
route called Marsalis and has Bus Run No. 30. This route begins . 
at Lamar and Main Streets, Dallas, proceeds east on Main, turns 
north on Hawkins, turns northeast on Gaston, turns north on 
Endenwood, proceeds to Wendover, then proceeds to Merrllee 
where It turns east to Sperry, then north to Ellsworth, then east 
to Cambria. This bus run terminates at Its northernmost point 
at Cambria and Anita Streets. On the return route, this bus 
goes east on Anita, south on Sperry to Merrllee, east to Wendover, 
then south by southeast to Pearson where It turns south to 
Gaston and proceeds down Gaston Avenue southeast to Hawkins 
~ Street where It turns south. This bus then turns west on Elm 
Street and through the downtown area makes stops on Elm at the 
following points:

This bus then 
turns south on Houston where It makes stops at the Intersections 
of Main Street and Commerce Street. It then proceeds across 
the Trinity River via the Houston Street Viaduct and this 
street Is known as zangs Boulevard on the southwest side of the 
bridge. At Marsalis Avenue, the bus turns south and proceeds 
south to Ann Arbor where It makes a circle via Ann Arbor, Neptune, 
Kushla, Hortense, and Pentagon Streets. It begins Its return 
route to the downtown area at pentagon and Marsalis. It 
returns via Marsalis Avenue, Zangs Boulevard; the Houston 
Street Viaduct and Houston Street to Main Street where It begins 
its outward trip. 
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Mr. SNIDER advised that on November 22, 1963. Dallas 
Transit System Bus Driver CECIL J. MC WATTERS was driving Bus 
No. 433. 

Mr. SNIDER furnished the following information concerning 
transfer points for the Marsalis Bus Run assuming that a person 
would board this bus at the intersection of Murphy and Elm 
Streets and was proceeding towards the Oak cliff area of Dallas. 

Mr. SNIDER •* . pointed out that after a passenger 

_ boarded a bus in the downtown area of Dallas, he could get off 
the bus at any stop in the downtown area, which is a free transfer 
zone, walk to any other bus stop in the downtown area and get 
on. any one of 50 different busses which go out from the downtown 
area . 

Transfer point No. 1 would be at the Intersection 
of Poydras and Elm Streets. At this point the passenger, with 
a transfer, could get on the following busses:

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On March 26, 1964, the President's Commission advised 
that"'QSCXL NATTERS, ajbtts driver for the Dallas Transit 

Compa ny^ had testified before the President's Commission on March 
12, 1964, and had stated that on November 23, 1963, he identified 
the nunber "2" nan in a line-up as a nan who had been cm his bus 
on November 22, 1963. MC NATTERS advised the President's Commission 
that he was mistaken and that the young nan who was the subject of 
his testimony is a "teen-ager" nanad MI UPON JONES. 
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ROY MILTON^JONES , 512 EastjJrownlee Street, advised 
he Is an 11th grade student 'STtendlng half-day sessions at the 
N. R. jCrozier Technical High School, Live Oak and Bryan Streets 
In Dallas and Is employed part-time as a clerk'at Buddies Supermarket, 

10th ahd Jefferson Streets., Dalla s, Texas . ^ JONES stated that 
he uses the name MILTON^fONES rather than' his full name and Is 
better known by this name at school and at work. 

He said th3t on November 22, 1963, he attended the 
usual morning session of classes at high school and got out 
of school at about 11:45 AM. He s\ald that he walked to Elm Street 
near the Capri Theatre where he waited for the Marsalis Bus which 
arrived at approximately 12:10 or 12:15 PM, He said that upon 
boarding the bus, he sat In the first seat facing forward on the 
curb side of the bus and was alone. He recognized the driver 
by sight as one who frequently drove the bus at this time of 
day, but stated he did not know him by name. JONES advised 
that the bus proceeded In the direction of Houston Street and 
approximately four blocks before Houston Street, was completely 
stopped by traffic which was backed up In this area. He 
recalled that at this time a policeman notified the driver 
that the President had been shot and he told the driver that 
no one was to leave the bus until police officers had talked to 
each passenger. JONES estimated that there were about 15 people 
on the bus at this time and that two police officers boarded the 
bus and checked each passenger to see If any were carrying firearms, 

JONES advised that before the bus was stopped, the 
driver made his last passenger pickup approximately six blocks 
before Houston Street, that one was a blonde-haired woman fl 

and the other was a dark -haired man. He said that the man 
sat In the seat directly behind him and that the woman occupied 
the seat further to the rear of the bus, JONES advised that 
when the bus was stopped by traffic and prior to the appearance 
of the police officers, the woman left the bus by the rear door 
and th&.jpan who was sitting behind him left the bus by the 
front door while It was held up In the middle of the block, JONES 
stated that he did not observe this man closely since he sat 
behind him In the bus, but that on the following Monday when he 
•"caught the same bus going home from school with the same driver, ) 

the driver told him that he thought that this man might have been 
LEE HARVEY OSWALD. ' • < 
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JONES said that after the driver mentioned this 
and from his recollection of OSWALD'S picture as It appeared on 
television and In the newspapers, he thought It was possible 
that It could have been OSWALD. He emphasized, however, that 
he did not have a good view of this man at any time and could 
not positively Identify him as being Identical with LEE HARVEY 
OSWALD. He said he was Inclined to think It might have been 
OSWALD only because the bus driver told him so. 

With regard to this man who sat behind him, JONES 
-stated that he did not notice anything unusual .about the man 
when he boarded the bus or when he left It. He ssld that the 
man was not carrying any packages and that he certainly did not 
see a gun In his possession at any time. He said that the 
man did not seem to appear nervous or exblted find seemed to 
him to be an ordinary passenger. 

He described this man as follows:

He said he did not notice the shirt or shoes that this 
man was wearing.

JONES stated that the blonde woman boarded the bus 
at the same time, was definitely not traveling. with this man, 
that she occupied a separate seat^ although they both left the 
bus at the same time. 
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* I JONES stated that subsequent to the shooting of the 

President, they had seen photographs of LEE HARVEY OSWALD’S 
wife* In the newspapers and that he Is positive that this woman 
was not Mrs. OSWALD. 

JONES estimated that the bus was held up by the 
police officers for about one hour and that after they were 
permitted to resume, they crossed the Harsalls Bridge where a 

woman, about 40-45 years, boarded the bus. She sat In the side 

seat Immediately in front of him near the door and the bus 
driver asked her whether she had heard that the President had 
been shot. She replied that she had not heard anything in this 

— regard and stated that she did not believe it .was true.' The 

driver then pointed to JONES and said, "Ask him, he saw it". JONES 
said that the driver was smiling at this time and that the woman 
turned to him and he told her, "I don’t know anything about it. 

I Just heard some others say that the President had been shot". 

He said that because of the expression on the woman's face, both 
he and the driver were smiling, at the time and she then said, 

"You are both smiling so I don't believe it". 

JONES advised that he could not recall any conversation 
between the bus driver and himself or any other person on the 
bus about the President being shot in the temple. He said 
that he did not hear any person make this remark on the bus. 

JONES advised that he believes he left this bus at Brownlee 
and Marsalis Street at about 1:45 PM and that he went straight 
home. He said that in conversation with this same bus driver on 
the following Monday, the driver told him that the Dallas Police 
Department had him up until 1:00 o'clock on Saturday or Sunday 
morning questioning him about the passenger on his bus who 
looked like LEE HARVEY OSWALD. 

JONES advised thst he is 17 years old, born December 21, 
1946 at Dallas, Texas, is a white male, 5’2" in height, 145 pounds, 
dark brown hair, brown eyes.

.. Above ’these windows, Mrs. JOHNSON stated, was one flat type curtain . 
rod composed of a number of sections of the five and ten cent store " 
variety, which was fastened above the vihdows and extended the entire 
length of the room. At each end of the rod thirty-inch pink side- 
drapes were hung with white lace curtains in between. She advised 
z. that Venetian blinds covered each window. Mrs. JOHNSON said upon 
entering this room there was on the right, or end wall, one wooden 
double-hung window which was also covered by a Venetian blind and 
over which hung a white lace curtain. Mrs. JOHNSON said that because 
. q£ all of the windows in this small room, it was very light and 
cheerful.

- Mrs. JOHNSON stated that when the Dallas, Texas, police 
searched this room following OSWALD'S arrest, they bent the rod which 
held the drapes and curtains. Consequently, she stated, she had the 
old rod taken down and replaced -it with a traverse rod and aqua- 
colored acetate drapes. A traverse rod and the same color drapes 
replaced the lace curtain tdiich was on the end wall window. 

Mrs. JOHNSON said OSWALD had not been engaged by her to 
hang any curtain rods nor did he ask her permission to hang any 
curtain rods. Further, she stated, OSWALD did not at any time make 
any mention to her of replacing the curtains in his room.

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Mrs. RUTH PATHS, 2515 V. 5th Street, Irving, Texas, furnished 
the following information: - 

She has in her possession four personal letters written to : 
her by MARINA. OSWALD mailed at New Orleans, Louisiana, and two 
short, notes written by MARINA while MARINA and IRK HARVEY OSWALD 
were living at 214 W. Ng,ely in Dallas, Texas. She ali*® has a note 
which she Intended to deliver to MARINA but which she never did 
deliver. This was written about April 7, 1963, by Mrs. PAINE. 

All of these items are in Russian and Mrs. PAINE stated she had reviewed 
them and feels there is nothing of any significance regarding the 
investigation of LEE HARVEY OSWALD in these letters and notes. She 
stated she had read in the paper that various letters had been 
offered or given to the President's Commission investigating the 
assassination of President KENNEDY by other witnesses and that it 
occurred to her that possibly the Commission might be interested in 
these letters. For pi is reason, she stated she desired to make it 
known that if the Commission wants these letters she will bring them 
with her when and if she appears as a witness before the Commission. 

One of these letters written about June 5, 1963, at New 
Orleans Louisiana, by MARINA OSWALD indicates that LEE OSWALD wanted 
to send KARINA b * si. to Russia. Mrs. PAINE also recalled that about 
the latter part cf March, 1963, MARINA OSWALD had told Mrs. PAINE 
that LEE OSWALD wanted to send her back to Russia. The tone of the 
conversation and the letter indicated to Mrs. PAINE that LEE himself 
did not Intend to return to Russia. 

She stated that at this time she i/s declining to make these 
letters available because they contain a great deal of personal 
talk regarding p*rsm&2 difficulties both in the marriage of Mr. and 
Mrs. PAINS and in the marriage of LEE HARVEY and MARINA OSWALD. Mrs. 
PAINE stated she did not desire that the contents of these letters 
be made public and if she -furnishes these to the Commission it will 
be with the understanding that they are not to be made public. 
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Mrs. RUTH HYDE PAINE, 2515 West 5th Street, Irving, Texas, 
was contacted concerning four personal letters she hod received from 
'MARINA OSWALD while MARINA OSWALD was residing In New Orleans, and 
the two personal notes she had received from MARINA OSWALD while 
MARINA OSWALD was residing In Dallas, Texas. Mrs. PAINE again stated 
these letters and notes, which were written In the Russian language, 
were mostly personal In nature, dealing with MARINA OSWALD'S marriage 
problems and Mrs. RUTH PAINE' 8 marriage problems. They also dealt 
.-v with the possibility that MARINA OSWALD would have to return to the 
Soviet Union. 

Mrs. PAINE advised she had previously refused to furnish 
these letters to the FBI because they were personal In nature and 
that previous Information she had furnished to the FBI, when it 
reached the President's Commission, had been "leaked" to the press. 

Mrs. VAINE stated that several weeks ago ISAAC DON I£ 
contacted her at which time she let LEVINE look at these letters and 
notes. Be did not take notes from these letters and notes, nor did 
he copy these letters and notes, merely reading them hurriedly and 
_ then returning them, to Mrs. PAINE. 

Mrs. PAINE stated when she was called to go to Washington, 
D. C. , by the President's Commission they requested that she bring 
all correspondence from LEE and MARINA OSWALD. Mrs. PAINE stated 
she does not know whether this was merely a form letter or. whether 
the President's Commission was aware of the fact that she had these 
letters and notes. Mrs. PAINE stated that over her protect these 
letters and notes were read into the record of the Preslqent's 
.. Commission. 

Mrs. PAINE advised she did not make available to ISAAC DON 
LEVINE any letters written by LEE HARVEY OSWALD since she had noqe 
in her possession.

He recalled seeing a box in the garage with some books snd 
ictures and also recalled seeing other boxes and other 
ooks, some of which they brought to the Dallas Police Station* 

He could recall no specific books and could not recall in 
particular tw books described as Volumes I and II of "The 
Outline of History” by H. 0. WELLS, with blue binding and the 
remainder of the oover red. 
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Shooting of Dallas Police officer 
J. D. TZPPZTi Autopsy Report and 
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BARBARA JEANETTE DAVIS, 301 Vest Imrkln, aged 22, advised 
that on November 22, 1963, the day'President JOHN F. KENNEDY was 
assassinated she was residing In ail apartsent art 400 East 10th 
Street, Dallas, Texas, -with her hi^band .TROJ/DAVIS and two children. 

She advised the building In which she was residing at that tine 

was located on .the southeast corner of the intersection of Bast 

10th Street and Patton Street, Dallas, Texas. She advised that 

shortly after 12 Noon, November 22, 1963, ,she had put her two / y 

children to bed for 1 nap and had lain, down with them. She ad- * 

wised her sister-in-law, VIRGINIA DAVIS, was lying down on the 

couch In her apartment at this tj.me. •„

Approximately 16 to 30 minutes later she stated she 
heard two loud reports, which she thought were gunshots. She 
.stated she and her sister-ln-laiw ran to the front door of the 
house and looked out. BARBARA /stated she observed a young white 
man walking across the fronfyard of the house in a southwesterly 
direction. She stated he had a pistol In his hand and looked as 
though he was trying to unload It. She stated. the chamber of .the „ 
pistol was open and this young white man was shaking It as he . 
walked. She stated she looked at him and he looked back at her 
and he disappeared Around the corner of the house on Patron 
Street.

She stated this individual was wearing a dark jacket 
and black pants with no hat . BARBARA stated 4t this point she 
heard a woman standing on the <«orthwest corner of the Intersection 
of East 10th Street and Patton Street scream "he shot him, he 
shot him, he killed him" and was pointing toward a police car 
parked on East lOfh Street, a short distance east of BARBARA'S 
house. 


BARBARA stated she then looked toward where this woman 
was pointing and observed a police car parked approximately a house 
and a half east of her residence. BARBARA stated she then went back 
into the house and called the police. , A few minutes later she came, 
out of the house and looked down Patton Street In the direction, 
she saw this young white nan disappear. She stated she saw this* 
young white nan still .walking on. Pat ton Street and observed him 
turn west on Jeffersoni Street. She stated she then went down to 
the police car where she observed a uniformed police officer lying 
on the ground by the police car bleeding. She stated a few seconds 
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later, other officers arrived on the scene. 

BARBARA stated a short tike later she was questioned bj 
the police at which tine she stated she «f urni&hed them 'the same 
information she has furnished above.- She staled the police then 
began searching the area around her house at which time she assisted 
them in the search.' She stated she found one empty bullet lying 
under the window on the side of the house facing Patton Street. 

She stated she gave this bullet to one of the police officers.

• She stated she then began searching the area for 
additional. empty bullets, but did not find any*. 

BARBARA stated later that same evening at approximately* 

7 or v 7:30 p.m., she was escorted by the police to the Dallas, Texas,' 
Police Department where she viewed several men in a police line-up*. 
She stated she picked out a man , who Bh&rldbirtlf led’ Ag’ the young man 
she saw walking across the front of her yard carrying a pistol and 
trying to empty it.* She stated this individual was later identified 
as LEE HARVEY OS W AID. 
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VIRGINIA PATHS, 306 West Larkin) aged 16, advised that 
on the day President JOHN F. KENNEDY was assassinated, which was 
' November 22, *1963, she was residing in an aparttnent at 400 East' 

10th 'Street, Dallas, Texas, with her husband, CHARLIE DAYIS. She 
stated the building in which they resided was located on the south- > - - 
east corner of the intersection of East 10th Street and Patton a SWOA.' • ' 
Street, Dallae, Texas. She stated sometime between 1 and 2 p,m. 
that day, she was lying on the oouch in the apartment of her sister- 
in-law, BARBARA JEANETTE DAYIS, who resided, in another apartment 
in the same building. She stated she heard a loud noise, like a 
blowout of a tire. A few minutes later she heard a second loud 
noise, similar to the first one. She stated she and her sister- 
in-law ran to the front door of the house and looked out. VIRGINIA 
stated she observed a white man crossing 'the front lawn in front 
-of the house carrying a pistol and shaking it as if he were attempt- 
ing to empty out some shells. She stated he was walking in a south- 
westerly direction and disappeared around the corner of the house 
on Patton 8treet.

She stated he was wearing a light tan jacket, blue 
jeans and a dark shirt. .VIRGINIA stated at this point, she heard 
a woman standing on the northwest corner, of the intersection of 
East lpth Street and Patton Street, scream "he's dead, he's dead, 
he shot him, call the police."

VIRGINIA DAYIS advised this woman was later Identified 
as Mrs. MARKHAM. VIRGINIA stated she then accompanied her Aister- 
ln-law back inside the house where her sister-in-law called the 
police. VIRGINIA stated she left the house h>,few minutes later 
and went down to the vicinity of a police car, which she observed 
Was parked about 50 feet jeast of her home. She stated she saw an 
officer lying on the ground hear the police car and observed blood 
on his f Ace and chest. She stated after a few moments she returned 
to the house and a short time later the police case by to question 
her. She stated she furnished the police- the .same information as 
set out abovs. VIRGINIA .stated the police began searching the front 
yard and the vicinity around the house for any empty .shells. ^ 

VIRGINIA stated Ohe assisted them ip the searclt end found- 
one shell under a window on the side of the house facing Patton 
Street. She 'stated she placed this empty shell in a facial tissue 
and later gave It to the police. . VIRGINIA stated that at approxl- 
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„ aately 6:30 to T) p.a. she was escorted by the Dallas, Texas, 

Police Departaent to the Dallas, Texas Police Station where -she 
viewed a Police Line-Up containing several aen. ■ She stated she 
picked out the Nuaber 2 aan as the young aan she observed walking 
across the front of hw£ house earlier that day emptying a pistol. 
VIRGINIA stated this Individual was later identified as I£E HARVEY 
OSWALD. i 
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Captain GLEN PvNKING, Admlnls tpa tiy&^ssjLs^apt 
Jo t he Chief of^ Police, Dalle s_ police Department, advised that 
on November 22, ^963# Patrolman J.’ dZ Tippit was driving 
Dallas police Department Squad Car No. 10. Since that time. 
Squad car No. 10 has been Involved in an automobile accident, 
has been retired from service, stripped of police equipment, 
and is now awaiting sale. 

Captain KING made available eight photographs taken 
November 22, 1963* by Officer W. E. Banner who is assigned to 
the Dallas police Department Crime Laboratory, of the scene 
where Officer TIPPIT was shot and killed. Six of these 
photographs depict Officer TIPPIT 's squad car as it was found 
by Officer BANNER during Officer BANNER'S investigation at 
the scene. From these photographs, it appears that the 
windows on the passenger side of the car are rolled up with 
the vent on the right side open. It also appears that the 
window by the driver, as well as the vent, there, is open 
whereas the rear window on the driver's side of the car la 
rolled up. captain KING stated he has no way of knowing 
whether the front window on the passenger side was rolled up 
after the shooting or was rolled up at the time. The other 
two photographs furnished by captain KING are views taken 
of the intersection at 10th and patton Streets, one looking 
northeast up East 10th Street and the other looking south 
down Patton Street. Captain KING also furnished a photograph 
taken in a parking lot located Just south of the alley in 
the 300 block which alley runs parallel to 10th Street and 
between patton and Crawford Streets. This photograph 
bears a notation that "Jacket dropped by Oswald beside lie. 
plate N.L. 95. Parked in alley north of Jefferson between 
. patton St Crawford". - 

Captain KING also provided two photographs taken 
by Officer BANNER November 22, 1963 » inside the Texas Theatre, 

231 West Jefferson Street. One photograph depicts the lobby 
of the theatre, the second photograph is taken in the interior 
of the theatre and depicts an officer pointing to a seat In 
the third row from the rear. There is a notation that this 
is the "seat where. Oswald was sitting”. 
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Mrs. HEI£I?Varkham, residence 328 East_9th Street, * 
_Pallas, advised she is employed as a waitress "at the Eatwell 
Cafe,^l4o4 Main Street, Pallas, and was so employed on November 
22, 19$3* At that time, her working hours were from 2s 00 PM 
until IOjlDO PM. *

Mrs. MARKHAM was interviewed at the intersection 
of East 10th and Patton Streets, Pallas, at which time she 
furnished the following information concerning the events 
she witnessed at that area on the afternoon of November 22, 

1963s . 

At about It 00 PM, Mrs. MARKHAM had gone to the 
public pay phone, in the washateria, which is located on the 
first floor of the apartment house where she resides, 328 East 
9th Street. She had attempted to call her daughter prior to 
leaving the apartment house and catching a bus at the inter- 
section of Patton and Jefferson Streets, which would take her 
to her place of employment in the downtown area of Pallas. 
v She was unable to reach her daughter because the line was busy, 
and stated that as she left the washateria she noticed that the 
time was ls04 PM, according to a clock on* the wall In the washa-~ 
teria. 

She left the washateria and walked south on Patton 
Street, stopping at the northwest oorner of the intersection 
of Patton and East 10th Street. She advised that she had hoped 
to catch a bus at about 1:15 PM. She stopped at this inter- 
section in order to allow a police squad car and some other oars, 
the exact number not recalled, to pass by. The police squad oar 
was going east on 10th Street at a slow rate of speed. As it 
passed, she observed a young man, whan she later identified at 
the Pallas Police Pepartment as IEE HARVEY Q3WAIP, diagonally 
across the street from her, or on the southeast corner of the 
intersection of 10th and Patton Streets. OSWAU) was walking 
on the south side of the street and. finally stopped at a point 
approximately 100 feet east of the intersection. Mrs. MARKHAM 
could see that the officer, who was alone in the squad oar, was 
talking to the man she identified as OSWAU), but she oould not 
hear what was being said. OSWALD walked from the sidewalk over 
„ to the police car with his arms crossed. OSWALD leaned forward, 

~ placing his arms on the window sill of the police oar, and she 
oould observe he was talking to the officer through an open window. 
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which would have been the front window on the passenger 
side of the squad car* Mrs. MARKHAM stated she started ^ 
to cross the street and then looked back at the squad car* 

At this point, OSWAID straightened up, put his hands In 
his pockets, and stepped back about two steps from th£ .... 
squad car and then stepped to the right or In an easterly direction 
about one or two steps.- During this time that OSWALD was 
stepping back, the officer slowly got out of the police 
car and walked towards the front of the car or in an 
■ easterly direction. He had taken two. or three steps and 
was about evenwlih the left front wheel of the squad car 
when OSWAID pulled a gun out (Mrs. MARKHAM stated she 
could not recall In which hand the gun was. held) and fired 
three times rapidly across the hood of the oar. The gun - 
was held in front of OSWAID and about level with his belt. 

The officer fell forward on his left side onto the pavement. 
OSWAID, with the gun in his hand, turned and walked west 
down the sidewalk towards Patton Street. As he. approached 
the Intersection, he looked diagonally across the street 
directly at Mrs. MARKHAM. Mrs. MARKHAM stated she thought 
that this man would then shoot her and she was terrified 
at that time. She put her hands in front of her face and 
slowly pulled them down to see what would happen. 

After OSWAID had gotten to the southeast 
oorner of Patton and 10th, he started running diagonally 
across the street in a southwesterly direction to the 
west side of Patton, She last saw OSWAID as he was running 
down Patton Street. 

Mrs. MARKHAM then ran, screaming, to the spot 
where the officer was lying on the pavement. She stated - 
she kept screaming for someone to ooms help her, but no one 
responded. She said after she got to the officer's side 
he attempted to say something but was unable to get any . 
words out. About five or ten minutes later, some man came 
to where the officer was lying, turned the officer over, 
took his gun and left. She stated she had no idea who this 
man was or where he went*

Photographs were taken from the spot designated 
by Mrs. MARKHAM at the northwest oorner of Patton and East 10th 
Streets, where she was standing and witnessing the above events* 
These photographs were taken towards the area where the officer 
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Has shot and where, at the time the photographs were taken, 
a polloe ear was parked in the same spot as where the offi- 
cer's oar was parked on November 22, 1963* 

Photographs were also taken of the apartment 
building where Mrs. MARKHAM resides, 328 East 9th Street, 
and looking south down Patton Street towards the intersection 
of .East 10th and Patton Streets.

The distance from the front door of the washaterla 
at 328 East 9th Street to the northwest corner of the inter- 
section at East 10th and Patton Streets was walked and timed 
and this tine was two minutes and thirty seconds. 

It was ascertained from the Dallas Transit System 
that during the afternoon hours of every weekday a bus going 
to the downtown area of Dallas can be boarded about every ten ' 
minutes at the corner of Patton and Jefferson Streets. The 
bus 1? scheduled to pass tpis point at about Is 12 PM and every 
ten minutes thereafter. .

Pallas/ advised he is employed as a "driver for the Oak 
*fcllFF Cab Company and was ao employed on November 22, 

.1963* Nr. SCOGGINS was interviewed in the area of East. 

10th and Patton Streets , at which time he furnished the 
following information concerning what he witnessed in that 
area on the afternoon of November 22, 1963* 

SCOGGINS had discharged a fare at 321 North 
Ewing at about 1:00 PM. He then Intended to drive to 
the Gentleman' s Club, 123 South Patton, and obtain a 
cold soft drink to go with his lunch. Upon arriving at 
123 South Patton, he was unable to find a parking place 
at the club so he drove about one-half block further 
north on Patton, stopping and parking at a point Just . 
scuth of the southeast comer of the intersection of East 
10th and Patton Streets. He had pulled his car over to 
the east side of Patton Street. He walked back to the 
Qentleman's Club where he was told by some friends about 
the shooting of President JOHN F. KENNEDY and he watched 
television in the club for five or ten minutes. He obtained 
his soft drink and returned to his cab to eat his lunch. 

His cab was headed in a northerly direction. He stated that 
as best he could remember it would have been about twenty 
minuteq after he let out the fare on Ewing Street when 
he observed a police car cruise by on 10th Street headed 
east at a slow rate of speed. He started to get out his 
lunch when he looked east on 10th Street and saw that the 
police car had stopped at a point he estimated to be about * 
15Q feet east of the intersection. . . 

At this point, he saw a young man, whom he later 
identified on November 23 , 1963, at the Dallas Police De-. ) 
partment as LEE HARVEY OSWALD, wearing a light-blue Jacket, • 
stopped on the sidewalk on the south side of 10th Street 
directly south of the stopped police car. This young man 
was facing west and, therefore, SCOGGINS assumed he had been 
walking in a westerly direction. He stated, however, be 
could not state definitely In whloh direction the man had 
been walking, as when he first observed this man he was 
stopped. He then proceeded to -start eating hisXmoh and stated 
he oould no longer see this young man because of shrubbery between 
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him and this man. He glanced back towards the police 
car and observed an officer get out of the car and take 
about one step in an easterly direction or towards the 
front of the car. He then heard three or four shots 
fired in rapid succession and saw the officer fall toward 
the pavement. He heard someone running towards him and, 
because of fear, he Jumped out. of his cab and crouched 
down beside the driver's side of the cab, so that he could 
not be seen and because he could not see auiy other place 
to hide in the area. He heard someone running and as he 
crouched down behind the cab he saw OSWALD trotting towards 
him at a point 30' or 35* east of him. OSWAID was going 
in a westerly direction. The next thing he saw was when 
he heard someone, probably OSWAID, going through some 
shrubbery in the yard of the residence looated at the 
southeast corner of Patton and Bast 10th Street. He looked 
up. from his crouched position through the windows of the 
cab auid observed OSWAID on the sidewalk headed south down 
Patton Street. OSWALD had a gun in his left hard with the • 
barrel of the gun pointed up. As OSWAID was going by the 
back of the cab, SCOGGINS observed OSWAID look back over 
his shoulder towards the police oar and mutter either "Poor 
dumb cop" or "Poor damn cop." '• 

He observed OSWAID go south on the west side of 
Patton Street for about sixty feet. He did not observe 
this man any longer as he got baok in his cab and attempted, 
by means of his cab radio, to get hold of the company dis- 
patcher and advise the dispatcher of what had happened*. 

At that time, the dispatcher was talking to another cab 
driver and it took "a little while” to get through to the 
dispatcher and tell him of the events that he had Just wit- 
nessed. He then got 'out of Ms* cab and walked to the area - 
where the officer was lying on the pavement. At 1 about this 
time, the ambulance had arrived and there was another young 
man at the scene who SCOGGINS thought was a police officer* 
This man took the officer's gun and got into SCOGGINS' oab« 
They drove around the neighborhood for four or five minutes 
looking for OSWAID. At about the time they left, he noticed 
some other officers were arriving at the scene. While they 
were looking for OSWAID, they met some officers In the area, 
not at the scene, told them what they had seen and that they 
had the officer's gun. They were returned to the scene by 
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these officers,* SCOOOINS then got back Into his cab and 
was told by his dispatcher to Immediately come to the cab ' 
company of floe. When he arrived there, he made a statement 
of what he had observed to the company supervisor. The 
company supervisor then contacted the Homicide Officer, of 
the Dallas Police Department, and asked If they wanted 
SCOOOINS to come down and make a statement. SCOGGINS was 
told he was not needed at that time but the next day he 
did go to police headquarters and gave the police officers 
a signed statement • On that same day, November 23# 19$3# 
he observed I£E HARVEY OSWAID In a line-up at the Police 
Department and definitely Identified him as the man he had 
seen on November 22, 1963, as described above. 

Photographs were taken from SCOGGINS 1 position 
^ln the cab looking towards the area where a police oar was- 
parked on East 10th Street at the same spot where the offi- 
cer's oar was parked on November 22, 1963. SCOGGINS had 
parked his cab In the same spot, as best he could recall, 
t as It was parked on the afternoon of November 22# 1963. 
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Through the cooperation of Mr BIlJj'HAWORTH, News 

Bureau Manager, Bell Helicopter Company, Port Vorth,"f exas, j 
a three -passenger helicopter was obtained to take sfcrfal photo- 
graphs of the area at Patton and East 10th Streets, Balias, 
Texas. 

The photographs were taken from an altitude of 
approximately 1000 feet with a Rolllflex Camera. A total 
of eleven photographs were taken between the hours of 2:10 
PM and 2:20 PM, on March 1$, 1964 .

The photographs reveal the Balias police car parked 
on East 10th Street in the same position as Officer J. B. 
TIPPIT's car was found after he was shot to death on ; November 
22, 1963 * The taxicab which was parked at the corner of East 

10th and Patton Streets was also parked in the same position. 

These photographs also encompass* the residence of Mrs. 
HEIEN MARKHAM, 328 East 9th Street; the washaterla, 328 East 
« 9th Street; -the residence at 400 East 10th Street; the used 

car lots at 500 and 501 East Jefferson and the parking lot at 

401 East Jefferson where USE HARVEY OSWAID's jacket was found.

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Nr. TEff'^CALLAWAY advised be Is a salesman for Morgan 
'Motors, 5125 Ross Avenue, where his telephone number Is TAylor 6-6254. 
He said he resides at 8 05 W. 8th in Dallas and that he first observed 
LEE HARVEY OSWALD on Patton Street in" Oak Clif f ,< Texas, walking 
toward Jefferson Avenue from East 10th Street. OSWALD Was walking 
away from the area where Patrolman .TIPPIT of the Dallas Police Depart- 
ment had been shot. He said OSWALD went from East 10th Street to 
Jefferson where OSWALD then walked across the corner of the lot at 
Patton and Jefferson in a westerly direction toward the Texas 
Theatre in Oak Cliff where OSWALD was arrested by the Dallas police. 

Mr. CALLAWAY pointed out the area where he first observed 
OSWALD and last saw him and photographs were made depicting this area.

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Dr. ROSE said the foregoing material might be used for 
any purpose it may serve in the investigation being conducted by 
the FBI in this case. - 

Be said he recovered three bullets from Patrolman J. D. 
TIPPIT's body and that hearsay had it that one bullet was removed 
from TIPPIT’s body while his body was at Methodist Memorial- 
Hospital in Dallas , Texas, before the body was brought to the morgue 
at Parkland Memorial Hospital. 

He noted that the numerical identification of external 
wounds which are mentioned in his autopsy reports do not necessarily 
mean the sequence of occurrence. The numbers are aifbitrary and were 
used' for identification purposes to development of the autopsy 
material might be historically and chronologically followed in 
the rdport and studies of the death of Patrolman J. D. TIPPIT. 

He also noted that the entry and exit sketch of a head 
wound on which the exit is "cross -hatched" merely indicates the 
area where the projectile was located. Dr. ROSE indicated the 
projectile did not exit. He said he removed it surgically. 

Be further advised that all projectiles were turned over 
to Detective FRANK J. CORKBRY > *ID#366 ," of the Dallas Police Depart- 
ment on November 22, 1963, after the autopsy was completed. Hie 
clothing and personal effects belonging to Patrolman TIPPIT were 
turned over to the Dallas County. Crime Laboratory at Parkland 
Memorial Hospital and Dr. ROSE advised a copy of the Crime *

R. A. DAVENPORT, and that this was the bulle.t or slug 'that 
was sent to the FBI Laboratory. 
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Dr. EARL PORREST ROSE, Dallas County Medical ,. 
Examiner, with offices at parkland Memorial Hospital, 

Telephone No. ME 1-5050, Extension 301# advised that he did the 
autopsy on the body of Officer J. D. TIPPIT, Dallas police 
Department, following his death on November 22, 1963, an ^ 
removed three slugs from his body. He stated these slugs 
were turned over to the Dallas police Department and that 
It was his belief that captain WILL FRITZ, Homicide and Robbery 
Bureau, Dallas police Department, would know the whereabouts 
of such slugs. According to Dr. ROSE, Officer TIPPIT was 
shot four times. Dr. ROSE stated that one of the slugs had 
been recovered from the body of Officer TIPPIT at Methodist 
Hospital where he had been taken prior to his being removed 
to parkland Hospital for the autopsy.

Dr. ROSE stated after contact with Detective 
CORKERY, that CORKERY had advised he had released the three 
slugs to Captain WILL FRITZ of the Homicide and Robbery Bureau 
of the Dallas police Department and that Captain FRITZ was 
endeavoring to locate these slugs in order that they could be 
made available to the Federal Bureau of Investigation. ‘

Via Wire Photo Service. Thiq was a photograph, according to Mr. 
BARKER, showing OSWALD when he was first brought to the 
Dallas Police Department by the arresting officers. Mr. 

BARKER stated their station used this photograph approximately 
ten to fifteen minutes after it was received from Associated 
Press Wire Photo Service He stated he could not furnish the 
time but that Mr. FERErttfAUFMAN of the Associated Press, J)allas,

transmitted to all stations. Mr. BARKER stated this photograph 
was shown approximately one to one and one-half hours prior to 
any film that was transmitted on KRLD Television showing 
OSWALD at the Dallas Police Department.

t annel 8j advised that LEE HARVEY OSWALD'S picture was first 
splayed on the television screen of WFAA shortly after

Mr. WALKER stated that to his recollection, 
OSWALD was brought to the Dallas Police Department at a few 
minutes after 2:00 PM on November 22, 1963. The first picture 
that was flashed on the screen of WPAA television was a still 
picture taken by Mr. FERD KAUFMAN of the Associated Press. 

He stated that Associated Press furnishes wire photos of

He stated shortly after calling the 
Dallas Police Department, a squad car bearing two officers 
interviewed the young man in the front yard of 5819 Belmont 
for a period of about 20 minutes and thereafter left the 
residence taking no apparent action against the boy.

Mrs. JOHNSON advised MARRS has since moved and that she 
does not know his current address, place of employment, or any 
background information concerning him.

News, 222 East 46th Street, New York City^afl vised that he 
has approximately 100 records containing 'neo».$“ltems which 
are cut each week and he, in turn, distributes them to 
various Radio networks throughout the country, who pay for 
this service. 


Mr. LEVY stated that the source of the news item 
which was on the records cut on February 26, 1964, was a tape 
interview with MARK LANE of the Citizens Committee of Inquiry

FOSTER advised this story was completely false and fabricated, 
apparently by some of the women in her mother's bridge club, and 
that on November 22, 1963, Mrs. FOSTER recalled she was not even 
working that day and was visiting her daughter in Waco, Texas, at 
the time of the assassination. 

FOSTER advised however that a great number of "quack" 
telephone calls in general had been received following the 
assassination and that in discussing these calls with Mrs. FOSTER'S 
mother and her various friends, they must have deduced that she had 
received this call. 

FOSTER advised she was employed on November 24, 1963, the 
day of the shoo ting of LEE HARVEY OSWALD, but she does not recall 
receiving any threatening telephone calls from Chicago or 
elsewhere to the effect that OSWALD would not get out alive.

Based on your letter, I initiated proceedings of 
Inquiry regarding the taxi owner, ERDINGER, chargt- him with 
suspicion of activities against the State. 

The inquiry conducted by me has not resulted in a 
clarification as to whether or not ERDINGER was Informed as 
early as Summer, 1963# about the possibility of an assassina- 
tion attempt on the life -of President KENNEDY by OSWAID. The 
taxi driver, ZW ANGER, in the course of his interrogation, did 
indeed describe this in detail. The accused ERDINGER, however, 
denied the allegation made against him by ZWANGER. My inquiry 
did not produce any essential facts to support the allegation 
that the accused had any contacts with OSWAID, or any connections 
with functionaries in the Soviet Occupied Zone of Germany. 

For your information I am enclosing certified copies 
of signed statements resulting from interviews of witnesses and 
of the accused.

b) With reference to the matter at hand» 

In 1950 when I acquired the house located at Hoellental 
Street 47# the house was occupied by Mr, and Mrs, ERDINGER, 
They continued to live there up to I960. I am aware that 
Mr, and Mrs. ERDINGER have communistic leanings, I am 
also convinced that after the German Communist Party was 
outlawed In 1956# they continued to be active for this 
party. -Up until 1956 Mrs. ERDINGER was the leader of the 
German Communist Party In Oarmlsch-Partenklrchen. In 
her conversations with me she made no secret of the fact 
that she Is a communist. She Invited me to make a trip 
Into the Soviet Zone of Occupation# and this Invitation 
was extended by her after the year 1956, Mrs. ERDINGER 
explained to me that I could stay in the Soviet Zone of 
Occupation for four weeks without cost. She stated that 
I would even receive some pocket money while theigfe. Mrs. 
ERDI&2ER made the same offer to my wife. However# we 
never made such a trip. 

It occurs to me that Mr. and Mrs. ERDINGER traveled to 
the Soviet Zone of Occupation after 1956. They were 
absent from Garmisch-Partenkirchen for a period of one 
to two months. Jpr'S . ERDINGER explained her absence to 
me# stating that she took part in a political school in 
the Soviet Zone of Occupation. 

Whether or not Mr. ERDINGER took part in this polfiicai 
training in the Soviet Zone of Occupation during his 
absence from Garmisoh# I can not say. At any rate he 
accompanied his wife into the Soviet Zone of Occupation. 
The trips were made in a Mercedes automobile which was 
their own. As far as I know# Mrs. ERDINGER did not have 
a driver's license. I can state positively that these 
trips into the Soviet Zone of Occupation took place up 

to the year, 1958. 

• 

I can clearly recall the following incident. After one 
trip into the Soviet Zone of Occupation by Mr. and Mrs. 
ERDINGER# my wife and I were able to determine that 
packages were unloaded from their car. The packages 
were wrapped in red paper and were about 10 to 15 cm 
in height and had basic form number DIN A-3* I presume 
therefore that they contained printed matter. There was 
a total of five package s-j These packages were loaded 
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: 'j the Bane day into an Opel car that was standing on the 
o street. I personally ©beerved that Mr, ERDIN3ER helped 
in putting the packages into the Opel oar, 

In 1957 , on a Sunday, I determined that Mr, and Mrs, 
ERDBE2ER had visitors who had arrived in a Pkw car. The 
visitors were two men who were about 40 to 45 years of _ 
age,- As these men drove away in their car, a sketch of 
a plan fell c-ut of the car. I recovered it and looked at 
it and determined that it was a sketch of the city of 
Nuremberg and in the sketch there was marked off in red 
ps- t *.-.l the area of a Kaserre (i,e, military installation). 
Therefore I turned this sketch over to a government agency. 

In bo far as I know, Mr. and Mrs, ERDINGER, since 1949 
have been engaged in the taxi aid car rental business. 

It struck m3 that Mr, ERDINGER - I correct myself - 
Mr's, ERDINGER bought a new car after her stay in the 
Soviet Zone of Occupation. Moreover, I know that Mr, 
ERDINGER had a great deal of money at his disposal. It 
has been-repor ted to me by several taxi drivers in 
Garmisih-Partenkirchsn that ERDINGER carries a great 
deal of E*oii?y on his person. These taxi drivers have 
told me that ERDINGER could hardly have obtained this ... 

money as a result of his taxi and car rental business, 

• 

In the time prior to i960 I was able to determine that 
Mr, ar-l Mrs, ERDIN2ER maintained close contact with a 
certain QRQKJL of Cfarmisch-Fartenkirchen, GROKA lived at 
Koellental Street 49. 

Meetings attended by a nnuber cf persons were held in 
the residence of Mr, and Mrs, ERDINGER at Hoellental 
Street 47 after the »®ar 1956. Persons from Garmisch- 
Partenklrcben took part in these meetings and these 
persons are known to me as members of the German Communist 
Party, In the event it is necessary I will be able to 
• furjiish the names of some of these persona. Moreover, 
there w»re some persons from Music h who participated in 
these meetings, Mrs. ERDINGER told me that once a former 
# State ^eeretary from the city of Munich had been present. 
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and she Indicated to me that this person had 
belonged to the German Communist Party before 
1956. 

My wife can furnish information as to the name 
of this man and also additional details as to the 
happenings which took place in the residence of 
Mr. and Mrs. ERDINGER in_so_far aB it is necessary. 

Mrs. ERDINGER repeatedly invited me to lists bat d'.tlie 
3 German Radio’ broadcasting from the Soviet Zone of - 

Occupation on specific days because on those partie.- 
fular days the commentary of Mr. GRONA was to be 
heard. 

As the owner of the house looated at Hoellental 
Street hi, I have had misunderstandings with Mr. - 
and Mrs. ERDINGER. As a result of th®se misunder- 
standings proceedings were initiated in the court 
in Garmlsch-Partehklrchen, all of which I have lost. 

j I declare that I do not have any personal enmity 

2 towards Mr. and Mrs. ERDINGER. My statements are

also known as ZENTA ALBRECHT, was the head of the German 
2 : Communist Party in Garmisch-Partenkirchen, This is 

j * generally known. Whether or not Mrs. ERDINGER has served 

I ' as head of the German Communist Party in Garmisoh- 

] Partenkirchen since it was outlawed, I do not know. Nor 

} do I know whether or not she has been politically active 

\ since the year 1956. 
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Regarding ANTON ERDINQER I ean furnish the following 
information: 

On the day that the President of the United States was 
murdered I was standing with my taxi at the main train 
station in Garmisch-Partenkirchen. This is also the taxi 
stand of my brother-in-law, EMIL ZWANQER, who is also a 
resident of Oarmisch-Partenkirchen, and an Independent 
taxi owner. My brother-in-law advised me of the murder 
of President KENNEDY and told me as follows: "Just Imagine, 
ERDINQER told me weeks ago that if anyone kills KENNEDY, 
it would be OSWALD." 

In response to questions: 

My' brother-in-law did not tell me that ERDINQER had said 
anything to the effect that President KENNEDY should not 
march around so freely in the southern states of the 
United States as he had done in Berlin due to the number 
of communists in that area, nor that ERDINQER had said 
anything about OSWALD killing him if he caught him. 

With regard to the exact time of my conversation with 
my brother-in-law which I have mentioned, I would like 
to state the following: I can not say with certainty 

whether £his conversation took place on the evening that 
the news of the President's murder was broadcasted over 
the radio, or whether it took place on the following day. 

I would like to .remark that at the time of the conversa- 
tion I did not have any knowledge of what occurred in 
Pallas . I do want to mention that I read the newspaper 
"Bild" on a daily basis. When I received the news of 
President KENNEDY'S assassination, there had not as yet 
appeared anything regarding it in the "Bild" newspaper. 
When I read in the newspaper the following day that OSWAID 
allegedly had shot President KENNEDY, it was no longer news 
to me, since the name OSWALD had already been mentioned to 
me by my brother-in-law. 

Since then I have wondered as to how ANTON ERDINQER Oould 
have known that OSWALD would shoot President KENNEDY . I 
have not had any discussions with other people about the 
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matter. However, I did tell a Professor residing 
in Garmisch-Partenkirchen of my conversation with 
my brother-in-law. The professor resides at Trist 
Street 29# but his name escapes me for the moment. 

I drive this Professor frequently in my taxi. 

“I would like to remark that my brother-in-law, in 
connection with the news of the murder of President 
KENNEDY, stated that Mrs. ERDIMOER would hold lectures 
at the University of Leipzig. How my brother-in-law 
had knowledge of this, I do not know. 

In response to questions: 

I do not hold any enmity towards the ERDINGER family • 

I have no further familiarity with this family. 

I have read the above statement, approved it and signed 
it.

After graduation from school I was first employed on 
the farm, and after that, in the hotel business. In 
the year 1939 I started my own taxi business in Oarmlsch. 
In 19^0 I was drafted into the infantry. My last rank 
was that of a Private First Class. In 19^3* I became 
a Russian prisoner of war and I returned to Oarmlsch 
in 19*>9* Ever since then I have been an independent 
taxi owner. 

b) With Reference to the Matter at Hand: 

I am acquainted with Anton Erdinger from Oarmlsch- 
Partenkirchen since 19^9* I also know that his wife 
was the leader of the Oerman Communist Party in this 
Oarmlsch-Partenklrchen. I do not know whether Anton 
Erdinger is also a member of this party. I also do not 
know whether Mrs . ERDINGER after the Oerman Communist 
Party was outlawed continued to be connected with the 
party . 


I 
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V I sometimes meet Anton Erdinger because we are 

both taxi drivers and during such occasions we 
discuss several things, including political 
matters . From his statements I gathered that 
Erdinger is a communist. During these discussions 
I did not fail to tell Erdinger that I am an anti 
"bommunist based on my experiences in the Soviet 
Union . 

Shortly after the visit of President Kennedy in 
Berlin, I was sitting in Erdinger' s car which was 
parked on the market place. However, I am not 
completely sure that the following discussion took 
■ place after the Berlin visit of Kennedy. However, 

I am of the opinion that it was so. This evening 
we were discussing politios and during this dis- 
cussion I stated that it could have been predicted 
that the Americans would entertain a hard foreign 
policy concerning the Cuban crisis. Either the 
communist had to retreat or there would be a war 
and I also said that they should look out because 
there is a possibility that one day both Castro and 
Ulbricht would disappear. 

In reply to this, Erdinger said the following: 

"They have so much to do in their own land and 
that Kennedy should be very careful when he comes 
to visit in the southern United States that nothing 
will happen to him and if Oswald gets hold ofhLm 
he is finished'." The name Oswald didn't mean a thing 
to me. I thought that this was a German name and 
that he was an acquaintance of Erdinger. Because of 
this I asked Erdinger who Is this Oswald. Erdinger 
said: 'well Oswald that's how he is called/ Upon 
this I asked again "Don't you know him better than 
that. What kind of a man is he?" 

Upon this Erdinger stated: "He is the one who had 
' already once shot at someone." 

I was satisfied with this statement and I have not 
attached any significance to this statement because 
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«• I was unable to imagine that it could mean any- 

thing. However, I am completely certain that 
I am not mistaken when I say that Erdlnger at 
that time already knew, the name of Oswald. 

_As soon as Oswald was mentioned as the assassin 
I immediately recalled my conversation with 
Erdinger and I started to think about how it was 
possible that Erdinger had known the name Oswald 
previously and had connected this name with a 
possible assassination of President Kennedy. I 
became convinced that one must be very careful 
when one is discussing politics with Erdinger. 

' I suspect that Erdinger has some kind of connection 
with the comraunlfct underground. 

About this discussion with Erdinger concerning 
the assassination of President Kennedy I have 
talked to Josef Weis, tailor, in Oarmisch- 
Partenkirchen, who lived on Rlffel Street, and 
with his son-in-law, Hans Ostermair, also out .of 
Garmisch-Partenkirchen. The exact time of this 
conversation with Erdinger I am able to say is the 
following: Erdinger had lost his driver's permit 

at tlie summer of 1963 because of drunken driving 
for a period of six months and this discussion 
took place shortly before his license was revoked. 

For Emphasis: 

Even though^! entertain a different political 
belief than Erdinger, I am in no way an enemy 
of his. I respect him as a man.

He stated the following after having been advised of the 
circumstances in the case . 

a) -Personal Data: 

I am a tailor by trade and run a textile store in Garmisch- 
Partenkirchen, . which I have taken over from my father. 

I have thus far never belonged to or noted preference 
for any political party. 

b) With Reference to the Matter at Hand: 

The taxi drivers Anton Erdinger and Emil Zwanger from 
Oarmlsch-Partenklrohen are well known to me. Both are 
customers of my textile store. I sometimes meet Zwanger 
at the Express Coffee House on Bahnhof Street. After 
the assassination of President Kennedy we have discussed 
the different happenings in Dallas In this cafe. As 
far as I can remember it was a short time after the 
assassination that this discussion took place In an 
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J afternoon. I have expressed at that time the 

opinion that I am very sorry about the death of 
Kennedy because I am of the opinion that Kennedy 
has done much for the free world. I have admired 
the President because of his German and Berlin 
trips. Zwanger also expressed his sorry about 
~the death of President Kennedy. 

After this Zwanger said the following: 

"You know, Erdlnger had already known this before'." 

I was very surprised about this statement made by 
Zwanger. I am unable to recall whether Zwanger 
, had told me that Erdlnger had already known the 
name of the assassin, namely Oswald. Also as far 
as I am able to recall, Zwanger did not tell me 
that Erdlnger had told him before the assassination 
of President Kennedy about such a plan. I only 
know, that Zwanger told me: "But do not speak about 
it l" 

Inasmuch as I am not Interested In political things 
I have listened to the statements of Zwanger but 
did not pursue it any further. However, I wondered 
how it would be possible for one to know of such 
things ahead of time. I do not believe that I 
was the one who advised Zwanger to tell the police. 
I, as a matter of principle, do not care about other 
people's business. As far as I know, I am not aware 
that Mr. Zwanger is a person who likes to be the 
center of attraction among other people. I am of 
the opinion that he is an entirely level-headed and 
straight-forward man. I have never observed that 
Zwanger was telling "stories" to other people in 
the Express Cafe. He would drink his oof fee or 
eat his meal and then depart. However, I did notice 
that Zwanger was called by his first name Emil by 
the manageress of the Express Cafe . I also call him 
by his first name "Emil." However, it is customary 
in the Express Cafe to call regular customers by 
their first names .

However, the transcript of my statement of yesterday with this 
correction is correct.

(1) As I have explained, I was a member of the German Communist 
Party until 1933. Af'ter the re-establishment of this party in 
1945, I did not join 'this party again.

My first wife was a member of the German Communist Party and 
she was elected to the county council as a member of this party. 
Following this she was very active in this party, in fact in an 
authoritative w ay.

east z<pne propaganda material into the Federal Republic of Germany. 

In the event it had been noticed that there have been packages 
delivered to my home and then later were carried out and loaded into

• A printing business was located in the house at Hoellentalstrasse 
47 which belongs to the owner of the house, STIEGLER, and then it 
was later leased to POITSCK and then shortly thereafter to one 
KOLB.

Ify first wife was a member of "Bertelsmann- Reading Circle." She 
did not maintain any establishment or storage place for this firm.

On the occasion of the visits to my children in Leipzig 
Mellenbach in Thueringen, my wife and I reported to the 
responsible People's police authority; we^were able to accomplish 
; these notification formalities on this occasion with dispatch. 

| On this occasion neither the People's police nor any other 
! official agencies of the Soviet Zone approached us to see if 
we were willing to smuggle propaganda material into the Federal 
• Republic with our car. 

Ve also were not commissioned by Soviet agencies to make reports 
about the unite of the American armed forces or German military 
outside of the area of Garmisch-Partenklrchen.

If 1 had had knowledge of such an event, I would have immediately 
gone to an American agency. My attitude toward President KENNEDY 
was not in the least antagonistic and I can also offer the following 
event as proof: 

At the time that President KENNEDY was murdered, I was serving a 
sentence of seven days in the jail in Garmisch. The jail inmates 
were apprised of the death of President KENNEDY through an official. 
I was then confined to a cell with other individuals. The following 
persons were confined in the cell with me: 

Hotel keeper GANZ from B^i Kehlgrub, a certain HONLEITNER, and a 
third person whose name escapes me. I told these persons about It. 

It is a shame for fhe man (TRANSLATOR'S NOTE: KENNEDY), because 

he had done so much for the Negroes and for world peace. 

At this point new EKLL ZWANGER, the taxi operator from G&rmisch- 
Partenkirchen, was confronted with the accused. His statement 
at his hearing of January 15, 1964, was read to him i n so f ar 
as it pertained to the murder of President KENNEDY. 

The taxi operator, ZWANGER, made the following statement: 

That whaf. I said before the States Attorney and the judge yesterday 
Is correct. I maintain, after I have been advised that Mr. 

ERD1NGER denies this conversation, that the statement is true. 

Today '1 had the opportunity for some time to pick out ERDI.NGER from 
among the persons being questioned. I stick by my statement.

’* We had made friends somewhat with the radio" reporter GRONA of 
Garmiech-P&rtenkircfcen and actually it was really a friendship 
between my first wife and Mrs. GRONA. 

After the divorce of my first wife in May, 1961, and after my 
first wife went to the Soviet Zone, I was never visited by 
the GRONAs and I never visited them in their home. When we meet 
on the street, only the customary greetings are exchanged. 

,'^'My step-daughter. IDA^fUERSTLE . is married to an American who 
/ goes under the name o^MAKER ‘(phonetic). She emigrated to the 
United States with this' man in 1951 or 1952 and lives in a 
suburb of New York. I do not carry on a correspondence with 
my step-daughter, IDA. I suggest that possibly there is a 
correspondence by’ letter between IDA and her brother, _FERDINANIL-~-.-.- 
^^LBRECHT, who is a police inspector with the town police in 
Garmisch. Two years ago .IDA visited with a family named VOGLER 
in Wagenblhl near Kempten. I was told this by KAJQaALBRECHT, 
a brother of IDA, who lives at either Ludwigstrasse 25 (or 23) 
in Garmisch-Partenklrchen. I learned about the visit of IDA in 
the Federal Republic o f Germany i n 1962 or 1963, in any case 
after the departure of my first wife into the Soviet Zone. In 
this connection I had heard nothing about a contemplated attempt 
on the life of President KENNEDY by OSWALD.

Other, than this I have no ties with residents of the United

After all this, I stick by my position that I had no knowledge 
of any proposed attempt on the life of President KENNEDY, and for 
this reason give no explanation for that related by Mr. 2WANGER.

ZWANGER concerning the question about the whereabouts and 
activity of my first wife that I said that she was now living 
In Leipzig and conducts lectures In the university. Ihls 
statement on my part Is Incorrect since ray wife In my opinion 
cannot hold.JLectures In the University of Leipzig because 
she does not have the benefit of the required preparatory training. 
I only made this statement. to Mr. ZWANGER because he had Inquired 
about my first wife,, and 1 desired to give him some sort of an 
answer.

* It Is, therefore, also entirely inconceivable that the statement 
attributed to me by Mr. ZWANGER could have been made by me 
without my being aware of the actual events which related to the 
assassination of President KENNEDY by OSWALD. 

Now the taxi operator JOHANN OSTERMAIER was questioned on which 
day he learned from taxi operator ZWANGER that President KENNEDY 
had been murdered by OSWALD and that the taxi operator ERDINGER 
j had spoken about this possibility earlier with ZWANGER. 

He stated: 

I still maintain that I first received the report of President 
KENNEDY'S death from Mr. ZWANGER and that he on this occasion 
made the statement that the taxi operator ERDINGER had known 
about it before it happened. * 

j With regard to this, taxi operator ZWANGER stated as follows: 

I heard the report about the death of President KENNEDY in 
the evening on the radio while I was In my home. On the 
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following morning I drove in my taxi to the railroad station 
and went into the waiting room where I met taxi operator 
OSTERMAIER. i asked him whether he had heard about KENNEDY. 
OSTERMAIER indicated he had not. Thereupon I told OSTERMAIER that 
President KENNEDY had been murdered. At the time of this 
conversation with OSTERMAIER I still did not know that the 
assassin was supposed to be a certain OSWALD. This I learned 
only one or two days later. This was the reason why I told 
OSTERMAIER about the earlier statement of taxi operator ERDINGER.

I deny that I 
have peen active in any way for the German Communist Party since 
it w&9 outlawed. In fact I have not been active 'for the German 
Communist Party since 1945 , which fact led to arguments between mp 
and my wife at the time. 

I also deny that I had knowledge of any. planned assassination before 
the assassination of President .KENNEDY took place , and I deny the 
allegation of having mentioned the name of the. future murderer of 
President KENNEDY to the witness ZWANGER. I have not had such a 
conversation with ZWANGER. 

The accused made the same statements in this 
hearing as he had in his hearing before the 
Federal Prosecutor's Office. Therefore a 
transcript of his statements made in his 
previous hearing was read to him and the 
contents thereof once again discussed with 
him. Thereafter he stated: ' 

The statements which I made before the State Prosecutor and which 
have Just been read to me, are true. Even considering the urgency 
of the matter at hand, I cannot depart from these statements simply 
because they are true. I expressly declare that my statements before 
the State Prosecutor are to be considered as an integral part of my 
statement today before the Inquiry Judge. 

I would like to add the following to the record: 

tfy present wife comes from Leipzig and has been resettled in the 
Federal Republic now for about 7 years. Her foster .parents still 
live-in Leipzig, Salzmann Street 23. The foster father of my wife 
is named WALTER ZIMMERMANN. Last '/^itumn my wife received for the 
.first time a permit to visit Leipzig and so visited her foster 
parents. I was supposed to travel with her, but declined to do so. 

I was- not able to travel into the Zone any more at all because last 
Autumn after I accidentally heard a broadcast of the German radio 
(l.a. East* German Radio) about the exploitation of the working class 
in the Federal Republic » I directed a comprehensive letter of 
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complaint to the German Radio. In this letter I bluntly asserted 
that |it is not in the Federal Republic but rather in the Zone that 
the forking class is being exploited. 

Other than this, I have no statements to make.

Becklev Street, Dallas, Texas 
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*1 On March 7, 1964, Confidential Informant Dallas T -3 
advised SA CHARLES T. BROWN that information had been received from 
a Mrs. CARNES^TIAncE , an employee of the Mobil Oil Company, Dallas, 

Texas , to the effect that Mrs. NANCE bad a friend who recently 
visited at the home of a person residing next door to the Beckley 
Street address where LEE HARVEY OSWALD resided just prior to the 
assassination of President KENNEDY. Informant stated the lady who 
live 8 in the house next door to where OSWALD lived reportedly made 
a complaint that she had trouble with JACK RUBY several times about 
parking his car in her driveway when he would visit OSWALD. 

Informant stated someone asked the lady who lived next door 
to OSWALD why she did not report the information to the FBI or the 
police and she reportedly stated she did not want to become involved 
in the matter. 

Previous Investigation in the neighborhood of 1026 N. 

Beckley Street, Dallas, the residence of LEE HARVEY OSWALD at the 
time of the assassination, failed to develop any information indi- 
cating an association between OSWALD and RUBY. The individuals in 
the neighborhood were specifically questioned concerning OSWALD'S 
activities and associates and photographs of RUBY were likewise 
exhibited and none of such Individuals contacted vas able to Identify 
RUBY as having been in that neighborhood or having associated in any 
way with OSWALD. 

The following investigation was conducted by SA s A.' RAYMOND 
SWITZER and EUGENE F. PETRAKIS: 

At Dallas, Texas 

. On March 16, 1964, the following neighbors residing on 
each side of 1026 N. Beckley Street were reinterviewed and specifically 
questioned regarding the presence of a 1961 white Oldsmobile having 
been 'parked in their respective driveway s at any time immediately 
preceding November 22, 1963. It should be noted that previous 
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investigation has developed that JACK L<^!(UBY owned a 1961 white 
Oldsmobile. All of the below-named individuals denied recalling a 
1961 Oldsmobile having been parked in their driveways at any time 
and specifically denied having any knowledge of visits by anyone 
resembling JACK L. RUBY to the rooming house at 1026 N. Beckley

On March 20, 1964, Confidential Informant Dallas T-3 
advised that in an effort to obtain further information Informant 
had learned through Mrs. CARNES NANCE that the information relating 
to alleged visits by JACK L. RUBY to 1026 N. Beckley Street wa& - 
probably gossip and that Informant had no way of further determining 
the reliability of such reports. Informant specifically requested 
that under no circumstances should Mrs. NANCE be interviewed as it 
would cause the loss of Informant's job.

Oh March 20, 1964, Miss ALICE A^TILLISON, 

JBeckley Street, was interviewed regarding the possibility that 
*JACK L. RUBY reportedly male visits to 1026 N. Beckley Street 
prior to November 22, 1963. Miss TILLISON advised she is the 
operator of a nursing home 'at 1033 N. Zangs Blvd., and that in the 
course of this employment she rarely spends any time at her listed 
residence on N. Beckley. She advised she does not recall having 
ever observed a 1961 Oldsmobile in her driveway s at any time. 
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On Kerch 2, 1964, Confidential Informant Dallas T-4 
telephonic ally advised IC JOE A. PEARCE of the Dallas Office 
that she had attended a meeting of the Oak Cliff Society of 
Fine Arts, of which she Is a member, on February 7, 1964, during 
which time she overheard Mrs. DICK LOOMIS state, "I saw Ruby 
come out-of Oswald's apartment." 

' • According to Informant, Mrs. WILLIAM HENRY (DICK) 

LOOMIS resides at >511 E. 10th Street, Dallas, Texas, telephone 
WHltehall 6-3374. Mrs. LOOMIS is the current president of the 
Oak Cliff Society of Fine Arts. 

Previous investigation has been conducted concerning 
allegations similar to the above with respect to Mrs. LOOMIS. 
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Mrs. WILLIAM HENRY (DICK J^OOMIS , ill E. 1 0th Street, l.'jJsL. 
taj.ephone Whitehall 6-3374, who also has a country address of 1$21^ ^ 
We.fct Camp Wisdom, telephone FR 1-7393, advised she is the current-i^— 
president of Oak Cliff Society of Fine Arts in Dallas, Texas. She 
attended a meeting of that group on February 7, 1964, at which time 
she made a remark that she saw a man she believed to be JACK L. 

RUBY, the convicted murderer of LEE HARVEY OSWALD, get out of a 
car with another man in the vicinity of her home in the Oak Cliff 
section of Dallas. She stated they apparently went away to some 
nearby apartment which she presumed must have been the apartment 
of LEE HARVEY OSWALD. 


Mrs. LOOMIS stated she was unable to recall her exact 
remarks at the club meeting on February 7, 1964, but recalled 
that during the meeting everyone present was talking about the 
assassination of President KENNEDY and the subsequent murder of 
LEE HARVEY OSWALD. 


Mrs • LOOMIS advised she has never known either LEE 
HARVEY OSWALD or JACK L. RUBY and was not positive of any 
connection between them. However, she stated one of the persons 
she saw getting out of a car in front of her home seemed to bear 
a marked resemblance to JACK L. RUBY. She stated she learned 
from the press, television, radio, and news media that both RUBY 
and OSWALD had' resided in Oak Cliff at one time and she had- just 
drawn her own conclusions about the alleged association. 

Mrs. LOOMIS denied making the statement at the February 7, 
1964, club meeting that "I saw Ruby come out of Oswald's apartment." 
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B. Alleged Telephone Calls to LEE HARVEY 
OSWALD and JACK L. RUBY From Chamblee, 
Georgia, on Night of November 21, 1963 
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Under date of March 5, 1964 , the Bureau advised that 
the President's Commission , by letter of March 3# 1964, had 
advised that JAMES HERBERT MARTIN, former manager for MARINA 
OSWALD, dating testimony before the Commission on February 27, 
1964, had stated he met an executive of the Dinkier Hotel 
chain «Aio related a story to MARTIN that the executive had 
learned from one of his engineers, described as a maintenance 
man In their Atlanta hotel. The maintenance man's wife re- 
portedly was or Is a long distance telephone operator, and on 
the night, of November 21, 1963, she overheard or was told that 
a man made a credit card call to LEE HARVEY OSWALD and said, 
"Proceed as planned". This mem allegedly also made another 
call to JACK RUBY and told him If anything went wrong, "He 
knew vftiat to do" . 

According to MARTIN, the executive Insisted this 
story was true and -thwt^ 4he~ reason for the maintenance man's 
wife's delay In reporting it to the FBI was ' that she be- 
lieved it to be a violation of Federal law to listen in on a 
long distance ckll. * 

Under date of March 5, 1964, the Atlanta Office 
advised that on January 28, 1964, CARLING DINKLER, owner, 

I Dinkier P: >za Hotel, Atlanta, Georgia, advised that HELEN,. 

/^HARMON y^elocal telephone operator, had told her husband, 
RALPH/^ARMON, engineer at the Dinkier Plaza Hotel, that an 
unnamed telephone operator told her that she handled a long 
distance call from Chamblee, Georgia, to Dallas, Texas, for 
LEE OSWALD and, also, another call from Chamblee, Georgia, 
to Dallas, Texas, for JACK RUBY. Both of these calls occurred 
the night before the assassination. 

' On January 28, 1964, HELEN HARMON advised that she 

had not talked to an operator but that there was a rumor 
around the telephone office that an operator had placed calls 
for LEE OSWALD and JACK RUBY on the same night from the Dog- 
wood Motel in Chamblee, Georgia. Mrs. HARMON stated she did 
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not Xnow %Aio the operator was but she had heard that the operator 
had already been interviewed by the FBI. Mrs. HARMON could not 
recall who had told her the rumor. 

“Previous investigation in this matter reflects an 
Interview with MARION^AYES * long distance telephone operator. 
Southern Bell Telephone and Telegraph Company, Atlanta, Georgia, 
with respect to the foregoing information, and the information 
furnished by MARION HAYES could not be corroborated through a 
Check of telephone records. 
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Mr. JAMBS HERBERT^MARTIN, 11611 Farrar Street/ advised that

in the spring of 1963 he worked two nights a week as a relief manager 
at tbt Skyknlght Club, 2817 Maple Avenue, Dallas, for Miss MARIE 
RUSHING. MARTIN stated about February 18, 1964, he heard that Miss 
RUSHING had hired a new manager and he dropped by the club late in 
the evening to see Miss RUSHING and to meet the new manager. Mr. 
MARTIN advised wh*a he contacted Miss RUSHING at the Skyknlght Club 
she Introduced him to some man whose name ;he does not now recall but 
identified him as an executive of the Dinkier Hotel Chain, Atlanta, 
Geotgla. Mr. MARTIN stated during the conversation the executive 
claimed that one of his engineers or maintenance men had told him 
that this perron's wife, a telephone operator, believed to be with 
the telephone in Atlanta, had handled the placing of two 

long distance calls two days before the assassination of President 
KENNEDY from some person in Atlanta. According to MARTIN, the 
executive reported these calls were made on a telephone credit card 
and the caller sounded as if he had been drinking. He related the 
caller in placing the call to , DSWALD"in Dallas told the operator 
to renw&fcer this call as it would go down in history. The operator 
allegedly overheard the caller say to 'OSlJ&ili"" proceed as planned." 
The caller then placed the second call to 'kUBY 'in Dallas and the • 
operator overheard the caller say "I told him that if anything went 
wrong you knew what to do." 

MARTIN advised he did not believe the person relating the 
information to him had personally talked with the operator but did 
insist the story was true. According to MARTIN, this person claimed 
the operator had p&t reported the matter as it was a violation for 
her to listen in cn the conversations but that she did report it to 
the FBI at Atlanta during the latter part of January, 1964. MARTIN 
claimed this was all he knew concerning this matter. 
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\ Miss MARlliXjuJSHING, part owner, _Skyknight_Club,^2817. Maple. 
Avenue 4 /advised she recalled that about February 18, 1964, JAMES H. 

~ MARTIN 1 stopped by the club late one evening and cane to the table 
where ^he was having a drink with C. E. HORNSBY, Jr., General Manager, 
Dinkier Hotel Chain, Atlanta, Georgia., She advised. she introduced 
Mr. MARTIN as MARINA OSWALD'S manager. She stated that in subsequent 
conversation she recalled that Mr. HORNSBY remarked that one of his 
employee 's wife, a telephone operator, hdjd placed two long distance 
calls for someone at Atlanta the day before the assassination of 
President KENNEDY. She stated these two cails were allegedly placed 
on a credit card and the caller made the remark on the. first call 
that the operator should remember this call as this would be a 
part of history. She advised that HORNSBY stated the firpt call was 
to "OSWALD” in Dallas and the second call was to'fcUBtf'in Dallas. She * 
advised she remembered HORNSBY stating that the caller instructed 
'^OSWALD*' to? proceed as planite^." 

Miss RUSHING stated she was under the impression that 
Mr. HORNSBY had reported these calls to the FBI at Atlanta about 
£wo week 8 prior to the date of this conversation; 
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Under date of March 6 , 1964 , the Atlanta Office advised 
that on that date CYRUS B^'tfoRNSBY, JR., 3119 Habersham Road, 
Northwest, Atlanta, Georgia, had stated that the information he 
furnished to MARIE RUSHING was received in a hearsay manner 
from RALPH* HARMON , an engineer at the DinXler Pla^a Hotel, 
Atlanta, Georgia. HORNSBY stated HARMON'S wife is a long 
distance telephone operator in Atlanta, Georgia, but did not 
maXe the calls referred to. Mr. HORNSBY stated that he had no 
firsthand information other than rumor around the DinXler Plaza 
Hotel and he never talXed to HARMON personally.

500 East Jefferson Street, Dallas, Texas, Who witnessed the 
flight of the murderer of Dallas Police Officer J. D. TIPPXT 
on November 22, 1963. On January 23, 1964, REYNOLDS was shot 
in the head by a bullet from a .22 caliber rifle and the prime 
suspect in this Better was DARRELL WAYNE GARNER. On February 23, 
19(f4, there appeared an article in the "New York Journal American" 
by Mr. BOB CONSIDINE Which stqfbed in substance that GARNER had 
been released, based in part on an alibi provided by BETTY (MOONEY) 
MAC DONALD , Who had allegedly worked as a stripper at the Carousel; 
Club and %dio had subsequently hangai herself . 
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Captain O. Ai^ONES , JForgery Bureau, Dallas Pol ice 
Department, made available the following informations '

A Polygraph examination on January 27, 1964, wras af- 
forded DARRELL WAYNE GARNER, RICKEY GARNER, EARNEST GARNER and 
AUDIE ANDERSON, and all were judged to be telling the truth and 
were released. 
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On February 3/ 1964, DARRELL WAYNE GARNER made a long 
distance telephone call to Mrs. BILLIE BLAYLOCK, Las Vegas, 
Nevada, his sister-in-law, and advised her he had shot WARREN 
REYNOLDS. 


On February 3, 1964, DARRELL GARNER was arrested on 
charge of investigation, assault to murder. GARNER admitted 
calling his sister-in-law in Las Vegas but would not state vftiat 
he said. He was drunk and belligerent at this time. On 
February 4, 1964, GARNER stated he had been bragging to his 
sister-in-law so she would think he was a big shot. He also 
stated he frequently made statements like this When he was 
drunk. 


On February 5, 1964, NANCY JANE MOONEY gave an 
affidavit substantiating GARNER'S alibi for the night of 
January 23, 1964, when the shooting occurred. She was afforded 
a Polygraph examination Which indicated she was telling the 
truth. 


On February 13, 1964, at 2:45 A.M., NANCY JANE MOONEY 
was arrested and Charged with disturbing the peace after en- 
gaging in a fight with PATSY SWOPE MOORE over the affections of 
one JIMMY WALTER KIRKPATRICK.

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On February 13, 1964, WILLIAM GRADY GOODE, 1618 Lebanon, 
furnished an affidavit in Which he stated he had known NANCY JANE 
MOONEY for about six weeks , during Which time she had attempted 
suicide on two occasions. The first attempt was by gas in her 
bathroom at 319 Windoroere, but GOODE arrived in time to revive 
her. The second attempt at suicide was made by cutting her 
wrists. MOONEY also exhibited previous scars on her wrists and 
stomach and advised GOODE she had done that to herself.

NANCY MOONEY, on February 5, 1964, advised Detective 
RAMSEY, Dallas Police Department, she had worked as a stripper 
at JACK RUBY'S place When she was very young. 

PATSY SWOPE MOORE had known NANCY MOONEY about six 
weeks prior to their fight over KIRKPATRICK and had shared 
Apartment 4 at 5400 Live Oak, Dallas, with MOONEY. Both were 
employed at Mickey's, Bar , 1402 Greenville Avenue. 

NANCY advised PATSY she had four dhildren %too 
resided with NANCY'S mother in Paris, Texas. PATSY understood 
these dhildren had been taken away from NANCY, causing her to 
be very despondent at times. NANCY also stated to PATSY that 
she had been a former striptease girl working at various bars 
of that type in Dallas , but the only one PATSY can specifically 
recall is JACK RUBY'S Carousel Club. 

Interviews with GEORGE SENATOR, RUBY'S former room- 
mate, and with present employees of the Carousel Club failed 
to identify NANCY MOONEY as a former stripper at t£e club. 

Captain* O. A. JONES rec^iVed a telephone call, date * 
unrecalled, from BOB CONSIDINE prior to CONSIDINE's article in 
the "New York Journal American" , at vfoich time CONSIDINE 
related substantially the material contained in his article and 
requested Captain JONES to comment on it.

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On March 6, 1964, at 11:45 AM, a telephone call 
was received by IC JOE A. PEARCE from a woman refusing to 
Identify herself. The caller furnished the following Information 
which she stated she wanted to bring to the attention of the 
Dallas Division of the Federal Bureau of Investigation. 

She stated that In the County Clerk's Office there 
was filed a deed transferring two tracts of land consisting 
of 112 and 32 acres of land from DEAN M. GANDY of the Grande 
Corporation to JOE A. TONAHILL. Property was given to TONAHILL 
on December 24, 1963 , but TONAHILL did not file the deed 
until March 2, 1964, at 10:00 AM. The deed came from the 
Waxahachle Abstract company, Waxahachle, Texas. 

The transfer reads from DEAN M. OANDY to JOE A,„ 
✓^ TONAHILL and JOE A. FISHER of Jas per County, Texas. 

The woman stated the deed would be filed in Volume 263, 
page number not known. 

The caller did state, however, that she was calling 
from the Records Building, Dallas. The woman evidently had 
the records in her possession at the time of the call. 


It should be noted that JOE A. TONAHILL la one of the 
defense attorneys for JACK L. RUBY, the convicted murderer of 
LEE HARVEY OSWALD.

Mr. DeMOHRENSCHILDT stated he did not know when OSWALD 
moved into the YMCA and he does not recall having seen OSWALD while 
he was at the YMCA. GEORGE and JEANNE DeMOHRENSCHILDT stated they ' 
are "almost sure" that Mrs. OSWALD stayed during this period with 
"a girl of Russian origin married to an American dentist." They 
thought this "girl" had a "simple name" but could not recall the nafre. 
A short time later when Mr. WARNER mentioned that Mrs. OSWALD had 
resided with Mr. and Mrs. GARY TAYLOR and with a Mrs. ELENA HALL 
during October, 1962, Mr. DeMOHRENSCHILDT immediately exclaimed 
that Mrs • HALL was the person to whom he had been referring, but whose 
name he had been* unable to recall. Mr. DeMOHRENSCHILDT recalled that 
at about this time (he could not recall the date) he had been In 
Fort Worth on business and had dropped in to see Mrs. OSWALD at 
, the HALLs.' residence. He stated OSWALD was not there and Mrs. 

OSWALD had not mentioned where her husband was, at least so far 
as he could recall. Mr. DeMOHRENSCHILDT remarked that OSWALD was 
"separated or fighting with his wife" at this time. 
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By letter deted March 10, 1964, the President's Commission 
requested that investigation be conducted concerning I£E HARVEY 
OSWALD'S possible attendance at a day nursery in Dallas, Texas, 
during the School Year 1944 - 1945, in an effort to obtain school 
records-snd information from individuals who recalled USE HARVEY 
( OSWALD'S personality, interests and abilities, 

♦ 

The President's Commission also advised that ROBERT OSWALD 
had testified before the President's Commission that USE HARVEY 
OSWALD had attended elementary school in BsnbrooX, Texas, during 
1946 and 1947. Zt was requested that in obtaining information 
concerning Uts HARVEY OSWALD that efforts be made to obtain in- 
formation concerning his brother, ROBERT X2E OSWALD, JR., and 
his half brother, JOHN BDHARD&XC.

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Mr. ROYDOSTschultz, 4726. Victor Street,. Dallas»_Texas, 
advised he has resided at this address £or approximately forty-five 
years, and recalls that in 1945 I£E HARVEY OSWAU) resided with his 
mother, brother and half-brother at 4801 Victor Street for a period 
of one or two years. He stated USB HARVEY OSWAU), to his recollection, 
was a young boy of five or six years of age, with whom he became 
quite familiar as X£E HARVEY made it a practice to visit his resi- 
dence on aJLmost a daily basis to play' in a sandbox in his bach yard. 

He advised LEE HARVEY generally would come to his house between 
©*00 and 7*00 AM in the morning and, on many occasions, would remain 
in his back yard all day playing in the sandbox and, on occasion, 
engage in play with other children in the neighborhood. 

He advised he is quite certain USB HARVEY OSWAU) 
attended no school of any type while residing at 4801 Victor Street, 
as he saw him too frequently about the neighborhood. 
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Mr. JAClfHCHUl/rz, 4726 Victor Street, Dallas, Texas, 
advised he has resided at this address his entire li£e and recalls 
that when he was nine or ten years old LEE HARVEY OSWALD resided 
near his residence at 4801 Victor Street. He stated that, although 
he was three or four years older than LEE HARVEY he recalls hi* 
quite well visiting his residence on almost a daily basis to play 
in his back yard. 

He Stated to the best of his recollection LEE HARVEY 
Vras prone to "run wild" in the neighborhood for a young boy of 
his age and that, to his knowledge, he attended no school of 
any type while residing in this neighborhood. 
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** Mrs. JQeKfisCHER, Fischer’s Day Nursery, 4951 Victor, 

Dallas, Texas, advised she was formerly employed by Miss Pat's 
Pre-School in Dallas, having become associated with this insti- 
tution in 1945 under its owner, Mrs. PAT REED. She stated at 
the time the school opened in 1945 it was located at the Munger 
Baptist Church located at 3919 Munger, Dallas, Texas. 

Mrs. FISCHER stated she remained at this school 
until 1948, during which time the school was moved to its 
present location at 4525 Junius Street, Dallas. She stated 
that in 1945 there were only two other nursery schools in the 
neighborhood in addition to Miss PAT's, those being the Minnie 
and Mickey Mouse Nursery School and the Mother Goose Kindergarten. 
She stated she is quite certain l&E HARVEY OSWALD did not attend 
Miss Pat's, as she has a faculty for remembering children she 
ha 8 supervised in the past, and his name is in no way familiar 
to her. 
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Mrs. leithC^^RANDON, Owner, Miss Pat's Pre-School, 

.4525 Junius Street, Dallas, Texas,' advised she purchased this 
school in December, * 1949, from Mrs. PAT PIACKARD and has operated 
it at 4525 Junius Street since that time. 

Mrs. BRANDON advised there are no records available 
prior to 1949 of children attending this pre-school, and she 
has no information that UBS HARVEY OSWALD ever attended this 
institution. 
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Mrs, PAT^LACKARD, Exch ange Bank Building, Dallas, 
Texas, advised she operated a nursery school in Dallas, Texas, 
'from 1945 until December, 1949, under the name of Miss Pat's 
Pre-School. She advised at the tine she opened the school 
its location was at the Munger Baptist Church, 3919 Munger, 
Dallas, Texas, and shortly thereafter she moved the school to 
4525 Junius, where it currently operates under the name of 
Mi. 8 8 Path's Pre-School, although she no longer has any connection 


with it. 


Mrs. PLACKARD advised she has no records available 
of children attending her pre-school in the past, but that she 
was very familiar with all of the children and their families 
who attended her pre-school, and she has no recollection what- 
soever of LEE HARVEY OSWALD having attended her pre-school.

Miss LOTTIB^VANDERPOOL, 634 North Hill Drive, Dalle S,_ 
Texas, advised she starred the Minnie and Mickey Mouse Nursery 
School* at 3926 Worth Street, Dallas, Texas, in 1942, and operated 
it herself until she sold it on January 1, 1964. She stated at 
the time she sold the school she had a number of incomplete 
records in her possession of former children who attended this 
school, but that at the time she sold the school she destroyed 
all records except those for the past three years* 

She stated she can usually remember the names of 
all children down through the years who attended her nursery 
school, and is certain LEE HARVEY OSWALD never attended this 
nursery school. 
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Mrs. R. -HTchown ING , _5327 Junius Street, Dallas, 
Texas, advised she operated the Mother Goose Kindergarten 
~in Dallas fron 1945 tc 1958, hut that all records kept by 
her during this period have been destroyed. She stated she 
operated her school as a morning kindergarten, wherein children 
would attend for only three hours, and did not conduct her in- 
stitution as a nursery school. 

She stated she is quite certain USE HARVEY OSWMJ) 

• never attended this school as his name is completely unfamiliar 
to her as a past student. 
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Mr, ROBERT OSWALD, ^009 Sierra, . Don ton, Texas,, 
brother of LEE HARVEY OSWALD, advised that he recently testi- 
fied before the President's Commission on the assassination of 
President KENNEDY, and he does not recall giving any testimony 
to the effect that ISZ HARVEY OSWALD attended a nursery school 
while their family resided in Dallas, Texas. 

OSWALD pointed out, to the best of his recollection, 
that IDE* HARVEY OSWALD did not attend any type of school until 
'the family moved to Port Worth, Texas, when LEE HARVEY commenced 
his education in the first grade at Benbrook, Texas, in early 
1946. 
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Jtc. A. R>^AR twr1ght » SR., BOX 21006 , Superintendent.,, 
of Water Department at BenbrookT Texas, furnished the following 
^informations 

He recalled that the OSWALD family lived in the house 
next door to Where the Water Department is now located. 
CARTWRIGHT was not personally acquainted with this family, but 
recalled that Mrs. OSWALD lived there and had three sons. The 
youngest son was LEE HARVEY OSWALD and he believed LEE did 
attend the first grade at BenbrooX School. 
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^Mr. R. wC^WOOD, Superintendent of BenbrooX Elementary., 
School, BenbrooX, Texas, 800 Mercedes Street, furnished the 
Tblldwing informations 

In 1945, 1946 and 1947, the BenbrooX Elementary School 
was under the jurisdiction of Tarrant County. Mr. WOOD advised 
he did not have any records dating bacX to 1945-1947. WOOD was 
not with the school at that time and was not acquainted with 
LEE HARVEY OSWALD or the OSWALD family. 

• Mr. WOOD made inquiry among the teachers at the 

BenbrooX Elementary School at this time and none of them were 
teaching in the eohool during 1945-1947. Mr. WODD believed 
that the school records for that period of time would be in the 
possession of the county Superintendent of Schools in Fort Worth. 
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JAx, OTIS R<\CARLTON, 104 Mildred Drive, BenbrooX, Texas, 
furnished the following informations 


In 1945, 1946 and 1947, he was living on San Saba Street 
in Benbrook, Texas. At that time this street was part of Route 5 
in Benbrook. He recalled that Mrs. OSWALD and her three sons 
lived in the house which is now 100 San Saba Street in BenbrooX. 

He believed they lived there for a period of six to eight months. 
Mrs. OSWALD was the owner of this property.

• On one occasion While they were living there, Mrs. 

OSWALD contacted Mr. CARLTON and asked him to come up and inspect 
her house and give her an estimate as to What she might be abie 
to sell this property for as she was planning on leaving BenbrooX. 
Mr. CARLTON told her he was a school teacher, not a real estate 
man, but she insisted on him helping her and he agreed to go up 
and look at the property. 


He did inspect the property one night and told her 
that he believed that she could sell the house and lot for 
$2,750.00. The next night Mrs. OSWALD came to the home of Mr. 
CARLTON and told him that she was going to accept his offer. 

Mr. CARLTON asked her vfcat offer she was talking about. She 
said the offer to buy her house for $2,750.00. CARLTON told her 
he had never made any such offer and that he merely told her 
that she might obtain thi 9 price When she was ready to sell it. 
She insisted that he had made her this offer and that she was 
going to held him to it and that she wanted him to buy this 
house. CARLTON, at that time, was buying some rent property 
and he finally agreed to buy the house for $2,750.00. 


During the next few weeks he was in and out of the 
OSWALD home on several occasions. One night he was in the 
living room of the OSWALD home talking to Mrs. OSWALD about the 
real estate transaction. LEE OSWALD, the youngest boy, came 
running through the kitchen door and was chasing JOHN PI^« his 
older brother. LEE OSWALD had a long butcher knife in his hand 
and he threw the knife at JOHN PIC # but missed him and it hit 
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the wall. Mrs. OSWAJD only made the remark that "they have these 
little scuffles all the time and don't worry about It.* 

CARLTON stated that the OSWALD family left BenbrooX 
sometime In- 1946 or possibly In 1947. He has not seen or had 
ai\y dealings with them since then. He did recall that LEE 
OSWALD attended the first grade at BenbrooX Sdhool because his 
daughter was teaching In the school at that time but was teaching 
the fifth and sixth grades. His daughter never had any dealings 
With LEE OSWALD. 

CARLTON stated that ROBERT OSWALD and JOHN PIC appeared 
to be boys of a little more even disposition than LEE OSWALD. 
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At 9 1 00 PM, March 17, 1964, WILLIAM JAME^fLOWERY, JR., 
4520 Bridlewood, a Communist Party member at Dallas, Texas, be^ 
ginning September 23,~'l945, to September 23, 1963, who testified 
In Washington, D. C., before the Subversive Activities Control 
Board on the latter date, advlsad that he had been contacted by 
EARJ^LIVELY, who had visited in New York City sometime during 
the first days of March, 1964. LIVELY told LCWERY that he had 
visited HERB PH1LBRICK In New York City and had obtained Informa- 
tion from someone connected with the Garrity Publishing Company 
there to the effect that NATHANIEL WEYL and his wife had said 
that they thought Mrs. MARGUERITE OSWALD, mother of LEE HARVEY . 
OSWALD, had been a communist at one time. LOWERY stated that 
WEYL, according to LIVELY, was supposedly an ex-communist who 
testified in the case involving ALGER HISS. NATHANIEL WEYL 
is the author of a book entitled, "Red Star Over Cuba," which 
wa 8 published by Devin-Adair Publishing Company and Is supposed 
to live somewhere in Florida. LOWERY described EARL LIVELY 
as an "ultra v rightist" and stated that he had never heard of 
NATHANIEIj^tfEYL during the time he was a member of the Communist 
Party in'oallas, Texas. • — • 

LOWERY said that he considers LIVELY an "ultra rightist" 
because he is a person who believes that no one in the United 
States Government can be trusted; that the communists may be 
taking over our country, and because he devotes considerable 
time to fighting communism to prevent what he thinks might be 
a communist takeover -of this country. 
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^ *~ROBERT OSWALD, 1009 Sierra, furnished the following 

information:

* On December 8, 1963, he obtained property of LEE HARVEY 

and MARINA OSWALD which was in the home of RUTH PAINE, Irving, Texas. 
Included in this property was a box which contained a two volume 
history, some Russian books, and a small American-made camera. He 
stated he had never made this camera available to authorities before 
February 24 ", 1964, becaus.e he had never been asked for it previously, 
and because he could see no evidentiary value to anyone interested 
in the assassination of President JOHN F. KENNEDY, of this cheap 
camera which belonged to LEE HARVEY OSWALD. He stated it had never 
occurred to him that anyone would be interested in the camera*. 

He advised he has no letters in his possession that LEE 
HARVEY OSWALD had written, and that the only letters he did have 
have been turned over by him to the President's Commission. 

ROBERT OSWALD made available the box which contained this 
camera, and the items it still contains, all of which were the 
property of either LEE HARVEY OSWALD or MARINA OSWALD. The first 
thirteen items are books:

ROBERT stated that at the behest of MARINA OSWALD, he 
had gone to the MICHAEL and RUTH PAINE residence in Irving, 

Texas, on "Sunday, December 8, 1963, in order to pick up certain 
property of MARINA and LEE HARVEY OSWALD. Also at the PAINE 
residence on that date were Mr. JOHN M. THORNE, attorney for 
MARINA OSWALD, and Mr. JAMES HERBERT MARTIN, business manager for 
MARINA OSWALD, as well as Mr. and Mrs. PAINE. Together these 
persons loaded into a station wagon various property vfaich be- 
longed to. MARINA OSWALD and LEE HARVEY* OSWALD. The PAINES were 
the ones Who actually designated Which was the property of the 
OSWALDS and this was the property vfoiCh was taken. ROBERT 
stated he cannot recall seeing the two books referred to above 



until THORNE, MARTIN and he arrived at the MARTIN residence 
Where MARINA OSWALD was staying at that time. Upon arrival at the 
MARTIN residence, the property Which had been picked up at the 
PAINE residence was examined by MARINA OSjWALD. At that time 
ROBERT recalls seeing these two books.

ROBERT stated that inasmuch as he could not remember

Jim Martin got this from Marina, and 
later Marina told my husband, Robert, but Marina did not 
discuss this with me.

CLARK stated Mrs. DECLAN FORD had evidently wanted to 
step up in society a bit and that may have been one of the 
reasons Why she divorced STANLEY SKOTNICKI. CLARK advised 
SKOTNICKI had met KATHERINE in Germany. He said KATHERINE FORD 
was evidently not too well educated but was very intelligent. 

He said she dressed well and was very glad to be living in the 
United States. He said he believes she is a loyal American 
citizen.

'■ MARINA was questioned concerning two thick books which she 
believes to be history books on the subject of the* United States which 
she recalled were read and studied by LEE HARVEY OSWALD. She said 
she can recall that OSWALD had two such books which she believed were 
'concerning the history of the United States. These books were written 
In English and had dark blue covers and the pages had red edges. It 
was a two volume work she believes. She can recall last seeing these 
books at tbe Magazine Street address In New Orleans. She cannot recall 
seeing them since they left New Orleans. It la her belief the books 
were owned by OSWALD prior to his trip to Russia and they were among 
other effects OSWALD left with his brother ROBERT. She can recall the 
books were In good condition. She cannot recall that OSWALD made notes 
In the books. 


MARINA was questioned as to the names under which she, 

Mr. JAMES HERBERT MARTIN^ -,. and Mr. JOHN M^TMORNE had traveled 
en route from Washington, D. C., to Dallas, Texas, following her 
testimony before the President’s Commission. She said she cannot 
now remember what name she traveled under or tbe names which MARTIN 
and THORNE used. She was asked If she could recall the name "HOBBS" 
as being the name which was used by her.

MARINA was asked If to her knowledge OSWALD had any American 
acquaintances In Russia other than persons he had met In the U. S.

MARINA stated that In the pftst two weeks she has written

She did however receive^ an answer from 
KHONTULBVA a few days ago. She wrote that theire is criticism in 
Russia of the Dallas police for not finding more than one suspect 
in the assassination of the President. GALINA said that none of 
MARINA'S friends thought that LEE HARVEY OSWALD had assassinated 
the President. 
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Xt approximately 11:30 p.m. , MARINA OSWALD was telephonically 
contacted at the home of Mr. and Mrs. DECLAN P. FORD, 14057 Brookcrest 
in Dallas, following a telephonic request from MARINA to the FBI 
Office in Dallas that Agent BOGUSLAV call her. 

MARINA stated that during the tes timothy she had given the 
President's Commission in Washington she had been shown a book 
witten in Russian entitled "The Eyes Which Inquire^?. • This book 
was writtfen’by a Bulgarian author. She was asked by- the Commission 
to .explain. why $ome letters had been cut out of this book and at the 
. time she could not explain this. She said she could now remember 
that LEE HARVEY OSWALD had cut certain letters from a book to form 
her name, MARINA “NIKOLAEVNA OSWALD. He told her he intended to. 
place the assembled name over the bell at the Elsbeth Street address. 
She asked him why he would do this because her name was spelled out 
in Russian letters. She said this was one of LEE HARVEY OSWALD'S 
pranks. Thereafter, OSWALD assembled her name in English letters; 
photographed it at his place of employment, and put it over the bell 
at the Elsbeth Street address. 

The Russian book entitled "The Eyes Which Inquire" (English 
translation) is Item No. 324 in the list of personal effects of 
MARINA and LEE HARVEY OSWALD. 
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Mrs. MARINA OSWALD was located at the residence of DECLAN P. 
FORDf 14057 Brookcrest, at which time she furnished the following 
information: 

Upon being exhibited Volume I and Volume II of "The

to LEE HARVEY OSWALD and as being the "two thick books on the history 
of the United States" which were carefully read by LEE HARVEY OSWALD 
while they were residing on Elsbeth Street in Dallas, Texas.

■Thank you BIL L./ First, for those vho don‘t know too 
.much about the background of the Fair Play for Cuba committee, 
. this is an organization that specializes primarily in 

* distributing literature and is based in New York. For the 

* several years in v/hich it has been in existence, it has 
operated principally out of the East and out of the West 
Coast and a few college campuses. Recently, however, attempts 
have been made to organize a chapter here in New Orleans. The 
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"only member cf the group to have revealed himself publicly 
so far Is 23 year-old LEE HARVEY OSWALD, Who la secretary 
for the local chapter of the Fair Play for Cuba Committee. 

He first came to public notice several days ago When he was 
arrested and convicted for disturbing the peace. The ruckus 
in Which he was involved started vhen several local Cuban 
refugees, including CARLOS BREN I ERE , Who is with us tonight, 
discovered him distributing pro-CASTRO literature on a down- 
town street. Mr. OSWALD and BREN I ERE are with us here 
tonight to give us opposing views on the Fair Play for Cuba 
Committee, and its objectives. NOw, X believe X was 
probably the first New Orleans reporter to interview Mr. 

OSWALD on his activity here since he first came into public 
view. Last Saturday, in addition to having him on my show, 
we had a very long and rambling question and answer session 
over various points of dogma and line of the Fair Play for 
Cuba Committee. Now, I'll give you a very brief digest of 
some of the principal propaganda lines. I use propaganda 
as, rather, I should say informational lines for the Fair 
Play for Cuba Committee. Number onei The principal thing 
that they insist is that CASTRO’S government today is 
completely free and independent and is not in any way 
controlled by the Soviet Onion. Another cardinal point of 
the Fair Play for Cuba Committee's propaganda is that 
Premier CASTRO was forced to seek aid from the Russians 
only because the United States Government refused to offer 
him financial aid. In following another line, X ashed Mr. 

OSWALD if he had ever or was a member of the communist * 

Party; and he said that the only organisation to Which he 
• belonged was the Fair Play for Cuba Committee. Mr. OSWALD 
; also gave me this rundown on his personal background. He. 
said that he was a native of New Orleans, had attended 
Beauregard Jr. High School and Warren Easton High School# 
had entered the U. S. Marine corps in 1956 and was 
honorably discharged in 1959. He said during previous 
interview he had lived in Fort Worth, Texas, before coming 
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"here to establish a Fair Play for Cuba chapter several 
weeXs ago. However* there were a few items apparently 
I expect that Hr. OSWALD left out of this original 
interview* which was principally Where he lived between 
1959 “and 1962. Mr. BUTLER brought some newspaper 
* clippings to my attention* and I also found some through 
an independent Investigation — Washington newspaper 
clippings to the effect that Mr. OSWALD had attempted to 
renounce his American citizenship in 1959 and become a 
Soviet citizen. There was another clipping dated 19j>2 
saying that Mr. OSWALD had returned from the Soviet 
Union with his wife and child after having lived there 
for three years. 

“ BILL Mr. OSWALD, are these correct? 

" OSWALD That is correct, yes. 

" BILL You did live in Russia for three years? 

e 

" OSWALD That is correct, and I thinX it is the fact 
that I did live for a time in the Soviet Union that 
gives me excellent, qualifications to repudiate charges 
that the Fair Play for Cuba Committee is communist 
controlled. 

" BILL Mr. BREN I ERE* perhaps you would liXe to dispute 
that point. 

" BRENIERE Well, I the name of the organization that 

. you represent here in the city because I have some — — 

. Fair Play for Cuba committee or Fair Play for Russia 
Committee? 

" OSWALD Well, that Is, of course, very provocative 
question. I donff thinX it requires an answer. 
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^ " BRENIPRE I will tell you Why. Because before the 
communists take over Cuba, Cuba was the head of the 
Latin American countries and I can show you, in Cuba 
in 1958 every 37 persons has an automobile and in 
Russia was 200 persons for one automobile. In Cuba 
was six persons for one radio, and in Russia was 20 
• persons for one radio • In Cuba was one television 
set for 18 persons and in Russia was 85 persons for 
one television set. In Cuba was one telephone for 
every 38 persons, and In Russia was one telephone 
for every 580 persons. Cuba was selling the sugar 
in the American market and was receiving from the 
United States more than $100,000,000 a year over the 
price of the world market and the United States was 
paying to Cuba that price in dollars. Right now, 

Cuba is selling the sugar to Russia j Russia is paying 
to Cuba 80 per cent in junk , machinery from Russia, 
and 20 per cent in dollars. I think that Cuba right 
now is a colony of Russia and the people Who are leaving 
Cuba every day. Who is escaping Cuba every day, they 
disagree with you that you are representing the people 
of Cuba. Maybe you are representing the colony of 
Russia here at this moment, but not the people of Cuba. 
You cannot take that responsibility. 

" OSWALD Well, in order to give a clear, concise and 
short answer to each of those, let’s say, questions, I 
would say that the facts and figures from, oh a country 
like Pakistan or Burma would even reflect more light on 
Cuba in relation to how many television sets and how 
many radios and all that. This I do not think is a 
. subject to be discussed tonight. The Fair Play for Cuba 
. Committee, as the name Implies, Is concerned primarily 
with Cuban-American relations. 

* 

" BUTLER How many people do you have in your committee 
here in Hew Orleans? 
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" OSWALD I cannot reveal that as secretary of the Fair 
Play for Cuba Committee. 


" BUTLER Is it a secret society? 

• — * 

" OSWALD Ho, Mr. BUTLER , it is not; however, it is a 
standard operating procedure for a political organization 
consisted of a political minority to safeguard the names 
and the number of its members. 

" BUTLER Well, the Republicans are in the minority. Z 
don't see them hiding their membership. 

" OSWALD The Republicans are in a — well — the 
Republicans are an established political party representing 
a great many people. They represent no radical point of 
view. They do not have a very violent and sometimes 
emotional opposition as we do. 

" BUTLER Oh, I see. Would you say then that the Fair 
Play for Cuba Committee is not a communist front 
organization? 

" OSWALD The Senate Subcommittee, Who have occupied 
themselves with investigating the Fair Play for Cuba 
Committee, have found that there is nothing to connect 
the two committees. We have been investigated from 
several points of view. That is, points of view of taxes, 
allegiance, aversion and so forth. The findings have been 
as I say, absolutely zero. 

I " BUTLER Well, I have the Senate hearings before me and I 
thinX what I have in front of me refutes precisely every 
statement that you just made. For instance. Who is the 
honorary chairman for the Fair Play for Cuba Committee? 

• " OSWALD The honorary chairman of the committee — the 
name of that person I certainly don't Xncw. 
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" BUTLER Well* let me tell you. In case you don't know 
about your own organization. 


" OSWALD No, I know about it. 

• — ^ 

" BUTLER His name is WALDO FRANK, and I'm quoting from 
the New Hasses of September, 1932. The title of his 
article is 'how I came to communism', a symposium by 
WALDO FRANK, 'Where I stand and How I got There'. Now, 
let me ask you a second question. Who is the secretary 
of the Fair Play for Cuba Committee — the national 
secretary? 

" OSWALD Well, we have a national director Who is Mr. 

V. T. LEE, Who has recently returned from Cuba and, be- 
cause of the fact that the United States Government has 
imposed restrictions on travel to Cuba, he is now under 
indictment for his traveling to Cuba. This, however, 

it is very convenient for organizations to drag 

out this or that literature purporting to show a fact 
Which has not been established in law. I have said that 
the Fair Play for Cuba Committee has definitely been 
investigated. That is very true. I have also said 
that the total result of that investigation was zero. 

That is, the Fair Play for Cuba Committee is now now 
on the Attorney General's subversive list. Any other 
material he may have is superfluous. 

" BUTLER Hr. OSWALD, if I may break in a moment, I believe 
it was mentioned that you at one time asked to renounce 
. your American citizenship and become a citizen of the 

• Soviet Union. Is that true? 

* " OSWALD Well, I don't think that has a particular import 
to this discussion. We are discussing the Cuban -American 
relations. 
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" BUTLER Well, I thlnh It has a bearing to this extent, 
Mr. OSWALD. You say apparently that Cuba Is not 
dominated by Russia and yet you apparently by your own 

past actions have an for Russia and perhaps for 

communism, although I don't Know you admit that you 
• either are a communist or have been a communist. Could 
you straighten out that point? Are you or have you been 
a communist? 


" OSWALD well, l had answered that prior to this program 
on another radio program. 


" BUTLER Are you a Marxist? 


" OSWALD Yes, I am a Marxist. 

" BUTLER What's the difference? 

" OSWALD Well, the difference Is primarily the difference 
between countries, Guinea, Yugoslavia, China or Russia, 
very very great difference, differences Which we appreciate 
by giving aid to, let's say Yugoslavia In the sum of 
$100,000,000 a year. 


"BUTLER That Is . What is the difference? 


" OSWALD The difference is as I have said, a very great 
difference. Many parties, many countries are based on 
Marxism. Many countries such as Great Britain display 
aspects and characteristics. 1 might point to the

* " BILL Gentlemen, I will have to interrupt i we will be 
* bach in a moment to continue this rather lively discussion

" BILL S. Tonight, BILL STUCKEY 3 hd I are talhlng with three 
guests, LEE H. OSWALD, Who is local secretary of the group 
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"called Fair Play for Cuba Committee , and with ED BUTLER, 
the executive director of the Znfcrmatlcn Council of the 
Americas and CARLOS BRENIERE , a Cuban refugee and 
obviously anti-CASTRC. Mr. OSWALD, as you wight imagine, 
is on the hot seat tonight; and I believe, BILL STUCKEY, 

* you have a question for him. 

" STUCKE Y Mr. OSWALD, T believe you said in reply to a 
question from Mr. BtTLER that any questions to your 
background* were extraneous to the discussion tonight.

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" BUTLER May I Interrupt Just one second? Cae of these 
two statements is wrong. The 'Washington Evening Star* 

. of October 31, 195?, Fage 1, reported that LEE HARVEY 

V-$ OSWALD, a former Marine, of 4936 Ccllingwcod Street, 

Fort**Worth, Texas, had turned in his passport at the 
• United States Embassy in Moscow on that same date and 
had said that he had applied for Soviet citizenship* 
and It eeems to me that you have renounced your American 
citizenship if y?u have turned in your passport. 

" OSWALD Well, the vAry obvious answer to that is that Z 
am bach in the United States. A person Who renounces 
his citizenship becomes legally disqualified for return 
into the United States. 

" BUTLER Right. 'Soviet authorities — this is from the 
'Washington Pest and Times Herald* of November 16, 

1959 — 'Soviet authorities had refused to grant it 
although they had informed him that he could live in 
Russia as a resident alien.' What did you do during 
the twe we‘eXs from October 31, to November 16, 1959? 

" OSWALD As I have already stated, of course, this %hole 
conversation, an 3 we d~ not have too much time, is getting 
away from the Cuban -American problem. However, I am quite 
willing to discuss myself for the remainder of this program. 
As I stated, it is very difficult for a foreigner to get 
permission tc reside in the Soviet Union. During those 
two weeks and during the date you mentioned, X was, of 
course, with the Knowledge of the American Embassy, 

\ . getting his permission. 

* * " BUTLER w*re you ever in a building at 11 CuznetsXov 

* (phonetic) Street in Moscow? 


" OSWALD CuzneL?V>v? Well, that would be probably the 
Foreign Ministry I assume. No, I was never in that place, 
as I Know Moscow, having lived there. 
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" B . SLATER Mr. BUTLER, let me Interrupt Just a minute; 

I thinK Mr. OSWALD is right to this extent. We should 
get around to the organization Which he is the head of 
here in New Orleans, the Fair Play for Cuba Committee. 

As S’practical matter, Mr. OSWALD, Knowing as I am sure 
• you do, the sentiment in America against Cuba — we, of 
course severed diplomatic relations some time ago — I 
would say CASTRO is about as unpopular as anybody in 
♦he world lr. this country. As a practical matter, What 
do you h~p? to gain through your worK? How do you hope 
to bring about what you call fair play for Cuba, Knowing 
the sentiment? 


" OSWALD The principles of the Fair Play for Cuba consist 
of restoration of diplomatic trade and tourist relations 
with Cuba. That is one of our main points. We are for 
that. I disagree that this situation regarding American- 
Cuba relations is very unpopular. We are in the minority, 
surely. We are, however, rot particularly interested in 
What Cuban exiles or rightist members of rightist 
organizations have to say. We are primarily Interested 
in the attitude of the United States Government toward 
Cuba, and in that, way we are striving to get the United 
States to adopt measures Which would be more friendly 
toward the Cuban people and the new Cuban regime in that 
country. We are not at all communist controlled regardless 
of the fact that I have the experience of living in Russia, 
regardless of the fact that we had been Investigated, re- 
gardless of any of those facts, the Fair Play for Cuba 
Committee is an independent organization not affiliated 
. with any organization; our aims and our Ideals are very 
. clear and in the best Keeping with the traditions of 
* ’ democracy.

" BRENI tre bo you agree with FIDEL CASTRO in his latter 
speech of July 26 of this year when he qualified President 
JOHN FITZGERALD KENNEDY of the United States as a ruffian 
and a thief? Do yru agree with Mr. CASTRO? 
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" OSWALD I would not agree with that particular wording. 
However, I and the Fair Play for Cuba Committee do think 
that the United States Government through certain agencies, 
namely the State Department and the CIA, has made monu- 
mental'mistakes in its relations with Cuba, mistakes 
Which are pushing Cuba into this fear of activity of, 
let's say, a very dogmatic communist country as China. 

" BILL SLATER Hr. OSWALD, would you say that When CASTRO 
first took power, would you agree that the United States 
was very friendly with CASTRO, that the people of this 
country had nothing but admiration for him, that they were 
very glad to see BATISTA thrown out? 

" OSWALD I would say that the activities of the United 
States Government in regard to BATISTA were a mani- 
festation of not so much support for FIDEL CASTRO, but 
rather withdrawing of support from BATISTA in other words, 
we stopped armaments to BATISTA. What we should have done 
was to take those armaments and drop them into the Sierre 
Haestre (phonetic) vfaere FIDEL CASTRO could have used 
them. As for probable sentiment at that time, I think at 
that time, even before the revolution, there were rumblings 
of official comment* and so forth from government officials 
against FIDEL CASTRO. 

" B. SLATER You have never been to Cuba, of course; but Why 
are the people in Cuba starving today? 

" OSWALD Well, in any country emerging from a semi-colonial 
.state and embarking upon reforms Which require a diversifi- 
cation of agriculture, you are going to have shortages; 
’after all, 80 per cent of imports into the United States 
from Cuba were two products — tobacco and sugar. Nowadays 
While Cuba is reducing its products as far as sugar cane 
goes, it is striving to grow unlimited and unheard of for 
Cuba quantities of certain vegetables such as sweet 
potatoes, lima beans, and so forth, so that they can become 
agriculturally independent! 
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" B. SLATER Gentlemen, I am going to have to Interrupt, 

Our time Is almost up. We have had three guests tonight 
on 'Conversation Carte Blanche'. BILL STUCKEY and Z 
have been talking with LEE HARVEY OSWALD, secretary of 
* the*New Orleans chapter of the Fair Play for Cuba

On August 29, 1963, Mr. WILLIAM K^TUCKEY , JTuiane — 
■University. News Service, New. Orleans, Louisiana, made 
available a transcript of a taped interview of LEE HARVEY OSWALD 
by STUCKEY Which was recorded at WDSU Radio Studios on the 
evening of**August 17, 1963. The transcript of this tape, Whidh 
has not been previously set forth completely, is set forth as 
follcvst 


"This is the first of a series of Latin Listening 
Post Interviews of persons more or less directly concerned 
with the conflict between the United States and Cuba. In 
subsequent programs, we will present talks with people vfao 
are connected with the Cuban Refugee Organisations, people 
Who are connected with President Batista and United States 
cltisens with direct stakes in the outcome of the Cuban 
Situation. Tonight we have with us a representative of 
probably the most controversial organisation connected 
with Cuba in this country. The organisation. is Pair Play 
for Cuba Committee. The person, LEE OSWALD, Secretary of 
the New Orleans Chapter for the Fair Play for Cuba 
Committee. • This organisation has long been on the Justice 
Department's black list and is a group generally considered 
to be the leading pro-Castro body in the nation. As a 
reporter of Latin American affairs in this city for several 
years new, your columnist has kept a lookout for local 
representatives of this pro-Castro group. None appeared in 
public view until this week When young LEE OSWALD was 
arrested and convicted for disturbing the peace. He was 
arrested passing out pro-Castro literature to a crowd vfaidh 
included several violently anti-Castro Cuban refugees. 

When we finally tracked Mr. OSWALD down today and asked 
him to participate in Latin Listening Post, he told us 
frankly that he would, because it may help his organisation 
to attract more members in this area. With that in mind, 
and knowing tkat Hr. OSWALD must have had to demonstrate a 
great skill in dialectics before he was entrusted with his 
present post, we now proceed on the course of random 
questioning of Mr. OSWALD. 
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"Mr. OSWALD, if I may, how long has the Fair Play 
for Cuba Committee had an organisation in New Orleans? 

"He have had members in this area for several 
months now up until about two months ago however, we - 
have not organised our members into any sort of active 
group, until as you say, we had decided to feel out 
the public, vffiat they think of our organisation, our 
aims and for that purpose we have been as you said, 
distributing literature on the street for the purpose 
of trying to attract new members and feel out the 
public. 

"Do you have any other activites other than 
4 distributing literature at the present time? 

t "Well, I assume you mean do I have any organisational 

duties myself? 

•Yes . 

"Yes, as secretary I am responsible for the keeping 
! of the records and the protection of the members' names 

so that undue publicity or attention will not be drawn 
to them, as they do not desire it. My duties are as the 
duties of a secretary of any organisation. However, our 
organisation has a president, a secretary and a treasurer* 
The duties of those people would be more or less self 
evident than those that are my duties. I do not however 
belong to any other organisations at all*

• "Are you at liberty to reveal the membership of your 

organisation? 

"No, X am not* 

"For vhat reason? 

l 
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* "Well, as secretary, I believe It Is standard 

operating procedure that our organization, consisting 
of a political minority, protect the names and 
addresses of Its members and I have every, uh, that It 
Is my duty and that Is my reason to do that. 

• "Mr. OSWALD there are many commentators in the 

journalistic field In this country that acquaint the 
Fair Play for Cuba Committee with the American 
Communist Party. What Is your feeling about this and 
are you a member of the American Communist Party? 

"Well, the Fair Play for Cuba Committee with Its 
headquarters at 799 Broadway In New York, has been in* 
vestlgated by the Senate Sub-Committees Who are occupied 
with this sort of thing. They have investigated our 
organization from the viewpoint of taxes, subversion, 
allegiance and In general. Where and how and vfoy we exist. 
They have found absolutely nothing to connect us with the 
Communist Party of the United States. In regards to your 
question e^bout Whether I, myself am a Communist, as I said 
I do not belong to any other organization. 

"I notice frpm your pamphlets, one bears the title 
of 'Rands Off Cuba*. I am curious as to vftiether this 
applies to the Soviet Union as well as to the United 
States. 

"This organization is not occupied at all with the 
problem of the Soviet Union or the problem of Inter- 
national Communism. Rands Off Cuba is the main slogan 
. of this committee. It means, it follows our first 
principle. Which has to do with non-intervention, in 
* * other words keeping your hands off a foreign state Which 

» is supported by the Constitution and so forth and so on. 

We have our own non-intervention laws, that is, What 
Bands Off Cuba means. As I say we are not occupied at 
all with the problem of the soviet Union. 
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"Does your group believe that the Castro Regime 
In Cuba Is not actually a front for a Soviet colony 
In the Western Hemisphere? 

~*"Very definitely. Castro Is an independent 
• leader of an independent country. He has ties with 
the Soviet Union with the eastern block, however I 
think It Is rather obvious as to Why and When they 
are because of the fact that we certainly don't have 
any trade with them. We are discouraging trade with 
that country, with our allies and so forth, so of 
course he has to turn to Russia. That does not mean 
however, that he is Independent upon Russia. He re- 
ceives trade from many countries, including Great 
Britain to a certain extent. France, certain other 
powers in the Western Hemisphere. He Is even trading 
with several of the more Independent African States 
so that you cannot point at Castro and say that he Is 
a Russian puppet. He Is not. He is an independent 
person. An Independent leader In his country and Z 
believe ttiat was pointed out very well during the 
October crisis When Castro very definitely said that 
although Premier Khrushchev had urged him to have 
on-slght Inspection at his rocket bases In Cuba, 
that FIDEL CASTRO refused. 

"Do you feel that the Fair Play for Cuba Committee 
would maintain its present line as far as supporting 
Premier Castro if the Soviet Union broke relations with 
the Castro Regime in Cuba? 

• 

. "We do not support the man. We do not support the 

individual. We support the idea of an independent 
* revolution in the Western Hemisphere, free from American 
intervention. We do not support, as I say, the Indi- 
vidual. If the Cuban people destroy Castro, or if he is 
otherwise proven to have betrayed his own revolution, 
that will not have any bearing upon this committee. We 
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"are a committee Who do believe that Castro has not 
so far, betrayed his country. 

"Do you believe that the Castro Regime is a 
communist regime? 

• 

"They have not, well they have said that they 
are a Marxism country, on the other hand so is Ghana, 
so is several other countries in Africa. Every country 
Which emerges from a sort of a futile state as Cuba did, 
experiments, usually in socialism, in Marxism. For that 
matter. Great Britain has socialized medicine. You 
cannot say that Castro is a communist at this time, be- 
cause he has not developed his country, his system, so 
far. He has not had the chance to become a communist. 

He is an experimenter, a person Who is trying to find 
the best way for his country. If he chooses a socialist^ 
or a marxist or a communist way of life, that is some- 
thing upon vhich only the Cuban people can pass. We do 
not have the right to pass on that. We can have our own 
opinions, naturally, but we cannot exploit that system 
and say it is a bad one, it is a threat to our existence 
and then go and try to destroy it. That would be against 
our principles of democracy. 

"As a representative of Fair Play for Cuba Committee, 
do you feel that capitalism in any form, or at least 
capitalism as we know it, has any place in the future of 
Cuba. 

' . "Well, so far the situation has developed Where they, 

. Cuba is Irrevocably lost as for as capitalism goes and 
• ’ there will never be a capitalist regime again in Cuba. 

• Cuba may go the way of Czechoslovakia , Yugoslavia or it 
may go the way to the other extreme. It may go the way 
of China, in other words, a dogmatic communist system, 
that depends on how we handle the matter here in the 
United States. 

.'^4 
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"Does the Pair Play for Cuha Committee have any 
particular position in the Cuban , or rather the 
Chinese and Russian conflict? Has it taken sides as 
opposed to china's position as convlict or as opposed 
to Russia's position? . 

• 

"Well, no, we do not believe on international 
situations of that sort. As the name implies. Fair 
play for Cuba Committee, we are occupied only with 
the one narrow point of Cuba , the problem of Cuba and 
What .it is to us. We are not occupied at all with 
the problems of the Russians or the Yugo- 

slavian Russian problems Whatsoever. 

"I have here with roe tonight, various pieces of 
literature that Mr. OSWALD has been distributing on 
street corners here in the last week. I'd like to 
read to you some of the titles. The first is a yellow 
handbill entitled Hands Off Cuba. Join the Fair Play 
for Cuba Committee in New Orleans Charter Member Branch. 
There is another pamphlet by the name of 'The Revolution 
roust be a school of unfetered thought — Fidel Castro._ 
There is still another pamphlet entitled Fidel Castro 
Denounces Bureaucracy and Sectarianism. And a fourth 
pamphlet entitled Ideology and Revolution by Jean Paul 
Sarder. I am curious about a fifth pamphlet I have, 

Mr. OSWALD. This, to roe, was the roost interesting. 

It is entitled The Crime Against Cuba by CARLOS LAMONT. 
The theme of this pamphlet is that the fact that the 
United States was committed a grave injustice When it 
. backed the Bay of Pigs Invasion in 1961. Now it has 
. probably a complete ideology here for the National 

• ’ Liberation Movement type of philosophy that we here 

* know of in the new countries. Picking among the para- 
graphs I see one here that I'd like to here Mr. OSWALD'S 
comment on and I'd like to quote, 'It is well to recall 
that the national emergency proclaimed by President 
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"TRUMAN In 1950 during the Korean War is still in 
effect in the United States and has been utilized 
constantly for the curtailment of civil liberty* • 

What is your comment about the veracity of this 
statement? 

• 

•Well, of course, that is the last paragraph 
of a very long page. That has to do with the fact 
that propaganda in the ynited States has slanted 
and shown Cuba and Castro to me to be in a very bad 
light. Now they have mentioned, the United States 
Government, has mentioned that Castro has declared 
an emergency in Cuba. He has not held elections 
for instance, because of the fact that there is* an 
emergency situation in Cuba. Now the Castro Govern- 
ment is declaring that it is doing Just vfoat this 
points out. It is doing vfoat we did in 1950 and 
you recall What happened in 1950. That was during 
the beginning of the Korean War When we felt that 
we were going to be in a very very dangerous situation. 
We adopted an emergency law vfcich restricted newspapers, 
broadcasters, radio and TV from giving any opinions# 
any comments vfoich were not already checked out by 
certain administrative Bureaus of the United States 
Government. That was under our emergency. At this 
time, Pidel Castro has his emergency. It is because 
of us and our attitude and because of the attitude of 
certain other people, certain other countries in Latin 
America, certain other countries. This is the parallel# 
the parallel Which this is talking about. An emergency 
. in our country at that time and an emergency in their 
. country at this time. 

• "Mr. OSWALD this is very interesting to me to find 

out about the restriction on newspapers in 1950 because 
X was in the newspaper business at that time and X do 
not recall seeing any such government bureau established 
in any office to tell us vtoat to print.' Exactly vtoat do 
you have reference to?

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“Well, I have reference to the obvious fact that 
during war time haphazard guesses and Information are 
not given by anyone. In regards to military 
strategical comments such as comments or leaks about 
new fronts or movements and so forth. News was con- 
• trolled at that time to that extent as it is always 
controlled during a war or a national emergency, 
always.

■ "Do you feel that news is controlled in the 

United States today regarding Cuba? 

[ "It is a self control, yes, imposed by most 

I newspapers. Of course I don’t know Whether I am 

being fair but of course I would have to point to 
the Times Picayune-States Item syndicated, since it 
is the only paper we have in New Orleans and a very 
restricted paper it is. The Fair Play for Cuba 
Committee has often approached this paper with infor- 
mation or comments and this paper has consistently 
-j refused, because of the fact that it is sympathetic 

' to the anti-Castro regime. It has systematically 

refused to print any objective matter, giving the 
other man *8 viewpoint about Cuba.

If International Trade Mart Which was filmed by WDSU-TV 

S and shown last night on the news. At that time, 2*00 
I went to the Times Picayune, informed them of our 
•demonstration. Which was very well covered by WDSU-TV 
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"and they told me at that time that due to the fact 
that they were not sympathetic to this organization 
or to the alms and Ideals of this organization that 
they would not print any Information that I gave them* 

They-did say that If I would care to write a letter to *• 

the editor they might put that in the Letter to the 
Editor Column. 

"Mr. OSWALD does It make any difference to you 
if any of the activities of the local branch of the 
Fair Play for Cuba committee benefit the communist 
Party or the goals of International communism? 

"Well, that la vfliat I believe you would term a 
loaded question. However, I will attempt to answer 
it. It Is inconsistent with my ideals to support 
communism, my personal ideals. It Is Inconsistent 
with the ideals of the Fair Play for Cuba Committee 
to support ideals of international communism. We are 
not occupied with that problem. We are occupied with 
the problem of Cuba. We do .not believe under any 
circumstances that in supporting our ideals about 
Cuba, our pro-Castro ideals, we do not believe that 
that is inconsistent with believing in democracy. 

Quite the contrary. We believe that It is a 
necessity In supporting democracy to support Fidel 
Castro and his right to make his country any way he 
wants to. Not so much the right to destroy us of our 
rights about defense. In other words, we do not feel 
that we are supporting international communism or 
communism, in supporting Fidel Castro. 

; "What other political leaders in Latin America 

. do you feel fulfill the Fair Play for Cuba committee’s 
requirements for a democratic political leader? 

"Well, you know there's a funny story about Latin 
America. It goes something like this.* Coffee, bananas, 
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"sugar and a few other products. In other words that 
refers to the so called banana countries Which llhe 
Cuba up to this time had a one crop agriculture, a 
-one crop economy and vfoere did those crops go? They 
went ~to the United States. Now the attitude of those 
, countries Who are controlled by the United States, 
Whose economy depends almost 100 per cent upon vho 
much money the United States pours into them, those 
countries can be expected to give an independent 
viewpoint on Cuba or Castro. The few countries Which 
abstained at certain international inter-American 
meetings during the last year, are those countries 
Which are big enough to support themselves. Those 
countries being only Brazil, Argentina and perhaps on 
some occasion the democratic republic of Costa Rica, 
Which is by the way, the only democratic republic in 
all of Central America. 

"What is your definition of democracy? 

"My definition, well the definition of democracy, 
that's a very good one. That's a very controversial 
viewpoint. You Xnow, it used to be very clear, but 
now i ts not. You know vhen our forefathers drew up 
the Constitution, they considered that democracy was 
creating an atmosphere of freedom of discussion of 
argument, of finding the truth. The rights, well the 
classic right of having life, liberty and the pursuit 
of happiness. In Latin America they have none of 
those rights, none of them at all. And that is my 
definition of democracy, the right to be in a minority 
and not to be suppressed. Th^ right to see for for 
• * yourself without government restrictions. Such 

* countries as Cuba and %/e are restricted from going to 
Cuba.

"I have been only to Mexico In my life, sir. I 
am not fully acquainted with Latin America personally 
but then I am net the president of this organization 
either, I am only a volunteer, a secretary of this 
local* chapter. I do not claim to be an expert on 
Latin America, but then very few people do. Certainly 
it is obvious to me, having been educated here in New 
Orleans and having beer, instilled with the ideas of 
democracy and object ivenesa , that Cuba and the right 
of Cubans to self determination is more or less self 
evident and one does not have to travel through Central 
and South America. One does not have to travel through 
these countries to see the poverty in Chile or Peru or 
the suppression of democratic liberties between the 
Samoa brothers in Nicaragua in order to draw one's 
conclusion about Cuba. 

■Does the Fair Play for Cuba committee have any 
opinion about the suppression of democratic liberties 
in Hungary in 1956 or the poverty in any of the eastern 
bloc countries today? 

■Officially no, but of course we have our own 
opinion? about such situations. We consider that 
Russian imperialism 1* a very bad thing. It was a bad 
thing in Hungary, We certainly do not support dictator- 
ship or the suppression cf any peoples anywhere, but as 
I say and as 1 must stress, we are preoccupied only 
with the problem of Cuba, officially. 

■We'll return for prrs questions after this message, 
(commercial' . 

•Hr. OSWALD you have the title of Secretary of the 
New Orleans Chapter of the Fair Play fer Cuba Committee, 
however you have Just said that you hava never been to 
Latin America except for a few ventures* into Mexico, in 
that case, Ju.ab exactly hew do you get your information 
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"concerning Latin American affaire or Latin American 
conditions? 


"Well, as I say we are preoccupied with the 
problem of Cuba. There are correspondents that 
correspond with the headquarters in New York from 
Cuba, directly from Cuba, that Is where we get the 
information about Cuba. New in regards to Latin and 
Central America, ycu d*> have your own correspondent 
there. The AP and the UP cover it very well and they 
certainly give a very clear picture of the situation in 
certain countries, Nicaragua, etc., as I mentioned, 
which have very undemocratic regimes, dictatorships, . 
and as I say these things are well known by everyone 
and they are accepted as truth. For instance, who 
will b€ able to find any official or any person who 
knows about Latin America who wrill say that Nicaragua 
does not have a dictatorship? 

"Very Interesting that you should mention 
dictatorships in Nicaragua, because we, naturally familiar 
with the place, have heard about these dictatorships for 
many many years but it is curious to me as to why no 
Nicaraguans fled to the United States last year whereas 
we had possibly 50 tr 60,000 Cubans flseing from Cuba to 
the United States. What is the Fair Play for Cuba 
Committee's official reply to this? 

"Well, a good question. Nicaraguan situation is 
considerably different from Castro's Cuba. People are 
inclined not to flee their countries unless some new 
system, new factor, enters into their lives. I roust say 
that very surely no new factors have entered into 
Nicaragua for about 300 years, in fact the people live 
exactly as they have always lived In Nicaragua. I am 
refering t.o the overwhelming majority of people In 
Nicaragua which is a futile dictatorship with 90% of the 
people engaged in agriculture. These peasants are un- 
educated. They have one of the lowest living standards 
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"in all of the western hemisphere and so because of 
the fact that no new factor, no liberating factor, 
has entered Into their lives, they remain in Nicaragua. 

Now the people Who have fled Cuba, that is an 
interesting situation. Needless to say, there are 
, classes of criminals; there are classes of people Who 
are wanted in Cuba for crimes against humanity and 
most of those people are the same people Who are in 
New Orleans and have set themselves up in stores with 
bleed money and vho engage in day to day trade with 
New Orleanians. These are the people Who would 
certainly not want to go back to Cuba and vdio would 
certainly want to flee Cuba. There are others Who 
have one reason or the other in their legitimate 
reasons, reasons of opinion for fleeing Cuba. Most 
of these people flee by legal means. They are allowed 
to leave after requesting the Cuban Government for 
exit visas. Some of these people for some reasons or 
another do not like to apply for these visas or they 
feel that they cannot get them; they flee, they flee 
Cuba in boats, they flee any way they can go and Z 
think that the opinion and the attitude of the Cuban 
Government to this is good riddance. 

"Mr. OSWALD, this is very interesting because as 
a reporter in this field, for some time I have been 
interviewing refugees now for about three years and I'd 
say that the last Batista man, officially, that X talked 
to left Cuba about 2h year3 ago and the rest of them 
I've talked to have been taxicab drivers, laborers, cane 
. cutters, and that sort of thing. I thought this revolution 
. was supposed to benefit these people. What is the Fair 
• * Play for Cuba Committee's position cn this? 

"Well, as I 8 ay there are different classes. K 
minority of these people are as I say, people v4io were 
Batista criminals and so forth. It may not be true 
that the people fleeing nowadays are completely cleansed 
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"of Batista elements , certainly some of these Batlstaites 
have been hiding or have been engaged in counter- 
revolutionary activities ever since the Bay of Pigs In- 
vasion and even before that# Just after the revolution# 
in other words they have remained underground. Un- 
, doubted ly the overwhelming majority of people during the 
last year for instance who have fled Cuba have been non- 
| Batlstaites# rather peasants class. You say the revolution 

is supposed to benefit these people. You know its very 
funny about revolutions. Revolutions require work « 

L revolutions require sacrifice# revolutions# and our own 

t included# require a certain amount of rationing# a 

certain amount of calluses# a certain amount of sacrifice, 
j Sacrificing ones own personal ideas about countries# 

I citizenship# work, indicates people Who have fled Cuba 

have not been able to adapt themselves to these new factors 
Which have entered these peoples^' lives. These people are 
the uneducated. These people are the people Who do not 
remain in Cuba to be educated by young people who are 
afraid of the alphabet. Who are afraid of these new things 
Which are occurring# vfoo are afraid that they would lose 
! something by collectivization. They were afraid that they 

would lose something by seeing their sugar crops taken 
away and in place of sugar crops# some other vegetable# 
i some other product# planted# because Cuba has always been 

a one product country# more or less. These are the people 
l Who have not been able to adapt. 

■Mr. OSWALD# you say their sugar crops. Most of the 

* Cubans I have talked to that have had anything to do with 

j’ # agriculture in the last year and a half have not owned one 

single acre of ground# they were cane cutters.

■ • "That is correct and they are the ones that are 

1 fleeing the Castro Regime. 

I 

• "That is correct sir. That is very very true and I 
am very glad you brought that point up. You know# it used 

f to be that these people worked for United Fruit Company, 
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"the American companies engaged In sugar refinery# 
oil refinery In Cuba. They worked a few months every 
year during the cane cutting or sugar refining season. 

They never owned anything# and they feel now that 
that -little bit of right# the right to work for five 
months a year has been taken away from them. They 
feel that now they have to work all year round to plant 
new crops# to make a new economy and so they feel that 
they have been robbed# they feel that they have been 
robbed of the right to do as they please because of the 
fact that the Government now depends upon its people to 
build its economy# to industrialize itself# so they 
figure they have been robbed. Khat they do not realize 
is that they have been robbed of the right to be 
exploited# robbed of the right to be cheated# robbed of 
the right of New Orleanian companies to take away What 
was rightfully theirs. Of course they have to share 
now. Everybody gets an equal portion. This is 
collectivization and this is very hard on some people. 

On people preferring the dog eat dog economy. 

e 

"What do you refer to as the dog eat dog economy? 

Is that capitalism in your definition? 

"No that is an economy vfaere the people do not 
depend on each other, they have no feelings of nationality# 
they have no feelings of culture# they have no feelings 
of any ties Whatsoever on a high level. It is every man 
for himself. That is vfoat I refer to by dog eat dog. 

"Are you familiar with the existence of a Black 
Market in Soviet Russia or in Red China, Whereas the 
majority of the populists get their food, their truck 
crops and vegetables and such from this market. Do you 
know of such a market? 

■Well I know about the fact that there is a market 
in the Soviet Union only for western apparel# and certain 
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"other items. There is no black market in the Soviet 
Union for food none Whatever. By black market, Z assume 
that you mean a situation Where food is either stolen 
or grown in one area and taken to another area and sold 
covertly, under cover. No such system exists in Russia. 

• 

"Mr. OSWALD, I am curious about your personal back- 
ground. If you could tell something about Where you 
came from, your education and your career to date, it 
would be interesting. 

"I would be very happy to. I was born in New 
Orleans in 1939. For a short length of time during my 
childhood, I lived in Texas and New York. During my 
Junior High School days, I attended Beauregard Junior 
High School. I attended that school for two years. 

Then I went to Warren Easton High School and I attended 
that school for over a year. Then my family and I moved 
to Texas Where we have piany relatives and I continued my 
schooling there. I entered the United States Marine 
Corps in £956. I spent three years in the United States 
Marine Corps, starting out as a Private, working my way 
up through the ranks to the position of Buck Sergeant 
and I served honorably, having been discharged. Then Z 
went back to work in Texas and have recently arrived in 
New Orleans with my family, with my wife and my child. 

"What particular event in your life made you decide 
that the Fair Play for Cuba committee had the correct 
answers about Cuban-United States relations? 

"Well of course, Z have only begun to notice Cuba 
• * since the Cuban Revolution, that is true of everyone, Z 

* think. Z became acquainted with it about the same time 
as everybody else, in 1960. In the beginning of I960. 

I always felt that the Cubans were being pushed into the 
Soviet blocV by American policy. I still feel that way. 
Our policy, if it had been handled differently and many 
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* others much more informed than I have said the same 
thing , if that situation had been handled differently 
we would not have the big problem of Castro's Cuba 
now, the big international political problem. Although 
-I feel that it is a jest and a right development in 
Cuba* still we could be on much friendlier relations 
with them and had the Government of the United States* 

Its Government Agencies* particularly certain covert* 
under cover agencies like the new defunct CIA. 

"New defunct? 

"Well* its leadership is now defunct. ALLEN DULLES 
is now defunct. X believe that without all that meddling* 
with a little bit different humanitarian handling of the 
situation* Cuba would not be the problem it is today. 


"Is there any particular action of the United States 
Government do you feel that pushed Castro into Soviet 
arms? 


•Well, as I say, Castro's Cuba, even after the 
revolution was still a one crop economy, basing its 
economy on sugar. When we slashed the Cuban sugar quota, 
of course we cut their throats. They had to turn to some 
other country. They had to turn to some other hemisphere 
in *4iich to sell this one product. They did so, and they 
have sold it to Russia and because of that Russian sugar 
is now down quite a bit, vfoereas ours is going up and up 
and I believe that was the big factor, the cutting of the 
sugar quota. 



•Do you think that the United States Government, 
under President EISENHOWER ever wanted to help the Castro 
Regime? Ever offered or shown any help to it? 

"True to our democratic policies, certain policies 
were adopted, very late, but adopted, but the government 
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"helped Fidel Castro While he was still in the mountains* 
that is very true. We cut off aid to Batista just before 
the revolution* just before it. That was too late. We 
had already done more harm than we could have done before. 
We were just rats leaving a sinXing ship* you see. That 
was not the thing to do. We have however* as X say* 
helped him. We have now cut off all that help. 

"There is one poin* of view %ftlch I have heard to 
the effect that Castro turned left because he could not 
get any aid for industrialization in Cuba from the United 
States. Does the Fair Play for Cuba Committee believe 
that? 

"Not entirely, no. We feel that was a factor* 
certainly. But we feel that the current of history is 
now running to that extreme, in other words countries 

emerging from domination are definitely 

adopting socialistic* ' , marxist even on 

occasion What will be in the future* communist regimes 
and communist inclinations. You see, this is something 
Which is apparently a world trend. 

"Does the Fair Play for Cuba Committee believe 
that this trend should also be copied in the United 
States? 

"No, the Fair Play for Cuba Committee is occupied 
only with the Cuban problem. I do not thinX that they 
feel that way, no. 

"ThanX you very much Mr. OSWALD. Tonight we have 
been talXing with LEE OSWALD, the Secretary of the New 
Orleans Chapter of the pro-Castro, Fair Play for Cuba 
Committee. In subsequent programs* we will present the 
comments of other leaders concerned with United States- 
Cuban conflict. Good night."

* The April 6, I960, edition of "The New York Tides** 

^newspaper contained a full-page advertisement captioned "What 
,;Is Really Happening in Cuba," placed by the Fair Play for Cuba 
'Committee (FPCC) . This advertisement announced the formation 
of the FPCC in New York City and declared the FPCC intended to 
promulgate "the truth about revolutionary Cuba" to neutralize 
the distorted American press. 

_ "The New York Times" edition of January 11, 1961, 
reported that at a hearing conducted before the United States 
Senate Internal Security Subcommittee on January 10, 1961, 

Dr. CHARLES A. SANTOS-BUCH identified himself and ROBERT TABER 
as organizers of the FPCC. He also testified he and TABER 
obtained funds from the Cuban Government which were applied 
toward the cost of the aforementioned advertisement. 

On May 16, 1963, a source advised that during the first 
two years of the FPCC's existence there was a struggle between 
Communist Party (CP) and Socialist Workers Party (SWP) elements 
to exert their power within the FPCC and thereby, influence 
FPCC policy. However, during the past year this source observed 
there has been a successful effort by FPCC leadership to 
minimize the role of these and other organizations in the FPCC 
so that tojay their Influence is negligible. 

On May 30, 1963, a second source advised that the 
National Headquarters of the FPCC is located in Room 329 at 
799 Broadway, New York City. According to this source, the 
position of National Office Director was created in the Fall of 
1962 and was filled .by VINCENT "Ted" LEE, who now formulates 
FrCC policy. This source observed LEE has followed a course of 
entertaining and accepting the cooperation of many other organi- 
zations Including the CP and the SWP when he has felt it would 
be to his personal benefit as well as the FPCC’s. However, LEE 
his indicated to this source be has no intention of permitting 
FPCC policy to be determined by any other organization. LEE 
feels the FPCC should advocate resumption of diplomatic relations 
between Cuba and the United Sta’tes and support the right of 
Cubans to manage their revolution without interference from 

other nations, but not support the Cuban revolution per se.

"Ifre Blade," Toledo, Ohio, dated April 23, 1964, 
contained an article captioned, "Assassination Facts Hidden, 
Meeting Told? This article stated that MARK LANE, a New 
York Attorney, is chairman of the recently formed Citizens' 
Committee of Inquiry which is conducting an independent . 
investigation into the assassination, and spoke before a ‘ 
group of more than 200 at the University of Toledo the v 
previous evening. ...... 

The article quoted IANE as saying that the three 
agencies investigating President KENNEDY'S assassination 
for the Warren Commission are checking their ovm failures *. 
and thus have a vested interest in not permitting all the 
facts to be known. Shortcomings in the security measures 
taken by the Dallas police, the Federal Bureau of Investigalon, 
and the Secret Service permitted the assassination. Hr, LANE 
charged, and yet these are the only agencies being used to 
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gpther facts for the commission* He stated that the Warren 
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^mmisslon "probably will never know all the facts because 






of Its mode of Investigation. The article also stated that 
LANE Indicated that in several instances the evidence has been^ 
changed to fit the theory that LEE HARVEY OSWALD was the 
killer. . 
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The following summary of the remarks of MARK 
LANE was obtained from a taped recording of the meeting 
in the Snyder Memorial Building, University of Toledo,. 3 .^ 
Toledo, Ohio, on April 22, 1964: • 


There was no pause from the time the last shot 
was fired five months ago until the prosecuting authorities 
loudly proclaimed LEE HARVEY OSWALD the assassin of ; 

President KENNEDY. There was no credible case against him 
when he was arrested and there is no credible case agains.t ‘ 
him today. v 


The most widely distributed picture of the last 
decade in the United States ’is that which appeared on the 
cover of 'Lif^' magazine showing LEE HARVEY OSWALD holding 
the alleged murder weapons, both the rifle and pistol. * ^ _ 

According to the FBI, OSWALD purchased the pistol in - 

September, 1963* but according to^Llfd' magazine the 
picture was taken ii March or April, 1963* The photo shows 
the rifle held by OSWALD to have a straight stock, with no 
indentations whereas a photo of the murder weapon held by a 
Dallas policeman shows an indentation in the stock, which 
indicates it is a different weapon. Other photos which \. 
are claimed to be of OSWALD holding the alleged murder 
weapon show a rifle without a telescopic sight, while others 
show an entirely different rifle. 


An affidavit taken from the officer Who found 
the alleged murder weapon indicated that the rifle which he 
found on the sixth floor of the Book Depository Building at 
1:22 PM was a German Mauser, 7*65 millimeters, and when the 
prosecutor, Mr, WADE, issued his first statement shortly after 
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OSWALD was arrested he stated the weapon was a German ; 

Mauser, 7.65 mm. On the following day the FBI released ^ 

a’Veport that OSYfAID had purchased an Italian carbine, 6.5 
millimeters In March, 1963. Immediately Y/ADE announced that 
a miracle had taken place, the rifle had been transferred 
both in nationality and size, and by afternoon of November 23 - 

the rifle found on the sixth floor of the Book Depository 
Building had become an Italian carbine, 6.5 mill ime ters . ► ^ 

Italian carbines have engraved on them in Italian Just what ? 

they are and the fact they are 6.5 millimeters. How an 
officer could pick up such a weapon and swear he had found ■ 

a German Mauser of a different size is Just another one •. . 
of the many unanswered questions in this case. 

Part of the evidence against OSWALD was that he / 
left the scene in a bus and then took a taxi which was -v. / * 

driven by DARRELL CLICK. Personnel records of the City 
Transportation Company, which controls all taxis in Dallas, . 
show there never has been a man by this name who has ever . 
driven a taxi in Dallas. Yfhen confronted with this 
information, Mr. WADE stated there must have been a typographical 
error, the driver's name was actually WILLIAM WHALEY. , 

It was announced by the Dallas Chief of Police 
on November 23 that partfTin tests had been completed and 
proved beyond a doubt that OSWALD was the assassin* A 
positive response to paradn cannot prove anything; however, 
a negative response can prove that ore has not fired a 
weapon. A copy of the original paradn report made by 
the Dallas Criminal Laboratory shows there were no nitrates 
found on OSWALD'S face, if this proves anything it proves 
that he was not the assassin. 

A classic example' of misuse of evidence is 
provided when there is a secret proceeding such as that 
going on in Washington now, denying the accused the right to ’ 
counsel, or an attorney to cross-examine witnesses, to examine 
evidence, and to present witnesses of his own.

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The Dallas prosecutors claimed an iron-clad '•.'- i 444 
case against OSWALD in the murder of Officer TIPPH , yet 
there was only one witness, and this witness told me that ' * 
the man she saw was short, stocky and had bushy hair, whereas 
the description of OSWALD put out by the Dallas police on . - 
the day of the assassination said he was 5'9" or 5*10", . 
slender, with blond hair, thinning and receding. She :4;444*: 
also said he was wearing a light grey Jacket; however, 
when he was last seen at the Book Depository Building, ' : -vA- : >-r 
OSWALD was wea ring a brovm shirt with no Jacket, and when 
he was arrested he was wearing a brown shirt and no Jacket, 

A man by the name of WARREN REYNOLDS did not see ,. v 
the actual murder of Patrolman TIPPIT, but likely saw . 
the man who killed him. He ‘heard the shots and saw a 
man in a light grey Jacket running down the street. Mr,- ••• V-V-, 
REYNOLDS who has not been mentioned by the press, some 10 or 
11 weeks ago was shot through the head while locking his 
store at midnight. He has lost his speech, but it is 
hoped he will recover. This has not been mentioned by the 
press. A suspect was arrested and charged with the murder * 
of REYNOLDS* however, he claimed to be with his girl friend. 
She swore that he was with her and he was released, and has 
disappeared from Dallas. This girl, who was formerly employed 
as a strip tease artist at JACK RUBY'S night club, was 
arrested two nights later, and the same night she arrived* 
at the Dallas police station she hung herself to death. 

This aspect of the case is well known abroad, but it almost 
totally unknown in the United States, 
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The most consistent thing about this case has 
been the devotion by the Fi3I and the Dallas police to the 
theory that OSWALD was the assassin and acted alone, 

Although the assassin was lenown to be in the general area 
where the President was shot there were no roadblocks set up* %?' 
and no trains or buses or planes leaving DALLAS were • *

throat was an entrance wound. It is remarkable that for 'v^-vVA-. 
more than a month no agent of the Secret Service or the 
FBI or any other investigative agency ever talked to any ~ 
of the physicians who worked on the President. Investigating 
authorities vtere faced with the dilemma of how KEHNEEY was 
shot from the front from the back. The evidence was then • 
changed. The Presidents body was sent to Bethesda Hospital, 
where an autopsy, shrouded in secrecy, was conducted by military 
physicians. A month later two Secret Service agents went 
to Parkland Memorial Hospital, not to question them, but to 
tell them that every physician there was wrong, that President 
KENNEDY was shot from the back, and a bone fragment exited 
from the throat. The agents, at the end of the conference, 
were able to announce the doctors had all confessed they 
were wrong. The wound was an exit wound. 

Dr. PERRY has stated that there are many more medical 
aspects of the case which he would like to discuss, but is 
not allowed to do so, but if one believes the wound in . 

the throat is an exit wound that certainly ties up the • 
case nicely for the FBI.

ever taken tp protect the life of the President during 
this trip to Dallas because of previous incidents and the 
atmosphere which prevailed there. 

Through these precautions the FBI knew that 
LEE HARVEY OSWALD worked in the Texas Book Depository 
Building, at the very point where the President’s car 
would be at its slowest and thus constitute the greatest 
danger. They knew that he had purchased a rifle in March; 
had defected to the Soviet Union; had renounced his 
United States citizenship; had married a Russian national; 
had received an undesirable discharge from the U. S. Karine 
Corps; had returned from Russia; and had begun organizing 
a Fair Play for Cuba Co^nnlttee chapter in New Orleans. Why 3* 
then was he able to walk into the building, carrying a 
rifle in the midst of the greatest precautions ever taken Y,*. 
in our country? Every person who had publicly spoken out for . 
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school integration in Dallao schools was followed as a 
potential assassin from early that morning until after 
the assassination, all except LEE HARVEY OSWALD* 
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Other discrepancies have appeared in statements 
about where OSWALD allegedly boarded the bus and the visit 
he was supposed to have made home to get the Jacket, which :tr^‘ 
he did not have when apprehended.

I have the greatest respect for the Chief ' 7 V;,

Another resolution accepted as a modus vivendi the 
suggestion of the Field Representative of the "National 
Committee to Abolish the HUAC" (NCAHUAC ) namely that local 
abolition committees may Identify and co-ordinate their 
efforts as closely as they desire with NCAHUAC, still 
maintaining their autonomy for as flexible and independent 
a program as possible.

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She recalled Mrs. OSWALD was unable to speak English and 
when she brought the shirts to the cleaners, Mrs. OSWALD 
would have her address written on a small piece of paper 
which she would give to CLARK , along with the shirts.

HOTEL ACCOMMODATIONS OF LEE 
HARVEY OSWALD IN MEXICO CITY 

On November 26, 1963, a confidential source, who 
has furnished reliable information in the past, advised that, 
following a check of the registration records of numerous 
middle and lower class hotels in the downtown area of 
Mexico City (also known as Mexico, D. F., the "D. F. M 
referring to "Distrito Federal" - Federal District), he had 
ascertained that on September 27, 1963, LEE HARVEY OSWAli) 
had registered at the Hotel de^Gomercio, located at Calle 
(Street) Bernardino de Sahagun No. 19 and approximately 
eight blocks from the commercial heart of the Mexican capital. 
The records disclosed that OSWALD was registered as the 
occupant of room No. 18 until October 1, 1963, and was deleted 
from the hotel guest list on October 2, 1963. 

According to source, there were only three employees 
at the hotel, and some of them were able to recognize OSWALD'S 
photograph a^ having been a guest at that establishment but 
could recall virtually no information concerning the circum- 
stances relating thereto.

INTERVIEW OF MANAGER AND 
OTHER PERSONNEL AT HOTEL

GUILLERMO GARCIA LUNA advised on March 3, 1964, 
that he is the owner and manager of the Hotel del Comercio, 
which is located approximately five blocks north of the 
main east-west thoroughfare of Mexico, Paseo de la Reforma, 
and two blocks east of the principal north-south artery, 
Avenida Insurgentes. He explained that his hotel caters to 
commercial travelers, most of whom are Mexican citizens; 
that it has a total of thirty rooms, most of which are 
equipped with a private bath; that for a single room the 
minimum rate, without bath, is 13.00 pesos ($1,04 U.S.) 
and the maximum, with bath, is 20.00 pesos ($1.60 U.S.). 

He added that the hotel is in the heart of the area of many 
of the bus terminals in Mexico City and also is only a few 
blocks from the passenger railroad station. 


GARCIA LUNA furnished the following observations 
concerning the stay of LEE HARVEY OSWALD at the Hotel del 
Comercio. He received OSWALD and caused him to sign the 
hotel registration book, which is utilized in place of 
registration cards. He believed OSWALD'S arrival had occurred 
between 10:00 and 11:00 a.m. The guest makes the initial 
entry in the registration book with data which Includes his 
name, place of origin, occupation, and nationality; thereafter, 
so long as the guest remains at the hotel, his name and 
Identifying data are transferred to the registration book 
page for the current date, after he has made payment in 
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advance for his room for the ensuihg night* Inasmuch as 
payment is made in advance, no effort is made to obtain an 
fxact home address from the registrant. 

The hotel has four floors, and 03Y/ALD was assigned 
room No. 18 (with bath) on the third floor at a daily rate 
of 16.00 pesos ($1.28 U.3,> The rooms on the latter floor 
are numbered from 1C through 23. The hotel registration book 
reflects that OSWALD paid for his room on October 1, 1963, 
which, according to GARCIA LUNA, indicates he was entitled 
to and probably slept at the hotel the night of October 1«2, 
1963, and departed therefrom during the day of October 2, 

' 1963, GARCIA LUNA stated he could not recall the circumstances 
of OSWALD'S departure nor the hour thereof, but merely was 
judging normal procedure on the basis of information in his 
record. 


GARCIA LUNA advised that he speaks a few words of 
English and received the impression that OSWALD neither spoke 
nor understood any Spanish. He had not observed OSWALD in 
the hotel during the day nor had he ever seen him accompanied 
by any individual or individuals. He recalled that OSWALD 
had been carrying a medium-size, brown handbag, which he 
believed had a zipper and was either of Naugahyde or canvas 
material. He did not remember that OSWALD had ever worn ft 
coat and believed he usually appeared in a short-sleeved 

shirt of a knit variety. 

% 

Inquiry was made of GARCIA LUNA as to other personnel 
at the hotel who might recall OSWALD on the basis of having 
any reason to notice or contact him, and he stated that those 
persons would be his assistant, SEBASTIAN PEREZ, and the 
maid who cleans the rooms on the upper two floors, MATILDE 
GARNICA, 

GARCIA LUNA stated that he was acquainted with a 
few of the guests who were at the hotel during the same period 
as OSY/ALD but did not have home addresses for any of them. 

He mentioned that several of the guests of that period are 
commercial travelers and return to the hotel from time to time. 
He agreed to advise the confidential source in the event any 
of those guests should return to the hotel. 
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MATILDE G ARNICA, maid at the Hotel del Comercio, 
Advised on March 3, 1964, that she recognized the photographs 
4 >f OSWALD as being of the young American who had occupied 
iroom No. 18 for almost a week during the latter part of last 
year. She explained that she handles the daily housekeeping 
duties for the third and fourth floors of the hotel, comprising 
rooms numbered 18 through 30, and ordinarily arrives at work 
between 9:00 a.m. and 10:00 a.m., leaving at 9:00 p.m., upon 
completion of her working day. 

Mrs. GARNICA related that she clearly recalls 
OSWALD, as few Americans stay at the hotel, and was somewhat 
intrigued by his presence there. He had very few personal 
effects, which he carried in what she described as a "small, 
brown, zippered handbag," which was either of canvas or 
imitation leather material. She did not believe she had seen 
OSWALD in the hotel on more than two occasions, the day of 
his arrival and the following Saturday as he still was in his 
room when she checked to determine which rooms were available 
for cleaning. She remembered that when she saw him in the 
room on the Saturday morning in question he said "good 
morning" to her in English, and a short time later left the 
hotel • 

She never saw him with any other person and had no 
conversation with him, having received the impression that 
he neither spoke nor understood Spanish. > 

SEBASTIAN PEREZ HERN ANDEZ , desk clerk and assistant 
to the owner of the Hotel del Comercio, advised on March 10, 
1964, that he had not conversed with OSWALD but remembered 
him clearly inasmuch as very few Americans have stayed at 
the hotel. To the best of his recollection, OSWALD left the 
hotel each morning and did not return until evening, possibly 
after PEREZ HERNANDEZ had completed his working day and left 
the hotel. He stated OSWALD was alone whenever he noticed 
him at the hotel and usually wore a knit, short-sleeved sport 
shirt and no coat or Jacket. 

PEREZ HERNANDEZ advised that since OSWALD paid his 
rent in advance for the night of October 1, 1963, there would 
have been little reason for contact with him on the presumed 
date of his departure, October 2, 1963, and he was unable to 
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remember any details in this connection* 

v 

V On the basis of information that OSWALD probably 

,left Mexico City by bus on the morning of October 2. 1963, 
PEREZ HERNANDEZ was reinterviewed on April 10, 1964, and he 
stated it had not occurred to him previously but it was 
possible that the night watchman, who remains at the 
reception desk during the night, might have been aware of 
OSWALD'S departure from the hotel* He identified the watchman 
as PEDRO RODRIGUEZ and stated he could be located at the 
hotel after 9:00 p.m. or during the early morning hours. 

On April 18, 1964, PEDRO^DRIGUEZCEDESMA advised 
that he resides at Santa Clara, State of Mexico, and for 
many years has been the night watchman at the Hotel del 
Comercio, his working hours being from 9:00 p.m. to 9:00 a.m. 
He explained, however, that he often is able to leave the 
hotel by 8:00 a.m. or earlier if the owner and manager, 
GUILLERMO GARCIA LUNA, has arrived to relieve him and handle 
reception duties. With respect to LEE HARVEY OSWALD'S stay 
at the hotel he furnished the following information. 

He clearly recalls the young American whom he 
later Identified in his mind as OSWALD and remembers that 
on the date of the latter's departure from the hotel and on 
the basis of sign language and the word "taxi,*' which be 
interpreted to Indicate that OSWALD wanted a taxicab, 

RODRIGUEZ walked around the corner from the hotel to Orozco 
y Berra and Bernal Diaz Streets where he obtained a taxicab 
which had Just left a passenger at the "Estrella Blanca"-. 
("White Star") bus terminal. He stated definitely that he 
did not know the taxi driver and had not known or discussed 
with the driver or OSWALD the latter's intended destination. 

He said OSWALD carried his own luggage downstairs and waited 
in front of the hotel with the luggage until RODRIGUEZ 
returned with the taxicab. 

He believed OSWALD left the hotel between 6:30 and 
7:00 a.m., since it was getting light when he went in search 
of the taxicab. He could not be more precise concerning the 
time. He believed that OSWALD gave him a small tip of one 
or two pesos ($.08 or $.16 U.S.) for his assistance in 
calling a taxi. RODRIGUEZ commented that while he had little 
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, difficulty obtaining a taxi at the early hour, it becomes 
\very difficult to secure taxi transportation between 7:30 
v'and 8j30 a.m. because of the heavy traffic at that time. 

RODRIGUEZ related that to the best of his recol- 
lection OSWALD always arrived at the hotel late at night, 
’•midnight or thereafter,” but he never noticed any indication 
that 05Y/ALD had been drinking. He never observed OSWALD in 
the company of any person and did not recall hio ever using 
the only telephone at the hotel, which is located at the 
reception desk. 

With the exception of the morning of his departure 
from the hotel, RODRIGUEZ believed that OSY/ALD never left 
the hotel in the mornings prior to the former's completion 
of his work shift and leaving, which would have been between 
8t00 and 9:00 a.m. 

On April 22, 1964, Inquiry was made of GUILLERMO 
GARCIA LUNA with respect to the reliability of his watchman, 
PEDRO RODRIGUEZ LEDESMA, and he stated RODRIGUEZ is "humble 
but very serious, deeply religious, a family man, and highly 
reliable.” He commented that he did not believe RODRIGUEZ 
would fabricate or misrepresent Information in any way. 

OTHER INQUIRIES IN THE AREA OF 
THE HOTEL DEL COMERCIO, TAXI 
STANDS, AND BUS TERMINALS 


... ^On March 4 and again on April 10, 1964, DOLORES 

-RAMIREZ DE'BAQREIRO advised that she is the owner, manager, 
and sometimes cook at the small restaurant on Calle Bernardino 
de Sahagun (no number) immediately adjacent to the Hotel del 
Comercio. She explained that there is no commercial 
connection between the hotel and her restaurant, but because 
of its proximity many hotel guests eat some meals at the 
restaurant • 

Upon viewing photographs of OSWALD, Mrs. BARREIRO 
affirmed that she remembered him as a young American who had 
eaten several meals at the restaurant in the late afternoon 
over a period of approximately one week. She said he appeared 
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at the restaurant after the noon rush hour or some tine 
after 2:00 p.m., always alone, and ordered his food by 
.^pointing on the menu, apparently with some consideration 
<of costs. He always ate the soup of the day, rice, and 
^either meat or eggs, but always rejected dessert and coffee. 
She thought this unusual, as the dessert and coffee ordinarily 
are included in the price of the daily lunch, but he did not 
appear to understand this and always waved the waitress away 
if she tried to serve those items. She recalled that be 
also rejected any efforts to sell him soft drinks, which 
she described as an important income item in her business. 

She estimated that 03Y/ALD spent from five to six pesos 
($.40 to $.48 U.S.) for his meals. She had assumed he was 
a guest at the hotel but never observed him contact or talk 
to anyone while at the restaurant. 

The information recorded hereinafter was furnished 
by a second confidential source, who has provided reliable 
information in the past, on March 24, 1964. 

In the area of the Hotel del Oojnercio at Calle 
Bernardino de Sahagun Ho. 19, it was observed that this 
street is only one block long and has very little business 
or other activity. A photograph of subject was displayed 
to GU I LLERMO ♦CAilARGO , the owner and operator of a parking 
lot located directly in front of the Hotel del Comercio, and 
to RAMON RICO, who operates a cigarette and candy stand at 
the entrance to the parking lot, without any identification 
by those individuals. / 

On that same street, a photograph of OSV/AID was 
displayed to the automobile watchman, JESUS""TRTGO, who was 
unable to recognize OSWALD. A restaurant without a name 
is located at the corner of Bernardino de Sahagun Street 
and San Cosme, and the cashier of that establishment was 
unable to recognize a photograph of OSWALD. 

A careful check was made in the area of the 
Transportes Frontera bus line, as well as the A.D.O. 

(Autobuses del Oriente - Autobuses of the East) bus line, 
which is next door, in an effort to locate any individual 
who might have furnished transportation to Nuevo Laredo, 
Tamaulipas, Mexico, to OSWALD between October 1 and 2, 1963. 
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Immediately in front of the A»b*0. bus terminal 
v ls a taxi stand which maintains permanent service in that 
locality for that terminal and also the Transportes Frontera 
terminal. The number of the taxi stand is 119 and one of 
the drivers and owner. of all the taxis operated there is 
JOSE-EUNA^ABRERA , who operates a 1953 Ford with Federal A ■ 
District'taxi license plates 33-64. He was certain that 
neither he nor any of the other drivers at that stand would 
have provided transportation to OSWALD to Nuevo Laredo, 
inasmuch as they rarely accept fares outside of Mexico City. 

He stated, however, if a North American should request 
transportation outside the city, they normally would refer 
him to their colleaguer^JESUS^BC* PINCUINO, " who is the 
only one of their group who speaks English, -j , , , 

The foregoing individual was interviewed and shown 
a photograph of OSWALD. He stated he had not made any trips 
outside the city in October, 1963, and was unable to Identify 
the photograph of OSWALD as anyone who had utilized his 
services as a taxi driver. 

OSWALD*s photograph was displayed to all the drivers 
at the above-mentioned taxi stand without locating any of 
them who could identify OSWALD as having been a passenger in 
their respective taxi cabs. 

It was determined that a t.axi stand operates from 
in front of tjie bus terminal of the "Autobuses Blancos Flecha 
Roja" ("Red Arrow White Buses") on Heroes Ferrocarrileros 
Street, where the dispatcher is MANUEDsYARGAS . A photograph 
of OSWALD was shown to VARGAS, as well as to the other .*■••• 
chauffeurs who operate from that stand, four or five in number, 
without locating anyon^who recognized OSWALD as having been 
a passenger. FERNAND^" ORTIZ advised that he is the only 
driver at that stand who speaks English and usually handles 
English speaking fares for persons who leave the bus terminal 
in search of a taxi to transport them to a hotel. He stated 
that he and other drivers would be perfectly willing to make 
a special trip to Laredo but had not done so in the month of 
October, 1963. He stated he could not recognize the photo- 
graph of OSWALD but did comment it looked something like 
photographs he had seen of OSWALD in the newspapers. 
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v . . V In the area of the above-mentioned bus terminal, 
NICOLAS MARTINEZ, who operates a newsstand; the personnel 
oif the "Museo" gasoline station, which is located immediately 
adjacent to the- bus terminal; and the owner and manager of 
the Hotel "Museo, " OBDULIO^ANTON, as well as several employees 
and his nephew, MANOLOtANTON^ were unable to recognize a 
photograph of OSWALD. ' A lso in the area of the bus terminal 
the shoeshine boy, FELIPE^GARCIA, as well as the candy salesman* 
ISABE L 'PAL MAS f and the policeman who is stationed outside the 
bus terminal and has Badge No. 1128, were unable to recognize 
a photograph of OSWALD or furnish any information concerning 
him. 

In the area of the Mexico City railroad station 
(located a few blocks from the Hotel del Comercio), it was 
determined that a taxi stand operates under the direction 
of Mr, v ARCINIEGA and Mr, DIAZ, but neither of those individuals 
was able^to recognize a photograph of OSWALD, 

^ A photograph of OSWALD was displayed to IGNACIO 

itUIZ and JOSE--TREJO, who sell travel handbags regularly at 
the doors of the A,D.O. and Transportes Frontera bus terminals; 
the 6hoeshine boys who operate regularly in the area; the 
National Lottery ticket salesmen, LUIS\MELCHOR, ANTONIO-CRUZ, 


and JUAN* CRUZ; salesmen of belts and colored glasses, ROSENDO 
'CORONA and ANTONIO DOPEZ; newspaper vendors, N ICOLASNSANCHEZ 
and GONZAUTCASTRO-MIRANDA; VICTORN}ROPEZA and his son, 
ALFREDO, ^who 6ell orange Juice from an ambulatory stand; 
LADISLADO v BADILL0 and his cousin, JUAIUADILLO, who operate 
a gift stand near the entrance to the A*D«0, terminal and a 
similar shop at the German-American Hotel on the same block; 
and to JULIO>QARCIA, who operates a parking lot next door 
to the A.D.O, bus station, and none of them was able to 
identify the photograph as being of any person who had been 
in that area inquiring for transportation. 

Photographs of OSWALD also were displayed in other 
business establishments adjacent to the bus stations at the 
Mexican Aviation Company offices, the branch of the National 
Bank, the German-American Hotel, the Isabel lunch stand, the 
Aisa battery shop, the Hotel America and the bus terminal 
for "Autobuses Corsarios del Bajio," which offers transpor- 
tation to Morelia, without locating any person who could 
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recognize the photograph of OSWALD as having been in that 
locality. 


INTERVIEWS OF GUESTS AT HOTEL 


/ 


A second confidential source abroad reported that 
on January 24, 1964, ALFONSO^PEREZ^PLIEGO advised that his 
home address is Calle Espana No. 304, Guadalajara, Jalisco,, 
and that he frequently stops at the Hotel del Comercio while 
in Mexico City, where he has a business address of Calle 
Bolivar No. 8, Room 401. He confirmed that he had occupied 
room No. 19 at the Hotel del Comercio from September 26 
through 28, 1963, but stated that he had not observed 
OSWALD'S presence at the hotel and was unable to furnish 
any information concerning the latter*s activities in Mexico 
City. 

A third confidential isource ab road advised that on 
March 1, 1964, Captain SALVADGR^JESQU 1 VEL"5EGURA was located 
at the Hotel del Comercio and he advised that he resides 
permanently at Calle Colon No. 18, Fraccionamiento Reforma, 
Veracruz, Veracruz, and is a Mexican Army dental surgeon 
attached to the Military Zone Headquarters at Veracruz. 

He stated he was at the Hotel del Comercio during 
the latter part of Septeaber, 1963, for one night only, 
and if the hotel records reflected he was there on the night 
of September 30, 1963, that data would coincide with his 
recollection 6f the matter. He advised that while he was 
most desirous of being of assistance, he could not recall • 
anything whatsoever concerning OSWALD in connection with the 
hotel and could not identify photographs of him as being of 
a guest whom he had seen at the hotel. 

The /Same source advised that on March 4, 1964, 
URBANOTORREJ^^ENDOZA advised that he resides permanently 
at Calle Sangre de Cristo No. 51, Guanajuato, Guanajuato, 
and, being an automobile salesman, he makes frequent trips 
between Guanajuato and Mexico City for the purpose of trans- 
porting new automobiles. He related that he usually stays 
at the Hotel del Comercio, departing in the early morning 
and returning late at night. Upon viewing photographs of 
LEE HARVEY OSWALD, he stated he does not recall him as 
anyone he has seen at any time. 
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The first confidential source abroad furnished 
the information recorded hereinafter.

} On March 3, 1964, MARTiN-GUERRERO was located at f} I 

the Hotel del Comercio, room No. 15, and advised that he 
permanently resides at Calle Anahuac No. 215, San Lui6 Potosi, ' 

San LUls Potosi, and is a member of a "hand fiber manufacturing 
cooperative" known as "Sociedad Cooperativa Fabrica de Fibras 
Duras Atlas" in San Luis Potosi. He recalled having been at 
the Hotel del Comercio in late September and early Octobet, 

1963, explaining that he and his associates have been traveling 
to Mexico City with some frequency in recent years in connection 
with their business and always stay at the same hotel. 

Upon viewing photographs of LEE HARVEY OSWALD, 

GUERRERO stated positively that he hadro recollection of him 

and was certain he had never been aware of a young American's 1 

being at the hotel at any time. He pointed out that he j 

usually leaves the hotel early in the morning and does not 

return until late afternoon or evening and never spends time • 

in the small lobby or reception area. ,, 

JULIOihlNAN also was interviewed at the Hotel del j 

Comercio on Marches, 1964, and stated he resides in San Luis 
Potosi at Calle Altamirano No. 510 and is an associate of Mr. 

GUERRERO in the fiber cooperative. He acknowledged that he 1 

had been at the hotel in September and October, 1963, but ! 

upon viewing photographs of OSWALD advised that he did not 
recognize them' as being of anyone he had ever seen. 1 

■* » 

On March 14, 1964, MANUEL SERRALDE was located at 
the Hotel del Comercio and related that he has resided 'tore 
or less permanently" at that hotel during recent years and 
surely was at the establishment during late September and 
early October, 1963. He viewed photographs of LEE HARVEY 
OSWALD and stated that while he recognizes them from having 
seen them in the newspapers, he is certain he was never aware 
of his presence at the Hotel del Comercio and has no knowledge 
whatsoever concerning his having been a guest at the hottel. 
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POSSIBLE IDENTIFYING DATA 
CONCERNING OTHER HOTEL GUESTS 

1 On April 22, 1964, GUILLERMO GARCIA LUNA advised 

that on the basis of a search of abandoned correspondence, 
review of his records and accounts, and refreshing his memory 
through discussions with other personnel at the hotel, he had 
been able to develop the following additional data which might 
be of assistance in locating other guests at the hotel during 
the time OSWALD was at the establishment. 




ANTONIO OL'IVA is a Negro who had been considered 
Cuban but had clarified to GARCIA LUNA that he had grown up 
on the east coast of Mexico where "Cuban Spanish" is spoken. 

He had registered his occupation as "musician" but was known 
to have been employed as a cook or cook's helper in an uniden- 
tified Mexico City restaurant. He had been living at the hotel 
with a woman to whom he referred as his "wife" but because of 
their "way of life" GARCIA LUNA judged that she might have 
been his paramour. They left the hotel without paying a 
substantial hotel bill, and GARCIA LUNA has been attempting to 
locate them for several months without success. (Efforts have 
been made to locate OLIVA through checking records of various 
restaurant workers* unions, the Mexican Department of Immigration 
and the Mexican Institute of Social Security. All Inquiries 
to date have been negative.)

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GABRIEL CONTRERAS is the owner of a business in 
-Ciudad Juarez, Chihuahua, involving cotton seed oil or 
Related activity, and resides at Ciudad Camargo, Chihuahua, 

RODOLFO 7 RODRIGUEZ of Chihuahua, Chihuahua, also Is 
a driver for an automobile agency, possibly the "Opel or 
General Motors agepcy" in Chihuahua. ' 

MART INSUliAYA is a retired "Army man" who occasionally 
has stayed at the hotel and resides in Nuevo Leon, Tamaulipas^ 

RAFAEI/ROCHA is an automobile driver and drives new 
automobiles from Mexico^City to some^agency at Torreon. 

GARCIA LUNA believes JOSeDAMES is a bus driver, 
and the fact that his home address is listed as Aguascalientes 
causes him to assume that he is employed by the "Estrella j> 
Blanca" ("»7hite Star") bus line, which offers service to the 
area of Aguascalientes. 

FIDENCIO GARCIA may be a businessman in San Luis 
Potosi, San Luis Potosi. 

I The full name of "Cap, DOMINGUEZ" is Captain CARLOS 
— ^DOMINGUEZ, and a letter which he left behind at the hotel 
reflects him to be the President of the "Unificacion Estatal ,

GARCIA LUNA advised that he would continue to be 
alert for the arrival at the hotel of or information concerning 
other guests who might have some information concerning OSWALD. 

Hotel owner GARCIA LUNA advised that MARIO RESENDIZ 
stops at the Hotel del Comercio periodically and travels 
throughout Mexico as a salesman of religious artifacts. 

A fourth confidential source abroad advised on 
February 28, 1964, that extensive investigation had been made 
at Monclova, Coahulla, without obtaining any information as to 
the permanent address or further identifying data concerning 
MARIO RESENDIZ. 
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REPUTATION OF HOTEL DEL COMERCIO 


On April 22, 1964, inquiry was made of GUILLERMO 
GARCIA LUNA as to his opinion of how OSWALD had selected and 1 
appeared at his hotel, and he stated that even though the 
hotel is three blocks and "around three corners" from the 
Red Arrow bus terminal, he considers his hotel to have the 
best general aspect and appearance of any of several in the 
area; furthermore, it is known by personnel in other hotels 
that GARCIA LUNA can understand and speak a little English. 

He also mentioned that his hotel is filled to approximately 
ninety per cent of capacity at all times because he makes 
every effort to provide superior accommodations to commercial 
travelers at competitive prices. 

On April 17, 1964, a third conf identlal source, 
who has furnished reliable information in the past and is 
in a position to be informed with respect to the activities 
in Mexico of Cubans and individuals of other nationalities 
who are sympathetic to the Castro revolutionary regime in 
Cuba, advised that the Hotel del Comercio is not known to 
him as being frequented by pro-Castro Cubans. 

On April 23, 1964, the first confidential source, 
who is well-acquainted with hotel operations in Mexico City, 
reported that he knows nothing unfavorable with respect to 
the character and reputation of GUILLERMO GARCIA LUNA of the 
Hotel del Comercio and considers the latter to be a reputable ! 
establishment usually frequented by commercial travelers and 
individuals of modest means.

1. MONEY EXCHANGE IN MEXICO 
FOR COST COMPUTATIONS 

T-l, a confidential source abroad, advised that the 
present monetary exchange between the United States and Mexico 
is 12.49 Mexican pesos to one U. S. dollar. To simplify 
computations, the exchange rate of 12.50 pesos to one dollar 
is commonly used in Mexico and conversions at the 12. 50 rate 
can be made by simply multiplying the number of Mexican pesos 
by eight; therefore, one Mexican peso amounts to eight cents in 
U. S. currency and ten Mexican pesos equal eighty cents U. S. 
currency. 

Hereinafter the peso and centavo (meaning cent) 
amounts refer to Mexican currency, and the U. S. dollar 
equivalent set forth in parenthesis behind the peso amount., 
was confuted at the 12.50 exchange rate.

This same bus, 
while en route to Mexico, D. F., would have stopped at 
Saltillo, State of Coahulla, Mexico, for thirty minutes at 
8:00 PM on the same date when passengers could have eaten a 
second time. ALEJANDRO SAUCEDO added that there Is only a 
ten-minute stop for this bus at San Luis Potosl, State of 
San Luis Potosl, Mexico, from 3? 20 AM to 3:30 AM and that 
passengers generally are sleeping at this time and do not 
normally eat again until after their arrival at Mexico, D. F., 
usually at 9:30 AM.

T-2 related that on April 21, 1964, ERNESTO^ERNANDEZ, 
co-driver witja bus driver ROBERTO* MORALES on Plecha Roja bus 
No. 516 on September 26 to 27, 1963; from Laredo, Texas, to 
Mexico, D. F., advised as follows with regard to bus stops. and 
meals eaten by passengers en route: 

Bus No. 516 makes stops at Sabinas Hidalgo, State 
of Nuevo Leon; Monterrey, State of Nuevo Leon; Saltillo, 

State of Coahulla; San Luis Potosl, State of San Luis Potosl;

State of Queretaro, before arrival at Mexico, D. F., and 
food Is available for purchase by passengers at each of these 
stops.

T-3 advised that, from information developed at 
the Hotel Del Comercio and neighboring. restaurants, a 
breakfast generally costs 3.00 to 4.00 pesos ($.24 to $.32 
U.S. ), mid-afternoon meals, 5.00 to 6.00 pesos ($.40 to $.48 
U.S.), and any light meal in the evening, 2.00 to 3.00 pesos 
($.16 to $.24 U.S.). Ihe price of a meal in the neighborhood 
of the Hotel Del Comercio would vary dependent on the person's 
eating habits. 

T-3 related that in a more fashionable area located 
close to the travel agency "Agenda de Viajes, Transportes 
Chlhuahuenses, S. A. de C. V.," at Paseo de la Reforma No. 32, 
Room 5, Mexico, D. F., food at neighboring restaurants would 
cost o.OO to 10.00 pesos ($.64 to $.80 U.S.) for breakfast, 

10.00 to 13.00 pesos ($.80 to $1.20 U.S.) for lunch, and 

15.00 to 20.00 pesos ($1.20 to $1.60 U.S.) for dinner. 

OT-3 advised that Mrs. DOLOREsStAMIREZ VDA, (meaning 
widow) DE34RBEIR0, owner and manager of the small restaurant, 
"Fonda La Esperanza, " immediately adiacent to the Hotel Del ,) 
Comercio, clearly recalled on March 4, 1964, that LEE HARVEY 
OSWALD had appeared at this restaurant. OSWALD generally 
arrived at the restaurant after 2:00 in the afternoon when 
the noon rush tyas over and always ate sparingly. 

She remembered that OSWALD ordered with care and** 
apparent consideration for the cost, having soup, meat or 
eggs, and rice, but declining either a drink or coffee and 
dessert. OSWALD usually spent from 5.00 to 6.00 pesos ($.40 
to $.48 U.S. ) for each meal. OSWALD was alone always and 
never made any contacts or ate with anyone else. 

C. Pood Costs While Traveling to 

Laredo, Texas, from Mexico, D. F.v 


T-3 advised that RICARDO MEDINA BELTRAN, Manager of 
the Mexico City terminal of the Transportes del Norte bus line, 
stated on April 17, 1964, that meals are available for passen- 
gers en route from Mexico, D. F., to Laredo, Texas, at bus 
stops when there is time to eat and the meals generally oast 
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MEDINA BELTRAN Indicated there Is a dally bus 
departure at 8:30 AM from the Transportes del Norte terminal 
In Mexico City en route to Laredo, Texas. A twenty-minute 
stop Is scheduled at 2:00 PM on the same date at San Luis 
Potosl, State of San IaiIs Potosl, Mexico, where passengers 
can eat. Subsequently this bus stops for about five minutes 
7:55 PM at Saltillo, State of Coahulla, Mexico, and later 
stops for thirty minutes at Monterrey, State of Nuevo Leon, 
Mexico, at 9:30 PM where passengers may have a meal. This 
bus arrives at Laredo, Texas, at about 2:00 AM the following 
morning where passengers may again have time to eat. 

(Investigation discloses that LEE HARVEY OSWALD, In 
all probability, utilized the afore-mentioned lntlnerary upon 
departure from Mexico City to the united States-Mexlcan border 
In October, 1963.) 



T-4, a confidential source abroad, advised that 
bullfight cartels have been held regularly at the Plaza 
Mexico and El Toreo arenas In Mexico, D. F., but during 
September and October, 1963, only the cartel of the "Novllladas " 
(literal meaning - baitings of young bulls) was held at the 
Plaza Mexico, reportedly the largest bullfight arena In the 
world with a seating capacity of 50,000. The El Toreo arena, 
which Is located Just outside of Mexico, D. F., was closed 
during September and October, 1963 . The Plaza Mexico is In 
the Federal District of Mexico and located at a center bounded 
by streets named Avila Camacho, Rodin, Balderas, and Carolina, 
next to the Ciudad de los Deportes (Sporting Events City) on 
Avenida Insurgentes Sur, In Mexico, D. F. 

Source explained that the "Novllladas" season Is 
that portion of the bullfight season In which apprentice 
bullfighters perform and that younger and smaller bulls are 
utilized; consequently, the admission prices are not as high 
as admission prices for cartels featuring professional bull- 
fighters . 
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v T-l advised that on April 17, 1964, MARCELO L.

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At the bottom of page 10 , which contains the 
present article by MARGUERITE OSWALD, there are set forth 
what are said to be four main objections advanced by those 
who believe that OSWALD was not responsible for the 
President's murder, together with what are purported to 
be official answers thereto by the FBI: 

" l.' Did all the shots fired at President KENNEDY 
come from the book warehouse?

4. Did OSWALD slay Patrolman TIPPITT? 

Although one witness described TIPPITT 's murderer 
as not resembling OSWALD, three other witnesses 
have stated that he did In fact resemble him. 

This case Is being maintained In a pending status 
because of other separate outstanding leads, and we will 
eontlnue to follow this matter closely.

My Son Did Not Assassinate Kennedy 
by Marguerite Oswald 

The FBI Showed Me Ruby’s Photograph on the Eve of the Day 
He Assassinated My Son. Then, 


A woman has decided to fight to prove that Oswald 
did not assassinate Kennedy. This woman is Oswald’s mother, 
Marguerite Oswald. She is 55 years old. With the help of a 
lawyer, she has put together a file which speaks eloquently, 
so she assures us, of her son's innocence. In a previous 
article (see ’’Candide," issue No. 153), she showed that her 
son was not mentally unbalanced in his younger years, as 
has been claimed, and that he never was a shooting champion 
and, also, that a certain photograph was doctored in order 
"to throw him to the dogs." 



"I left immediately for Dallas. I went to Police 
Headquarters. t There, I found Marina, Lee's wife. She was 
carrying Rachel, a one-month-old baby, in her arms. 

"We kissed each other in tears. I did not know that 
they had had a second baby. My surprise was so great that for 
one moment I forgot what had happened to my son. 

"They consoled us. A detective said: 'Maybe it is 

an error.' Another announced with a smile: 'Your son will 

be released. We have just arrested another suspect.* 


"But they did not allow us to see Lee. Marina was 
interrogated. I told her not to be upset. Here, in the 
United States, the rights of a citizen are respected. Later, 
she told me that she was mistreated by the police. 
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"I Went To Garage" 
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"She had told me before that she had learned that 
* Kennedy had been assassinated from Mrs. Payne. On the 
;* day of Kennedy’s murder, Marina wasmtehing television, 

but had not fully understood the news that had been announced 
by the commentator. She was deeply saddened. 'The man who 
did that must be a monster. * She said. 'Poor Mrs. Kennedy....* 

"She told me that she was visited by policemen wearing 
large hats and wielding pistols in their fists shortly 
thereafter. They asked her if her husband had a rifle. 'Yes,' 
she went on to say, 'I replied to police, and went to garage to 
show them place, but no gun.... I not know where is....' 

Never, never did Marina recognize the murder weapon as the rifle 
belonging to her husband. She did not know anything. She told 
me 'Now police say Lee kill Kennedy, very ridiculous....* I 
told her not to worry. I told her everything would be all 
right. 

"Mrs. Payne Joined us in Dallas. I asked if I could 
retain a lawyer for my son. They replied: 'Wait till he is 

charged . * 


His Last Words 

"My feelings at the time were those which must be 
any mother's who is being told by reliable persons such as 
the police, .a Judge, a lawyer, a bunch of Journalists, etc.: 
'Your son has been killed in an automobile accident. He has 
assassinated his wife. He has broken into his boss's safe. 

He has thrown himself out a window. ' Everything is possible 
in life. 

"Mrs. Payne invited us to spend the night at her 
house. I slept on a couch. I found there a Journalist and 
a photographer. They were from 'Life' magazine. I learned 
that they had paid Mrs. Payne a lot of money to be able to 
photograph us. Mrs. Payne told them a number of stories about 
Lee Oswald. They were made out of whole cloth. I protested 
and issued a threat to throw everybody out. I was polite, but 
firm. 
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"Marina and I bad to devote nearly all our attention 
to the children. My daughter-in-law told me: *Lee home 

yesterday; Lee very cheerful; be play with baby. Lee live in 
(Dallas because Lee work in Dallas. No car, so no come home 
^always.... Lee leave in morning, I sleep. 

"As a matter of fact, she never got up in the morning 
to see her husband off or prepare his breakfast for him. No 
doubt, however, Lee would have awakened her to say 'Good-bye' 
to her if he had had such a plan in his head. 

"On the other hand, isn't it ridiculous to believe 
that, setting forth from Dallas logo to kill the President, he 
should ask for a ride in a neighbor '£ automobile with a long 
package in his hands, as though he were absolutely looking for 
a witness. . . .? 

"On the morrow, Mr. Gregory who introduced himself 
as the representative of 'Life' magazine, proposed that we 
stay at the Adolphus, one of Dallas's better hotels. We accepted. 
He gave me $50 (250 French francs). 'You will be closer to 
your son,* he added. Marina and I went to the prison. 

Robert, my youngest child, Joined us. We were admitted to 
see Lee. 

"He smiled. He looked unconcerned. There were 
scars on his face. He kissed his wife, shook hands with me, and 
kissed the baby. 'Don't worry, mama,' he said, *it*s nothing - 
I know my rights.* 

> In a Newspaper, 

On the Front Page. 

"I did not ask him if he had killed Kennedy. I 
heard my son deny it on television. Why should I, his mother, 
doubt his word? He kept on chatting as though we were there 
to while away the time of day. He asked his wife for a book. 
Marina looked at him and said to me: 'Mama, we love 

each other much , we cannot be separated .... * 

"'I love you a lot, Marina,* said Lee with a smile. 

Then, with a look of concern, he added: 'Don't forget to 

buy a pair of shoes for June, I left money in the chest of 
drawers. Nice shoes....* Those were the last words I heard 
from ay son. 
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"V/e went bad: to the hotel. During all this time, 
nobody watched us or protected us. 

"Not a single policeman. Not a single Secret Service 
.Agent. If it had been thought that Lee was truly the assassin, 
•care would have been taken to aliord full protection to his 
mother and wife: important witnesses. Even 'Life' abandoned 

us. I had to pay the hotel bill out of the $50. It would 
appear that the reporter's interest in us had waned due to 
doubt being cast on the evidence gathered against my son. 

"Nevertheless, an FBI Agent showed up later that day. 
I still remember his name: Odham. He showed me a photo and 

asked: 'Do you know this man?' I said no, I didn't. It 

was Saturday, November 23. The date is important and should be 
noted. 

"A few days later - which means considerably later - 
I saw a photograph in a newspaper. It was on the front page. 

I stopped dead in my tracks. I said: 'But I know that face. 

It is the face on the picture which FBI Agent Odham showed me.*

"1 am sure of that, one hundred times sure. I 
swear it by all that 1 hold dear. 

"On Sunday, early in the afternoon, we had more 
visiters. A few Agents came; then, my son Robert; then, a few

alists. We were taken to the residence of a Chief of Police 
whom I knew. 

"They told me that something had happened to Lee.

"The only time we went out was to attend Lee's 
funeral. One minister refused to hold the service. A second 
minister followed suit. At the last moment, the Chief of 
Police managed to persuade a minister to come. Christian 
charity and courage 
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"On the following day, Marina received a sailor's bag 
containing her husband's papers. We spent the eight days 
together. Marina repeated constantly that she was sure of Lee's 
- innocence. 

"A fellow kept hovering around us. It was Martin, the 
hotel manager. I did not like him. It seemed to me that he 
was showing more than a passing interest in Marina. Yet, be 
was a married man. 


Now She is Using Make-Uc 


"Soon I felt that Marina was avoiding me. She hardly 
spoke a word to me. Robert came to see us. I told him how 
astonished I was by my daughter-in-law's aloofness. 'Mother, 
Marina has decided to separate from you. She will live with 
Martin's family. She has been promised security for the future 
and An education for her children. * 

"Then, Marina came to kiss me. I have not seen my 
daughter-in-law since. Once at the cemetery, I tried to 
accost her. Agents stepped between us and kept us from 
talking. 

"I am convinced that she is under somebody's domination. 
Marina has changed a lot. She did not smoke. Now she smokes. 
Before, she could not stay in one room if her baby was in 
another room, Now she goes to Washington all by herself with- 
out her children. She never used any make-up. Now she wears 
scads of it. She sports a permanent. Her clothes are very 
smart. 

"She seems to be enjoying herself. She should not 
forget that she is the widow of a man accused of a horrible 
murder and the mother of two children who will be cursed as 
long as they live. She makes statements. She sells compro- 
mising photographs. What happened? 

"The ex-manager of a small hotel becomes her agent 
and, with the help of a lawyer, sells 'documents* right and 
left, receiving enormous commissions for them. Very strange 
rumors noise abroad concerning the relationship between Marina 
and this Mr. Martin. 
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"On the other hand, it really does not matter too 
much. What matters is neither Marina nor Ihrgutrite Oswald;

The FBI Assures That It Has A Decisive 
Piece of Evidence Against Him. 

Oswald Given Away By His Shirt. 

The Warren Commission, which is in charge of preparing 
the final rpport on Kennedy's assassination, is said to have 
reached its own conclusion that the President's assassin is 
Oswald and Oswald only. How the Commission will manage to 
refute the troublesome arguments of Oswald's mother and 'her 
legal counselor, Attorney Lane, remains to be seen. In 
addition, there are also the arguments of such Investigators 
as Joachin Joestin who, in "Candide," issue Ho. 141, explains 
why, in his opinion, the assassination could not have been 
committed by Oswald. 

In the United States and in Europe, those who 
continue to be doubtful about Oswald's guilt pose four main 
questions which have already been officially answered by the 
FBI. Here they are: 


i 
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1. Were all the shots fired at Kennedy coming from 
the book depository building where Oswald worked? 

After the assassination , it was said that at least one 
shot was fired from the railroad bridge under which the 
motorcade was about to pass. It has been claimed that the 
Dallas physicians found an entry bullet hole near the 
President's Adam's apple. This bulxet, it was said, came, 
therefore, from the front. 


The Hole in the Windshield 

The police reply that no witness saw a rifle on the 
railroad underpass, whereas several witnesses saw the barrel 
of a rifle in the window of the book depository building. 

On the other hand, the second autopsy on President 
Kennedy indicated that the throat wound was caused by the 
exit of a fragment of the third bullet. Another fragment 
struck the windshield of the Presidential limousine giving 
rise to the theory that a bullet came from the front. However, 
the windshield is marked from the inside and not from the outside. 

2. Did Oswald have sufficient time to come down from 
the 6th floor before the arrival of the depository manager , 

Mr. Truly, and of the Police officer who was accompanying him? 

Truly stated that he saw Oswald 30 seconds after 
the last shot. .Oswald was calmly sipping a Coca-Cola on the 
second floor.’ 

Now then, it takes more than half a minute to descend 
from the 6th floor to the 2nd floor. However, the time indicated 
by Truly is, at best, an estimate. Truly was in the street at 
the time the motorcade passed and the police doubt that he was 
able to get to the 2nd floor of the building so quickly. 

Three New Witnesses 

3. Could Oswald have fired the three shots? 

It has been said that Oswald could not have fired the 
3 shots on target within a lapse of seconds. The police 
reply that this 5'J-second figure is only a very uncertain estimate 
of the time which lapsed between the first shot and the third 
shot. 
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On the other hand, on the rifle they found a palmprint 
which corresponds to Oswald *s and an even more convincing clue 
which consists of cloth fibers similar to those of the shirt 
that Oswald was wearing on that particular day. 


4. Was Oswald the assassin of Patrolman Tippit? 

A witness gave a description of Tippit *s assassin 
which does not match Oswald's description, marguerite Oswald 
made a reference (in the article above) to this witness's account. 
But there are three other witnesses who are said to have 
furnished a description of the man who killed Tippit indicating 
that Oswald was the man. 

Even if Oswald is indeed Kennedy's assassin, it remains 
to be proved that he acted alone. It is a difficult under- 
taking because it calls for a negative proof. "After all," 
a high-ranking official of the Department of Justice of the 
United States has stated, "1 would have a lot of trouble to 
prove that I was not in a conspiracy with Oswald to assassinate 
Kennedy S " 

The Warren Commission, which la giving the finishing 
touches to its report, did not confine Itself to giving its 
stamp of approval to the conclusions of the FBI. It started 
the investigation all over again and called about 40 witnesses 
in addition to having about 150 witnesses interviewed by its 
representatives. "Our investigation," one of the Commission 
members declared, "has been much more thoroughgoing than 
the FBI's’. 1

This photograph of Oswald was taken in Dallas on 
the premises of the police station after the arrest of suspect 
number one. It was November 22. On November 24, Jack Ruby 
killed Oswald. A few days later, the photographer who bad 
snapped this picture thought be recognized Jack Ruby in the 
cigar-chomping personage in the foreground. The news caused 
a sensation. It suggested all sorts of collusions between 
Ruby and Oswald. The police started an investigation. They 
were able to identify the person. It was not Ruby. 

Ruby After His Crime. 
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ALEXANDER G.OlYERS, JR. # Vestinghouso Electric - 
Corporation, Metuchen, New Jersey, residence 2311 Hill Road, 
Scotch Plains, New Jersey, advised he was a First Lieutenant, 

U.S. Marine Corps Reserve Headquarters and Headquarters 
Squadron, El Toro Base, Santa Ana, California, assigned as 
officer in charge of the Separation 'Section for at least 
six months prior to bis separation from service on November 21, 
1959. 

He stated he has no recollection of LEE HARVEY OSWALD'S 
being stationed at El Toro during the above period and the only 
possible contact would be if OSWALD passed through the 
Separation Section among hundreds of others who were being 
released from the Corps. Mr. AYERS advised he had no contact 
with Marine Air Control Squadron 9 and therefore would not be 
in a position to know the officers or personnel assigned to it. 

According to Mr. AYERS, he has never been interviewed 
mt any time and has never furnished a statement to anyone 
regarding OSWALD or the time he himself spent at El Toro Base. 

He had no knowledge of any interviews which might have been 
conducted concerning OSWALD among the enlisted men or officers 
who lived with or associated with OSWALD and therefore would 
not know if statements were taken from them. 
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By letter dated 4-7—64 the President *s 'Commission requested 
this Bureau to conduct an exhaustive survey in Dallas, Fort Worth, 

Irving, Houston and Laredo, Texas, to determine if Lee Harvey Oswald 
may have rented a safe-deposit box in his name, a member of his immediate 
family or any assumed name in one of the aforementioned cities where he 
was known to have visited or resided since his return from Russia in 
June, 1962. Commission requested that in making inquiries at the 
various banks. Bureau Agents should carry a photograph of Oswald just in 
case the safe-deposit box was leased in a name not known at the present 
time. 

We have received letterhead memoranda suitable for dissemi- 
nation from the offices concerned regarding these inquiries. The 
Dallas Office, in its memorandum dated 4-21-64 indicated that a photograph 
was not exhibited to a number of banking employees contacted in its / 
territory. By teletype 4-25-64 we brought this to the attention of 1/ . 

SAC, Dallas, and requested that he submit explanations as to why a I . 

photograph of Oswald was not exhibited to all banking employees contacted 
in accordance with. the Commission's request. 

s 

By teletype 4-27-64 SAC, Dallas, stated that a photograph of 
Oswald was not exhibited to a bank official who had nothing to do with 
the actual rental of a safe-deposit box and whose location in a bank 
was not within the proximity of the safe-deposit box section. SAC, Dallas, 
stated that in each of the banks contacted, those employees who would 
have custody or were in charge of safe-deposit box rentals were shown a 
photograph of Oswald. 

In view of the explanation of the SAC, Dallas, we have 
Inserted a statement in the Dallas letterhead memorandum of 4-21-64 
setting forth the reason why a photograph of Oswald was not exhibited to 
all banking employees contacted. By separate communication we are 
furnishing the Commission results of our -investigation in this particular

Legat, Paris, by letter dated 4-13-64, furnished a copy of 
an article by Mrs. Marguerite/Oswald.which appeared in the r 

April 2-9, 1964, issue o-f^f'Le Nouveau Candide," which has been 
characterized by the Press Office of the American Embassy in Paris 
as a weekly newspaper, sensational in nature and strongly 
pro-de Gaulle in its political leanings. This article has been 
translated and reviewed, and a copy of the article and two copies 
of the translation thereof are being furnished to the President's 
Commission by attached letter. 

In a preface to the article the editors of "Le Nouveau 
Candide" have stated that in presenting her arguments for the

innocence of her son, Lee Harvey Qswald, Mrs. Oswald has expressed | *| 

"perhaps more maternal love than shrewdness." The article by •*"” 

Mrs. Marguerite Oswald captioned rj^fiy ®° n Not Assassinate 
Kennedy," is replete in speculation and disregard for facts developed 
in the investigation of the assassination. 

Mrs. Oswald claims that the photograph of her son holding 
a rifle in his hands, which has been published in numerous magazines 
and newspapers, is of doubtful authenticity. She claims that the 
face of her son was pasted upon someone else's body. The Bureau's 
inquiry about this photograph bad indicated that it was taken by 
Marina Oswald and was taken as evidence by the Dallas Police .Department 
following the arrest of Oswald. The Dallas Police Department has 
admitted making copies of the photograph; and "Life" magazine, which 
carried the photograph on its cover on February 21, 1964, has advised 
the Bureau that it received its copy of the photograph from "an 
enterprising young man" in the Dallas Police Department. There is no 
I evidence that the photograph, ap published in "Life," was "doctored" 

• as claimed by Mrs. Oswald. ** 
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The article also sets forth biographical details concerning 
the life of Mrs. Marguerite Oswald and her son, Lee Harvey* She 
makes the claim that Oswald earned a high school diploma* Our 
investigation shows that Oswald never completed high school and 
never received such a diploma, although he did receive a satisfactory 
rating in tests in 1959 in U* S* Marine Corps which indicated an 
educational level equivalent to a high school education* 

Mrs* Oswald also claims that no one ever told her that 
Oswald had been examined by a psychiatrist and that it was discovered 
that he could be dangerous* Our inquiry has established that 
Mrs, Oswald was advised of the need for rehabilitation and psychiatric 
consultation Jbr her son in connection with his truancy record with 
the New York City schools in the early 1950»s. 

According to Mrs* Oswald, her son was accepted in the ranks 
of the Aviation Cadet Corps, which she calls the Student Pilot Corps 
of the U. S* Air Force* Our inquiry indicates that Oswald was 
enrolled in the Civil Air Patrol in New Orleans, Louisiana, in 
July, 1955, and not in what she calls the Aviation Cadet Corps* 

Oswald apparently remained in the Civil Air Patrol for only a 
few months* 

J Mrs. Oswald goes to great lengths to set forth her view 
that Lee Harvey, her son, was 'recruited by the Central Intelligence 
Agency and then sent by that Agency to Russia* To support her theory 
that her son was working for the Central Intelligence Agency she 
refers to the fact *that she was advised by an officer in uniform 
that she should let Oswald enlist in the Marines, in the mid-1950*s* 
She also states that in preparation for his service with the 
U* S* Marine Corps, Oswald studied the ’’Marine Training Manual,” 
and also ”Das Kapital,” by Carl Marx* She states that Lee was asked 
to gather documentary evidence on Communism in order to prepare for 

I work as an intelligence agent* She claims that this is a current 
practice for "candidates” for the Central Intelligence Agency* 

Other evidence she claims substantiating her contention 
that Oswald was an intelligence agent for the U* S* is his sudden 
departure from her to go to Russia following his discharge from 
the Marine Corps in September, 1959, as well as the fact that when 
he, a known defector to the Soviet Union, requested permission to 
return to this country, he was able ‘to obtain his American passport 
and return* Mrs* Oswald states in her article that it appears that 
the Soviets gave the American Government a file on her son* She states 
that she plans to visit the Soviet Embassy in order to ask the 
Russians for .this file* She states that it proves "I am sure, that 
the communists discovered that Lee was an American agent*** . 
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Mrs. Oswald claims that her son Lee and his wife, Marina, 
were devoted to each other although she admits that there were 
moments when Marina talked of returning to Russia. There is no 
mention of the FBI made in this article. 

Further articles which may appear in "Le Nouveau Candide" 
will be obtained and reviewed and transmitted to the President's 
Commission. 

The Washington Field Office has been advised by letter 
4-23-64 to be alert through established coverage to a possible visit 
by Mrs. Marguerite Oswald to the Soviet Embassy in Washington, D. C. , 
and has been instructed to advise the Bureau of any such visit.

Sauvage prefaces his "objective" article with several 
observations which serve to set the tone of the article which Is 
to follow. He first of all stresses that all the evidence against 
Oswald was "leaked" to the various news media and he accuses the 
FBI as one of the principals in leaking this Information. Sauvage 
then states as the Dallas authorities convicted Oswald by "press 
and television" the FBI has "forced" the hand of the President's 
Commission by leaking the results of our investigation and in this 
fianner assuring that the Commission will return a verdict of guilty 
for Oswald.

Sauvage proceeds in a systematic manner to review the 
alleged evidence against Oswald from the assassination on. H© 
quotes freely the published statements of individuals such as Dallas 
County District Attorney Henry Wade, Chief Jesse Curry and Captain 
Will Fritz of the Dallas Police Department, and then endeavors to 
show that the early erroneous statements made by them were really 
intended to deceive and cover up the true facts. Sauvage imputes 
to impulsive publicity-seeking statement^ intrigue and conspiracy. 

In order to lend credence to some of his theories Sauvage goes 
as far as to attribute public statement to SAC Gordon Shanklin of 
Dallas regarding the assassination. Of course these statements 
are completely untrue. 

Some of the alleged facts which Sauvage highlights as 
showing Oswald could not be the assassin are as follows: 

1. That it was physically impossible for Oswald to have 
traveled from the sixth floor of the Texas School Book Depository 
Building and escape without anybody seeing him.

5. Sauvage also claims four shots were fire'd not three and 
he is skeptical of the findings of the FBI Laboratory that the three 
bullets fired were from the assassination rifle. 

6. He suggests clues leading to Oswald's arrest were planted 
well in advance of the assassination and suggests a conspiracy. 

7. He raises doubts concerning the murder of Officer J. D. 
Tippit by Oswald suggesting the facts as known are completely false.

This veision collajised wlien Mr Furls told lire 
leal slots to the |nrs%. trsraling that hr had iden- 
tified Oswahl as an employer rn the liitHhnrom.

Thus. time were no witnesses to testds to the 
exact lime Oswald left the Flm Street Imilding 
and since this taised the |»msit»i1iis that lie might 
claim lo have left it brfrne the uinw. it lire ante 
ini|MHtatit lo stress his |Hr*riite in lire Imilding 
after the shots had l»een fiml. 

Chief Curry's stairment that Oswald was in tire 
lunchroom ‘‘among others" has nrvet hern 
retracted. But unless we arc to impute criminal 
negligence, we must assume that on this |miiih Mt 
Cmrv was simply ill inhumed: if time trails weir 
other |reisons in the lunchroom at lire time 
fKwald cnteied it and nohodv Irothcred to ques- 
tion them alrout the exact moment and about htv 
Irchavior. we could uo|i ami chaw erm coinlusicrm 
right now. For the exact moment that Oswald 
entered the lunchroom is of the very first iuqwrr-

Italian military ammo, 108 rds~) which, * 
logether with a free 6*sliot clip, amounted to 
another $7-50. Captain Friu. in answer to ques* ' 
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lion*, said that the announcem^^fevf the |»rice at 
$12.78 had been aw ctroc, and?Kt Oswald had 
received the pin —fully cquip|»rc1. you brt." Mr. 
Milton P. Klein. President of Klein's S| sorting 
Goods in Chicago, confirmed that the rifle sent to 
Oswald's P.O. Box in Dallas under tlie name of A. 
Hidell was the $19.95 item with telescopic sight. 
Mr. Klein did not mention the ainutn. Neither 
did Captain Fritr. and it may lie noted tiere. as 
another curious detail of the case, that while the 
search conducted in Irving as well as in the North 
Beckley Avenue rooming house in Dallas pro* 
dticed a peat numlier of letters, plmtop j|»!is. ami 
other documents, not a single 6.5mm. htillei was 
ever announced as having turned up. 

Under all these circumstances, the smrv of the 
Irving gunsmith was a|H to teo|icu I lie whole 
question of the wca|ion. and thrie must hasr 
been a dilhcult moment that rsrniug in Dallas 
Police Headquarters what this wa* tcali/cd. At 
first, some journal isis war told that Oswald mav 
have owned a second rifle. Imii this was not a sets 
convenient wav out either. Iiecausr it meant that 
the police would have had to explain where he 
had kept it and where lie had liought the other 
telescopic sight. And so the storv of the Irving 
pmsmith was dismissed as a misumlri standing 
and he was never mentioned again. 

There remains, however, something exticmelv 
distm hing about this episode which mi seitous 
investigation can ignore. Unlike utlia witnesses. 
Mr. Rvder did not sav that hr icc<»gni/ecl or 
remembered Oswald. but onls that lie had come 
across a repair ticket with Oswald's name on it in 
his records. Now. Oswald is not .Smith. Jones, or 
Brown. If Mr. Rvdcr's Oswald was mu I jrr llar- 
vey. and if there was some other Oswald in Irving 
or ncaihy in (blotter 196$. tlie jKilicr slwnild find 
and (irocitiie him. If fliey cannot, and if it devel- 
ops dial someone wlm was neither Ure llarvev 
nor any real Oswald used the name of Oswald to 
ga a telescopic sight nioiiiiied on a tille hs a gun 
smith in Irving one month helot r die assassina- 
tion of Fiesidrnl Kennedy, a Maiding possibilitv 
would present itself -the |tossihiliiv that lines 
leading to Ixe liaises Oswald were planted well 
in advance of the assassination. 

But what if Mr. Rsder had misread the name 
on the repair ticket? This would liasr Itccn a valid 
reason, the only valid one. for the judiir to have 
chop|>cd the whole siors. To check on diis jms- 
sihility, 1 called him and asked wliat exactly was 
the "mistake" or "mistindci standing" that had 
led Dallas officials to dismiss his story. "Well," he 
said, "you know dial the gun Oswald icceived 
from Chicago already had a telescopic xigltt. So it 
couldn't be the murder gun lie hiought to me. It 
ntust've been another pm. or it was tome other 
Oswald." But was lie sure of the name on the 
repair ticket? Had lie |ierha|is mislead it? "No. no. 
die .ticket is still heie. It's Oswald. No first name 
or middle initial, but Oswald. Just Oswald." 
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There h a fiwinatnq^ussagr-yer another -far 
the transcrifit of Disttict Allot nes Wade's Sundav

If the Mannlichri -Cat rams 
Iwlofigal to Oswald, one winild exjiec t his finger* 
faints to lie on it. wheihci he killai die Piesident 
cm not But if lie did kill the Piesident with this 
tiflr. the absence of his ffnigei faints sains stiangr. 

Did he weat gloses? N*h if we ate to believe the 
Distiici Aitotnes's statement that thae wav a 
fwlin |rtint "on fian. of tlie metal under the 
gun." Did lie. then, hrlnir hiding the rifle behind 
some tattous and crates cut tlie sixth floor, care- 
fulls wi|w the wea|M»n clean with hts hanctkei- 
chief. though I<h getting to wifw the metal under 
die gnu? 'l itis is |Hvssihle. hut it wmild le cutiouv 
that Oswald shotdd have taken just this one far* 
caution while nrglating all others to the fioiiit of 
caiiviug an idrnti lie alum caid with tlie name A 
I Itdrll on it in his wallet. Besides, if we assume 
that Oswald wi|»rd the wrap m we have to ackt a 
nunilai of seconds to die time it would have 
taken him to get down to the second flout lunch

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An article appeared in the April 16, 1964, edition > ^ 
of the "University of Cincinnati News Record," a weekly campus 
newspaper of the University of Cincinnati (UC), Cincinnati, 

Ohio, entitled, "LEE H. OSWALD'S Counsel to Speak \gere April j2. " 
According to this article a campus group known as/Students for 
Constitutional Freedoms would present Mr. Mark Lane, New York ’ r 
attorney and counsel for Lee Harvey Oswald, at 12:30 PM, Tuesday, 
April 21, 1964, in Annie Laws Auditorium. The article indicates 
Lane would appear to discuss the Oswald case and why he believes !s 
Oswald to be innocent of the assassination of the late President, 
John F. Kennedy. The article Identified Lane as a former New 
York State Assemblyman who wrote a "legal brief" on the Oswald 
case. It is further indicated in the article that Lane was 
retained by Mrs. Marguerite Oswald on January 14, 1964, to ; 
represent her son before the Warren Commission and that since 
that time Lane has been investigating the Oswald case. 

A characterization of Mark Lane and the \

On April 21, 1964, a confidential source made available 
a taped recording of all the remarks of Mark Lane made during 
an appearance at Annie Laws Auditorium, UC, on April 21, 1964, 
There is set forth below a summary of these remarks: 

Lane Introduced himself as having 13 years' experience 
as a criminal trial lawyer. His opening remarks deal with the 
concept of presumption of innocence, pointing out this is the 
foundation of our method in trying cases in the United States. 'Hr* 
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Lane indicates he believes there is a Hack of this 
concept in the ordinary criminal case and in the major 
criminal cases the concept disappears and is sometimes replaced 
with a presumption of guilt as in the Lee Harvey Oswald 
Thereafter Lane criticized the manner in which the public 
press handled the Oswald case. He accuses the press of 
inventing statements and pictures relating to Oswald personally , %**%?'■ 
the weapons and other evidence involved in this case. He states 
there is no case against Oswald and accuses the President*® 

Commission of being afraid to hold public hearings and have 
counsel represent Oswald. He states that if open hearings 
were held it would prove Oswald is innocent. 


Lane exhibited documents which he states he secured 
from the Office of the Dallas District Attorney containing ' 

specific evidence in the Oswald case. He points out contradictory > ! 
public statements made concerning the assassination weapon being 
identified originally as a German Hauser 7.65 MM, then as an 
'Italian Carbine 6.5 MM. 


Lane discusses what he believes to be false statements 
made by police officers regarding Oswald* s use of aliases and 
states his investigation conflicts with police statements about 
a taxi driver said to have driven Oswald away from the crime 
scene. Lane discusses the paraffin test given Oswald and 
concludes that if this test has any value it proves Oswald 
could not have fired a rifle on November 22, 1963. 

% 

Lane discusses what he describes as the original 
charges against Oswald for the murder of police officer Tipplt. 

He reads what he states to be the entire affidavit of the only 
eyewitness to this murder, which affidavit he states is signed 
by Helen Louise Markham. Lane states that his personal inter- 
view with Markham shows a difference in the description of the 
person identified by Markham and the description of the individual 
broadcast by the Dallas Police Department immediately after this 
murder. 


Lane discusses the differences in the clothing worn 
by Oswald on November 22, 1963, and the description given by 
witness Warren Reynolds. He describes how Reynolds was 
recently shot through the head and a suspect charged with - >? 
this crime produced an alibi witness named Betty Mooney 
.* MacDonald, who Lane says was a former stripper at Jack Ruby's 
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night club and who^aterhrged herself to deatlTTn the Dallas 
Police Station. Lane draws a map of the assassination scene 
for the benefit of those present and enters into a lengthy 
discussion to show through use of statements made by medical 
personnel that President Kennedy was shot first from the front 
through the throat and that Oswald said to be located some 
75 yards behind the President's limousine in the Book Depository 
Building, could not have fired this shot. Lane concludes from s 
his description of the assassination scene and the events which ^ 
took place that the FBI, the Secret Service and the Dallas 
Police Department all directed their investigation to establish 
Oswald was the assassin and Oswald acted alone. Lane states * 
that some witnesses to the assassination were coerced into 
making statements to support the theory that Oswald was the 
assassin and that he acted alone. Lane accuses medical 
personnel who treated the President immediately after the 
assassination of changing their testimony because of informa- 
tion furnished them by Secret Service officers. 


Lane states that his investigation failed to identify 
a 8 ingle witness other than the Dallas Chief of Police who 
believed that the assassin's shots came from the Book Depository 
Building. Lane thereafter speculates the assassin fired from 
a position in front of the Presidential limousine. 


Thereafter Lane discusses what he calls the 
entire prosecution case against Oswald and he concludes that 
Oswald was not the assassin. 


Lane then answered several questions from the 
audience which dealt with the points he discussed during the 
remarks.

at the auditorium of the Ohio Museum ofyNatural History, Columbus, 
Ohio. Appearance was sponsored by the^students For Liberal 
Action (SIA), a recognized organization on the campus of 
yfohlo State University, Columbus, Ohio. The title of his 
speech was announced as "Assassination of President Kennedy 
and the Defense of Lee Oswald". The affair was open to the 
public and an admission fee of 25 cents was charged. The 
appearance terminated at approximately 6:00 P.M.

Summarized below are the major points presented by 


l. /•, • (1) At the time of Lee Oswald's arrest there was 

not one shred of credible evidence to link him with the 
assassination or with the murder of Patrolman Tippit and 
there is none today. 

(2) The national news media distorted Oswald's . 
alleged participation in the assassination. Lane exhibited 
photographs from various national magazines which he claimed 
had been altered; he said that the FBI had revealed that 
Oswald's pistol had been purchased in September, 1963, whereas 
"Life" magazine showed Oswald had in his possession the 
pistol in March, 1963; and pointed out differences in photo- 
graphs of Oswald's rifle. 
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' ' (3) The entire Investigation Is shrouded In 

secrecy. Lane's recent testimony before the Warren Commission - 
was 'Classified "Top Secret" even though be requested that . 
hisftestimony be made public. He was made aware that any -i } 
disclosure by’ him of his testimony would be In violation of ^ vj . . 
Title 18, U.S. Code. 

(4) There was disagreement among investigators In 
regard to the description of the rifle found on the sixth 
floor of the Texas Book Depository Building. After the FBI 
announced that the rifle found was a 6.5 mnw Italian carbine. 
District Attorney Wade delivered his statements regarding the 
rifle and other evidence to confirm FBI findings. 


(5) Dallas Police Chief Curry announced that 
paraffin tests administered to Oswald proved Oswald was the 
assassin "No question about it?' Lane claimed to have a 
copy of the results of this test which showed only nitrate 
deposits on Oswald's right hand, not on his face. 


(6) The lone witness to the shooting of Patrolman 
Tippit, Helen Louise Markham, described the murderer as 
short, stocky, with bushy ha ix; which description is totally 
different from that of Oswald. Lane said it was "difficult** 
to interview Markham because she had been sworn by agents of 
the FBI, Secret Service, and dozens of Dallas police officers 
not* to- discuss the matter. 


^ t '» * (7) A used car lot owner, Warren Reynolds, 

who probably saw the fleeing murderer of Patrolman Tippit, 
later was mysteriously shot, his suspect assailant captured 
but later released because of testimony of alibi witness. 
That witness, Betty McDonald, former stripper in Jack Ruby's 
night club, later was arrested and committed suicide while . 
in custody. These events have not been publicized. 


(8) Every investigative agency has concluded that 
Oswald committed the assassination but details as to how he 
did it have been repeatedly changed. 


(9) Three physicians at the Parkland Memorial 
Hospital who first administered to the dying President, 
stated he had been shot from the front and that the wound ’

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. Is clearly an entrance wound. The doctors were not questioned 
by any Investigator for more than one month, but then two 
Secret Service agents, with autopsy report In their possession, 
told the examining physicians they were In error and that the 
t»roat was an exit, not an entrance, wound. 

(10) Lane Interviewed witnesses who claimed the ; , 

shot sounded as though It had come from the direction of 
the concrete overpass and not from the Texas Book Depository 
Building. 


(11) How would Oswald know the proposed route of 
the Presidential motorcade was to have been detoured past 
the. Texas Book Depository when the published map showed no 
such route? Why would the motorcade detour? 


(12) After the assassination, authorities failed 
to *'seal off 1 ' the area In the Immediate vicinity and checked 
no outgoing transportation from the city. 


(13) Oswald was an "extremely poor*' marksran In 
the U.S, Marine Corps and the weapon allegedly used was 
of Inferior grade. 

(14) Th» FBI had Interviewed Mrs. RUTH PAINE, 
shortly before the assassination and was Informed that Oswald 
was employed at the Texas Book Depository. Oswald was not 
SjUrveilled on the day of the assassination, nor were 23 other 

, • p^tsons known to the FBI as subversive surveilled. Any 

' p'eroon who had spoken out in favor of school Integration, however, 
was "followed" on November 22, 1963, by the FBI, Secret

There Is now no attorney to represent Oswald’s 
Interest or to closely examine evidence. Lane does not 
have the answer as to who assassinated President Kennedy, 
but will continue to Investigate the crime and wants the 
American public to look for intelligible answers.

The "New York Herald Tribune” newspaper dated 
January 15, 1964, page 7, column 1, contained an article entitled 
"Oswald's Mother Hires Lane.” This article stated that on 
January 14, 1964, Mrs, Marguerite C. Oswald, mother of accused 
assassin Lee Harvey Oswald, announced she had hired Mark Lane 
to represent her slain son before the Warren Commission 
investigating the murder of President John F. Kennedy. According 
to this article, Mrs. Oswald stated she had been in contact with 
Lane during his stay in Fort Worth, Texas, the previous weekend. 
It was also pointed out that Lane had accepted the case although 
Mrs. Oswald stated she had no funds with which to pay him. 


The April 2, 1964, issue of the "New York Times, M 
page 37, column 5, contained an article captioned "Mother of 
Oswald Ends Tie With Lane." The article Indicated Mrs. 
Marguerite Oswald said she had dismissed Mark Lane, her New 
York lawyer, and that he should stop any "organized campaign" 
on behalf of her son through his "Citizens Committee of Inquiry.

He is British citizen who holds 
Canadian passport and has traveled extensively in US and in Fall 
of 1963 in Europe. He is probably a con man. He sat next to Oswald 
on Red Arrow bus from Lareao to Mexico City 9-26 and 9-27-63. 

During 4 interviews, he has denied this to us. Commission 
representatives when in Mexico evidenced interest in Osborne. 
However, they said they could not make firm request that he be 
located or detained as full Commission* s desires were not known 
in this regard. Commission's 4-24 let shows that body is still 
indecisive as to whether or not to call Osborne. As this man is 
in almost constant travel status and has violated no law, we 
cannot exercise any control over him if he is in US and, 
therefore, inadvisable to conduct fugitive investigation and 
thereafter probably chase after him in his travels unless Commission 
definitely wants to subpoena him and issue subpoena.

Mrs. Cheek, a wealthy woman, knew Jack Ruby 
in view of their mutual interest in night clubs. 

Cheek's sister, Earlene Roberts, was landlady at 
Lee Harvey Oswald* s Beckley Street residence at the 
•. time of the assassination. Roberts did not take an 
active part in the management and has denied knowing 
-a Oswald or Ruby. This matter has been thoroughly 

investigated and no connection established between 
Oswald and Ruby.

so that Backlin's unidentified client, who was source of the following jf 
information, could be thoroughly interviewed. f 

On 2/27/64 Richard Giesbrecht, a Canadian citizen and used 
car salesman, was contacted through Attonrey Backlin in Manitoba, Canada, 
at which time Giesbrecht advised that while in. a bar at Winnipeg 
International Airport, 2/13/64, he overheard a conversation between 
two unknown individuals apparently discussing Lee Harvey Oswald. 
Reference was made as to "how did Oswald know" and to "Isaacs," 
apparently an acquaintance of Oswald's who was "seen near Kennedy" 
in a film. Reference was also made topapex^s or merchandise coming 
in from Nevada and that "while there had been no sales meeting since 
November, one might be scheduled on 3/18/64 in Kansas City, Missouri." 
While making notes of the conversation, Giesbrecht stated he noticed 
a third individual apparently scrutinizing his action. He became 
apprehensive that the third individual may have signaled the other 
unknown Individuals that their conversation was being overheard and 
he, therefore, left the bar and eventually the airport.

Concerning MARK'LANE, the following Is noted: 

The "New York Herald Tribune" newspaper 
dated January 15, 1964, page 7, column 1, contained 
an article entitled "Oswald's Mother Hires Lane." 

This article stated that on January 14, 1964, 

Mrs. Marguerite C. Oswald, mother of the accused 
assassin Lee Harvey Oswald, announced she had hired 
Mark Lane to represent her slain son before the 
Warren Commission investigating the murder of 
President John F. Kennedy. According to this article, 

Mrs. Oswald stated she had been In contact with Lane 
during his stay In Fort Worth, Texas, the previous week 
end. It also pointed out that Lane had accepted the case, 
although Mrs. Oswald stated she had no funds with which 
to pay him.

On June 10, 1963, a confidential source 
advised that at a meeting of the New York 
Council to Abolish the House Un-American 
Activities Committee (NYCAHUAC) (see appendix), 
held May 28, 1963, at 74 Fifth Avenue, New York City, 
Mark Lane was elected to the position of 
Vice-Chairman of the organization. 



During LANE's discussion he stated that LEE HARVEY 
OSWALD was innocent of the murders of President JOHN F. 

KENNEDY and Dallas policeman J. D. TIPPIT. LANE also stated 
that two or three other persons in a conspiracy shot President 
KENNEDY from a railway overpass as the limousine was driving 
away from the Texas Book Depository Building in Dallas, Texas. 
LANE stated that the Parkland Hospital doctors first stated 
that the wound in front of President KENNEDY'S throat came 
from the bullet's entry, but subsequently changed their 
story at the insistence of the Secret Service. 

LANE was critical of the FBI, the Dallas Police 
Department, the Secret Service, the Warren Commission, which 
he described as a "Star Chamber" violating American principles 
and suppressing the truth to protect America's image.

LANE likewise criticized the American press for •• 
what he called "conditioning" the American public as to 
LEE HARVEY OSWALD'S guilt and also failing to print the 
defense story. LANE likewise criticized Dallas District 
Attorney HENRY M. WADE for his activities during the days 
following the President's assassination when the television 
cameras of the nation were focused on Dallas, Texas. LANE 
stated that District Attorney WADE's action and statements 
prejudiced OSWALD'S rights under the law. 

LANE likewise stated that the City of Dallas had 
a far-right political atmosphere which was conducive to the 
murder of President KENNEDY and stated he knew of no other 
state in the United States where guns were so easy to buy > 
and obtain.

At the time LANE was discussing the City of Dallas 
he was hissed by a large number of the approximately 350 
students who were in attendance at the meeting. > 

At the conclusion of LANE's remarks, which lasted . 
approximately two hours, Associate Professor FRED COHEN of 
The University of Texas Law School, called LANE's defense 
"eloquent." ,

MURRAY KEMPTON, a "New Republic" editor, also 
criticized the conduct of Dallas District Attorney HENRYjWADE, 
but stated he could not agree with LANE that such people' 
as the members of the Warren Commission or Governor John B. 
Connally would be a part of a conspiracy to keep the truth 
from the American people and also stated that he doubted 
LANE's version of the assassination. 

Associate Professor COHEN did state that despite 
the bungling by the Dallas Police they did stumble on the 
right man when they captured OSWALD. COHEN also stated 
that he did not think that the FBI could silence the 
Parkland Hospital doctors and other men of good faith. 

At oqe point during LANE's remarks, after he had 
been talking for approximately one and one-half hours. The 
University of. Texas newspaper amusement editor on the 
"Daily TexanJ' HAYDE^PREEMAN, attempted to call a time limit 
on MARK LANE's speech, but was shouted down by the other 
students present.

On March 9, 1961, a source advised that the 
New York Council To Abolish the Un-American Activities 
Committee (NYCAUAC), 150 West 34th Street, New York City, 
New York, was formed at a meeting held in New York City 
on November 17, I960. This organization was founded 
principally through the efforts of FRANK WILKINSON, 

Field Representative of the National Committee To Abolish 
the Un-American Activities Committee (NCAUAC). 

A second source advised on September 17, 1952, 
that FRANK WILKINSON was a Communist Party member as of 
September, 1952. 

A third source furnished on September 14,1961, a 
copy of resolutions of the New York Council To Abolish the 
House Un-American Activities Committee (NYCAHUAC) which 
were .adopted by the NYCAHUAC. One such resolution affirmed 
the intention to continue to work for the abolition of the 
House Committee on Un-American Activities (HCUA) and to 
continue its efforts to broaden the participation in this 
fight. Another resolution accepted as a modus vivendi the 
suggestion of the Field Representative of the "National 
Committed to Abolish the HUAC" (NCAHUAC) namely that local' 
abolition committees may identify and co-ordinate their 
efforts as closely as they desire with NCAHUAC, still 
maintaining their autonomy for as flexible and independent 
a program as possible. 

Various sources have advised during March, 1962, 
that Communist Party (CP) members in the New York City area 
have been solicited to support activities of the NYCAHUAC 
during attendance at CP club meetings. 

On May 6, 1963, the first source advised that the 
NYCAHUAC continues to function from its office at 150 West 
34th Street, New York City, New York.

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This morning the staif members of the President’s Commission 
raised a question as to what ^information was contained in the 

I Bureau’s headquarters file on Oswald prior to the assassination, 
the purpose being to establish the extent of the Bui'eau's knowledge 
of Oswald prior to 11/22/63. \ 

I checked the Bureau file over the weekend and it contains the 
investigative reports, together with newspaper clippings, communica- 

I tions to and from the field, et cetera, all of which pertinent informa* 
tion has already been furnished to the Commission. However, the file 
does reflect the identity of some of our confidential informants 
and makes mention of the Security Index program and the communist 

( index and such matters that should not go on record outside of the 
Bureau.

s'* In the discussion of this matter with Mr. tfillens and Mr. 

>stern of the Commission staff, I pointed out that we, of course, —-V- 
' have no reservations concerning furnishing the contents of the file

I Commission would want on record items of the confidential nature men- / 
tioned above. They 5 stated that this same problem had been encountered 
with CIA and had been overcome by having the information paraphrased 

I in such a form that it would not reveal these confidential items. 

It was suggested that we prepare a letter to the Commission, setting 
forth the individual items in the file up to the assassination, with 
a brief description as to each, and thereafter, in my presence, 

Mr. .Stern and I go through the file, checking the items against the 
list, so that the Commission will be assured that the list we prepare 
will represent the contents of the file. 

I have instructed that such a list be prepared, in the fora 
of a letter to the Commission, and if the Director agrees we will 
go ahead and follow this procedure with the Commission, as it was .
